To  authorize  the  Governor  to  incorporate  the  Ligonier  and  Somerset  turnpike  road 

company. 

Skction  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  ibuee  of  Bepreien' 
tativee  of  the  Commonwealth  of  PennMylvama  in  General  JHeeenMy 
metf  and  it  is  her  Ay  enacted  by,  the  authority  rf  the  eame^  That 
John  M'Farland,  Noah  Mendell,  Richard  Orahani,  Samuel  P.  Cum- 
mins, James  Clark,  William  Huston,  James  Groodlen,  Frederick  A.  Commiaaionera 
Rohrer,  Samuel  L.  Carpenter,  Judah  Case,  Robert  West,  Joseph  Nice- 
woDger  and  James  Fowler  of  Westmoreland  county,  and  Henry  S. 
Pickens,  Joseph  Imhoff,  Daniel  Weyand,  Isaac  Ankeny,  John  Neff, 
Christian  Seyler,  Emanuel  Smith,  William  Philson,  Simeon  Gebhart, 
George  Chorpenrins  of  Somerset  county,  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners to  do  and  perform  \he  several  thinga  hereinafter  mentioned, 
that  is  to  say,  they  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  October 
next,  procure  one  or  more  books^  and  enter  in  each  of  them  as  follows  :

incorporate  a  company  for  making  an  artificial  road,  from  a  point  on  the 
Stoystown  and  Greensbuig  tumpuLe  road,  between  Ligonier  and  Lau|rh- 
linirtoMm,  in  the  county  of  Westmoreland,  to  a  p<mit  fdnrat  five  mdee 
from  the  borough  of  Somerset,  on  the  Somerset  and  Johnstown  turn- 
pike, in  Somerset  county.'  Witness  our  hands,  the  day  0f 
m  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  |''  and 
shall  thereupon  give  notice  in  one  or  more  of  the  public  newspapers, 
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^j^  printed  in  Westmoreland  and  Somerset  counties,  f<»r  one  calendar 
month  at  least,  of  the  times  and  places  in  the  said  connties,  when  and 
where  the  said  books  shaU  be  opened  to  receive  subscriptions  for  the 
stocks  of  the  company,  at  which  respective  times  and  places  one  of 
the  said  commissioners  shall  attend,  and  permit  all  persons  of  lawful 
age,  who  shall  offer  to  subscribe  in  the  said  books,  in  their  own  name, 
or  in  the  name  of  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  duly  authorize  the 
same,  for  any  number  of  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  jn  the  said 
»tock;  and  the  said  books  shall  be  kept  open  respectively,  for  the  pur- 
pose aforesaid,  at  least,  six  hours  in  every  juridical  day,  for  the  space 
of  six  weeks,  or  until  said  books,  so  (^ned,  shall  have  twelve  hundred 
shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  therein  subscribed ;  and  if  at  the  ex- 
piration of  the  said  six  weeks,  the  books  aforesaid,  or  either  of  them,

Section  2.  That  when  twenty  or  more  persons  shall  have  subscribed

Letters  patent  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  state,  to  create  and  erect  the  subscribers,  and  if 
the  said  subscription  be  not  full  ^t  the  time,  then  also,  those  who  shaU 
afterwards  subscribe  to  the  number  aforesaid,  into  one  body  politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  ^^  Ligonier  and  Somerset

they  shall  think  proper,  if  such  enlargement  shall  be  found  necessary  to 
fulfil  the  intent  of  this  act  $  and  of  purchasing,  taking  and  holding, 
transferring  and  conveying,  in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  lesser  estate,  Sn 
such  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  estates,  real  and  personal, 
as  shall  be  necessary  to  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  works  |  and  <rf 
suing  and  beinc  sued ;  and  of  doing  any  other  matter  or  thing  which  a 
corporation  or  body  politic  may  lawfully  do :  Provided  atways.

on  the  Somerset  and  Johnstown  turnpike  road,  in  Somerset  county,  and 
shall  bave^  like  powers,  authorities  and  privileges  necessary  for  carr3ring 
on  and  com]^ting  said  turnpike  road,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties, 
qualifications,  restrictions,  penalties,  fines  and  forfeitures,  and  be  enti-  j^^^^       ^ti^ 
^d  to  like  tolls  and  profits,  in  proportion  to  the  distance,  as  are  given  ^^       ^^' 
and  granted  to  the  president,  managers  and  company  of  the  Pitt^uig 
and  Greensbutg  turnpike  road  by  the  several  acts  of  this  commonwealth  : 
Providedi  That  if  tfie  said  company  shall  not  proceed  to  carry  on  the  ProTito. 
said  work  within  five  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  shall  not, 
within  twenty  years  afterward,  complete  the  said  road  according  to  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  in  either  of  those  cases  it  shall  and  CommoncemeDt 
may  be  lawful  for  the  legislature  of  this  commonwealth  to  resume  all  aod  completion, 
and  singular  ^e  rights,  privileges,  liberties  and  franchises  by  this  act 
granted  to  said  company.

signed by  the  secretary,  which  shJl  be  immediately  published  afler 
they  are  passed,  in  at  least  six  written  or  printed  handbills  or  otherwise, 
fixed  up  at  as  many  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  said  town,  and 
which  shall  also  be  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose 
by  the  president  and  directors  $  and  they  shall  also  provide  another 
book,  in  which  they  shall  record  the  certificates  of  their  election,  and 
enter  all  their  contracts,  and  the  appointment  of  officers  and  agents,  and 
proceedings  generally  under  this  act;  which  book  shall  be  k^t  by  the 
secretary,  and  who  shall  submit  them  to  the  inspection  of  any  of  the 
inhabitants  as  aforesaid,  at  convenient  hours,  when  they  apply  for  the 
same.

«nd  direS«u  ^  to  have  the  water,  granted  for  the  use  of  said  town  by  Aaron  Levy, 
conveyed  in  proper  pipes  through  all  the  streets  in  the  same,  and  to  fix 
hydrants,  fountain  pumps,  and  a  sufficient  number  of  cisterns  to  contain 
the  waste  water,  to  be  used  in  cases  of  fire  and  for  other  purposes,  at 
equal  distances,  with  diameter  of  the  boxes  proportioned  to  the  pop-

duits,  fixMn  the  public  pipes  into  their,  own  houses  and  lots ;  but  if  it 
should  be  found  that  these  pipes  have  produced  a  scarcity  of  water  in 
any  part  of  the  town,  or  inconvenience  to  any  of  the  inhabitants,  the 
permission  shall  in  such  case  be  withdrawn,  and  the  said  stnall  pipes 
be  shvt  up.  • 
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SBcrnm  8.  llial  all  fines  and  fbrfntures  under  this  act,  shril  be  paid  Fumi,  Sic. 
to  the  president  and  directors^  to  be  by  them  appliedl  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses arising  under  the  same;  in  addition  to  which  they  shall  have 
power  from  time  to  time  to  assess  taxes  for  that  purpose,  in  the  following  Taxes, 
manner,  to  wit:  On  each  male  taxable  inhabitant  in  said  town,  the  sum 
of  sixty- two  and  a  half  cents  yeariy ;  but  if  the  proceeds  of  the  moneys

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  of  Laddara,  booka» 
the  water  pipes  of  Aaronsburg,  to  procure,  as  soon  as  convenient,  a  suf-  Ac 
ficient  number  of  ladders,  hooks  and  pikes,  and  to  be  kept,  in  some 
central  part  of  the  town,  in  a  dry  and  public  place  selected  for  the  pur- 
pose, to  be  used  iu  case  of  fires,  but  for  no  other  purpose,  and  as  near 
to  and  as  convenient  to  the  fire  engine,  now  the  property  of  said  town.

To  incorporate  the  '^Farmen*  mutual  insurance  company"  in  the  comity  of  Lan- 
caster. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresenta- 
tiveeofthe  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met^ 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  Jc^n 
M'Cartney,  John  Strohm,  John  Rohrer,  Francis  Herr  and  John  Mus- 
selman,  and  all  other  persons  who  may  hereafter  associate  with  them  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  and  tliey 
are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  the  ^*  Farmers'  mutual  insurance  com- 
pany," in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  and  by  the  same  name,  shall  have

ments, rents,  annuities,  franchises  and  hereditaments,  goods  and  chattels, 
of  what  kind  soever,  and  choses  in  action ;  and  the  same,  to  sell  and  dis^

Entitled    "An  Act  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  fish  in  the  river  Lehigh,  and 
Bushkile  creek,  in  the  county  of  Northampton,  and  for  other  purposes/* 

Section  \,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Home  of  liepresenta- 
tildes  of  ttie  Commomvealth  ofPcnnsylvmiia  in  General  ^assembly  met, 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  Tliat  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  any  person  or  persons,  who  shall  make  use 
of  coculus  indicus,  lime,  or  any  other  poisonous  admixture,  in  the  shape 
of  pills  or  otherwise,  by  tli rowing  or  causing  the  same  to  be  thrown 
into  any  stream  or  streams  of  water  within  the  county  of  Northampton, 
for  the  purpose  of  taken  or  catching  fifth,  such  person  or  persons  so 
offending,  on  conviction  thereof,  on.  the  testimony  of  one  or  more  wit- 
ness, before  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  said  county,  shall  forfeit  and

That  the  present  officers  and  directors  of  the  said  Union 
insurance  company  of  Philadelphia,  shall  continue  to  have  and  enjoy 
all  the  powers  and  authorities,  and  to  perform  all  the  duties  heretofore 
and  hereby  given  to,  or  imposed  upon  the  said  corporation,  until  the 
second  Monday  of  January  ensuing  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  there- 
after, until  others  are  elected  in  their  place  and  stead. 

Section  5.  That  the  said  company  shall,  immediately  after  the 
acceptance  of  this  act  by  the  stockholders  as  aforesaid,  proceed  to  settle 
the  affairs  of  the  Union  insurance  company,  up  to  the  date  of  the  said 
acceptance ;  and  shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  divided  among, 
and  pay  over  to  the  stockholders  of  the  said  Union  insurance  company, 
all  the  remainder  of  their  capital  beyond  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  retained  as  the  future  capital  of  said  company,  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act :  Provided^  That  before  any  such  dividend  or 
payment  of  the  remainder  of  said  capital  stock  to,  or  among  the  stock- 
holders as  aforesaid,  a  fund  fully  sufficient,  shall  be  retained  to  meet  all 

Claims  disputed  claims,  and  all  outstanding  risks  insured  by  said  company; 

which  fund,  when  added  to  the  one  hundred  tliousand  dollars  of  retain- 
ed capital,  shall  be  equal  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  such  claims  and 
risks;  and  any  director  consenting  to  any  dividend  or  payment  of  said 
capital  stock,  which  shall  reduce  the  reserved  fund  below  this  amount, 
shall  be  personally  liable  to  any  party  that  may  sustain  injury  thereby; 

Liability.  ^^^  ^j^g  amount  of  such  injury  may  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  as 

in  other  cases. 

Section  6.    That  upon  the  second  Monday  of  January  next  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  there  shall  be  chosen  twenty-four  directors, 
who  shall,  immediately  upon  their  election,  divide  themselves  by  lot. 
Classification  of  ^^^  ^^^^   classes  of  eight,  of  whom  the   first  class   shall   continue 
directors.  directors  for  one  year;  the  second  class  for  two  years;  and  the  third 

class  for  three  years,  or  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  stead;  and  on 
the  second  Monday  in  January,  in  every  succeeding  year^  there  ehaU 
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be  dioeen  eight  directors,  and  also  such  others  as  may  be  required  to 
fill  any  vacancies  existing  in  the  said  board ;  which  eight  directors,  shall  Vacancy, 
hold  their  offices  for  three  years,  and  until  others  are  chosen  in  their 
stead;  and  the  others*  during  the  respective  periods  for  which  their  pre- 
decessors had  been  dected. 

Section  7.  That  the  said  board  of  directors  shall  choose  by  a  majo-  p-^-jj^n, 
rity  of  the  whole  number  of  directors,  a  president,  who  shall  continue 
in  off  ce  for  one  year,  and  until  another  is  elected  in  his  stead,  and  be 
ex  officio  a  director  of  said  company,  and  have  besides  his  other  privi- 
leges, equal  power  with  the  directors,  in  voting  upon,  and  determining 
all  questions  and  matters  relating  to  the  said  company. 

Section  8.  That  each  and  every  person  holduig  a  certificate  or  cer-  Memlicre. 
tificates  for  premiums  earned  on  risks  marked  ofi*  and  determined, 
amounting  to  thirty  dollars,  shall  be  and  become  a  member  of  the  said 
company,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  all  meetings  of  the  company ; 
and  for  each  sum  of  thirty  dollars  so  held  by  him  or  them,  shall  be  , 

entitled  to  the  privileges  of  a  holder  of  one  share  of  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company,  under  and  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  and  provisions  of 
the  several  acts  of  assembly  relating  to  the  said  company. 

Section  9.  That  the  directors  of  said  company  shall,  within  the  first 
month  of  every  year,  cause  an  estimate  to  be  made  as  accurately  as  ^^"^^  ^'°  ' 
may  be,  of  the  profits  of  said  company  during  the  preceding  year,  in 
which  estimate,  the  losses  and  expenses  of  the  company  for  the  year 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  receipts  and  earnings  of  said  company  dur- 
ing the  same  year,  arising  as  well  from  premiums  paid,  as  from  the  in- 
vestments of  said  premiums  and  of  the  capital  stock;  and  the  balance, 
(if  any,)  shall  be  deemed  the  amount  of  the  net  profits  for  such  preced- 
ing year;  which  estimate  shall  be  binding  upon  all  persons  entitled  to 
receive  certificates  as  hereinafter  mentioned;  and  the  said  directors  shall 
thereupon,  if  the  said  net  receipts  are  sufficient  in  the  first  place,  pay  to 
the  stockholders  six  per  cent,  on  the  par  value  of  their  respective  shares  Dividends, 
of  stock,  and  after  payment  of  the  said  interest  to  the  stockholders,  then 
in  the  second  place,  pay  to  the  holders  of  certificates  for  premiums  earn- 
ed on  risks  marked  off*  and  terminated,  six  per  cent  on  the  amount 
therein  mentioned;  and  the  said  directors  shall  moreover  credit  upon  the 
books  of  the  said  company,  each  stockholder,  and  also  each  person  or 
firm,  who  shall  have  paid  any  premiums  to  the  said  company  on  risks  Premiums, 
marked  off*  and  terminated,  during  the  preceding  year,  with  a  proportion 
of  the  remainder  of  the  said  balance,  (exclusive  of  fractional  parts  of  ten 
dollars,  as  hereinafter  mentioned,)  such  proportion  to  be  ascertained  by 
dividing  the  remainder  of  said  net  balance  after  payment  of  interest  as 
aforesaid,  among  the  stockholders,  in  proportion  to  the  par  value  of  their 
shares  of  stock,  and  among  the  persons  and  firms  by  whom  premiums 
were  paid  in  proportion  to  the  sums  received  from  them  respectively, 
for  risks  marked  off  and  terminated  during  that  year,  first  deducting, 
however,  all  return  premiums;  and  the  said  directors  shall  thereupon 
issue  to  each  stockholder,  and  to  each  person  or  firm,  having  paid  pre- 
miums as  aforesaid,  a  certificate  declaring  him  or  them,  and  his  or  their  Certificates, 
executors,  administrators  or  assigns,  to  be  entitled  to  a  portion  of  the 
funds  of  the  said  company,  equal  to  the  amount  so  credited  to  him  or 
them;  and  also  to  receive  from  the  said  company  annually,  out  of  the 
receipts,  profits  and  income,  as  aforesaid,  interest  upon  the  amount  of 
such  certificate,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  which  certificate  Interest, 
shall  contain  a  proviso,  that  the  amount  named  therein  is  liable  to  a  pro

of  the  company  for,  and  during  the  current  year,  in  which  the  said  in- 
terest shall  have  accrued,  after  payment  of  all  losses,  charges,  and  ex- 
penses incurred  during  the  said  current  year^  and  if  tlie  said  receipts 
shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  and  discharge  the  same  in  full,  then  the 
whole  shall  be  applied  first,  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  stock 
in  full,  or  pro  rata,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  balance,  if  any,  shall 
be  divided  pro  rata  among  the  holders  of  certificates  for  premiums  earn- 
ed,as  aforesaid:  ^nd^  provided  also ^  That  if  the  said  capital  stock,  or 
the  amounts  received  for  premiums  earned  on  risks  marked  off  and  ter- 
minated, shall  be  impaired  or  diminished  by  losses,  expenses,  or  by  or 
from  any  other  cause  whatever,  then  there  shall  be  made  a  deduction 
equal  in  amount  to  the  said  losses  or  expenses,  or  other  diminution,^ 
which  shall  be  assessed  pro  rata  upon  all  the  said  certificates  of  stock, 
and  upon  all  certificates  issued  on  account  of  premiums  paid  for  risks 
marked  off  and  terminated,  and  immediately  upon  such  assessment  being 
made  by  the  board  of  directors,  the  said  certificates  issued  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  on  tlie  said  company,  only  for  the  balance 
due  upon  them  after  such  deduction  made  and  assessed  as  aforesaid;  and 
tfie  said  assessment  and  deduction,  when  made  by  the  board  of  directors 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  binding  and  conclusive  upon  the  holders  of  all  said 
certificates  of  loan,  and  for  premiums  earned,  for  risks  marked  off  and 
terminated,  either  with  or  without  notice. 

Section  10.  That  on  some  day  within  the  first  month  of  every  year, 
the  directors  of  the  said  company  shall  cause  to  be  made  and  printed,  a 
general  balance  statement  of  the  affairs  of  said  company,  which  shall 
contain — 

L  The  amount  of  premiums  received  during  the  previous  year,  spe- 
cifying what  amount  was  received  on  marine  risks,  what  on  fire  risks, . 
and  what  on  inland  transportation  and  navigation  risks. 

n.  The  amount  of  the  expenses  of  the  said  company,  during  the 
year. 

ni.  The  amount  of  losses  incurred  during  the  year,  specifying  what 
amount  of  losses  has  been  incurred  by  marine  risks,  what  on  fire  risks, 
and  what  on  inland  transportation  and  navigation  risks. 

IV.  The  balance  remaining  with  the  said  company. 

V.  The  amount  of  interest  payable  on  the  certificates  of  stock,  and 
on  those  issued  for  premiums  earned,  and  the  dividends  declared  from 
the  premiums  earned,  during  the  preceding  year. 

VI.  The  nature  of  the  securities  on  which  the  property  of  the  com- 
pany has  been  invested,  stating  separately  the  amount  invested  in  real 
securities  and  in  stocks,  public  loans  or  other  personal  securities,  and 
the  balance  of  cash  on  hand.  Each  member  of  the  company  shall  be 
entided  to  a  copy  of  this  statement,  which  shall  be  published  daily  for 
one  week,  in  two  daily  newspapers  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  in  the 
months  of  January  or  February  in  each  and  every  year. 

Section  11.  That  whenever  the  accumulation  of  profits  invested, 
shall,  independent  of  the  capital  stock,  exceed  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  the  excess  may  be  applied  first,  to  the  redemption  of  the  certi-

the  redemption  of  said  stock,  or  after  the  full  provision  shall  have  been  pr**^^' 
made  therefor,  then  any  further  excess  may  be  applied  to  the  redemption 
of  the  certificates  issued  for  premiums  earned ;  but  the  certificates  for  * 
premiums  earned,  of  a  subsequent  year,  shall  not  in  any  case  be  re- 
deemed, until  all  those  of  the  preceding  year  have  been  paid  oil*  and 
taken  up  or  provided  for ;  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  in 
two  public  papers  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  daily,  for  two  successive 
weeks,  in  the  months  of  January  and  February. 

Section  12.  That  in  case  any  person  holding  or  entitled  to  a  certifi-  pgynj^nt  of  in- 
cate  for  stock,  or  for  premiums  earned,  or  to  receive  any  payment  for  terest,  Ac.,  with- 
interest  on  account  thereof,  shall  be  indebted  to  the  said  company,  they  held, 
shall  and  may  withhold  the  said  certificate  and  the  payment  of  the  said 
interest,  until  such  debt  or  debts  shall  be  paid. 

Section  13.  That  the  certificate  for  stock  or  for  premiums  earned,  Transfer  of  cer- 
shall  be  transferred  only  upon  the  books  of  the  company,  in  person  or  tificatet. 
by  an  attorney,  duly*  constituted,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
now  are  or  hereafter  may  be,  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  com- 
pany. 

Section  14.  That  the  directors  of  said  company  may  cause  them-  Re-tDfurance. 
selves  to  be  re-insured,  when  deemed  expedient,  against  any  risk  or 
risks,  upon  which  they  have  made  or  may  make  insurance.

That  the  third  and  fourth  sections  of  the  fourth  article  j^g.^  ^f  former 
of  the  constitution  of  the  Union  insurance  company  of  Philadelphia,  act^ 
contained  in  the  third  section  of  the  act  passed  the  sixth  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  four,  and  so  much  of  the  said 
act  and  of  the  several  acts  supplementary  thereto,  as  are  supplied  by  or 
inconsistent  with  Ifae  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  re- 
pealed.

That  no  person  shall  have  more  than  ten  votes  at  any  election,  or  in  de-     • 
termining  any  question,  arising  at  any  meeting  of  the  company,  what-  ^^^••' 
ever  number  of  shares  he  may  be  entitled  to ;  and  that  each  person  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote,  for  every  share  by  him  held  under  that  number. 

Section  4.  A  public  meeting  of  the  said  stockholders,  shaU  be  held  Annaal  meetiiiir. 
on  the  first  Monday  of  March,  in  every  succeeding  year,  in  such  place 
as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  said  company,  for  the 
purpose  of  choosing  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  the  determination 
of  any  question,  affecting  the  interests  of  the  company. 

Section  5.  The  president  and  managers  shall  procure  printed  certi-  Carttficatei. 
Iicates  for  all  the  shares  of  stock  in  said  company,  which  shall  be  signed 
by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed  with  the 
aeal  of  the  corporation ;  and  each  sul^riber  shall  be  entitled  to  one  such 
eertificfate  for  each  share  by  him  subscribed  for,  on  paying  to  the  trea- 
•orer  in  part  of  the  sum  due  thereon,  four  dollars  on  each  share ;  which 
certificate  shaU  be  transferable,  either  by  the  owner  in  person,  or  by 
his  attorney,  duly  authorized,  in  the  presence  of  the  president  and  trea- 
miter,  for  the  time  being,  subject,  however,  to  the  payment  diie  or  that 
may  grow  due  thereon  |  and  the  person  to  whom  such  shall  be  made, 
shall  stand  in  the  place  of  the  former  holder  of  the  certificate,  and  be 
entitled  to  the  same  privileges  in  the  company.

tions in  which  thie  stockholders  shall  pay  the  money  due  on  their  re-  TiMtilmsnti. 
■pective  shares,  draw  <mlers  on  the  treasurer  for  the  money  necessary 
to  pay  salaries,  wages,  and  bills  for  woric,  or  materials,  or  on  account 
of  contracts;  which  orders  shall  be  signed  by  the  president,  or  in  hk         r 
ity  of  the  qnomiii,  and  coonlersigned  by  the  clerk;     ^§1^^ 
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and  do  and  transact  all  matters  and  things  as  by  this  act  or  by  the  by- 
laws of  the' company,  shall  be  committed  to  them. 

Penalty  for  nor-  Section  7.  If  any  stockholder  after  twenty  days'  notice,  given  in  one 
lectingto  pay S-  ^  "*^^  newspapers  printed  in  said  county,  of  the  time  aiKi  place  ap- 
pointed for  the  pa3rment  of  any  instalment  of  said  capital  stocki)  shall 
neglect  to  pay  such  instalment  at  the  time  appointed,  it  may  be  lawful 
for  the  president  and  managers  to  sue  for  and  recover  the  same  before 
any  justice  of  the  peace,  or  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  managers  afore- 
said, to  cause  the  toll  collector  or  collectors  of  said  bridge,  to  take  and 
subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  said 
county,  that  he,  she  or  the)',  will  diligently  attend  to  his,  her,  or  their 
duty,  by  watching  with  vigilance  over  the  interests  of  the  company  and 
safety  of  the  bridge,  and  honestly  to  account  to  the  treasurer  of  the  com- 
pany for  all  the  money  collected  by  him,  her  or  them,  and  generally  to 
execute  with  care  and  fidelity,  any  lawful  engagements  which  he,  she, 
or  they,  may  epter  into  with  the  president  and  managers  of  said  bridge. 

Section  9.  When  a  safe  passage  may  be  had  across  the  said  bridge. 
Property  vested,  the  property  shall  be  vested  in  the  said  company,  their  successors  and 
assigns,  forever;  and  the  president,  managers  and  company,  shall  have 
the  same  powers,  authorities,  and  privileges  for  maintaining  and  keep- 
ing in  repair  the  said  bridge,^  and  for  fixing  the  rates  of  toll  and  collecting 
the  same,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties,  restrictions,  penalties,  fines 
and  forfeitures,  which  are  given  and  granted  or  imposed  upon  president, 
managers  and  company,  authorized  to  erect  a  bridge  over  Stoney  creek 
at  Johnstown,  .Cambria  county:  Provided^  That  no  toll  shall  be 
demanded  from  any  person  attending  funerals,  schools  or  churches,  or 
going  to  or  returning  from  military  trainings  and  elections. 

Section  10.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  keep  a  just 
and  true  account  of  all  moneys  received  as  toll  for  crossing  the  said 
bridge,  or  otherwise;  and  shall  make  and  declare  a  dividend  of  the  pro- 
fits and  incomes,  after  deducting  all  costs,  expenses  and  charges,  and 
shall,  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  in  every  year,  publish  the  divi- 
dend to  be  made  of  the  clear  profits  thereof,  amongst  the  stockholdersi 
and  of  the  time  and  place,  when  and  where  the  same  shall  be  paid,  and 
shall  cause  it  to  be  paid  accordingly. 

Section  11.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  pull  down,  break. 
Penalty  for  in-  injure  or  destroy  any  part  or  parts  of  said  bridge,  or  any  toll-house,  gates, 
joiing  bridge.  bars,  or  any  other  property  of  the  said  corporation,  appurtenant  to,  or 
erected  for  the  use  and  convenience  of  said  bridge,  or  of  the  person 
employed  in  attending  to  the  same,  or  shall  wilfully  deface  or  destroy 
any  list  of  rates  of  toll  affixed  to  any  place  or  places,  for  the  information 
of  passengers  and  others,  or  who  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously  obstruct 
or  impede  the  passage  on  or  over  the  said  bridge,  or  any  part  or  parts 
thereof,  he,  she  or  they,  so  ofiending,  shall  each  of  them  forfeit  and 
pay  for  each  and  every  such  ofience  to  the  said  corporation,  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  as  debts  of 
like  amount  are  recoverable;  and  if  any  person  shall  be  guilty  of  carry^ 
ing  any  lighted  segar  or  pipe,  or  of  carrying  fire  in  any  manner  wliai* 
ever,  over  said  bri^e,  except  in  a  safe  lantern  or  in  some  vessel  secured, 
so  that  the  possibility  of  setting  fire  to  the  bridge  shall  be  prevented,  or 
who  shall  fire  any  squib,  cracker,  rocket  or  other  fire  works,  or  who 
shall  discharge  any  pistol,  gun  or  other  fire  arms  on  or  near  said  bridge, 
so  that  said  bridge  might  by  possibility  be  fired  or  injured  thereby,  he 
or  she  so  ofiending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  corporation,  the 
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sam  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  to  be  recovered  as  aforesaid; 
but  no  suit  shall  be  brought  for  any  of  the  aforesaid  offences,  unless 
commenced  withm  thirty  days  after  such  offence  shall  have  been  com- 
Hiittdd  or  the  i^erpetrator  thereof  discovered;  and  he,  she  or  they,  so 
offending,  shall  remain  liable  to  actions  at  the  suit  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion for  such  wrongs,  if  the  sums  herein  mentioned  be  not  sufficient  to 
repair  and  satisfy  said  damages. 

Section  12.  If  the  said  company  shall  not  proceed  to  carry  on  the  Commencement 
said  woriL  within  two  years  after  they  shall  have  been  incorporated,  or  and  completion 
shall  not  within  the  space  of  three  years  thereafter  complete  the  said  limited, 
bridge,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  legislature  to  resume  all  and 
singular  the  rights,  Uberties  and  privileges  hereby  granted  to  the  said 
company.

AN    ACT 

Relating  to  the  township  of  Pitt,  in  the  county  of  Allegheny. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresenta- 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Msembly 
metj  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  auditors  of  the  township  of  Pitt,  in  the  county  of  Allegheny,  shall,  Anditoia. 
in  addition  to  the  notices  of  their  accounts  to  be  given  by  handbills, 
cause  notice  thereof  to  be  published  at  least  once  in  any  two  of  the 
newspapers  of  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  ten  days  previous  to  the  election 
fof»  supervisors.; 

Section  2.  That  on  the  fourth  Friday  of  March,  in  every  year,  the 
auditors,  together  with  the  supervisors,  shall  meet  together  and  at  said 
meeting,  or  any  adjournment  thereof,  shall  fix  the  rates  and  amount  of 
poor  and  road  taxes  for  the  current  year;  and  6hall  ascertain,  as  far  as  Toea. 
practicable,  the  probable  extent  of  work,  which  shall  or  may  be  required 
to  be  done  by  the  said  supervisors  (luring  the  year,  and  shall  allot  to 
each  supervisor  a  separate  portion  of  the  township,  for  his  more  especial 
care  and  superintendence ;  and  shall  assign  to  each  supervisor  a  fixed 
sum  or  salary,  to  be  in  full  of  all  his  services  during  that  year,  which  ^^' 
salary  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars,  to  any  one  of  the  said 
supervisors ;  and  the  said  supervisors  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  con- 
tract for  the  work  to  be  done  in  opening  and  repairing  the  road's  within 
the  said  township ;  but  in  no  case  shall  they,  either  by  contract  or 
otherwise,  exceed  the  amount  of  the  taxes  levied  for  the  year,  so  as  to 
involve  the  township  in  debt,  without  the  consent  of  all  the  auditors      t 
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first  had  in  writhigr,  approving  of  such  contract;  and  in  all  caste  where 
any  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  township*  assessed  for  road  taxes,  shall 
ofier  to  woHi  out  their  taxes  or  furnish  carts,  horses,  wagons  or  male- 
rials  for  that  purpose,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisqips  to  give  them 
an  opportunity  to  do  so:  Provided^  The  same  are  furnished  at  the 
prices  usually  allowed  in  said  township ;  and  the  supervison  of  said 
township  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  fine  for  non-performanoe  of  duty 
in  the  repairing  or  opening  of  roads  where  there  is  no  money  in  the 
treasury,  or  where  no  appropriation  has  been  made  for  the  purpose,  by 
the  auditors  and  supervisors  as  aforesaid. 

Section  3.  That  in  all  cases  where  the  court  of  quarter  sessions 
shall  be  petitioned  to  grant  a  view  for  a  public  road,  within  the  bound- 
aries of  said  township,  and  the  viewers  shall  have  made  report  in  favor 
of  such  road,  before  any  further  proceeding  shall  be  had  thereon  by  the 
court,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  petitioners  to  cause  notice  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, setting  forth  briefly  the  prayer  of  the  petition  and  report  of 
*  viewers  thereon,  to  be  given  in  handbills,  to  be  posted  publicly  in  at 
least  three  different  places  in  said  township,  and  published  in  two  of  the 
newspapers  of  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  fifteen  days  previous  to  any  further 
action  of  the  court  thereon,  a  copy  of  which  notice,  verified  by  affidavit, 
jhall  be  filed  in  court,  with  the  proceedings;  afler  which  the  court  shall, 
and  may  proceed  to  the  further  consideration  of  the  same,  and  approve 
or  reject  said  report,  or  grant  subsequent  views,  as  is  in  other  cases 
already  provided  for  by  law. 

Section  4.  That  in  all  elections  for  township  officers  of  said  town- 
sl)ip  of  Pitt,  the  persons  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
declared  duly  elected;  and  such  parts  of  any  former  acts  as  are  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Phoeniz  inra  ranee  company  of  Philaddphia,  approir«d 
the  aizth  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  four. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  m  General  Msembly 
met^  cmd  it  is  hereby  enactea  by  the  caitlwrity  of  the  scmu^  That 
the  Phoenix  insurance  company  of  Philadelphia,  shall  be  and  hereby^  is 
authorized  and  empowered,  immediately  upon  and  afler  the  acceptance 
of  this  act  in  writing,  liy  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stockholders,  to  set  q^^^^^^ 
aside  one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars  of  the  capital  of  the  said 
company,  to  be  divided  among  and  held  by  the  stockhola^rs  of  the  said 
PhcBnix  insurance  company  of  Philadelphia,  in  proportion  to  the  num- 
ber of  shares  to  which  they  may  be  respectively  entitled,  on  the  day  of 
the  acceptance  of  this  act  as  aforesaid  f  which  said  sum  of  one  hundred 
and  twenty  thousand  dollars  shall  then  and  thence  constitute  the  capital 
of  the  said  company. 

Section  2.  That  for  the  respective  shares  and  proportions  of  the  said 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars,  to  which  the  said 
stockholders  shall  be  entitled,  the  directors  of  the  said  company  shall 
issue  new  certificates  of  stock,  of  the  value  of  forty -dollars  each,  and  New  ocitificatea. 
shall  cause  a  memorandum  thereof  to  he  endorsed  upon  the  old  certifi- 
cate of  stock,  then  held  by  the  said  several  stockholders;  and  from  and 
after  the  said  acceptance  of  this  act,  the  holders  of  the  new  certificates 
shall  be  considered  members  of  this  company,  and  shall  have  the  right 
lo  vote  at  the  future  meetings  of  the  said  company ;  and  all  rkht  to  vote 
Upon  the  oid  certifieates  of  stock  shall  then  and  from  thenceforth  cease 
and  determine. 

Section  8.  That  from  and  .immediately  afler  the  acceptance  of  this 
act  as  aforesaid,  the  name  of  the  said  company  shall  be  altered  and 
changed,  without,  ho-.vever,  in  any  way  affecting  or  altering  the  ^n^^r^T/^ 
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rate  existence  of  said  compaDV*  or  the  rights,  powers  or  authorities 
hereby  or  heretofore  given,  and  from  henceforth  the  style  and  title  of 
the  said  company  shall  he,  ^^the  Phcenix  mutual  insurance  company  of 
Philadelphia;"  under  which  name,  style  and  title,  the  said  company 
shall  continue  to  take,  enjoy  and  possess  all  the  estates,  real  and  per- 
sonal, wherever  situate,  and  all  the  rights,  powers,  authorities  and  im- 
munities of  the  Phoenix  insurance  company  of  Philadelphia ;  and  be 
subject  to  and  responsible  for  all  debts,  insurances,  liabilities  and  en- 
gagements, contracted  or  entered  into,  or  imposed  upon  the  Phoenix  in- 
surance company  of  Philadelphia,  as  if  no  alteration  of  the  name,  style 
and  title  of  Uie  said  company  had  been  made ;  and  all  suits,  actions, 
demands  and  proceedings,  whatsoever,  by  or  against  the  corporation, 
entitled  by  this  act  the  Phoenix  mutual  insurance  company  of  Philadel- 
phia, or  the  corporation,  entitled  by  previous  acts  the  Phcemx  insurance 
company  of  Philadelphia,  either  at  law  or  equity,  or  otherwise,  may  be 
instituted,  prosecuted  and  defended,  by  and  under  the  name,  style  or  title, 
used  by  such  corporation  at  the  time  of  making  any  contract  or  contracts, 
occasioning  such  suits,  actions,  demands  or  proceedings,  or  used  at  the 
time  when  the  cause  of  any  such  suit,  action,  demand  or  proceeding  may 
have  originated,  or  shall  originate. 

Section  4.  That  the  present  officers  and  directors  of  the  said  the 
Phoenix  Insurance  company  of  Philadelpha,  shall  continue  to  have  and 
enjoy  all  the  powers  and  authorities,  and  to  perform  all  the  duties  here- 
tofore and  hereby  ^ven  to,  or  imposed  upon  the  said  corporation,  until 
the  first  Monday  m  January  ensuing  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  ac- 
ceptance by  the  stockholders,  and  thereafter,  until  others  are  elected  in 
their  place  and  stead. 

Section  5.  That  the  said  company  shall,  immediately  after  tlie 
acceptance  of  this  act  by  the  stockholders  as  aforesaid,  proceed  to  settle 
the  affairs  of  the  Phoenix  insurance  company  of  Philadelphia,  up  to  the 
date  of  the  said  acceptance ;  and  shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may 
be,  divide  among,  and  pay  over  to  the  stockholders,  in  the  said,  the 
Phoenix  insurance  company  of  Philadelphia,  all  the  remainder  of  the 
capital  beyond  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars, 
retaiued  as  the  future  capital  of  said  company,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act :  Provided^  That  before  any  such  dividend  or  payment  of  the 
remainder  of  said  capital  stock  to,  or  among  the  stockholders  as  afore- 
said, a  fund  fully  sufficient  shall  be  retained  to  meet  all  disputed  claims, 
and  all  outstanding  risks  insured  by  said  company;  which  fund,  when 
added  to  the  one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars  of  retained  capital, 
shall  be  equal  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  such  claims  and  risks ;  and 
any  director  consenting  to  any  dividend  or  payment  of  said  capital  stock, 
which  shall  reduce  the  reserved  ftmd  below  this  amoimt,  shall  be  per- 
sonally liable  to  any  party  that  may  sustain  injury  thereby ;  and  the 
amount  of  such  injury  may  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  as  in  other 
c^ses. 

Section  6.  That  upon  the  first  Monday  of  January*  and  after  this 
act  shall  go  into  effi?ct^  there  shall  be  chosen  fifteen  directors,  who  shall, 
immediately  upon  their  election,  divide  themselves  by  lot,  into  jhree 
classes  of  five  each,  of  whom  the  first  class  shall  continue  directors  for 
one  year  j  the  second  class  for  two  years ;  and  the  third  class  for  three 
years,  or  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  stead ;  and  on  the  first  Mon* 
'  day  of  January,  in  every  successive  year,  there  shall  be  chosen  five 
directors,  and  also  stich  others  as  may  be^  required  to  fill  any  vacancies 
existing  in  the  said  board  ;  which  five  directors,  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  three  years,  and  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  alfad  |  and  the 
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others,  dnriiig  the  lespective  periods  for  which  ih^r  predecessors  had 
been  elected. 

Section  7.  That  the  said  board  of  ^dh^ctors  shajl  choose  by  a  President, 
majority  of  the  whole  namher  of  directors,  a  president  who  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  another  is  elected  in  his  stead,  and 
be  ex  officio  a  director  of  said  company ;  and  have  besides  his  other 
privileges,  equal  power  with  the  directors,  in  voting  upon,  aad  determin- 
ing all  questions  and  matters  relating  to  the  said  company. 

Section  8.  That  each  and  every  person  holding  a  certificate  or  cer-  Membcre. 
tificates  for  premiums  earned  on  risks  marked  off  and  determined, 
amounting  to  forty  dollars,  shall  be  and  become  a  member  of.  the  said 
company,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  all  meetings  of  the  company  ; 
and  for  each  sum  of  forty  dollars  so  held'  by  him  or  them^  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  privileges  of  a  holder  of  one  shire  of  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company,  under  and  subject  tq  all  the  restrictions  and  provisions  of 
the  several  acts  of  assembly  relating  to  said  company. 

SficmoN  9.  That  the  officers  o(  said  company  shall,  within  the  first  ^  ^ 
month  of  every  year,  cause  an  estimate  to  be  made  as  accurately  as  may  ^^J^^^  ^^^ 
be,  of  the  profits  of  the  said  company  during  the  preceding  year,  in 
which  estimate,  the  losses  and  expenses  of  the  company  for  the  year 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  receipts  and  earnings  of  said  company  dur- 
ing the  same  year,. arising  as  well  from  premiums  paid,  as  from  the  in- 
vestments of  said  premiums  and  of  the  capital  stock  i  and  the  balance, 
(if  any,)  shall  be  deemed  the  amount  of  the  net  profits  for  such  preced- 
ing year  ;  which  estimate  shall  be  binding  upon  all  persons  entitled  to 
receive  certificates  as  hereinafter  mentioned  :  and  the  said  officers  shall, 
thereupon,  if  the  said  net  receipts  are  sufficient  in  the  first  place,  pay  to 
the  stockholders  not  more  than  six  per  cent,  on  the  par  value  of  their 
respective  shares  of  stock,  and  after  the  payment  of  said  interest  to  the  interest 
stockholders,  then  in  the  second  place,  pay  to  the  holders  of  certificates 
for  premiums  earned  on  risks  marked  off  and  terminated,  not  more  than 
six  per  cent  on  the  amount  thereon  m^ndoned ;  and  the  said  directors 
shall  moreover  credit  upon  the  books  of  the  said  company,  each  stock- 
holder, and  also  each  person  or  firm,  who  shall  have  paid  any  premiums 
to  the  said  company  on  risks  marked  ofi*  and  determined,  during 
the  preceding  year,  with  a  proportion  of  the  remainder  of  the  said  bal- 
ance, (exclusive  of  fractional  parts  of  ten  dollars,  as  hereinafter  men- 
tioned,) such  proportion  to  be  ascertained  by  dividing  the  remainder  of 
said  net  balance  after  payment  of  interest  as  aforesai(^  among  the  stock- 
holders, in  proportion  to  the  par  value  of  their  shares  of  stock,  and 
among  the  persons  and  firms  by  whom  premiums  were  pa\d  in  propor- 
tion to  the  sums  received  from  them  respectively,  for  risks  marked  off 
aad  terminated  during  that  year,  first  deducting,  however,  all  returned 
premiums  ;  and  the  said  directors  shall  thereupon  issue  to  each  stock- 
header,  and  to  each  person  or  firm,  having  paid  premiums  as  aforesaid, 
a  certificate  dedaring  him  or  them,  and  his  or  their  executors,  and  Certificate, 
administrators  or  assigns,  to  be  entitled  to  a  portion  of  the  funds  of  the 
said  company,  equal  to  the  amount  credited  to  him  or  them  |  and  also 
to  receive  from  the  said  company  annually,  out  of  the  receipts,  profits 
and  income,  as  aforesaid,  interest  upon  the  amount  of  such  certificate, 
not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  which  certificate  shall  contain 
a  proviso,  that  the  amount  named  therein  is  liable  to  a  pro  rata  deduction 
Ibr  any  future  losses  by  said  company ;  but  no  person  or  firm  shall 
«?  credited  with,  or  receive  a  certificate  for  a  share  of  profits  less  than 
^^  dollars,  nor  ifor  any  fractional  sums  between  the  several  multiples  of 
^^"^ollais,  bat  all  such  fiiactional  parts  of  ten  dollars  shall  be  passed    ^q[^ 
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Proviso.  to  t^e  contingent  ftmd  of  the  company :    Provided^  always^  That  no 

interest  shall  be  paid  upon  the  said  certificates  of  stock,  or  for  premiums 
earned,  except  from  the  net  interest  and  profits  received  and  made  by 
the  said  company  upon  their  investments,  and  ihe  real  earnings 
of  the  company  for,  and  during  the  current  year,  in  which  the  said 
interest  shall  have  accrued,  after  payment  of  all  losses,  charges,  and 
expenses  incurred  during  the  said  current  year  $  and  if  the  said  receipts 
should  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  and  dischaige  the  same  in  full,  then  the 
whole  shall  be  applied  first,  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  upon  the 
stock  in  full,  or  pro  rata,  as  the  case  may  be^  and  the  balance,  if  any, 
shall  be  divided  pro  rata  among  the  holders  of  certificates  for  premiums 
earned  as  aforesaid :  w?n(/,  provided^  also^  That  as  often,  and  when- 
ever the  said  capital  stock,  pr  the  amounts  received  for  premiums  earned 
on  risks  marked  off  and  terminated,  $h,all  be  impaired  or  diminished  by 
losses,  expenses,  or  by  or  from  any  other  cause  whatsoever,' then  in  all 
such  cases  th^re  shall  be  made  a  deduction,  equal  in  amount  to  the  said 
losses  or  expenses,  or  other  diminution,  which  shall  be  assessed  pro 
rata  upon  all  the  said  certificates  of  stock,  and  upon  all  certificates  issued 
on  account  of  premiums  paid  for  risks  marked  off  and  terminated;  and 
immediately  upon  such  assessment  being  made  by  the  board  of  direc- 
tors, the  said  certificates  issued  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  binding  and  obliga- 
tory on  the  said  company  for  the  balan<ie  due  upon  them,  after  such  de- 
duction, made  and  assessed  as  aforesaid  ;  and  the  said  assessment  and 
deduction,  when  made  by  the  board  of  directors  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
binding  and  conclusive  upon  the  holders  of  all  said  certificates  of  stock, 
and  for  premiums  earned,  either  with  or  without  notice. 

Section  10.  That  on  some  day  within  the  first  month  of  every  year, 
the  directors  of  the  said  company  shall  cause  to  be  made  and  printed,  a 
general  balance  statement  of  the  afifairs  of  said  company,  which  shall 
'  contain — 

L  The  amount  of  premiums  received  during  the  previous  year,  spe- 
cifying what  amount  was  received  on  marine  risks,  what  on  fire  risks, 
and  what  on  inland  transportation  and  navigation  risks. 

IL  The  amount  of  the  expenses  of  the  said  company  during  the  year. 

in.  The  amount  of  losses  incurred  during  the  year,  specifying  what 
amount  of  losses  have  been  incurred  by  marine  risks,  what  on  fire  risks, 
and  what  on  inland  transportation  and  navigation  risks.  . 

IV.  The  balance  remaining  with  the  said  company. 

V.  The  amount  of  interest  payable  on  the  certificates  of  stock,  and 
on  those  issued  for  premiums  earned,  and  the  dividends  declared  from 
the  premiums  earned  during  the  preceding  year. 

VI.  The  natiire  of  the  securities  in  which  the  property  of  the  com- 
pany has  been  invested,  stating  separately  the  amounts,  invested  in  real 
securities,  and  in  stocks,  public  loans  or  other  personal  securities,  and 
the  balance  of  cash  on  hand.  Each  member  of  the  company  shdl  be 
entitled  to  a  copy  of  this  statement,  which  shall  be  published  daily  for 
one  week  in  two  daily  newspapers  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  in  the 
months  of  January  or  February,  in  each  and  every  year. 

Section  11.  That  whenever  and  as  often  as  the  accumulation  of  the 
Profits  applied.  V^^^  invested  shall,  independently  of  the  capital  stock,  amount  to 
sixty  thousand  dollars,  such  accumulation  may  be  applied  to  the  re- 
demption of  the  certificates  of  stock  issued  under  the  provisions  of  thig 
act;  and  after  the  redemption  of  the  whole  of  said  stock,  or  after  full 
provision  shall  have  been  made  therefor,  then  any  such  accumulation 
or  excess  accruing  or  remaining,  may  be  applied  to  the  redemption  '^ 
the  certificates  issued  for  premiums  earned }  but  the  certificates  for  *^* 
miums  earned  of  a  subsequent  year,  shall  not  in  any  cast  be  red^^'"^ 
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until  all  those  of  the  preceding  year  have  been  paid  off  and  taken  up  or 
provided  for;  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  in  two  public 
papers  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  daily,  for  two  successive  weeks  in 
the  months  of  January  or  February:  Provided^  That  if  the  interest  as  Proviao. 
aforesaid,  thus  declared  on  any  of  the  certificates  issued  for  premiums 
as  aforesaid,  shaU  not  be  demanded  for  the  space  of  three  years  after  the  IntwnMt. 
holder  or  holders  shaU  have  been  entitled  to  receive  the  first  payment 
thereof,  then,  and'  in  such  case  or  cases,  the  further  interest  on  such 
certificates  to  cease:  And  provided^  also^  That  if  any  such  certificate 
or  certificates  shall  not  be  called  for  and  taken  from  the  office  for  the  '^~^>**- 
space  of  five  years,  or  if  no  demand  be  made  for  interest  or  other  moneys 
payable  on  any  certificate  or  certificates  for  the  like  space  of  time,  then, 
and  in  all  such  case  or  cases,  such  certificate  and  certificates  shall  be 
considered  as  relinquished  and  forfeited  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  this 
corporation ;  the  board  of  directors,  may,  however,  by  a  special  resolu- 
tion, modify  or  suspend  the  operation  of  said  provisos  in  such  particular 
cases  where,  in  their  opinion,  circumstances  may  warrant  their  so  doing.  , 

Section  12.  That  in  case  any  person  holding  or  entitled  to  a  certifi-  DdHs. 
cate  for  stock  or  lor  premiums  earned,  or  who  would  as  above,  be  enti- 
tled to  receive  any  payment  for  interest  on  account  thereof,  shall  be 
indebted  to  the  said  company;  they  shall  and  may  withhold  the  said 
certificate  and  the  payment  of  the  said  interest,  untU  such  debt  or  debts 
shall  be  thereby  satisfied  or  otherwise  paid. 

Section  13.  That  the  certificates  for  stock  or  for  premiums  earned,  TranfferB. 
shall  be  transferred  only  upon  the  books  of  the  company,  in  person,  or 
by  an  attorney  duly  constituted,  under  such  nlles  ana  regulations  as  now 
afe,  or  hereaner  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  company. 

Section  14.   That  the  said  company  may  cause  themselves  to  be  Re-ipturance. 
re-insured  against  any  risk  upon  which  they  have  made  or  shall  make 
insurance. 

SecTioN  15,  That  the  diiectors  shall  have  power  to  make,  alter,  and  Powere. 
annul  by-laws  and  rules  for  the  ^vemment  of  the  affairs  of  the  com- 
pany, provided  the  same  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  this  commonwealth;  and  they  shall  also  fix  the  annual  compen- 
sation of  the  president  and  the  directors;  shaU  also  have  the  power  of 
calling  genersd  meetings  of  the  holders  of  certificates  of  stock  and  of. 
certificates  for  premiums  earned;  and  the  third  article  of  the  seventh 
'section,  and  so  much  of  the  seventh  article  of  the  same  section  of  the 
act  of  February  sixth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  four,  as  provided 
for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  the  powers  to  make  rules, 
regulations,  &c,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  16.  That  the  previous  act  incorporating  the  Phoenix  insur-  Kapeal. 
ance  company  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  supplements  thereto,  and  the 
provisions  therein,  so  far  as  they  are  not  supplied,  altered  or  repealed, 
and  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  and  con- 
tinue in  force  until  the  same  shall  be  altered  or  repealed  by  the  legisla- 
ture of  this  commonwealth :  Provided^  That  nothing  contained  in  this  Proviso, 
act  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  or  confer  upon  said  company  any 
banking  privilege

A    SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act,  cnlltlcd  <*  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  poor  house  for  the  em- 
ployment and  support  of  the  poor,  in  the  cosnty  of  Washington/*  passed  the 
sixth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three. 

Section^  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa* 
lives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
in  all  cases,  where  it  becomes  necessary  to  remove  more  than  one  per- 
son of  the  same  family  at  the  same  time,  to  the  poor  house,  in  the 
county  of  Washington,  the  justice  shall  include  all  the  said  paupers  in 
one  order,  and  charge  for  one  order  only.  And  whenever  more  than 
one  pauper  is  removed  to  the  poor  house  at  the  same  time,  by  one  per- 
son, mileage  shall  be  allowed  on  one  person  only,  with  reasonable 
charges. 

Section  2.  That  when  an  order  for  the  reraov^  of  a  pauper  is  ob- 
mova?  ^^  tained,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  person  obtaining  such  order,  within 
five  days  thereafter,  to  notify  one  of  the  directors  .or  steward  thereof  j 
and  in  case  of  neglecting  to  give  notice  as  aforesaid,  the  directors  may 
refuse  to  pay  all  charges  that  accrue  against  such  pauper,  until  they 
are  notified  as  aforesaid.  And  when  an  order  of  removal  has  issued 
during  the  lifetime  of  a  person  who  should  have  been  received  as  a 
pauper,  and  dies  before  removal,  the  directors  shall  pay  the  funeral  ex- 
penses, and  no  more. 

Repeal.  Section  3.  That  so  much  of  the  said  act  as  is  heireby  altered  or  sup^- 

plied,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

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AN    ACT 

To  incorporate  the 'tUlage  of  Petertburg,  in  tho  count j  of  Perrj,  into  a  borough. 

Section  1.  Be  il  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  cf  Pennsylvania  in  Getieral  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  _ 
the  village  of  Petersburg,  in  the  county  of  Ferry,  shaUbe  and  the  same  »<>«>«8*>  ^"^cic.J. 
is  hereby  erected  into  a  borough,  which  shall  be  called  the  borough  of 
Petersburg,  and  shall  be  bounded  and  limited  as  follows :  Beginning  at  ^  ^ 
a  comer,  on  the  shore  of  the  Susquehanna  river,  on  the  souuiern  side 
thereof,  and  on  the  northern  side  of  Washington  street ;  thence  along  by 
the  shore  of  said  river  south  twenty -five  degrees  west  fifteen  hundred 
and  forty  feet  to  a  comer;  thence  extending  along  said  shore  south 
thirteen  degree  west  five  hundred  and  seventy  feet  to  a  stone ;  thence 
extending  along  by  the  Juniata  creek  north  eighteen  degrees  west  two 
thousand  one  Irandred  and  twenty  feet  to  a  marked  pine  tree ;  thence  ex- 
tending by  lands  of  Dr.  Ebert  north  forty  de^es  east  two  hundred  and 
seventy-scjven  feet ;  thence  ext<^ding  by  said  Ebert's  land  fifty  feet  to 
Pine  alley,  and  extending  along  the  comer  of  High  and  Mulberry  streets 
one  hundred  and  fiAy  feet  ^  thence  by  said  Ebert's  land  two  hundred 
hex  to  Ap^le  Tree  alley,  and  along  the  southern  side  of  said  alley  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  to  a  comer;  thence  extending  south  sixty -eight 
degrees  east  two  hundred  feet  to  the  place  of  beginnmg. 

Section  2.  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  borough,  entitled  to  vote  «.  .  ^  ^ 
for  members  of  the  'general  assembly,  having  resided  within  the  bounds  dectioo. 
of  said  borough,  at  least  ten  days  immediately  preceding  the  election, 
shall  have  power,  on  the  first  Saturday  of  September  next,  to  meet  at 
the  public  school  house  in  said  town,  and  on  the  same  day  annually.  Mode  of  conduct- 
thereafter  at  the  place  aforesaid,  and  shall  then  and  there,  between  the  iog  tho  aame. 
hours  of  one  and  seven  in  the  afternoon,  elect  by  ballot  one  respectable 
citizen  residing  therein,  who  shall  be  styled  the  chief  burgess,  and  dye 
citizens  to  be  a  town  council,  and  shall  also  elect  as  aforesaid  one  citizen 
as  high  constable,  all  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  said  borough  and 
entitled  to  vote  for  borough  officers,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this 
section ;  but  previous  to  the  opening  of  said  election,  such  of  the  in- 
habitants qualified  to  vote  as  aforesaid,  as  are  present  at  the  said  place 
of  election,  shall  choose  by  ballot  one  citizen  to  act  as  judffe,  and  two 
citizens  to  act  as  inspectors ;  the  judge  and  one  inspector  shall  also  act 
as  clerks  of  said  election ;  the  judge  and  one  inspector  to  be  voted  for 
by  each  voter,  and  the  election  to  be  conducted  throughout  according  to 
the  general  election  laws  of  this  commonwealth  j  and  the  officers  otthe 
election  shall  be  Subject  to  the  same  penalties  for  mal-practices  as  by 
the  said  election  laws  are  imposed.  The  said  judge  and  inspectors, 
before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  shall  take 
the  game  oaths  or  affirmations,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
county,  as  are  prescribed  by  the  existing  election  laws  of  this  common- 
wealth 5  and  ^ter  the  said  election  shall  be  closed,  shall  declare  the  per- 
sons having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  to  be  duly  elected.  And  in 
case  any  two  or  more  candidates  should  have  an  equal  number  of  votes, 
the  preference  shall  be  determined  by  lot,  to  be  drawn  by  the  two  in-  )Qle 
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spectors,  in  presence  of  the  judge ;  whereupon  duplicate  certificates  of 
said  election  shall  be  signed  by  the  said  judge  and  inspectors*  one  of 
which  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  chief  buigess  elect,  and  the  other  filed 
among  the  records  of  the  corporation.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
high  constable  for  the  preceding  year,  (and  in  the  event  of  his  absence 
or  inability  to  act,  such  person  a$  the  officers  of  the  election  ma^y  direct,) 
to  give  notice  in  writing  to  each  of  the  persons  so  elected  as  aforesaid ; 
and  fa  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  removal  or  refusal  to  acoept  any 
of  the  said  offices,  or  if  it  should  at  any  time  happen  that  no  election 
should  be  holden  on  the  day  and  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  the  corpora- 
tion shall  not  on  that  account  be  dissolved ;  but  the  chief  burgess,  or  in 
the  event  of  his  absence,  death,  resignation,  removal  or  inability  to  act, 
the  president  of  the  town  council  shall  issue  his  precept,  directed  to  the 
high  constable,  commanding  him  to  hold  an  election  in  manner  aforesaid, 
to  supply  such  vacancy,  giving  at  least  eight  days  notice,  by  six  adver- 
tisements, set  up  in  the  most  public  places  in  said  borough. 

Section  3.  That  from  and  after  the  eighth  day  of  September  next, 
the  chief  burgess  and  town  council,  duly  elected  as  aforesaid,  and  their 
successors,  shall^  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  aad 
style  of  *Hhe  cKief  burgess  and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Peters- 
burg," and  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  and  the  said  chief  buigess 
and  to^oi  council,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  called  in  law,  to  have, 
^t,  receive,  hold  and  possess  goods  and  chattels,  lands  and  tenements, 
m  fee  simple  or  otherwise;  and  also  to  grant,  sell,  let  and  assign  the 
same  goods  and  chattels,  lands  and  tenements,  not  exceeding  at  any  one 
time  in  value,  two  thousand  dollars;  and  by  the  name  and  style  afore- 
said, they  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded  in  any  of  the  courts  of  law  of  this  commonwealth,  in  all 
manner  of  actions  whatsoever ;  and  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
the  same  from  time  to  time  at  their  will,  to  change  and  alter,  until  it  be 
otherwise  directed  by  law. 

Section  4.  That  if  any  person  duly  elected  chief  burgess,  member 
of  the  town  council,  or  high  constable  as  aforesaid,  and  having  received 
due  notice  thereof,  as  directed  by  this  act,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
take  upon  himself  the .  execution  of  the  said  office  to  which  he  shall 
have  been  elected,  or  having  taken  upon  hinHself  thfe  duties  of  the  said 
office,  shall  neglect  to  discharge  the  same,  according  to.  law,  every  per- 
son so  refusing  or  neglecting,  shall,  for  every  such  offence^  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars ;  which  fine,  and  all  other  fines,  penalties 
and  forfeitures  incurred,  and  made  payable  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  or 
any  by-law  or  ordinance  of  the  town  council^  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the 
said  corporation,  and  shall  be  recovered  by  suit  brought  before  the  chief 
burgess,  (to  whom  is  hereby  given  the  same  power  and  authority  in 
suits  brought  before  him,^  to  recover  the  same  as  justices  of  the  peace 
within  the  commonwealtn  by  law  have,  where  the  demand  does  not 
exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  in  the  form  and  manner,  and  with  the  same 
costs  of  suits,  that  debts  of  like  amount  are  by  law  recoverable ;  and  the 
same,  when  recovered,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  ef  the  borough  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  the  borough,  on  receiving  any 
money  belonging  to  the  corporation,  to  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer 
forthwith  :  Provided^  That  no  person  elected  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  for  refusing  or  neglecting  to  serve  more  than  once  in  five 
years..  .  -^ 

Section  5.  That  the  chief  bui^gess,  members  of  the  town  coyndQ, 
and  high  constable,  and  all  the  other  officers  of  the  borough  appointed 
by  the  town  couneil,  in  pursuanoe  of  the  further  provisions  of  this  act» 
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before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  officer,  shall  take  and 
subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  the  chief  burgess,  or  any  justice 
of  the  peace  of  said  county,  *^  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  and  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  perform  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices  with  fidelity;"  and  the  certificates  of  such  oath 
or  affirmation  shall  be  filed  among  the  records  of  said  corporation* 

Sbcttion  0.  That  the  town  council  shaU  meet  on  the  first  Saturday  PrMident,  ofiU 
next  after  their  electioii  in  emAi  year,  at  the  pubHc  school  house  in  said  cers,  Ac, 
town,  or  such  other  place  as  they  may  determine  upon,  knd  choose  one 
of  their  number  president,  who  shall  preside  at  their  meetings ;  and  in 
event  of  the  absence,  death,  resignation,  removal  or  inability  to  act  of 
the  chief  buigess,  shall  possess  sdl  and  singular,  the  rights^  privileges, 
powers  and  authorities  of  the  said  chief  burgess,  given  him  in  this  act 
or  elsewhere.     And  further  to  choose  one  of  their  number  secretary  of 
the  town  council,  (whose  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  said  town  council,) 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  chaige  of  all  ihe  papers,  records  and 
common  seal  of  said  corporation,  and  be  answerable  therefor,  and  also 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  enjoined  upon  him  by  this  act, 
or  by  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  town  council ;  and  shall  keep 
a  fair  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  minutes  and  resolutions, 
by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  said  town  council,  open  at  all  reasonable 
times  for  the  inspection  of  every  qualified  voter  of  said  borough ;  and 
the  attestation  of  the  said  secretary,  with  the  seal  of  the  corporation, 
shall  be  good  evidence  of  the  act  or  thing  so  certified.     And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  town  council  (three  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum)  Qaonnn. 
to  hold  quarterly  meetings,  on  the  third  Saturdays  in  September,  De- 
cember and  March,  in  each  year,  and  such  other  meetings  as  occasion        . 
may  require;  at  which  meetings  they  may  make,  erect,  alter,  revise,  ***«*">8"' 
repeal  and  amend  all  such  by-laws,  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances,  ^ 
as  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  them,  necessary  to  promote  the    ^    ''*' 
peace^  good  order,  benefit  and  advantage  of  the  said  borough,  and  par- 
ticularly providing  for  the  regulation,  improving,  repairing  and  keeping 
in  order  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  highways.     They  shall  have  power 
to  assess  and  apportion  such  taxes,  as  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  Taxes, 
of  tiiem  necessary  for  carrying  the  said  rules,  by-laws  and  ordinances, 
from  time  to  time,  into  complete  efiect;  and  also  to  appoint  a  treasurer, 
street  supervisor  and  collector  annuaUy,  and  such  other  officers  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary,  from  time  to  time,  add  the  same  officers  from 
time  to  time  to  remove,  for  misdemeanors  in  office :  Pnwided^  That  Proriio. 
no  by-laws,  rules  or  ordinances  of  said  corporation,  shall  be  repugnant 
to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  Ais  commonwealth ;  and  that  no  person 
shall  be  punished  for  the  breach  of  any  by-law  or  ordinance  of  the  said 
corporation,  until  ten  days  shall  have  expired  aAer  the  promulgation 
thereof,  by  at  least  three  advertisements,  set  up  in  the  most  public  places 
in  the  said  borough :  ^nd  provided  also^  That  in  assessing  such  tax,  Proriso. 
due  re^rd  shall  be  had  to  the  valuation  of  taxable  property,  taken  for 
the  purpose  of  raising  the  county  rates  a^d  levies,  so  thaWthe  said  tax 
i^ali  not  in  any  one  year  exceed  one  half  cent  on  the  dollar  of  such 
vahiatien,  unless  some  object  of  general  utility  shall  be  thought  neces- 
sary I  in  which  case  three-fourths  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  borough 
shall  approve  of  and  certify  the  same  in  writing,  under  their  hands,  to 
the  town  council,  who  shall  proceed  to  assess  the  same  accordingly : 
Provided  aUo^  That  the  town  council  shaU  lay  such  taxes  upon  dogs,  ProriM. 
and  make  such  regulations  respecting  them  within  said  borough,  as  they 
may  see  proper, 

Sbctioii  7,  That  the  chief  bmgess  elected  and  qualified,  agreeably  to 
this  act,  or  in  the  contingency  ^lesaid,  thjB  piesideiit  of  the  lawn      . 
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council,  is  hereby  authorized  and  erapowercd  to  issue  his  precept,  as 
often  as  the  occasion  may  require,  directed  to  the  collector,  commanding 
Collection  of       him  forthwith  to  collect  all  taxes  so  assesftctl,  and  the  same  to  pay  over 
taxes.  to  the  treasurer ;  which  said  precept  shall  be  signed  by  the  secretary  of 

the  council,  and  to  which  the  seal  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  iixed. 
And  the  said  chief  burgess,  or  president  of  the  town  council,  is  hereby 
authoriaed  to  c^rry  into  effect  all  by-laws  and  ordinances  enacted  by  the 
town  council,  and  whatsoever  else  shall  be  enjoined  upon  him,  for  the 
well  ordering  And  governing  said  borough ;  and  the  town  council  alone 
shall  have  power  to  mitigate  or  remit  such  fines  and  forfeitures. 

Section  8.  That  the  treasurer  shall  give  sufficient  security,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  town  council,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of 
his  office,  and  for  the  delivery  of  all  moneys,  books  and  accounts  ap- 
pertaining thereto,  into  the  hands  of  his  successor,  upon  demand  made 
for  that  purpose.  And  that  the  street  supervisor,  treasurer,  high  con- 
stable, and  all  other  officers  of  said  borough,  shall,  in  the  month  of  De- 
cember yearly,  render  their  accou^its  to  said  town  council  for  settlement. 

Section  9.  That  the  chief  buigess,  president  and  secretaries  of  the 
town  council,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  constitute  a  court  of  appeal  5 
and  prior  to  the  collection  of  any  borough  tax,  the  collector  shall  inform 
each  inhabitant  of  the  amount  of  his  tax,  and  of  the  time  and  place  of 
appeal :  Provided^  nevertheless^  That  the  said  court  of  appeal  shsdl 
have  no  other  power  than  to  determine  the  justness  of  the  apportion- 
ment of  said  tax,  and  to  remedy  any  grievance  that  may  occur  in  im- 
posing the  same  :  and  that  it  sliall  be  the  duty  of  the  high  constable 
to  give  notice  of  the  annual  election  of  the  said  borough,  to  be  held  in 
pursuance  of  this  act,  by  setting  up  five  advertisements  in  the  most 
public  places  in  said  borough,  at  least  ten  days  previous  thereto;  he  shall 
attend  and  see  that  the  election  is  opened  at  the  time,  and  in  the  manner

of  Penn,  for  the  time  being,  shall  publish  and  superintend  the  election 
to  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  of  September  next,  as  hereinbefore 
directed. 

Section  10.  That  the  town  council  shall,  from  time  to  time,  fix  fhe

A  SUPPLEMENT 


To  an  act  entitled  <*  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  citjr  of  Allegheny,**  paaaed  thirteenth 
April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represmta-- 
lives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jlssembh/ 
met^  and  if  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
Election  of  mayor  ^bc  freemen  of  said  city  of  Allegheny,  citizens  of  this  commonwealth, 
who  have  resided  within  the  bounds  of  said  city,  at  least  six  months 
immediately  preceding  the  election,  and  within  one  yeatj)aid  a  city  tax, 
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assessed  in  said  city,  shall,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  January  next, 
and  annually  thereafter,  meet  in  their  respective  wards;  as  hereinafter 
designated,  or  as  may  at  any  future  time  be' designated  by  the  select  and 
common  councils  of  said  city,  and  then  and  there  elect,  by  ballot,  a  citi- 
zen of  said  city,  to  serve  as  mayoir  of  said  city ;  and  at  the  same  times 
and  places,  elect  by  ballot,  four  persons  of  each  ward,  qualified  to  serve 
as  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  of  this  commonwealth,  to 
be  members  of  the  common  council  of  said  city,  (who  shall  be  ^t  the 
time  of  their  election,  and  during  the  term  they  are  elected  to  serve, 
residents  of  the  ward  they  are  elected  to  represent,)  and  who  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified ; 
and  also  at  the  said  election,  one  person  in  each  ward, .  (in  addition  to 
those  heretofore  elected,  and  whose  term  of  office  has  not  expired,) 
qualified  to  serve  as  senators  of  this  commonwealth,  (who  shall  be  at 
the  time  of  their  election,  and  during  the  term  for  which  they  are  elected 
to  serve,  residents  of  the  ward  they  are  elected  to  represent,)  to  be  mem- 
bers of  the  select  council  of  said  city,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for. 
^ree  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified. 

Section  2.  That  all  elections  in  said  city  shall  be  held  in  each  ward,  y^^  eiectioiw, 
by  the  judges,  inspectors  and  clerks  appointed  to  hold  the  general  elec-iio^ii^ijmij^^on- 
tions,  who  shall  meet  within  the  limits  of  their  respective  virards,  at  the  ducted, 
places  designated  by  the  councils,  by  their  ordinance  passed  for  that . 
purpose ;  and  shall  proceed  to  hold  and  conduct  such  elections,  in  all, 
respects  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  assembly,  entided 
*^An  Act  relating  to  the  elections  of  this  commonwealth,"  passed  the  . 
second  day  of  July,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-nine :  and  when  each  election  to  be  had  and  held,  pursuant  to  * 
this  act,  shall  be  closed,  and  the  number  of  votes  for  each  candidate  or 
person  voted  for  in  the  respective  wards,  shall  be  counted  and  ascer* 
tained,  the  judges  herein  authorized  to  hold  and  conduct  such  elections, 
shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  thereafler,  meet  together  at  the  town 
house  in  said  city,  and  shall  prepare  and  make,  under  iheir  respective 
hands  and  seals,  a  return  thereof,  containing  the  names  of  the  persons 
voted  for  mayor,  and  other  officers,  with  the  number  of  votes  for 
each  of  them,  and  designating  which  are  elected ;  and  shall  forthwith 
give  a  notice,  in  writing,  .to  the  officers  elect,  of  their  respective  elec- 
tions; and  the  said  judges  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  deliver  ^  true  copy  of  said  return  to  the  president  of 
the  select  council,  previous  to  the  first  meeting  t>f  the  select  and  com- 
mon councils,  and  shall  file  the  original  returns  in  the  office  of  the  mayor 
of  said  city ;  and  the  select  and  common  councils  elect  shall,  in  thetr 
joint  meetings  to  be  held  at  the  town  house  in  said  city,  between  the 
hours  of  ten  and  two  o'clock,  on  the  Friday  next  following  each  and 
every  election,  held  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  proceed  to  examine  sqch 
election  returns,  and  to  hear  all  remonstrances  and  objections  to  the. 
same,  and  judge  and  determine  thereon,  and  to  declare  the  person  quali- 
fied, having  the  greatest  number  of  votes,  to  be  l^Uy  elected ;  and  in 
cases  where  the  election  has  been  illegally  or  unfairly  conducted,  or  the 
number  of  illegal  votes  given  may  render  .the  result  doubtful,  the  coun- 
cils, or  a  majority  of  them,  who  shall  be  a  qnorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business,  shall  have  power  to  set  the  same  aside,  and'  order  a  new 
election,  giving  notice  thereof,  as  in  case  of  other  elections ;  and  thfi 
said  councils  shall  have  full  power  to  vacate  the  seatof  any  member, 
for  misbehavioiir,  nedect  of  duty,  or  other  nusdeme^nor,  and  to  order 
new  elections  to  fill  the  same ;  and  so  in  like  manner^  as  often  as  occa- 
sion may  require,  upon  the  death,  resignation,  or  inability  of  a  member 
or  members  of  either  of  said  councils,  or  other  officers ;  and  it  shall  be 
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the  duty  of  the  iBa3ror  of  said  city,  to  give  at  least  ten  days  previous 
notice  of  the  time  and  places  of  holding  all  elections  authorized  by  this 
act,  by  proclamation,  published  in  the  public  newspapers  of  said  city, 
if  there  be  a  newspaper  published  therein,  and  by  printed  handbills, 
posted  up  at  the  most  conspicuous  public  places  within  the  boundaries 
of  said  city. 

Section  3.  That  the  mayor  elect  shall  take  and  subscribe,  in  the 
presence  of  the  councils,  a  solemn  oath  or  affirmation  before  one  of  the 
aldermen  of  said  city,  ^^to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
and  the  constitution  of  this  commonwealth,  and  well  and  faithfully  to 
execute  the  office  of  mayor  of  the  city  of  Allegheny,  to  the  best  of  his 
knowledge  and  ability  f^  and  shall  thereupon  enter  upon  and  perform 
the  duties  of  said  office  without  any  further  or  other  commission,  and 
shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  a  successor  shall  be  duly 
elected  and  qualified. 

Section  4.  That  each  and  every  select  and  common  councilman. 
who  shall  be  elected,  chosen  and  returned  in  manner  aforesaid,  and 
whose  election  shall  be  so  as  aforesaid  approved  of,  shall,  before  he 
enters  on  the  execution  of  his  office,  take  a  solemn  oath  or  affirmation, 
before  the  mayor  or  one  of  the  aldermen  of  said  city,  well  and  faithfully 
to  execute  the  office  of  a  select  councilman  or  of  a  common  councilman, 
(as  the  case  may  be,)  of  said  cityi  and  shall  thereupon,  without  any 
further  or  other  commission,  enter  upon  the  duties  thereof,  and  shall 
hold  and  exercise  the  same  until  the  term,  of  office  shall  expire,  as  di- 
rected in  and  by  this  act 

Section  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  of  said  city  of 
■  Allegheny,  to  promulgate  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation, 
and  specially  to  attend  to  the  due  execution  and  fulfilment  of  the  same  5 
and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  hold  and  enjoy  all  the  emoluments, 
which  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  said  corporation  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  annexed  and  attached  to  the  said  office  of  mayor ;  and  for  the 
pfurpose  of  enforcing  the  observance  of  said  laws  and  ordinances,  and 
preserving  the  peace  and  good  order  of  said  city,  the  said  mayor  shall 
nave  and  exercise  all'  the  powers,  jurisdictions,  authorities,  fees  and 
perquisites  of  an  alderman  of  said  city :  Provided^  That  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  to  vest  the  said  mayor  with  any  authority  or 
jurisdiction  in  civil  cases. 

Section  6.  That  in  case  of  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  of  the 
mayor,  or  other  vacancy  in  said  office,  or  in  case  of  a  neglect  or  failure 
by  the  citizens  to  elect  a  mayor  at  the  time  designated  by  this  act,  such 
vacancy  or  omission  shall  be  fiUed  or  supplied  by  a  new  election,  for 
the  remainder  of  the  term  of  office,  to  be  held  at  such  time,  within 
thirty  days  thereafter,  as  the  said  councils,  by  resplution,  shall  designate ; 
of  which  election,  and  the  time  of  holding  the  same,  the  mayor,  for  the 
time  being,  shall  give  notice  by  proclamation,  published  as  hereinbefore 
directed ;  and  until  the  said  vacancy  is  filled  by  a  new  election,  the 
select  and  common  councils  shall  appoint  a  mayor  to  act  pro  tempore. 

Sscnoii  7.  That  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  said  select  and  conmion 
cwmcils,  shall  be  at  the  town  honse  in  said  city,  or  at  such  place  as  by 
an  ordinance  duly  passed  may  be  fixed  for  that  purpose ;  and  the  doors 
of  the  respective  halls  of  said  select  and  common  councils  shall  be 
open  for  the  admisaion  of  all  peaceable  and  orderiy  persons,  who  shall 
be  desifous  of  being  present  at  the  discussion  of  any  by-laws,  oidi- 
nanoes^  jroles  or  relations,  for  the  wdfare  and  good  government  of 
the  said  ciQr. 
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Sbction  8.  That  the  said  city  of  Allegheny  shall  he  divided  into  four 
wards  in  the  manner  followiag,  viz :  All  that  part  of  the  city,  embraced  Wirdi. 
between  the  Allegheny  river,  Ohio  street,  and  Water  lane,  and  lying 
west  of  Federal  street,  shall  constitute  the  Fh«t  ward ;  all  that  part  north  ^<>«*"^- 
of  Ohio  street  and  Water  lane  and  west  of  Federal  street,  shall  consti- 
tute the  Second  ward ;  all  that  part  north  of  Ohio  street  and  the  Butler 
turnpike  road,  and  east  of  Federal  street,  shall  constitute  the  Third  ward  $ 
and  all  that  part  between  the  Allegheny  river,  Ohio  street  and  the  Butler 
turnpike  road  and  east  of  Federal  street,  shall  constitute  the  Fourth 
ward« 

Sbction  9.  That  the  select  and  common  councils  shall  have  power  o^j^jj,  ^j-  ^ 
from  time  to  time  to  change  the  boundaries  of  said  wards,  and  to  divide  changed, 
the  said  city  into  four  or  more  wards  or  districts,  so  as  to  make  the 
number  of  taxable  inhabitants  of  each  ward  of  said  city  as  nearly  equal 
as  may  be;  and  the  said  councils  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to 
fix  the  places  of  holding  all  general  and  city  elections  for  said  wards, 
and  not  elsewhere,  and  change  the  same  as  oflen  as  public  convenience 
may  require;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  inhabitant  of  said  city 
to  vote  at  any  of  the  said  elections,  except  within  the  ward  wherein  he 
resides. 

Section  10.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  qualified  electors  of  the  afore-  Election  of  in- 
said  wards,  and  such  other  ward  or  wards  as  may  be  hereafter  created  and  ^)ector«&  judges, 
established,  under  the  same  provisions  and  regulations,  as  are  prescribed 
by  the  act,  entitled  **An  Act  relating  to  the  elections  of  this  common- 
wealth,** passed  the  second  day  of  July,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  January  next, 
and  yearly  thereaAer,  to  elect  two  inspectors  and  one  judge  of  elections 
and  assessors,  as  is  prescribed  by  the  several  acts  of  this  commonwealth 
for  the  election  of  assessors :  and  the  assessor  or  assessors  who  may  be 
chosen,  pursuant  to  said  laws,  prior  to  the  said  secbnd  Tuesday  of 
January  next,  shall  hold  their  offices  until  said  day,  and  no  longer. 

Section  11.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  qualified  electors  of  the  Emotion  of  aldcr- 
Second,  Third  and  Fourth  wards  of  said  city,  to  meet  in  their  respective  men. 
wards,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-six,  and  the  qualified  electors  of  the  First  ward  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  January,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-five,  and  according  to  the  provisions  and  regulations  of  an  act, 
entitled  **An  Act  providing  for  tfie  election  of  aldermen  and  justices  of    » 
the  peace,"  passed  the  twenty-first  day  of  June^  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-n'me,  elect  two  aldermen  for  each  of  the  wards  of 
the  said  city,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  time  prescribed  by  the 
constitution  of  this  commonwealth ;  and  shall  have,  respectively  and 
severally,  all  the  powers,  jurisdictions,  authorities,  fees  and  perquisites  • 

of  justices  of  the  peace  of  this  commonwealth  5  and  the  aldermen  of 
said  city,  who  may  have  been  heretofore  chosen  or  appointed,  pursuant

county ;  and  the  said  court  shall  appoint  itie  said  person,  so  returned,  to

Section  13,  That  all  officers  of  the  sa^d  city,  (except  couiicilmen,) 
ecunty.  whether  created  by  this  act,  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  or 

by  the  ordinances  of  the  select  and  common  couQcils  of  said  city,  shall 
each  give  bond  to  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  citizens  of  Allegheny,  with 
security,  to  be  approved  by  the  president  of  the  select  council,  in  such 
sum  as  may  be  designated  .by  the  councils,  conditional  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  and  for.  the  safe 
delivery  into  the  hands  of  their  successors  of  all  moneys,  books,  papers, 
records  and  accounts,  and  all  other  things  appertaining  thereto  ^  and  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  of  said  officers  elect,  to  enter  uppn  or  exercise 
any  of  the  duties  of.  their  respective  offices  until  their  bond  is  given  and 
approved  as  aforesaid ;  and  all  officers  of  said  city  shall  render  their 
accounts  to  the  committee  appointed  by  the  councils  for  that  purpose, 
once  in  every  year  for  settlement,  and  said  accounts  after  being  adjusted 
and  settled  by  said  committee,  shall  be  published  by  the  councils  in  the 
same  manner,  as  the  city  accounts.  * 

That  the  provisions  of  the  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth 
tended  to  the  city  sections  of  the  act  of  the  sixteenth  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
of  Allegfaenv..  and  thicty-six,  relating  to  judicial  proceedings,  in  which  the  city  of 
Pittsbuig  may  be  interested,  be  extended  to  the  cityof  Allegheny,  in

Hereafler  the  costs  and  expense  of  all  views  and  re-  Bocks  county, 
views  of  roads  in  the  county  of  Bucks  shall  be  paid  by  the  petitioners 
before  an  order  is  granted  to  open  such  road  or  roads. 

Section  3.  That  whenever  any  str^t,  lane  or  alley,  within  the  limits  Ratding  borough, 
of  the  borough  of  Readmg,  shall  be  opened  or  extended,  and  damages 
assessed  under  the  second  and  third  sections  of.  the  act,  entitled  **  An 
Act  for  extending  the  time  of  holding  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of

to  break,  alter  and  renew  at  their  pleasure ;  and  shall  have  power,  also, 
to  change  the  time  of  holding  the  general  election,  if  the  same  should 
be  deemed  advisable :   Provided^    That  the  same  by-laws  and  ordi-  profifo, 
nances,  and  all  the  acts  of  the  said  trustees,  framed,  enacted  and  pro-

AN   ACT 

BqpplemeDtary  to  the  aeveral  acts  relating  to  the  boroogh  of  Fxankfoi^  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Philadelphia. 

Sectiox  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  md  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
firom  and  after  -the  passing  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  freemen  ^^^  ^^""' 
of  the  borough  of  Frankford,  in  Philadelphia  county,  who  shall  have 
resided  therein  ninety  days  immediately  preceding  the  day  of  election, 
and  who  shall  be  otherwise  qualified  agreeably  to  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  this  state,  to  vote  for  members  of  the  general  assembly,  to  meet 
U^ther  at  the  Cross  Keys'  tavern  in  said  borough,  and  afterwards  at 
such  place  within  the  borough  as  the  council  for  the  time  being  may 
appoint,  between  the  hours  of  two  and  eight  o'clock  in  the  aflemoon  on 
the  fii«t  Monday  in  May  next,  and  then  and  there  choose  by  ballot,  put 
of  such  of  the  inhabitants  residing  within  the  said  borough,  who  aocord- 
ing  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state  are  digibl'e  to  be  elected 
as  members  of  the  house  of  representatives,  in  the  manner  prescribed 
for  choosing  members  of  the  said  house  of  representatives,  nine  suitable 
persons  for  councilmen,  three  of  whom  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  one 
year;  three  for  the  term  of  two  years;  and  three  for  the  term  of  three 
years;  to  be  determined  by  said  council  by  lot,  who  shall  have  all  the 
powers  and  authorities  given  by  act  of  incorporation  granted  by  the 
general  assembly,  March  seventh*  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
faondred,  to  the  burgesses  and  assistants  of  said  borough,  and  the  several 
acts  sopplementary  thereto,  and  on  that  day  in  the  same  month,  annual- 
ly thereaiter,  shall  elect  as  hereinafter  provided;  also,  shall  be  chosen  at 
the  same  time  and  place  annually,  by  the  freemen  as  aforesaid,  one 
suitable  person  for  superintendent  of  highways,  who  shall,  under  the  g^p^^t^oj^i  of 
(becdon  of  councils,  keep  in  repair  all  the  streets,  lanes,  roads  and  highways, 
afleys  in  the  aforesaid  borough  of  Frankford,  now  opened  for  public  use 
or  which  shall  be  opened  under  the  act  of  fifth  of  April,  one  thousand 
ei^t  hoadied  and  forty-one,  entitled  ^^An  Act  to  provide  for  a  survey  r 
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President. 
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of  the  borough  of  Frankford,  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia/'  and  shall 
level  or  grade  such  streets,  lanes,  ro^s  or  alleys,  make  such  side  walks, 
common  sewers,  drains,  water  courses  and  culverts,  as  said  council  shall 
direct,  and  shall  be  paid  for  his  services  a  compensation  of  one  dollar 
Pay.  and  fifty  cents  for  each  day  necessarily  employed  in  the  performance  of 

'  the  duties  of  the  office;  in  case  of  delinquency  in  said  superintendent, 
the  council  shall  have  power  to  remove  him,  and  in  case  of  vacancy 
by  removal,  resignation  or  otherwise,  the  council  shall  appoint  until 
the  next  election. 

Section  2.  That  the  said  councilmen  shall  constitute  a  borough 
council,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum  to  do  business,  which 
council  and  freemen  duly  qualified  to  elect  as  aforesaid,  and  their  suc- 
cessors forever  hereafter,  shall  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law, 
by  the  name  of  **the  council  and  inhabitants  of  the  borough  of  Frank- 
fbrd,"  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  the* 
body  or  any  of  the  officers  connected  with  it,  until  the  next  election. 

Section  3.  .The  council  shall  meet  within  ten  days  after  the  period 
of  .their  election  annually,  and  choose  a  president  out  of  their  body,  who 
shall  perform  all  the  duties  and  have  all  the  powers  and  authorities 
which  are  now  performed  by  and  enjoined  on  the  chief  burgess  5  in  case 
of  his  absence  a  president  may  be  chosen  pro  tempore;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  council  on  the  day  of  their  first  assembling  as  aforesaid, 
to  divide  themselves  into  three  equal  classes,  the  first  of  which  classes 
shall  serve  until  the  next  election;  the  second  until  the  second  election 
following;  and  the  third  until  the  third  election;  at  the  expiration  of  the 
term  of  the  first  class,  and  annually  thereafter,  throe  suitable  persons 
shall  be  chosen  by  the  freemen  of  the  borough  as  aforesaid,  to  serve  for 
three  years,  so  that  three  members  of  each  board  of  councilmen  shall  be 
chosen  annually. 

Section  4.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  the  appoint- 

Regulators  annul-  j^gj^^  ^f  regulators  as  heretofore,  is  annulled,  and  the  duties  appertaining 

to  offices  of  said  regulators  are  hereby  conferred  upon  and  transferred  to 

the  surveyor  of  said  borough,  who  is  required  to  perform  the  same,  and 

shall  be  paid  for  his  services  as  councils  may  direct 

Section  5.  That  before  any  of  the  members  of  said  council  or  other 
officers,  shall  enter  upon  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  respec- 
tive offices,  they  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  sup- 
port the  constitution  of  this  commonwealth  and  that  of  the  United 
States,  and  that  they  will  perform  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices 
with  fidelity. 

Section  6.  That  so  much  of  the  act  of  assembly,  passed  the  seventh 
day  of  Maroh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred,  incorporating  said  borough, 
as  is  hereby  altered,  amended  or  supplied,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed ;  and  that  all  ordinances,  resolutions  and  agreements,  made  or 
enacted  by  the  burgesses  and  inhabitants  of  the  borough  of  Frankford, 
shall  remain  and  continue  in  fuU  force  and  virtue,  umess  repealed  by 
councils.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Representor 
irvts  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
tnet^  tmd  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  some^  That 
Joha  Bassler,  Daniel  Meyers,  Daniel  Stine,  John  Brcitenbach,  Geoige  Corporttofs. 
Pflegar,  John  Meyers,  John  Kreitzar,  Samuel  Morret,  John  Ramler, 
George  Lindemuth,  Benjamin  Mcnga),  Leonard  Immel,  George  Dinges, 
and  all  other  persons  who  may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  and  their  sucoessors,  shall  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate 
by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  ^^  Union  mutual  fire  insurance  com-  Name, 
pany  of  Myerstown,  Lebanon  county,"  and  by  the  same  name  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  record,  or  elsewhere,  and  to  purchase, 
receive,  have,  hold  and  enjoy  to  them  and  their  successors,  lands,  tene- 
ments, rents,  annuities,  franchises  and  hereditaments,  goods  and  chat- 
teb  of  what  kind  soever,  and  clioses  in  action,  and  the  same  to  sell 
and  dispose  of  from  time  to  time ;  and  also,  to  make  and  have  one  com- 
mon seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure ;  and  also,  to  ordain, 
establish  and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations 
as  shall  appear  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  government  of  said  cor- 
poration, not  being  contrary  to  this  charter,  or  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  commonwealth ;  and  generally  to  do  and  transact  all 
such  matters  and  things  as  shall  to  them  lawfully  i4>pertain  to  do  and 
transact  for  the  well-being  of  the  said  corporation,  and  the  due  manage- 
ment and  well  ordering  of  the  affairs  thereof :  Provided^  That  the  clear  Provim.

poration, and  the  interest  of  money  loaned  by  it,  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  two  thousand  dollars. 

Section  2.  The  object  and  business  of  the  said  company  shall,  and  Object 
is  hereby  prescribed  to  be  the  insurance  of  their  respective  dwelling 
hoQses,  stores,  shops  and  other  buildmgs,  household  furniture,  goods 
and  chatteb,  and  other  property  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  by  en- 
gaging to  pay  such  a  proportion  of  the  actual  loss  as  shall  be  determined 
on  by  the  by-laws. 

Section  3.  All  persons  who  shall  hereafter  insure  with  the  said  cor-  Memben. 
poration,  and  also  their  heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  assigns, 
continuing  to  be  insured  in  the  said  corporation,  as  is  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, shall  thereby  become  members  thereof  during  the  period  they 
shall  remain  insured  by  the  said  corporation,  and  no  longer. 

Section  4.  The  affairs  of  the  said  company  shall  be  managed  by  a  Oinetorsaiidofli- 
board  of  directors,  consisting  of  seven  members,  to  be  elected  and  ce». 
chosen  as  hereinafter  provided ;  which  board  shall  elect  from  their  own 
number  one  person  as  president,  they  shall  also  elect  or  appoint  one 
person  as  secretary  of  the  board,  and  one  person  as  treasurer,  of  whom 
^ey  shall  require  such  security  as  they  may  provide  by  their  by-lawf, 
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and  may  employ  such  other  officers,  clerks,  agents  and  attorneys,  as 
may  be  found  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  insti- 
tution ;  and  shall  also  determine  the  rates  of  insurance  and  the  »um  to 
be  insured ;  a  majority  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do 
business. 

Section  5.  The  members  of  the  company  shall,  upon  ten  days  notice 
in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  county  of  Lebanon,  meet  at  their 
office  on  the  last  Saturday  in  December,  in  each  year,  for  the  purpose 
of  holding  an  election  for  directors,  and  such  election  shall  be  held  under

ment be  necessary  to  fulfil  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  That  the  six  persons  first  named  hi  the  letters  patent  of 
incorporation,  shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  sealing  the 
same,  give  notice  in  the  newspapers  aforesaid,  of  a  time  and  place  by

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Skctiok  4,  That  a  pnUic  meeting  or  the  said  siockhoklers  shall  be  held  Anoaal  meeting, 
on  the  first  Monday  of  October  next,  and  on  the  first  Monday  of  Octo- 
ber in  each  year  thereaAer,  at  such  place  as  the  rules  and  by-laws  of 
said  company  shall  fix,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  officers  for  the  ensu- 
ing year,  and  the  determination  of  any  question  affecting  the  interest  of 
the  company  ;  public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  heading  elections 
to  be  given  ia  the  newspapers  aforesaid,  at  least  one  month  before  the 
time  thereof. 

Section  5.  That  the  presiilent  and  managers  shall  procure  printed  OertjUcttei. 
certificates  of  all  the  shares  of  stock  in  the  said  company,  which  shall 
he  signed  by  the  president,  countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed 
with  the  seal  of  the  company ;  and  each  subscriber  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  such  certificate  for  each  share  by  him  subscribed  for,  on  paying  to 
the  treasurer  the  full  amount  of  twenty  dollars,  which  certificate  shall  be 
transferable  either  by  the  owner  in  person,  or  by  his  attorney  duly 
authorized*  in  the  presence  of  the  president  or  treasurer,  for  the  time 
beings  and  the  person  to  whom  said  certificate  shall  be  transferred,  shall 
stand  in  the  place  of  the  former  holder  of  the  certificate^  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  same  privileges  in  the  company. 

Section  0.  That  the  president,  managers  and  company  shall  have  the  po^e,«  tuthori- 
same  powers,  authorities  and  privileges  for  completing,  maintaining  and  ties  and  privileges 
keeping  in  repair  the  said  bridge,  and  for  fixing  the  rates  of  tolls,  and 
collecting  the  same,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties,  qualifications, 
restrictions,  penalties,  fines  and  forfeitures,  which  are  or  may  be  given 
and  granted,  or  imposed  upon  the  president,  managers  and  company, 
authorized  to  erect  a  bridge  over  the  river  Susquehanna,  at  or  near  the 
borough  of  Harrisburg,  in  the  county  of  Dauphin.

To  incorporate  a  company  to  erect  a  bridge  over  the  river  Schuylkill,  at  or  near 
Phccnixvillc,  in  the  county  of  Chester. 

Section  \,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hotise  of  Represenia- 
lives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsijlvania  in  General  Mssembly  met^ 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  aut/writy  of  the  same^  That  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  a  bridge  over  the  river  Schuylkill,  at  or  near  Phoe- 
nixville,  John  Rasor,  William  Davis,  Joseph  Pennypacker,  John  Place,  ,  . 

Henry  Garber,  Joseph  Hunsicker,  John  Jacobs,  Joshua  Place,  of  the  Commiflaoners. 
comity  of  Montgomery,  and  John  Moigan,  Jacob  Baugh,  Robert  Jones, 
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John  Clevestine,  S.  A.  Whitaker,  M.  D.,  John  Mowry,  JonsB  Pen- 
nypacker,  Benjamin  Hartraan,  John  Vandersliee,  Isaac  Chriaman^ 
Daniel  Buckwalter,  J.  A.  Pennypacker,  Henry  Kimber,  and  Samuel 
Moses,  of  the  county  of  Chester,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners  to  do  and  perform  ike  several  duties  hereinafter  men- 
tion—that is  to  say.  They  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  July

Witness 
our  hands,  this  day  of  one  thousand  eight  hun- 

dred and  forty  ;''  and  shall  thereupon  give  notice  in  two  newspapers  in 
the  counties  of  Chester  and  Montgomery,  for  one  calendar  month  at 
least  of  the  time  and  places,  when  and  where  such  book  or  books  shall 
be  opened  to  receive  subscriptions  for  the  stock  of  said  company ;  at 
which  time  and  places  some  one  or  more  of  the  said  commissioners  shall 
attend  and  shall  keep  open  said  book  or  books,  at  least  six  hours  in 
every  day  for  three  juridical  days,  if  so  many  shall  be  necessary,  and 
allow  any  one  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  to  subscribe  therein  in  his 
own  name,  or  names  of  any  other  person  or  persons,  by  whom  he  shall 
be  authorized  to  do  so,  for  any  number  of  shares  of  said  stock,  until 
seven  hundred  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  when  the  books  shall  be 
closed.  But  if  the  whole  number  of  shares  shall  not  be  subscribed ,  the 
said  commissioners  may  adjourn  to  such  time  and  places  as  they  shall 
think  necessary,  and  give  such  further  notice  as  they  shall  think  proper; 
and  when  the  subscription  shall  amount  to  seven  hundred  shares  as  afore- 
said, the  books  shall  be  closed  :  Provided^  always^  That  every  person 
offering  to  subscribe  in  said  book  or  books,  in  his  own  name,  or  in  the 
name  of  any  other  person,  shall,  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  pay  to  the 
attending  commissioner  or  commissioners,  one  dollar  on  every  share  so 
subscribed,  out  of  which  shall  be  defrayed  the  expenses  attending  the 
tkking  of  such  subscription  and  other  incidental  chaiges,  and  the  remain- 
der shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation,  as  soon  as 
the  same  shall  be  organized,  and  the  officers  thereof  chosen  as  hereinafter 
directed. 

Section  2.  When  four  hundred  shares  of  the  said  stock  shall  have 
been  subscribed,  the  said  commissioners  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
certify  under  their  hands  and  seals  the  names  of  the  subscribers,  and  the 
number  of  shares  subscribed  by  each,  to  the  governor ;  and  thereupon 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  governor,  by  letters  patent  under  his 
hand  and  seal  of  the  state,  to  create  and  erect  the  subscribers,  and  if  the 
said  subscription  be  not  full  at  the  time,  then  also  those  who  shall  sub- 
scribe to  the  number  aforesaid,  into  one  body  corporate  and  politic,  in 
deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  *'The  president,

sniflg  and  being  saed,  and  domg  aU  and  every  thin^^  which  a  body  politic 

and  corporate  may  lawftdly  do :  Promdedf  That  in  erecting  the  bridge, 

the  ford  now  in  use  shall  be  kept  open  for  cioesing,  or  some  other  pl^  Provuo. 

be   provided  till  said  bridge  be  completed,  when  said  ford  shall  be 

closed. 

Sbctk>n  3.  When  ten  or  more  persons  shall  hare  subscribed  two  r.       •  •  r 

hundred  and  fifty  shares  of  stock  in  said  company,  and  shall  have  paid  yt^^S^^n^^nd 
one  dollar  on  each  share  so  subscribed,  the  county  commissioners  of  the  Chester  counties, 
county  of  Montgomery,  may,  if  they  deem  it  expedient,  subscribe  for  one.anthorbed  to  sab- 
hundred  shares  of  the  stock  on  behalf  of  said  county  ;  and  the  county  scribe  to  stock, 
commissioners  of  the  county  of  Chester,  may,  if  they  deem  it  expe- 
dient, subscribe,  on  the  part  of  said  county,  for  one  hundred  shares  of  the 
stock  of  said  company  ;  the  subscription,  on  the  part  of  said  counties^ 
if  so  made,  shall  be  paid  by  orders  drawn  on  the  treasurers  of  said 
counties  respectively,  within  twenty  days  after  subscribing,  if  the  piers 
and  abutments  of  said  bridge  shall  then  be  completed,  and  if  not,  then 
withm  twenty  days  after  completing  the  same.

Any  five  persons  named  in  the  letters  patent  of  the  gov- 
ernor, as  soon  as  conveniently  can  be,  after  giving  notice  in  one  or  more 
of  public  papers  in  the  counties  of  Montgomery  and  Chester,  of  a  time 
and  place  by  them  appointed,  not  less  than  thirty  days  from  the  time  of 
issuing  the  first  notice,  shall  proceed  with  the  subscribers  to  organize  Organintioo. 
the  said  corporation  ;  and  shall,  by  a  majority  of  votes  of  said  subscri- 
bers present,  by  a  ballot  to  be  delivered  in  person  or  by  proxy  duly 
authorized,  elect  one  president,  six  managers,  one  treasurer,  who  shall  Election, 
serve  until  other  oflicers  shall  be  lawfully  chosen  as  herein  directed;  and 
may  make  such  rules,  orders,  regulations  and  by-laws,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  as  shall  be  found  necessary  for  the 
well  ordering  of  the  said  company  5  and  generally  have  all  the  powers, 
authorities  and  privileges  necessary  for  erecting,  maintaining  and  keep- 
ing in  repair  said  bridges. 

Section  5.  A  public  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shaH  be  held  annu-  Annual  neeting.

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SscT»N  6^  The  predde&t  and  nmnsfi^re  shall  procure  certificates  of 
stock  in  said  company,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  corporation ; 
and  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  for  each  share  by 
him  subscribed  or  held,  by  paying  to  the  treasurer  in  part  for  the  sum 
due  thereon,  two  dollars  a^  fiJty  cents,  on  each  share,  which  certificate 
shaU  be  transferable,  either  in  person  or  by  attorney,  duly  authorized, 
in  the  presence  of  the  president  or  of  the  treasurer,  for  the  time  being, 
subject  however  to  the  payment  due  or  growing  due  thereon  5  and  the 
person  to  whom  the  transfer  shall  be  made,  shall  stand  in  the  place  of 
the  former  holder,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  and  liable  to 
the  same  responsibilities  to  the  company. 

Section  7.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place,  and  be  convened  in  such  manner,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
the  by-laws ;  at  which  meeting  live  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  who,  in 
the  absence  of  the  president  may  choose  a  chairman,  and  shall  keep 
minutes  of  all  their  proceedings  and  transactions,  truly  inserted  in  a 
book ;  and  at  such  meeting,  a  quorum  being  present,  they  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  agree  with  and  appoint  such  engineers,  su- 
Enginecrs,  Sec,  penntendents,  artists  and  other  officers,  as  they  shall  think  necessary  for 
the  erection  of  said  bridge,  and  to  fix  their  salaries  and  wages,  or  at 
their  discretion,  make  contracts  for  the  erection  and  construction  of  the 
same  or  any  part  thereof;  they  shall  also  determine  the  times,  manner 
and  proportion  in  which  the  stockholders  shall  pay  the  money  due  on 
their  respective  shares,  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  the  money  ne- 
cessary to  pay  salaries,  wages  and  bills  for  work  or  materials,  on  account 
of  contracts ;  which  orders  shall  be  signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his 
absence,  by  a  majority  of  the  quorum,  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk, 
and  also  to  do  all  matters  and  things  as  by  this  act,  or  by  the  by-laws  of 
said  company,  shall  be  committed  to  them. 

Section  8.  If  any  stockholder,  after  thirty  days  notice,  given  in  two 
newspapers  in  each  of  said  counties,  of  the  time  and  place  appointed 
for  the  payment  of  any  instalment  of  said  capital  stock,  shall  neglect  to 
pay  said  instalment  at  the  time  appointed,  every  such  stockholder  or 
his  assignee  shall,  in  addition  to  the  proportion  so  called  for,  pay  at  the 
rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  month,  for  every  delay  of  such  payment;  and 
if  the  same  and  the  said  additional  payment  shall  remain  unpaid,  for

fhlly,  without  the  consent  or  order  of  the  said  corporation,  deface  or 
destroy  any  list  of  the  rates  of  toll  affixed  in  any  place  or  places  for  tlie 
information  of  passengers  and  others,  or  who  shall  wilfully  or  mali- 
ciously obstruct  or  impede  the  passage  on  or  over  said  brid^,  or  any  part 
or  parts  thereof,  he,  she  or  they  so  shall  each  of  them  forfeit  and  pay  for 
eack  and  every  such  offence  to  the  said  corporation,  the  sum  of  ten 
dollars  to  be  recovered  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  as  debts  of  like 
amount  are  recoverable ;  and  if  any  person  shall  be  guilty  of  carrying . 
any  lighted  segar  or  pipe,  or  of  carrying  fire  in  any  manner  whatsoever 
over  said  bridge,  except  in  a  lantern  or  m  some  vessel  secured,  so  that 
the  probability  of  setting  fire  to  said  bridge  shall  be  fully  prevented,  or 
who  shall  discharge  any  pistol  or  run  or  any  fire  anns,  on  or  near  siud 
bridge,  so  that  the  said  bridge  mig^t  by  possibility  be  set  on  fire,  or  in- 
jured-by  said  cause,  he  or  she  so  offemling,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said 
c<Nrporation  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  to  be  recov- 
ered as  aforesaid }  but  no  suit  shall  be  brought  for  any  of  the  aforesaid 
offenees,  unless  commenced  within  thirty  days  after  it  shall  be  known 
who  committed  said  offence  $  and  he  or  they  so  offending,  shall  remain 
liable  to  actions  at  the  suit  of  said  corporation  for  such  vnrongs,  if  the 
sums  h^ein  mentioned  be  not  sufficient  to  repair  and  satisfy  said 
damage. 

Section  16.  If  the  said  company  shall  not  proceed  to  carry  on  the 
said  work  within  three  years  after  they  shall  have  been  incorporated,  or 
shall  not  within  the  space  of  five  years  thereafter,  complete  the  said 
bridge,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  legislature  of  this  common- 
wealth to  resume  all  and  singular,  the  rights,  liberties  and  privileges 
hereby  granted  to  the  said  company :  Provided  also^  That  the  presi- 
dent and  managers  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  publish  in 
one  or  more  newspapers,  printed  in  each  of  the  aforesaid  counties,  a 
full  account  of  the  cost  of  building  and  repairing  said  bridge,  and  the 
amount  of  toll  received. 
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SficTioN  16.  If  at  any  time  hereafter  the  counties  of  Montgomery 
and  Chester,  or  either  of  thera«  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  or  any  in- 
corporated town  in  the  state,  shall  think  proper  to  purchase  the  said 
bridge,  for  the  purpose  of  making  it  a  free  bridge,  the  said  company 
shall  be  obliged  to  sell  the  said  bridge,  for  such  a  sum  as  the  majority  of 
twelve  disinterested  men,  appointed  by  the  court  of  common  pleas,  in 
either  of  the  above  mentioned  counties,  may  judge  the  same  to  be 
worth ;  and  that  so  much  of  any  act  or  acts  of  assembly  as  arc  hereby 
altered  or  supplied,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repr taenia' 
iives  ff  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
metj  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
at  the  annual  election  for  borough  officers,  to  be  held  in  the  borough  of  Eloctwa  of  bnr- 
York,  on  the  first  Saturday  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  8c«ei. 
forty- four,  and  at  every  such  annual  election  thereafter,  the  qualified 
electors  of  said  borough,  instead  of  choosing  two  able  freemen  of  the 
inhabitants  of  said  borough  to  be  bui^ses  as  heretofore,  shall  choose 
one  such  freeman  to  be  chief  buigess,  and  another  to  be  second  burgess, 
who  shall  respectively  perform  the  duties  of  said  office ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  six  peiBons  elected  to  be  assistant  burgesses,  of  the 
borough  of  Yoric,  at  the  said  first  mentioned  annual  election,  to  draw 
from  a  box,  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  burgesses  and  assistant 
biifKesBes  of  said  borough,  after  said  election,  ballots,  three  of  which 
shaU  be  numbered  ** two  years,"  and  three  ^<  one  year;**  and  the  ^iree 
assistant  burgesses  who  shall  each  draw  a  ballot  number  ^«  two  years," 
shall  hold  tiieir  ofiices  for  two  years ;  and  the  three  who  shall  each  draw  a 
ballot  numbered  *^one  year,"  shall  hold  thehr  ofiUces  for  one  yearf  and 
thereafter,  on  the  first  Saturday  of  May  in  each  and  every  year,  there 
shall  be  elected  three  assistant  bui^sses,  who  shall  succeed  those  whose 
term  shall  have  expired,  and  hold  their  o^ces  (br  two  years :  Pramded^  Proviio. 
That  the  other  offijcers  of  said  borough  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  as 
is  prescribed  by  existing  laws. 

Section  2,  That  the  bui^geeses  and  afsistant  bui^rses  of  said  bor*  Vacaneies. 
oogh  are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered  to  fill  all  vacancies  which 
may  oecnr  in  their  own  body,  or  in  the  ofiice  of  town  clerk,  by  death, 
resignation,  removal  from  the  borough,  or  otherwise,  by  appointing  a' 
person  or  persons,  as  the  case  may  require,  to  serve  until  the  next  annual 
election  for  borough  officers,  when  the  qualified  citizens  of  said  borough 
shall  elect  a  proper  person  or  persons,  either  to  fill  the  unexpired  term 
or  terms  so  left  vacant,  or  as  successor  or  successors  to  him  or  them,  by 
whose  death,  resignation,  removal,  or  other  act  or  delinquency  sucn 
vacancy  shall  have  been  occasioned,  as  the  case  may  require. 

Section  3.  That  the  first  section  of  the  act,  passed  on  the  twenty-  paving  and  ini' 
third  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty- nine,  entitled  proving. 
•*A  further  supplement  to  the  charter  of  the  borough  of  York,"  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  so  amended  as,  that  whenever  two-thirds  in  number 
of  the  owners  of  property,  on  the  sides  fronting  on  any  of  the  streets, 
lanes  or  alleys  of  said  lK>rough,  of  any  tivo  opposite  squares  in  said  bor- 
ough, shall  have  assented  to  have  them  or  any  of  them  regulated,  paved 
and  improved,  the  burgesses  and  assistant  burgesses  shall  proceed  to 
give  the  notice  required  in  said  section,  to  the  owners  of  property  on 
said  sides  of  squares ;  and  shall  be  invested  with  all  the  powers  therein 
cooferred  upon  them,  in  cases  where  the  owners  of  property  shall  refuse 
or  neglect  to  roi^e  such  pavement  or  improvement,  as  fully  as  if  two* 
thirds  of  the  owners  of  property  on  entire  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  had 
expressed*  their  assent  to  such  regulation,  pavement  and  improvement. 
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Section  4.  That  the  buigesses  and  assisUint  biui^efuses  of  the  borough 
of  York,  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  require  and  compel  all  owners 
of  property,  in  said  borough,  to  renew  all  pavements  made  in  front  of 
their  respective  properties,  which  shall  have  decayed  or  worn  out ;  and 
should  any  owner  of  properly  refuse  or  neglect,  after  having  received 
one  month's  notice  from  the  buigesses  and  assistant  buigesses,  by  the 
hands  of  any  borough  officer,  to  renew  any  such  pavement  in  front  of  his 
property  as  aforesaid,  the  burgesses  and  assistant  buigesses,  then  and  in 
that  case,  shall  cause  the  said  pavement  to  be  renewed,  and  present  the 
bill  of  the  expenses  thereof  to  the  person  or  persons,  who  shall  have  so 
n^lected  or  refused ;  and  on  refusal  to  pay  the  said  bill,  the  burgesses 
and  assistant  burgesses  may  recover,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  amount  of  said  bill,  as  debts  of  a 
similar  amount  are  now  recoverable  by  existing  laws« 

Section  5.  That  the  pavements  on  High  and  George  streets,  in  said 
borough,  shall  be  twelve  feet  in  width,  and  on  other  streets  therein* 
which  are  sixty  feet  wide,  the  pavements  shall  be  ten  feet  in  width: 
Provided^  That  whenever  a  majority  of  the  owners  of  property^  on  the 
sides  fronting  on  Geoige  or  High  streets  aforesaid,  of  any  two  opposite 
squares,  shall  make  known  their  wishes  by  petition  to  the  bui;gesses 
and  assistant  burgesses,  to  have  the  width  of  the  pavement  in  front  of 
their  respective  properties  increased  to  sixteen  feet^  the  said  buigesses 
and  assistant  burgesses  are  hereby  authorized  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of 
said  owners  of  property,  in  the  same  manner,  under  the  same  restric- 
tions,  and  with  the  same  rights  of  recovery  against  delinquent  owners  of 
property  on  said  fronts  of  squares,  as  are  conferred  upon  them  in  (he 
fourth  section  of  this  act,  in  the  case  of  persons  refusing  to  renew  their 
pavements. 

Section  6.  That  the  regulatprs  of  said  borough  shall  not  lay  out  the 
foundations  of  any  wall  or  walls,  to  be  built  between  party  and  party, 
more  than  four  and  one  half  inches,  upon  the  land* adjoining  that  on 
which  any  building  is  about  to  be  erected,  without  the  consent  of  the 
owner  of  such  adjoining  property ;  and  so  much  of  the  twelfth  section 
of  the  act,  passed  on  the  twenty -fourth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  eighty-seven,  entitled  *^An  Act  for  erecting  the  town  of 
York,  in  the  county  of  York,  into  a  borough,  for  reflating  the  buildings* 
preventing  nuisances  and  encroachments  on  the  common,  squares, 
streets,  luies  and  alleys  of  the  same,  and  for  other  purposes  therein 
mentioned,"  as  provides  that  the  foundations  of  all  party  walls  in  said 
borough  shall  be  equally  laid  out  upon  the  lands  of  the  persons  between 
whom  such  party  wall  is  to  be  made,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  de- 
clared not  to  extend  to  any  such  wall  which  shall  be  more  than  nine 
inches  in  thickness. 

Section  7.  That  all  suspicious  persons,  who  may  be  found  strollinc 
or  wandering  about  any  of  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  of  the  said 
borough,  after  the  hour  of  ten  o'clock  at  night,  and  all  drunken,  disor- 
derly and  riotous  persons,  who  either  by  day  or  night  shall  make  noise 
or  disturbance  on  any  of  said  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  shall  be  liable  to 
be  taken  up  by  the  high  constable  or  any  watchman  of  said  borough, 
and  confined  in  such  place  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  burgesses  and 
assistant  buigesses  for  a  watch  house,  for  any  length  of  time  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-four  hours. 

Section  8.  That  all  turnpike  road  companies  which  by  their  charters 
Toinpikes  in  the  ^^^  empowered  to  construct  their  roads  to  any  point  within  the  corpo^ 
rate  limits  of  the  borough  of  York,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  required  to 
conform  their  roads  to  the  grades  and  formations  of  the  respective  streets 
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nfwii  which  they  vre  hiid,  as  fixed  by  the  regulators  of  said  borough. 
and  to  make,  repair  and  renew  so  much  of  their  roads  as  lies  within  die 
.  said  corporate  limits,  whenever  thereunto  required  by  the  bui^gesses  and 
assistant  burgesses  of  said  borough;  and  the  said  turnpike  road  compa- 
nies shall  be  liable  to  all  the  f^naltfes  prescribed  in  their  respective 
charters,  for  not  keeping  their  roads  in  good  and  passable  order,  in  case 
of  failure  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  said  burgesses  and  assistant 
burgesses,  for  and  during  the  space  of  one  calendar  month,  after  notice 
shaU  have  been  served  upon  any  president,  treasurer,  director,  secretary 
or  tc^  collector,  of  any  such  turnpike  road  company. 

Skction  9.  That  all  taxes,  rates  and  levies,  which  may  hereafter  be  Tow. 
lawfully  imposed  or  assessed,  by  the  corporate  authority  of  the  borough 
of  York,  on  real  estate  situate  in  the  said  borough,  shall  be  and  they  * 

are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  lien  on  the  said  real  estate,  on  which 
they  may  hereafter  be  imposed  or  assessed,  and  the  said  lien  shall  have 
priority  to  and  shall  be  fully  paid  and  satisfied,  before  any  recognizance, 
mortgage,  judgment,  debt,  obligation  or  responsibility,  which  the  said 
real  estate  may  become  charged  with  or  liable  to.  from  and  ader  the'^ 
passage  of  this  act :  Provided^  The  said  taxes,  rates  and  levies,  shall  PioYlao.

agreement between  supervisors  and  the  owners  of  materials  taken  for 
the  public  roads. 

Protertv  Mi^.  Section  11.  When  the  said  bridge  is  completed  as  aforesaid,  the 
'^^P^  '  property  of  the  said  bridge  and  its  appendages  shall  be  vested  in  the 

said  company  as  aforesaid,  and  their  successors  forever ;  and  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  company,  and  their  successors,  to 
erect  a  gate  or  gates,  and  such  other  buildings  as  they  may  deem  ne- 
cessary for  a  toll  collector,  and  to  demand  and  receive  toll  from  travel- 
lers and  others,  at  said  bridge,  not  exceeding  the  foUowing  rates,  to  wit :

Section  15.  That  if  any  person  shall  wOfully  pull  down,  break, 
injure,  or  destroy  any  part  or  parts  of  said  bridge,  or  of  any  toll  house, 
gates,  bars,  or  other  property  of  said  corporation,  appurtenant  to,  or 
erected  for  the  use  and  convenience  of  said  bridge,  or  of  the  persons 
employed  in  attending  to  the  same,  or  shall  wilfully,  without  the  con- 
sent or  orders  of  said  corporation,  deface  or  destroy  any  list  of  the  rates 
of  toll  affixed  in  any  place,  or  places,  for  the  information  of  travellers, 
and  others,  or  who  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously  obstruct  or  impede  the 
passage  on,  or  over  the  said  bridge,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  he,  she 
or  they,  so  offending,  shall  each  of  them  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such 
offence,  to  said  corporation,  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  as  debts  of  a  like  amount  are  recover- 
able ;  and  if  any  person  shall  be  guilty  of  carrying  a  lighted  segar  or 
pipe,  or  of  carrying  fire  in  any  manner  over  said  bridge,  except  in  a 
lantern,  or  in  some  vessel  secured  so  that  the  possibility  of  its  setting 
fire  to  the  bridge  shall  be  fully  prevented,  or  who  shall  fire  any  squib, 
cracker,  rocket,  or  other  fire  works,  or  who  shall  discharge  any  gun, 
pistol,  or  other  fire  arms  on  or  near  said  bridge,  so  that  the  said  bridge 
might,  by  possibility,  be  fired  or  injured  thereby,  he  or  they  so  offend- 
ing shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  corporation,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for 
every  such  offence,  to  be  recovered  as  aforesaid  ;  but  no  suit  shall  be

To  appfopriaUs  certain  unseated  land  taxes,  in  the  county  of  Bradford. 

Section  1*  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tioes  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
metn  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
from  and  af\er  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  dtity  of  the  trea-  ^"^^C  !!T**"'^'^ 
surer  of  the  county  of  Bradford,  to  keep  a  separate  and  distinct  account  ^  ^™^"'™  ^^^^' 
of  all  the  moneys  assessed  and  collected  for  road  purposes,  upon  the 
unseated  tracts  owned  and  known  as  the  estate  ot  the  heirs  of  Isaac 
Barclay,  situated,  lying  and  b^ing  in  the  townships  of  Franklin  and 
Lcroy,  in  the  county  of  Bradford,  and  pay  over  annually*  or  as  he  shall 
receive  the  same,  to  the  respective  supervisors  of  the  said  townships  of 
Franklin  and  Leroy,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  proceed  and  lay  outbid 
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moneys'  for  the  opening  and  impfOTiog  of  any  romfa  A^  ue  or  raay 
hereafter  be  laid  out  upon  said  tracts ;  and  to  secure  tne  futhful  per- 
formance of  tbe  duties  herein  in^posed.  tlic  said  supervisors  shall  execute 
and  deliver  to  the  county  treasurer  their  bonds  with  sureties,  in  any  sum 
which  shall  be  ctHieidered  sufficient  by  the  said  treasurer^  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  expenditure  of  such  moneys,  for  the  above  specified 
purpose ;  and  it  shall  or  may  be  the  duty  of  any  person,  feeling  tliem- 
selves  aggrieved  by  the  misappropriation  of  such  moneys,  €)r  negligence 
of  said  supervisors  to  perform  such  duties,  to  institute  suit  upon  the 
said  bond  or  bonds ;  and  upon  recovery  of  the  penally  of  the  said  bond 
or  bonds,  shall  be  considered  the  measure  of  damages^  and  be  recovered 
as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by  law  recoverable  ;  which  sum,  after  de- 
ducting the  e]^ense  of  prosecution,  including  one  dollar  per  day  for  the 
time  of  the  complainant  or  prosecutor,  shall  be  applied  to  the  opening 
and  improving  of  said  roads. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  supervisors  of  the 
townshi})s  of  Franklin  and  Leroy,  upon  receiving  'the  money  as  afore- 
said, to  go  on  to  the  roads  upon  said  tracts  of  land,  and  allot  to  the 
lowest  and  best  bidder,  such  amount  of  work  as  they  have  funds  to 
perform,  after  deducting  one  dollar  per  day  for  their  services ;  and  the 
said  supervisors  shall  give  at  least  ten  days  public  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  such  allotment  of  work,  by  written  or  printed  advertise- 
ments, in  the  most  public  places  in  said  townships  and  vicinity. 

Section  3.  That  the  ninth  section  of  an  act,  entitled  **An  Act  au- 
thorizing the  laying  out  of  a  state  road  from  Beaver  county,  to  the  east 
end  of  the  Mahoning  bridge,  opposite  the  town  of  Edenburg,  in  Mercer 
county,  and  for  other  purposes,'*  passed  tlie  sixth  day  of  May,  one 
thoiisand  eight  hundred  and  forty-ope,  be  ai\d  the  same  is  hereby  re- 
pealed* so  far  as  it  relates  to  Franklin  township,  Bradford  county.

Section  I,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
lives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Crtneral  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  th^  authority  of  tlie  sanie^  That 
the  school  directors  of  the  borough  of  Kutztown,  in  the  county  of 
Berks^  shall  not  hereafter  authorize  to  be  levied,  on  property,  and  other 
things  now  made  taxable  by  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  for  com- 
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nmn  school  paT^oses,  a  «am  less  thmi  eqiml  to  no  more  than  doable 
the  amount  which  the  said  difltriet^  is  entitled  to  recetre  oat  of  the 
aimnd  state  appropriation,  without  the  content  of  the  taxable  inhabi- 
tants of  the  said  distHct,  first  obtained  in  town  meeting ;  which  shall 
be  convened  and  conducted  under  the  provisions  of  the  sixth  section  of 
the  act  of  the  thirteenth  June,  one  dKro^flcnd  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
six,  entitled  **An  Act  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  several  acts  relative 
to  a  general  system  of  education  by  common  schools." 

Section  2.  In  addition  to  the  tax  provided  for  in  the  foregoing  sec-  Additional  tax. 
tion,  the  said  directors  are  hereby  authorized  to  assess  upon  each  sc^holar 
that  shall  attend  any  of  the  public  schools  in  the  said  district,  any  sum 
not  exceeding  fifty  cents  per  quarter,  at  the  discretion  of  said  directors, 
to  be  paid  by  the  parent,  guardian,  master,  or  other  person  having 
charge  of  such  scholar,  in  proportion  to  their  ability  to  pay,  in  such 
manner  as  is  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  directors  to  demand  and  CoUpeiidhof  tax. 
receive,  from  any  parent,  guardian,  master,  or  other  person  having 
charge  of  any  children  in  said  district,  that  they  wish  to  send  to  any  of 
said  schools,  the  amount  of  tax  assessed  upon  each  scholar,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  each  quarter;  and  if  any  parent,  guardian,  master,  or 
other  person  having  charge  of  any  such  children,  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  pay  said  tax,  on  or  bfefore  the  expiration  of  the  quarter,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  board  of  directors  shall  issue  his'  warrant  to  t^e  district  col- 
lector, authorizing  him  to  collect  the  same ;  and  the  said  collector  shall 
have  like  powers  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  said  tax,  as  is  given 
him  by  the  seventh  section  of  the  said  act  of  the  thirteenth  June,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  ^ 
this  act,  to  collect  the  tax  assessed  upon  property  for  school  purposes, 
and  shall  receive  the  like  compensation  for  his  services. 

Section  4.  The  said  directors  shall  have  full  power  to  exonerate  any  _ 
parent,  guardian,  master,  or  other  person  having  chaige  of  any  children, 
from  the  payment  of  said  tax,  if  they  shall  be  satisfied  of  their  inability 
to  pay  the  sum ;  but  in  no  cdse  shall  their  children  be  excluded  from 
,  said  schools,  but  be  admitted  free  of  chaige. 

Section  5.  The  said  directors  may  allow  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  'Pfegsurer'a  pav. 
district,  a  compensation  for  his  services :  Provided^  That  the  said  com- 
pensation shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  per  annum. 

Section  6.  All  laws  relative  to  the  common  school  system,  which  Repeal, 
are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  arc  hereby  repealed,  so 
far  as  they  relate  to  the  borough  of  Kutztown,  in  the  county  of  Berks.

burgess  and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Frankfort  Springs,  aa  ddHs 
of  like  amount  are  recoverable  by  hiw:  Proviiledj  That  no  persons 
shall  be  compelled  to  serve  more  than  one  year  in  any  term  of  three; 
and  the  payment  of  a  fine  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  service  of  one  year  in 
any  office :  ^nd  provided^  further^  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  exonerate  any  constable  or  other  .officer  from  the 
payment  of  any  Une  or  penalty  imposed  by  the  existing  laws,  or  that 
may  hcreafVer  be  enacted  for  refusing  to  serve  in  such  office. 

Sbction  6.  The  burgess  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion before  one  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  or  a  justice 
of  the  peace  of  the  said  county  of  Beaver,  to  support  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States  and  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  execute  the 
office  of  bui^gese  of  Frankfort  Springs,  with  fidelity;  and  when  so  quali- 
fied, he  shall  administer  an  oath  to  each  of  the  members  of  the  town 
council,  high  constable,  town  clerk,  clerk  of  the  market,  (if  one  shall  be 
appointed,)  and  such  other  officers  as  shall  be  appointed  or  elected  under 
this  act  or  any  by-law  or  ordinance  of  said  borough,  before  they  shall 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  irrespectiveo  ffices  $  which  oath  or  affirma- 
tion 80  taken  and  subscribed,  shall  be  filed  among  the  records  of  the 
corporation. 

Section  7.  That  from  and  after  the  third  iFriday  in  May  next,  the 
burgess- and  town  council  duly  elected,  and  their  successors,  shall  be 
one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  ^e  burgess 
and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Frankfort  Springs,  and  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  have,  receive,  hold 
and  possess  goods  and  chattels,  lauds  and  tenements,  rents,  liberties, 
jurisdictions,  franchises,  hereditaments,  to  them  and  their  successors  in 
fee  simple  or  otherwi«e,  not  exceeding  the  yeariy  value  of  five  thousand 
dollars,  and  also  to  grants  sell,  let  and  assign  the  same;  and  shall  be 
capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  any  of  the 
courts  of  law  in  this  commonwealth,  in  all  manner  of  actions  whatever, 
and  to  have  and  uae  one  common  seal,  and  the  same  from  time  to  time 
at  their  will  to  change  and  alter. 

Section  8.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  pass  and  enact 
by-laws,  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances,  as  they  may  deem  necesskry 
to  promote  the  peace  and  good  order,  and  general  welfare  of  tlie  inhabi- 
tants, and  well  being  of  said  borough,  and  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
and  keeping  in  good  order,  the  side-walks,  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  com- 
mon grounds,  or  other  property  whatsoever,  that  has  heretofore  been 
granted  to  the  use  of  the  citizens  of  Frankfort  Springs,  or  that  may 
nereafler  be  granted  to  the  use  of  the  corporation,  and  for  removing 
nuisances  and  obstructions  therefrom,  and  the  same  to  alter,  make, 
nftoew  or  annul,  as  the  occasion  may  require ;  and  also  assess,  levy  and  * 
collect,  and  appropriate,  such  taxes  as  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  their 
rules  and  ordinances  into  effect;  which  said  taxes  shall  not  exceed,  in 
any  one  year,  three  mills  on  the  dollar,  except  by  consent  of  two-thirds 
of  the  taxables  of  the  borough,  to  be  certified  under  their  hands,  to  the 
town  council,  for  that  purpose;  they  shall  have  authority  to  obtain 
materials  for  improving  the  streets*  lanes,  alleys  and  public  grounds, 
and  order  and  direct  the  manner  and  ways  in  which  the  same  shall  be 
improved,  repaired  and  kept  in  good  order ;  they  shall  annually  appoint 
a  town  clerk,  treasurer,  collector  of  taxes,  clerk  of  the  market,  when 
necessary,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and 
the  same  to  remove  at  pleasure ;  the  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the 
town  council  shall  be  allowed  such  compensation  as  tlie  council  may 
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fix  and  agree ;  but  the  members  of  the  council,  themselves,  shall  not 
receive  any  compensation  for  their  services  as  members  of  the  council : 
The  council  may  remit  any  fines  or  penalties  that  may  be  incurred  by  pio^, 
and  under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances,  when  in  their 
judgment  it  may  be  proper  so  to  do :  Provided^  No  by-law,  rule,  regu-  ProviM>. 
lation  or  ordinance  of  said  corporation,  shall  be  repugnant  to  the  con- 
stitution and  laws* of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  commonwealth ;  and 
that  no  person  shall  be  subjected  to  any  fine  or  punishment,  for  a  viola- 
tion of  any  by-law  or  ordinance  of  said  borough,  until  after  six  days 
shall  have  expired  aAer  the  promulgation  thereof,  by  at  least  four  copies 
of  the  flame  being  pot  up  at  the  most  public  places  within  the  said 
borough,  and  signed  by  the  president,  or  president,  pro  twn.^  and 
attested  by  the  town  cleirk.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  buf^ess  to  eause 
all  the  by-laws  and  ordinanoes  of  the  council,  to  be  carried  into  effect  | 
and  to  do  and  perform  all  such  other  services  as  may  bo  enjoined  on 
kirn  by  the  same.

William  Atkins,  Dr.  J.  S.  Clarkson,  Henry  B.  Eagle,  John  Barber, 
Jacob  Liveigood,  John  S.  Futhey,  Andrew  J.  Kaufman,  Jacob  B. 
Garber,  and  John  Auxer,  Esq.,  and  all  other  persons  who  may  hereafter

seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure ;  and  alsQ  to  ordain,  Powers,  &c. 
establish  and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations, 
as  shall  appear  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  government  of  the  said 
corporation,  not  being  contrary  to  this  charter,  or  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  commonwealth  ^  and  generally  to  do  and  transact  all 
such  matters  and  things  as  shall  to  them  lawfully  appertain. 

Section  2.  The  affairs  of  the  said  company  shall  be  managed  by  a  ^^^^^ 
board  of  directors,  consisting  of  thirteen  members,  to  be  elected  as  here-  '*' 

inafler  provided  |  which  board  shall  appoint  from  their  own  number  one 
person  as  president,  and  they  shall  also  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  officers, 
of  whom  they  shall  require  such  securities  as  they  may  provide  for  by 
th^ir  by-laws,  and  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  other  officers  and 
mnploy  such  agents  and  attorneys,  as  may  be  found  necessary  for  the 
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transaction  of  their  business ;  and  shall  also  determine  the  rates  of  insu- 
rance, the  sum  to  be  Insured,  and  the  sums  to  be  deposited  for  any  in- 
surance ;  and  five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business. 

Section  3.  The  object  and  business  of  the  said  company  shall,  and 
is  hereby  prescribed  to  be  tlie  insurance  of  their  respective  dwellin§r 
houses,  stores,  shops  and  other  buildings^  household  furniture,  goods 
and  chattels,  and  other  property  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire. 

Section  4.  All  persons  who  shall  hereafter  insure  with  the  said  cov- 
poration,  and  ako  their  heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  assigns, 
continuing  to  be  insured  in  the  said  corporation,  as  is  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, shall  thereby  become  members  thereof  during  the  period  Uiey 
shall  remain  insured  by  said  corporation,  and  no  longer. 

Section  5.  The  members  of  the  corporation  shall,  upon  ten  days  notice 
in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  borough  of  Columbia,  (and  in  hand- 
bills if  deemed  necessary,)  meet  at  their  office  in  the  borough  of  Co- 
lumbia, on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five,  and  hold  their  first  election  of 
directors ;  and  such  election  shall  be  held  under  the  inspection  of  three 
members,  to  be  chosen  by  the  members,  who  may  attend  at  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  the  election ;  such  election  of  directors  shall  be  by 
ballot,  and  a  plurality  of  the  votes  given  shall  be  deemed  a  majority  to 
elect ;  and  the  directors  so  ekcted,  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  first

Every  person  who  shall  become  a  member  of  this  corpo- 
ration, by  effecting  insurance  therein,  shall,  before  he  recibivcs  his  policy, 
deposite  his  promisory  note  for  such  sum  of  money  as  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  directors ;'  a  part,  not  exceeding  five  percent  of  said  note, 
shall  be  immediately  paid  in,  and  the  remainder  of  said  deposite  note 
shall  be  payable  in  part  or  the  whole,  at  any  time  when  the  directors 
shall  deem  the  same  requisite  for  the  payment  of  loss  by  fire,  and  such 
incidental  charges  as  shall  be  necessary  for  transacting  the  business  of 
said  company ;  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  of  insurance,  the  said 
note,  or  such  part  of  the  same  as  shall  remain  unjpaid,  af\er  deducting 
all  losses  and  expenses  accruing  during  said  time,  shall  be  relinquishea 
and  given  up  to  the  maker  thereof;  and  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said 
corporation  to  loan  such  portions  of  money  on  hand  as  may  not  be  im- 
mediately wanted  for  the  purpose  of  said  corporation,  to  be  secured  by 
mortgage  or  judgment,  creating  a  lien  for  the  same  upon  real  estate  of 
sufficient  value,  beyond  other  incumbrances,  to  render  the  same  perfectly 
secure,  or  upon  other  good  and  sufficient  securities. 

Section  7.  Suits  at  law  may  be  maintained  by  said  corporation, 
against  any  of  its  members,  for  the  collection  of  said  notes,  or  any  as- 
signment fliereon,  or  for  any  cause  relating  to  the  business  of  said  cor- 
poration; also  all  suits  may  be  prosecuted  and  maintained  by  a^y 
member  against  said  corporation,  for  losses  and  damages  by  fire,  if  pay- 
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nent  be  withheld  or  refused  more  than  three  months,  aAer  the  company- 
are  duly  notified  of  such  losses ;  no  member  of  the  company,  not  being 
in  his  individual  capacity  a  party  to  the  suit  or  suits,  shall  be  incompe- 
tent as  a  witness,  on  account  of  his  being  a  member  of  the  company. 

If  the  whole  amount  of  the  deposite  note  shall  not  be  AneMments  to 
sufficient  to  pay  the  loss  occasioned  by  any  fire  or  fires,  in  such  case  pay  lowes  an:l 
the  sufierers,  insured  by  said  company,  shall  receive,  towards  making  damageff. 
good  then:  respective  losses,  a  proportionate  dividend  of  the  whole 
amount  of  said  notes,  according  to  the  sums  by  them  respectively  in- 
sured ;  and  in  addition  thereto,  a  sum  to  be  assessed  on  all  the  merabers 
of  said  company,  on  the  same  principles  as  regulated  their  deposite 
notes,  but  not  exceeding  one  per  cent,  on  the  amount  by  them  insured  ; 
and  no  member  shall  ever  be  required  to  pay  for  any  loss  occasioned  by 
fire,  at  any  one  time,  mare  than  one  per  cent,  on  the  amount  by  them 
insured ;  and  no  member  shall  ever  be  required  to  pay  for  any  loss  oc-

To  aothorixe  the  governor  to  incorporate  the  Little  Haw  Mill  Ran  tomptke  road 
coiupany«  in  AUegheny  coontj. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresenta- 
tives  of  tlie  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
tnety  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Alexander  Camahan,'  William  £Upy,  William  Patlon,  Eli  Neal,  John  CominiiBioncnt. 
Brown,  Robert  Soodgrass,  Ephraim  Jones,  Moses  Crain,  James  Rich- 
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ard6<)n  and  James  Carter,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  do 
and  perform  the  several  things  hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say— 
They  shall  on* or  before  the  first  Monday  in  January  next,  procure  one 
or  more  books  and  enter  in  each  of  them  as  follows :  We,  whose  names 
Form  of  nibscrip-  are  hereanto  subscribed,  do  promise  to  pay  unto  the  president  and  man- 
tiun.  agers  of  the  Little  Saw  Mill  Run  turnpike  road  company,  the  sum  of

have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privileges  and  franchises  incideint 
to  a  corporation;  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  their  said 
capital  ^tock,  and  the  increase  aiid  profits  thereof,  and  of  enlaiging  the 
same  from  time  to  time  by  new  subscriptions,  in  such  manner  and

son shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every  share  bv  him  held  under  that 
number:  ^nd  provided^  further^  That  if  the  said  company  shall  not  Commencement 
proceed  to  carry  on  the  said  work  within  one  year  after  the  passing  of  ^^  completion 
this  act,  or  shall  not  within  five  years  afterwards  complete  the  said  limited, 
road  in  a  substantial  and  workmanlike  manner,  according  to  the  true  in- 
tent and  meaning  of  this  act,  then,  in  either  of  those  cases,  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  the  legislature  of  this  commonwealth,  to  resume  all 
and  singular,  the  rights,  privileges,  liberties  and  franchises  by  this  act, 
granted  to  said  company. 

SficnoN  4.  So  soon  as  the  president,  managers  and  company  shall 
have  perfected  said  road  from  MiUersville,  the  distance  of  one  mile,  xmd 
also  when  they  shall  hav^  completed  the  remainder  of  the  distance,  they 
shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  judges  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
Allegheny  county,  who  shall  thereupon,  forthwith  nominate  and  appoint 
three  disinterested  persons  to  view  and  examine  the  same,  and  report  Viewers, 
to  them  in  writing,  whether  the  said  road  or  part  thereof,  has  been 
executed  in  a  permanent  and  workmanlike  manner,  with  stone,  gravel  and 
timber,  so  as  to  make  a  substantial  road,  eighteen  feet  wide;  and  if  their 
report  shall  in  either  case  be  in  the  affirmative,  then  the  said  judges 
shall  by  license  under  their  hands  and  the  seal  of  the  said  court,  permit 
and  sufier  said  president,  managers  and  company,  to  erect  and  fix  so 
many  gates  and  turnpikes  upon  and  across  the  said  road  as  will  be  Gates, 
neeessaxy  and  sufficient  to  collect  the  toll  and  duties  granted  to  the  said

That  the  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  modify,  alter  Legislative  reser- 
or  annul  the  privileges  hereby  granted,  in  such  manner  however  as  to  do  Tation.

Section  2.  When  twenty  or  more  persons  shall  have  subscribed 
seventy-five  shares  of  the  said'slock,  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  ma- 
jprity  of  them,  shall  certify  under  their  hands  and  seals  to  the  governor 
of  the  commonwealth,  the  names  of  the  subscribers  and  the  number  of 
shares  subscribed  ^  and  thereupon  the  governor  shall  issue  letters  patent.  Letters  patent. 
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under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  stale,  to  create  and  erect  the  said 
subscribers,  and  also  all  those  who  may  afterwards  subscribe,  into  one 
body  corporate  and  politic,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and 
title  of  the  "Pittston  Ferry  bridge  company  5"  and  by  the  said  name, 
style  and  title,  the  said  subscribers  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and 
all  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  a  corporation  |  and  shall  be  ca- 
pable of  taking  and  holding  their  said  capital  stock,  and  the  increase 
and  profits  thereof,  ani  of  enlai^ing  the  same  from  time  to  time  by  new 
subscriptions,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  tlrey  shall  think  proper,  if 
such  enlargement  shall  be  found  necessary  to  fulfil  the  intent  of  this  act ; 
and  of  taking,  purchasing  and  holding,  to  them  and  their  successors,  in 
fee  simple,  or  for  any  less  estate,  all  such  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments 
and  estates,  real  and  personal,  as  shall  be  necessary  and  convenient  to 
them,  in  the  prosecution  of  their  works,  and  the  same  to  sell  and  dis- 
pose of  at  their  pleasure ;  of  suing  and  being  sued,  and  of  doing  all  and 
every  other  matter  or  thing,  .which  a  corporation  or  body  politic  may 
lawfully  do ;  and  of  having  and  using  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
alter  at  pleasure. 

Section  3.  The  first  named  five  persons  in  the  lettere  patent,  shall, 
as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  after  receiving  the  same,  give  notice  in 
one  or  more  newspaper  of  the  county  of  Luzerne,  of  a  time  and  place 
to  be  by  them  designated  in  said  notice,  not  less  than  twenty  days  from 
the  .time  of  the  first  publication  of  said  notice,  at  which  time  and  place 
the  said  subscribers  shall  proceed  to  organize  the  said  corporation,  and 
shall  choose  by  a  majority  of  votes  of  the  said  subscribers,  (by  ballot,) 
either  in  person  or  by  proxy  duly  authorized,  one  president,  one  sec- 
retary, six  managers  and  one  treasurer,  and  such  other  ofl^cers  as  they 
may  think  necessary  to  conduct  the  business,  until  the  next  annual 
election,  and  until  other  oflicers  shall  be  chosen  5  and  malyc  stich  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth, as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  well  ordering  the  aflfairs  of  said 
company :  Provided^  That  each  person  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
for  each  share,  not  exceeding  ten,  and  to  one  vote  for  every  two  shares 
held  by  him  above  that  number :  And  provided  also,  That  no  person 
shall  be  allowed  more  than  fifteen  votes,  whatever  number  of  shares  he 
may  hold.

sleigh  or  sled  drawn  by  two  horses,  twenty  cents  5  for  every  sleigh  or 
sled  drawn  by  one  horse,  ten  cents  5  every  horse  with  a  rider,  six  and 
a  quarter  cents ;  every  vehicle  drawn  by  oxen,  at  the  same  rate  as  the 
like  are  drawn  by  horses,  rating  two  oxen  for  one  horse ;  mules  to  be 
rated  the  same  as  horses ;  for  every  horse  driven  or  led,  four  cents ;  for 
every  mule  drivien  or  led,' four  cents ;  for  every  score  of  sheep  or  swine, 
twenty  cents  5  for  every  head  of  homed  or  muley  catde,  two  cents  5 
and  for  everjr  footman,  two  cents :  Provided^  That  any  person  attending 
funerals,  going  to  or  returning  from  divine  service  on  the  Sabbath  day, 
all  persons  going  to  or  returning  from  elections  or  military  trainings, 
or  students  or  children  attending  schools  or  seminaries  of  learning  in 
the  neighborhood  of  said  bridge,  shall  at  all  times  be  exempt  from  any 
tolls. 

Section  10.  If  the  said  company,  their  successors  and  assigns,  or 
Penalty  for  taking  whoever  may  possess  or  own  the  said  l^ridge,  shall  demand  or  receive 
too  great  toll.  ^y  greater  rates  or  prices  for  passing  over  said  bridge,  than  is  herein 
before  prescribed  and  specified,  or  shall  neglect  to  keep  the  said  bridge 
in  good  repair,  he,  she  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dol- 
lars, to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
within  ten  miles  of  the  said  bridge,  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by  law 
rfecoverable,  one-half  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  party  siting  therefor, 
and  the  other  half  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  township,  where  said 
suit  shall  be  instituted :  Provided^  That  no  such  action  shall  be  bus- 
tained,  unless  commenced  within  twenty  days  after  such  offence  has 
been  committed.

lish the  dividend  so  made  of  the  clear  profits  as  aforesaid,  and  the  time 
and  place,  when  and  where  the  same  will  be  paid  to  the  stockholders ; 

ProTifo.  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  authorize 

said  company  to  exercise  banking  privileges.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly

Section  2.  The  directors  shall  on  the  first  Monday  in  November,  in  /ij^n, 
each  and  every  year,  cause  a  balance  to  be  struck  of  the  affairs  of  the 
company,  and  if  there  shall  be  a  surplus  after  paying  losses  and  expenses 
of  the  company,  (and  reserving  a  reasonable  amount  for  contingencies,) 
for  the  year  preceding  the  same,  they  shall  first  set  aside  a  sum  not 
exceeding  six  per  cent  on  the  actual  value  of  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company  out  of  the  said  surplus,  which  valuation  shall  be  estimated  by  Surplus, 
said  directors  for  that  purpose,  and  the  balance  shall  be  divided,  one- 
half  to  the  insured  persons  and  one-half  to  the  stockholders;  each

Section  3.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  yearly  balance  of  the  affairs

Section*  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
William  Robinson,  jr.,  John  Morrison,  Sylvanus  Lothrop,  James  Wood, 
William  Bagaley,  Robert  Stewart,  G.  E.  Warner,  and  all  other  persons 
who  may  hereafter  associate  with  them  in  the  manner  prescribed,  shall 
Name.  be  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  *'the  Allegheny  county  mutual  insur- 

ance company,"  for  the  purpose  of  insuring  their  respective  dwelling 
houses,  stores,  shops,  and  other  buildings,  household  furniture,  mer- 
chandize and  other  property,  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire. 

Section  2.  All  persons  who  shall  hereafter  insure  with  the  said  cor- 
poration, and  also  their  heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  their  assigns, 
continuing  to  be  insured  in  said  corporation  as  is  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  thereby  become  members  thereof  during  the  period  they  shall  re- 
main insured  by  said  corporation,  and  no  longer.

their  knowledge  and  belief;  and  if  the  parties  cannot  agree  on  the  men 
thus  named,  men  either  after  giving  twenty  days'  notice  to  the  other 
party,  may  apply  to  one  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  for 
the  county  jn  which  said  road  is  located,  who  shall  issue  a  venire  direct- 
ed to  the  sheriff,  to  summon  a  jury  of  dye  judicious  and  disinterested 
men,  to  assess  the  damages  and  make  report  to  the  court,  after  first 
taking  an  oath  or  affirmation,  and  going  on  to  the  ground  and  fairiy 
assessing  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  to  the  owner  or  owners  of 
said  land,  by  reason  of  the  construction  of  said  railroad,  which  report 
being  confirmed  by  the  court,  judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon,  and 
execution  may  issue  in  case  of  non-payment,  for  the  sum  awarded, 
together  with  costs,  as  in  other  cases ;  and  the  said  jury  shall  receive 
the  same  pay  for  their  services  as  is  awarded  to  other  jurors. 

Section  8.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  procure  certi- 
ficates or  evidences  of  stock  for  all  the  shares  of  said  company,  and 
shall  deliver  one  or  more  certificates,  signed  by  the  president  and  coun-

subject  to  all  penalties  and  forfeitures,  and  to  be  sued  for  all  ti^e  balance 
and  penalties  due  or  to  become  due  on  each  share.

work,  any  stockholder  who  shall  neglect  to  pay  such  proportion  or  in- 
stalment at  the  place  appointed,  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the 
time  so  appointed,  every  such  stockholder,  or  his  assignee,  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  instalment  so  called  for,  pay  at  the  rate  of  one  per  centum 
per  month,  for  the  delay  of  such  payment ;  and  if  the  same  and  addi- 
tional penalty  shall  remain  unpaid  for  such  a  space  of  time  as  that  the 
accumulated  penalty  shall  become  equal  to  the  sums  before>paid  in,  part.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Peprcsen- 
tafives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennstflvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  samc^  That 
Joseph  Keller,  Joseph  Trach,  Henry  Fenner,  junior,  Edward  Postcns, 
Peter  Keller,  James  Bell,  Benjamin  V.  Bush,  Charles  B.  Shaw,  Jacob 
Shoemaker,  Jolm  Edinger,  James  Trach,  John  Shively  and  Daniel 
Brown,  and  such  other  persons  as  are  or  may  be  associated  with  them, 
under  the  authority  of  this  act,  being  citizens  of  the  county  of  Monroe, 
their  successors  or  assigns,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation,  by  the  name 
of  the  Monroe  county  mutual  fire  insurance  company,  and  they  and 
their  successors  are  hereby  made  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law, 
with  all  the  legal  incidents  of  a  corporation  aggregate :  Provided^  That 
they  shall  not  have  power  to  hold  a  greater  amount  of  real  estate  than 
is  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  corporation,  in  the  transaction  of  the 
business  thereof,  or  such  as  shall  be  taken  in  security  for,  or  in  payment 
of  debts ;  nor  shall  the  yearly  income  thereof  exceed  one  thousand  dol- 
lars |  nor  shall  any  by-laws  be  repugnant  to  this  instrument,  to  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States,  or  this  pommonwealth. 

Section  2.  The  power  of  this  association  shall  be  vested  in  thirteen 
managers,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  of  Sep- 
tember, at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  company  to  be  held,  and  each 
member  to  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  that  no  proxy  votes  shall  be 
given. 

Mciii!ors.  Section  3.  Each  insurer  in  or  with  said  company,  shall  be  a  member 

thereof,  during  the  term  of  his  or  her  policy,  and  no  longer. 

^Amiual  meetings.      Section  4.   That  general  meetings  of  this  company  shall  be  held 
annually  on  the  first  Monday  of  September,  at  some  convenient  place, 
and  also,  whenever  called  by  the  board  of  managers,  or  whenever  re- 
quested by  twenty  members  ;  and  the  members  shall,  at  such  general 
By-laws.  meeting  pass  all  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  necessary  for  the  well 

government  of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  or  vest  the  power  so  to  do 
in  the  board  of  managers,  and  all  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  each  mem- 
ber entitled  to  one  vote ;  the  said  election  to  be  conducted  by  three 
judges,  chosen  by  the  members  present  for  that  purpose,  who  shall  cer- 
tify, under- their  hands,  the  result  of  said  election,  and  the  same  shall 
be  filed  with  the  papers  of  the  corporation:  the  managers,  for  the  time 
being,  shall  choose  from  among  their  own  members,  one  td  be  president, 
and  shall,  from  tune  to  time,  as  may  be  necessary,  choose  a  treasurer  5 
also,  appoint  a  secretary,  and  such  other  agents  and  ofiicers  as  may  be 
necessary;  and  fix  their  respective  fees  and  salaries,  and  require  such 
bonds  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned,  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary,  or  the  interest  of  the  company  may  require;  and  shall  have 
full  power  to  suspend,  remove  or  displace  any  such  officer  or  agent  of 
the  company,  and  supply  any  such  vacancy  which  may  happen  by 
death,  removal  or  resignation,  of  among  their  own  members,  until  the 
next  election ;  and  they  shall  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  members, 
present  to  the  company  a  general  statement  of  its  affairs.

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Section  5.  The  president  and  managers  shall  have  full  power,  on  insurances, 
behalf  of  said  corporation,  to  make  insurance  against  losses  by  fire  on 
any  house,  tenement,  manufactory,  bam  or  other  buildings,  and  on 
goods,  wares,  merchandize  and  effects,  and  household  furniture  therein, 
and  on  hay,  grain  and  other  aoricultural  products  in  bams,  stacks,  or 
otherwise,  and  generally,  on  all  kinds  of  goods,  wares,  merchandize 
and  effects,  (except  books  of  accounts,  bills,  bonds,  ready  money,  jewels, 
plate,  paintings,  engravings,  powder  and  powder  mills,  distilleries,  print 
works,  cotton,  woolen  and  varnish  manufactories,)  to  make,  execute 
and  perfect  such  and  so  many  contracts,  bargains,  agreements,  policies, 
and  other  instruments,  as  shall  or  may  be  necessary,  and  as  the  nature 
of  the  case  shall  or  may  require;  and  every  such  contract,  agreement 
and  policy  to  be  made  by  the  said  corporation,  signed  by  the  president, 
and  attested*  and  signed  by  the  secretary,  and  also,  shall  be  signed  by 
the  party  insured ;  and  the  president  and  managers  are  hereby  em- 
powered to  have  made  and  to  procure  a  seal  with  such  device  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  to  be  used  by  them  as  the  common  official  seal  of 
the  company. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  employ  and  im-  improve  and  em- 
prove  all  moneys  received  by  them,  and  the  profits  thereof,  in  purchase  ploy  moneys, 
of  any  ground  rents  or  mortgages,  or  in  any  loans  on  good  and  sufficient 
security ;  and  no  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  funds  of  the  said 
company,  for  the  purpose  of  making  dividends  or  dividing  profits,  nor  DividendF. 
for  other  purposes,  than  first  to  defray  the  current  or  incidental  charg^es 
of  the  corporation,  and  then  for  the  purpose  of  paying  such  damages  . 
as  any  member  of  said  company  or  insurer  may  be  justly  entitled  to; 
and  when  tlie  just  demand  of  any  insurer  in  said  company  or  member 
thereof,  shall  exceed  the  amount  of  its  available  funds  on  hand,  such 
sums  as  shall  be  necessary  to  pay  the  same,  shall,  without  unnecessary 
delay,  be  assessed  by  any  three  of  the  managers,  appointed  by  the 
preisident,  on  the  insurances,  each  member  to  pay  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  he  has  insured,  and  publish  the  same ;  and  all  and  every  of  the 
members  of  the  company  shall  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  his,

withdrawn  from  said  company,  during  the  continuance  of  its  charter. 

8alc  of  insured  Section  9.  That  in  case  any  insured,  named  in  any  policy  or  con- 
property,  tract  of  insurance,  made  by  the  said  corporation,  shall  sell,  convey  or 
assign  the  subject  insured,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  assured  to  assign 
and  deliver  to  the  purchaser,  such  policy  or  contract  of  insurance  5  and 
such  assignee  shall  have  all  the  benefits  of  such  policy  or  contract  of 
insurance,  and  may  bring  and  maintain  a  suit  in  his  or  her  own  name : 
Provided^  That  before  any  loss  happens,  he  or  she  shall  obtain  the 
consent  of  the  president  or  secretary  to  such  assignment,  and  have  the 
same  endorsed  on  or  annexed  to  such  policy  or  contract  of  insurance, 
to  be  according  to  the  aforesaid  directions  for  that  purpose,  and  not 
otherwise.  '. 

Section  10.  That  the  nett  profits  arising  from  interest  or  otherwise, 
shall  be  ascertained  yearly  to  every  member,  in  proportion  to  his,  her  or 
their  deposite,  for  which  each  member  shall  have  a  credit  in  the  com- 
pany J  nothing  in  this  charter  to  be  construed  as  to  allow  any  of  the 
funds  of  the  association  to  be  used  for  banking  or  manufacturing  pur- 
poses. 

Section  1 1 .  The  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  modify,  amend  or 
annul  the  privileges  hereby  granted,  in  such  manner,  however,  as  shall 
not  affect  any  engagement  to  which  the  said  company  may  have  become 
a  party  previously  thereto,  and  that  the  said  company  shall  have  a  rea- 
sonable time  to  bring  their  accounts  to  a  final  settlement. 

Section  12.  The  first  thirteen  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act,  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  managers,  with  power  to  or- 
ganize the  corporation,  and  appoint  a  president  and  other  officers  and 
agents,  agreeable  to  the  spirit  of  this  act*;  and  to  hold  their  power  and 
authority  until  the  next  election,  as  is  herein  provided,  with  all  the 
powers  contemplated  to  be  vested  in  the  board  of  managers  elected  by 
the  company,  under  the  authority  of  this  act. 

Policy.  Section  13.  No  policy  shall  be  issued  by  the  corporation,  until  ap- 

plication be  made  for  insurance  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

SmtB.  Section  14.  Suits  of  law  may  be  prosecuted  and  maintained  by  any 

member,  against  the  corporation,  for  losses  or  damage  insured  against 
by  them,  if  payment  is  withheld  more  than  sixty  days  after  the  com- 
pany is  duly  notified  of  such  losses ;  and  no  member  of  the  corporation, 
not  being  in  his  own  individual  capacity  a  paity  to  such  suit,  shall  be 
incompetent  as  a  witness. 

Amendments.  Section  15.  Any  amendment  or  alteration  may  be  made  to  the  con- 

stitution, at  any  general  meeting,  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
association  present :  Provided^  The  same  is  not  repugnant  to  the  con- 
stitution of  this  commonwealth  or  of  the  United  States.

To  an  act,  entttted  "  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Mount  Carbon  and  Port  Carbon 
railroad  company,*'  and  to  the  supplement  thereto. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent  a- 
fives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
metn  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  bi/  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  letters  patent  creating  and  erecting  the  Mount  Carbon  and  Port  Car-  Lettera  patent 
bon  railroad  company,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  confirmed,  ratified,  confirmed, 
and  made  effectual ;  notwithstanding  notice  of  opening  the  books  for 
subscriptions  to  the  stock  of  the  said  company,  was  not  given  the  full 
time  required  by  law. 

Section  2.  That  the  time  for  commencing  the  work  on  said  railroad  Conmiencement 
be  extended  to  the  first  day  of  May  next,  and  that  the  time  for  com-  and  completion 
pleting  the  same  be  extended  to  the  first  day  of  December  next  Hmitod. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  company  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  Location  and  con- 
to  locate  their  railroad  so  as  to  cross  the  river  Schuylkill,  wherever  they  iiniction. 
may  deem  it  expedient,  above  a  point  five  hundred  yards  below  the  ter- 
iniBation  of  the  Reading  railroad,  and  to  extend  and  constract  their  rail- 
road so  as  to  connect  with  the  Schuylkill  Valley  navigation  and  railroad 
company's  railroad,  in  the  neighborhood  of  Port  Carbon :  Provided^ 
That  the  width  of  the  track  of  said  road  be  made  corresponding  with 
the  width  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  railroad ;  and  that  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  any  company  incorporated  by  a  law  of  this  commonwealth, 
or  for  any  individual  or  individuals,  to  intersect  the  said  railroad  by  any 
other  railroad  or  railroads,  at  any  place  where  he  or  they  may  deem  it 
expedient,  so  that  it  shall  not  injure  the  said  railroad,  nor  be  within 
three  hundred  feet  of  any  other  intersection,  and  shall  be  done  under 
the  direction  of  the  Mount  Carbon  and  Port  Carbon  railroad  company. 

Section  4.  That  the  said  company  may  charge  and  collect  tolls  on  Tolls. 
the  road,  at  not  exceeding  the  following  rates :  On  coal,  iron  ore  and  lime- 
stone, two  cents  per  ton  per  mile,  2,240  pounds  being  a  ton :  on  all 
other  atlicles,  four  cents  per  ton  per  mile ;  and  on  passengers  two  cents 
each  per  mile  :  Provided^  That  no  toll  shall  be  charged  on  empty  bur- 
den cars  returning.  That  all  distances  within  one  mile  of  the  junction 
of  this  road  with  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  railway,  shall  be  rated 
as  one  mile  in  all  charges  authorized  by  this  act.  That  the  said  com- 
pany may  charge  one  cent  per  ton  for  registering  and  furnishing  certified 
accounts  of  the  weight  of  all  coal  which  has  not  been  previously  weighed 
on  other  public  railways.  ProhibitioB- 

Section  5.  That  if  this  company  shall  prohibit  the  use  of  horses  on 
this  road,  which  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  do,  they  shall  transport 
the  loaded  cars  of  ail  persons  to  and  from  any  points  on  the  line  of  the 
said  road,  by  locomotive  steam  engines,  and  at  a  chaige  not  exceeding 
one  cent  per  ton  per  mile,  on  all  coal  and  other  minerals  and  fossils ; 
and  they  shall  return  the  empty  cars  without  further  charge  :  Provided^ 
That  the  locomotive  steam  engine  of  aD  persons  shall  be  allowed  to 
pass  over  thb  road  without  charge  when  engaged  in  drawing  loaded  can 
and  returning  them  empty,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed 
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by  this  company  for  the  goremment  of  their  own  engines  :  And^rovi- 
vefl^  That  all  persons  shall  have  the  right  lo  use  their  own  cars  on  this 
road,  subject  to  the  regulations  prescribed  by  the  company  for  their  own 
cars. 

Section  6.  The  said  railroad  shall  not  be  more  than  four  rods  wide, 
except  at  deep  cuts  and  fUlings,  and  at  points  for  depots,  engine  and 
water  stations,  and  at  toll  gates  and  houses,  where  it  shaU  not  be  more 
than  six  rods  wide,  without  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  the  property 
that  they  may  wish  to  occupy. 

Section  7.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  company  to 
enter  in  and  upon,  and  occupy  und  hold  for  the  purposes  of  making  and 
constructing  said  railroad,  and  all  depots,  engine  and  water  stations,  and 
toll  gales  and  houses,  and  other  devices  connected  with  the  same,  any 
land  upon  which  the  same  may  be  located,  with  the  consent  of  the 
owners  thereof,  or  (in  case  of  their  refusing  to  consent,  or  being  infants 
or  femes  covert,  or  absent  from  the  commonwealth,  or  unknown,)  on 
giving  security  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
Schuylkill  county,  for  the  damages  that  may  be  assessed;  and  the 
damages  shall  be  assessed  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  the  act 
of  assembly  incorporating  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  railroad  com- 
pany. 

Section  8.  That  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  issue  one  certificate  for 
each  share  of  stock  of  the  said  company,  hut  one  certificate  may  be 
issued  for  any  number  of  shares  that  shall  be  held  by  one  person,  co- 
partnership or  body  corporate. 

Section  9.  That  this  act  shall  not  go  into  operation  unless  the  pro- 
visions thereof  be  accepted  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  stockholders

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  BepreserUa- 
tivea  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  somen  That 
the  individuals  hereafter  to  be  elected  rector  of  the  church,  Alexander 
Brown  and  Edward  J.  Glen,  church  wardens,  and  Richard  P.  Lardner. 
Geoige  Fox,  Simmons  H.  Barrett  and  Joshua  B.  Smith,  vestrymen,

Providing  for  the  erection  of  a  house  for  the  employment  and  support  of  the  poor  of 
the  city  of  Allogheny. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  AsstnMy 
met,  and  it  is  Iiereby  enacted  by  tlie  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  select  and  common  councils  of  the  city  of  Allegheny,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  empowered  to  direct  that  a  house  for  the  employment  and 
support  of  the  poor  of  said  city,  be  erected  upon  land  purchased  as 
hereinafter  directed,  and  Thomas  Bamett,  Henry  Hannen,  Robert  S. 
Cassat,  Thomas  Farley,  E.  W.  Stevens,  Thomas  H.  Stewart,  and 
John  Morrison,  William  Tate  and  S.  O.  Reynolds,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  on,  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  next,  to  select,  determine 
upon  and  purchase  a  site  within  ten  miles  of  said  city,  on  which  said 
buildings  snail  be  erected;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  persons  above 
named,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  take  conveyances  therefor,  in  the 
name,  and  for  the  use  of  *«  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  citizens  of  Alle- 
gheny," and  they  shall  certify  their  proceedings  therein,  under  their 
hand  and  seals,  to  the  mayor  of  said  city,  to  be  filed  in  his  office. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  x)f  the  mayor  of  said  city,  on 
receiving  said  proceedings,  in  his  proclamation  for  the  next  corporation 
election,  to  be  issued  at  least  ten  days  before  said  election,  to  insert  a 
notice  to  the  voters  of  said  city,  qualified  to  vote  for  membeiB  of  oonn- 
cils,  to  elect  three  reputable  citizens  of  said  city,  to  be  ^^  directors  of  the 
poor  for  tlie  city  of  Allegheny/'  for  the  ensuing  year;  and.  ths  judges 
of  the  elections  of  said  city,  shall  immediately,  on  receiving  the  reiuxaa 
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firom  the  sevezal  wards  and  election  districts  of  said  city,  and  casting 
up  the  number  of  votes  therein,  or  within  three  days  thereafter,  certify 
under  their  hands  and  seals,  the  names  of  the  directors  so  chosen ;  and 
one  copy  thereof  they  shall  deliver  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  the  peace,  in  and  for  said  county  of  Allegheny,  to  be  filed 
in  his  office,  and  one  copy  thereof  they  shall  deliver  to  the  mayor  of 
said  city,  who  shall  lay  the  same  before  the  councils,  at  their  next  meet- 
ing, and  shall  give. notice,  in*  writing,  to  the  directors  elect,  of  their  res- 
pective election. 

Section  3.  That  every  director  elected  in  manner  aforesaid,  or  ap-  Osth. 
pointed  as  hereinafter  directed,  shall,  within  ten  days  afler  he  is  notified 
of  said  election  or  appointment,  and  before  he  enters  on  the  duties  of 
said  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  the  mayor, 
or  one  of  the  aldermen  of  said  city,  that  he  will  discharge  the  duties  of 
director  of  the  poor  of  the  city  of  Allegheny,  truly,  faithfully  and  im- 
partially, to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability ;  and  in  case  of  ne- 
glect or  lefnsal  to  take  the  said  oath  or  affirmation  within  the  time 
specified,  and  to  perform  the  duties  aforesaid,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  said  city,  which 
fine  shall  be  recoverable  by  the  directors,  for  the  time  being,  as  debts  of 
the  same  amount  are  or  shall  be  by  law  recoverable. 

Section  4.  That  the  said  directors  shall  meet  at  the  town  house  in  Meeting, 
said  city,  on  the  first  Monday  of  February  next,  ensuing  their  election, 
and  divide  themselves  by  lot,  into  three  classes ;  the  places  of  the  first  riiiMiflcatiun  of 
dass  to  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  one  year ;  of  the  second  class,  at  dinctois. 
the  expiration  of  two  years ;  and  of  the  third  class,  at  the  expiration  of 
three  years ;  so  that  those  who  shall  be  chosen  after  the  first  election, 
and  in  the  mode  above  described,,  may  serve  for  three  years,  and  one- 
thifd  be  chosen  annually. 

Section  5.  That  the  said  directors  of  the  poor  shall  forever  hereafter,  Gontraeta^  m^^ 
constitute,  and  make  part  of  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Allegheny ;  dec 
and  all  contracts,  suits,  and  other  acts  of  the  directors,  shall  be  brought 
and  transacted  by  them,  in  the  name  of  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  citi- 
zens of  Allegheny. 

Section  6.  That  the  said  directors  of  the  poor  shall,  and  may  receive, 
take,  and  hold,  in  the  name  of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  citizens  of 
AU^heny,  any  lands  and  tenements  and  hereditaments,  not  exceeding  Income  liiiiifted. 
the  yearly  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  any  goods  and  chattels, 
whatsoever,  of  the  gift,  alienation  or  bequest,  of  any  person  or  persons 
whatsoever,  to  be  applied  to  the  support  and  employment  of  the  poor 
of  said  city  of  AUegheny ;  and  to  purchase,  take  and  hold,  any  land  and 
tenements  within  the  county  of  Allegheny,  in  fee  simple,  or  otherwise, 
as  aforesaid^  and  erect  thereon  suitable  buildings  for  the  reception,  use 
and  accommodation  of  the  poor  of  said  city,  to  provide  all  things 
necessary  for  the  reception,  lodging,  maintenance  and  employment  of 
said  poor. 

SccnoN  7.  That  said  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  offioei%  i 
power  to  appoint  and  employ,  and  at  their  pleasure,  remove  a  steward  Slc 
or  stewards,  matron  or  matrons,  physician  or  physicians,  surgeon  or 
snrgeons,  and  all  other  officers  and  attendants,  that  may  be  necessary 
fen  said  poor,  and  for  carrying  out  the  intention,  objects,  and  meaning 
of  this  act;  and  to  bind  out  as  apprentices,  so  that  such  apprenticeship 
may  expire,  of  males,  at  or  before  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  of     • 
Iffwrtal^g^  at  or  before  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  such  poor  children  as 
sliall  oome  ander  their  care;  and  to  have,  exercise  and  enjoy  all  suoh 

\  as  316  now  vested  in  the  overseers  of  the  poor.  ^  . 
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Bstimate  of  ex-  Sbotion  8.  That  said  directors,  as  soon  as  may  be,  afler  their  else* 
penae  of  build-  tion  and  oi^nization,  as  aforesaid,  shall  make  an  estimate,  in  writing, 
iDgs,  lands,  &c.    of  the  probable  expense  of  purchasing  lands,  erecting  the  necessary 

buildings,  and  furnishing  the  same,  and  the  maintaining  the  poor  within 

the  said  city,  for  one  year;  which  estimate  they  shall  deliver  to  the 
*  mayor  of  said  city,  who  shall  lay  the  same  before  the  councils  at  their 

next  meeting:  whereupon  the  said  councils  shall,  and  they  are  hereby

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  directors,  on  or  he- 

paise  for  sapport- fore  the  first  day  of  March,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  furnish  the 

ing  poor.  mayor  of  said  city  with  an  estimate  in  writing,  of  the  probable  expense 

of  the  poor  and  poor  house,  for  one  year,  who  shall  lay  the  same  before 

the  councils  at  their  next  meeting  $  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 

fj>^^  councils  to  assess  upon  the  persons  and  property  living  and  lying  in  said 

city,  and  cause  to  be  collected  the  amount  of  said  estimate,  which, 

together  with  the  amount  of  the  assessment  and  loan  hereinbefore  author* 

ized,  shall  be  paid  to  the  city  treasurer,  and  credited  by  him  to  the  poor 

fund  of  said  city,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and 

wherein  shall  he  charged  all  the  warrants  drawn  upon  said  fund,  in  the 

manner  hereinafter  provided.

Inspection  of  required,  submit  the  inspection  and  free  examination  of  such  visitors  as 
books  and  affairs,  shall  from  time  to  time,  be  appointed  by  the  said  councils,  all  their 
books  and  accounts,  and  also  an  account  of  all  sales  or  purchases  as 
shall  have  been  made  by  or  to  them ;  and  as  soon  as  the  said  buildings 
shall  he  erected,  and  all  necessary  accommodations  provided  therein, 
notice  in  writing,  signed  by  at  least  two  of  the  said  directors,  shall  be

Section  12.  That  the  said  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  receiTe, 
provide  for  and  employ,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
act,  all  such  poor  and  indigent  persons  as  shall  be  entitled  to  relief,  or 
shall  have  gained  a  legal  settlement  in  said  city,  and  shall  be  sent  there 
by  an  order  or  warrant  for  that  purpose,  under  the  hands  and  seals  of 
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two  justices  of  the  peace,  ameably  to  the  existing  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth, in  such  case  made  and  provided  |  and  the  said  directors  are  Out-door  relief, 
hereby  authorized,  when  they  shall  deem  it  p^ojp^er  and  convenient  so 
to  do.  to  permit  any  person  or  persons  to  be  maintained  elsewhere:  jPra-  Prorifo. 
vided.  The  expense  of  their  maintenance  does  not  in  any  case  exceed 
that  for  which  they  could  be  maintained  at  the  poor  house  of  said  city. 

Section  13.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  no  alder-  Orden. 
man  in  and  for  the  city  of  Allegheny,  shall  be  entitled  to  any  fee  or 
reward  for  granting  or  making  an  order  for  the  relief  of  a  pauper  or 
paupers  chargeable  to  said  city,  and  the  names  of  paupers  of  one  family 
relieved  at  the  same  time,  shall  be  put  in  one  and  the  same  orders  and 
the  said  directors  are  hereby  authorized  to  administer  all  oaths  and  affir- 
mations necessary  for  the  examination  of  paupers,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses, in  relation  to  their  official  duties. 

Section  14.  That  the  said  directors  or  any  two  of  them,  who  shall  QtMnnn. 
be  a  quorum  in  all  cases  to  do  business,  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  make  and  ordain  all  such  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  RuIm. 
as  they  shall  think  proper,  convenient  and  necessary  for,  the  direction^ 
government  and  support  of  the  poor  and  house  of  employment  afore- 
said, and  of  the  revenues  thereunto  belonging,  and  of  all  such  persons 
as  shall  come  under  their  cognizance:  Providedj  The  same  be  not  re-  proTiao* 
pugnant  to  this  act  or  any  of  the  other  laws  of  the  commonwealth  or  of 
ihe  United  States:  And  provided^  ahoj  That  the  same  shall  not  have 
any  force  or  effect  until  they  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  select  and 
common  councils  of  said  city,  and  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  them. 

Section  15.  That  a  quorum  of  said  directors  shall  and  they  are  here-  ]^^^^  ^^^^ 
by  enjoined  and  required  to  meet  at  the  said  house  of  employment,  at  j^g,^  ^ 
least  once  in  every  month,  and  visit  the  apartments  and  see  that  the 
poor  are  comfortably  supported,  and  hear  all  complaints  and  redress,  or 
cause  to  be  redressed  all  grievances  that  may  happen  by  the  neglect  or 
misconduct  of  any  person  or  persons  in  their  employment  or  otherwisei 
KOd  the  said  directors  shall  each  of  them  receive  for  their  services  the  p 
sum  of  thirty  doUars  per  annum,  to  defray  the  expense  of  their  neces-* 
sary  attendance  on  the  duties  of  ss^  office. 

Section  16.'  That  in  ease  of  any  vacancy  by  death,  resignation  or  v«cancy. 
otherwise,  of  any  of  the  said  directors,  the  councils  of  said  city  shall  fill 
such  vacancy  by  the  election  of  a  citizen  of  said  city,  as  in  case  of  other 
officers  of  said  city,  to  serve  until  the  next  regular  election  by  the  citi- 
zens, when  another  director  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  the  remainder 
of  the  term,  as  if  no  such  vacancy  had  happened. 

Section  17.  That  all  claims  and  demands  in  relation  to  the  poor  in  m^ipif, 
said  city,  existing  at  the  time  of  this  act  being  carried  into  effect,  shall 
have  full  force  and  effect  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed;  and  when 
the  same  shall  have  been  duly  adjusted  and  setded,  all  moneys  remain- 
ing in  the  hands  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  as  well  as  the  uncollected 
taxes  levied  for  the  support  of  the  poor  in  said  city,  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  city  treasurer,  to  be  credited  by  him  to  the  poor  fund  hereinbe- 
fore provided  for. 

Section  18.  That  as  soon  as  the  poor  of  the  said  city  shall  be  re-  Oveneen  abol- 
moved  to  the  house  of  employment  of  the  said  city,  and  the  outstanding  iihod.

of  the  poor  within  the  said  city  shall  from  thenceforth  be  abolished.

AN    ACT 

Relating  to  roads,  highways  and  bridges  in  the  counties  of  Warren,  Venango  and 
M*Kcan,  and  for  other  parpoees. 

Section  L  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
fives  of  the  Commonwecdth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gtneral  Jiasembhf 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  aceme^  That 
the  qualified  citizens  of  the  different  townships  in  the  counties  of  War- 
ren, Venango  and  M'Kean,  shall,  at  their  annual  township  elections,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five,  elect  three  persons, 
who  shall  be  styled  commissioners  of  roads  and  highways. 

Section  2.  That  within  ten  days  after  said  election,  the  persons  so 
elected  commissioners,  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the  township  clerk  in 
each  township  ^  and  the  said  clerk,  or  in  his  absence,  the  clerk  of  the 
election,  shall  proceed  to  class,  by  ballot,  said  commissioners,  and  one 
shall  be  classed  and  serve  three  years,  and  one  shall  be  classed  and  serve 
two  years,  and  one  shall  be  classed  and  serve  one  year;  and  as  soon  as  the 
clerk  shall  have  completed  the  classification,  he  shall  administer  an  oath 
or  afhrmation  to  each  of  said  commissioners,  faithfully  and  impartially 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  said  office :  and  the  said  clerk  shall  recoixl 
the  same  on  the  township  records ;  and  the  qualified  citizens  in  eacli  of 
said  townships  as  aforesaid,  shall,  annually  at  the  township  elections 
thereafter,  elect  one  person  for  road  commissioner,  who  shall  hold  his. 
office  for  three  years ;  and  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  said  board 
of  commissioners,  such  vacancy  shall  be  supplied  by  ^pointment  made 
by  the  said  board  of  commissioners,  until  the  next  election. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners,  aa 
soon  as  they  have  been  qualified  as  aforesaid,  to  notify  the  assessor  of 
the  township,  who  was  the  last  assessor,  and  made  the  assessment,  to 
meet  them  at  some  convenient  place  to  be  named  by  said  comnuunion^ni^ 
on  a  day  certain;  and  the  said  commissionen  and  asBessor  when  no 
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met,  flfaall  proceed  to  draw  off,  on  a  duplicate,  the  names  of  dl  of  the 
(axables  in  s^id  township,  together  with  all  the  property  of  each  and 
every  such  taxable,  assessed  by  said  assessor  for  county  rates  and  levies, 
aad  place  the  same  valuation  to  each  and  eveiy  piece  of  property,  as 
was  made  by  said  assessor  for  county  purposes ;  and  the  said  assessor 
shall  certify  the  same,  under  his  hand,  to  be  a  troe  copy  of  the  assess* 
mem  for  the  year  ,  in  said  township. 

Sbction  4.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  lay  such  tax  upon  the  ip^ 
property  so  assessed,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  road  and  bridge 
pmposes  for  the  current  year,  not  exceeding  five  mills  on  every  dollar 
of  valuation  so  made ;  but  if  the  same  should  all  be  expended,  or  all 
that  was  then  available,  and  the  same  should  be  insufficient  to  repair 
the  roads,  or  keep  the  same  in  good  repair,  then  an  additional  sum,  not 
exceeding  five  mills  on  every  dollar  of  valuation  so  made,  may  be  raised 
by  said  commissioners  for  that  purpose ;  and  the  said  commissioners 
may,  in  each  and  every  year,  if  they  find  the  same  necessary,  collect  a 
part  of  the  road  tax  so  laid,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  per  cent  in 
money,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  expenses  of  said  roads  or  mate- 
lials,  and  allow  for  paying  the  expense  of  laying  out  roads  in  said  town- 
ships. 

Sscnoiv  5.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall,  as  soon  as  they  are  j^y^^^ 
organized,  lay  out  the  several  townships  into  districts,  as  niany  as  they 
shall  deem  necessary,  and  shall  appoint  one  person  in  each  district,  who 
shall  be  called  road  master,  who  shall  continue  to  hold  said  office  of  n^til  mtiifff 
road  master,  until  the  next  annual  township  election ;  at  which  time  and 
aonoally  thereafter,  the  qualified  citizens  of  the  different  townships  in 
the  counties  aforesaid,  dball  proceed  to  elect  one  person  in  each  district  j^„„^j  election. 
so  laid  out  by  the  said  commissioners,  to  the  office  of  road  master ;  and 
said  commissioners  shall  furnish  each  of  said. road  masters  with  a  list 
of  the  taxables  in  his  district,  together  with  the  amount  of  tax  to  be 
paid  by  each  person  $  and  the  said  road  master  shall  notify  each  person 
named  in  his  duplicate,  of  the  time  and  place  that  he  intends  to  work

Section  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to  j^^,   ^  commis- 
take  the  general  charge  and  supervision  of  all  the  roads  and  bridges  m  gioners  to  take 
eadi  of  the  said  townships  in  said  county,  (county  bridges  excepted,)  charge  of  roads. 
except  BO  far  as  Warren  county  is  concerned,  and  to  lay  out  and  alter 
the  same,  at  the  request,  in  writing,  of  the  citizens  of  said  township, 
if  they  shall  deem  the  same  necessary,  and  shall  furnish  the  township 
derk  with  a  return  of  all  such  roads  so  laid  out  or  altered,  in  the  same 
manner  as  viewers  now  make  report  to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions ;

adjutant  general  to  furnish,  upon  the  order  of  the  proper  brigade  inspec- 
tor, out  of  any  of  the  arsenals  of  this  commonwealth,  where  a  suflicient 
number  of  unappropriated  arms  and  accoutrements  may  be  had,  the 
usual  stilnd  of  muskets  and  accoutrements  for  the  use  of  the  said  com-

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  president  and  managers  of  the  Lewistown  and  Kishacoquillas  turn* 
pike  road  company,  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
change  the  location  of  said  road  from  time  to  time,  as  they  may  deem 
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advisable,  in  such  places  where  it  may  be  necessary  to  avoid  hills  and 
other  obstacles,  so  as  to  place  the  road  on  a  more  level  and  suitable  loca- 
tion than  at  present,  in  such  manner  so  as  to  do  the  least  injury  to  the 
land  through  which  it  passes :  Provided^  That  before  entering  upon  the 
lands  of  private  individuals,  for  the  purpose  of  locating  said  road,  and 
constructing  the  same,  the  said  president,  managers  and  company,  shall 
first  pay  or  secure  to  be  paid  for  the  ground  and  materials  to  the  owners 
thereof,  such  reasonable  damages  as  may,  upon  view,  be  assessed  by 
the  commissioners  of  Miffin  county,  for  the  time  being,  who  are  here- 
by appointed  a  board  of  appraisers  for  that  purpose. 

Section  2.  Th^  said  president  and  managers  be,  and  are  hereby 
empowered  to  remove  the  stone  and  other  materials  from  such  parts  of 
the  present  road  as  are  intended  to  be  supplied  and  changed  under  the 
foregoing  section,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  repairing  such 
new  portions  of  said  road,  and  for  other  purposes ;  and  the  said  com-  * 
pany  ^hall  continue  to  enjoy  the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  hereto- 
fore.

Relative  to  the  « Trustees  of  the  Theological  teminary  of  the  Gorman  Refbnmd 
church  in  the  United  States,*'  now  located  at  Mercenbarg,  Franklin  coonty, 
Pennsylvania. 

WiiEREAS.  Certain  citizens  of  this  commmonwealth  obtained  a  charter 
in  1831,  incorporating  them  and  their  successors,  nnder  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  1791,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  **  Trustees  of  the 
Theological  seminary  of  the  German  Reformed  church  in  the  United 
Srates,'  now  located  in  Mercersbui^,  Franklin  county,  Pennsylvania, 
the  annual  income  of  which  corporation  is  limited  to  i£500  by  said  act 
of  1791,  and  to  $2,000  by  the  act  of  8th  of  April,  1833;  and  by  the 
terms  of  said  charter  the  synod  of  said  church  is  vested  with  the  power 
of  annually  changing  one-third  the  members  of  said  corporation,  by 
election;  of  managing  and  disposing  of  its  funds;  of  establishing  pro- 
fessorships in  literature,  science  and  theology ;  of  appointing  the  salaries 
and  prescribing  the  duties  of  the  professors ;  and  of  appointing  a  board 
of  visitors,  to  whom  the  internal  government  of  said  institution  is  com- 
mitted ;  by  which  it  is  shown  that  said  seminary  is  under  the  direction 
and  patronage  of  said  synod,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  education 
and  the  christian  roligion  : 

^nd  whereas^  The  said  synod  embraces  the  territory  of  Maryland, 
and  parts  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina,  as  well  as  the  whole  of  Penn- 
sylvania; and  the  usef\ilness  of  said  institution  would  be  augmented,  by 
enabling  said  synod  to  select  members  of  said  corporation,  as  it  deemed 
best,  from  the  citizens  of  other  states,  belonging  U^  said  German  Re- 
formed chuith : 

^nd  wherecu^  In  view  of  the  laudable  objects  of  said  corporation,  it 
is  believed  that  its  annual  income  may  be  greatly  enlarged,  and  its  capa- 
city for  usefulness  be  extended,  by  relieving  it  from  the  restrictions  of 
the  said  acts  of  assembly: 

Therefore, 

Section  l.ItU  hereby  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hauee  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Cknnmonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
metj  and  tt  is  hereby  enacted  oy  the  authority  of  the  satne.  That 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  corporation,  known  by  the 
name,  style  and  title  of  the  "Trustees  of  the  Theological  seminary  of  the 
German  Reformed  church  in  the  United  States,''  shall  be  enabled,  and

To  incorporate  the  Mercaatile  beneficial  aseociation  of  PhQiadelphia. 

The  Mercantile  beneficial  association  of  Philadelphia  having  been 
oiganized  for  the  purpose  of  alleviating  the  condition  of  such  of  its  in- 
digent members  as  may  be  sufTering  from  sickness,  or  want  of  employ- 
ment, or  other  causes,  and  for  the  promotion  of  the  common  welfare  of 
the  members  thtereof ;  and  being  desirous  as  a  means  for  the  better  ac- 
complishment of  their  benevolent  objects,  to  be  constituted  a  body  politic 
and  corporate: 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  bytlie  Senate  and  House  of  Repreaenia- 
fives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  Mercantile  beneficial  association  of  Philadelphia,  is  hereby  consti- 
tuted a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name, 
style  and  title  of  the  "  Mercantile  beneficial  association  of  Philadelphia," 
which  corporation  shall  consist  of  all  persons  who  are  now  members,  or 
shall  hereafter  be  admitted  as  such,  agreeably  to  the  by-laws  of  the  said 
association ;  and  by  the  said  corporate  name  stall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession, and  shall  be  forever  capable  in  law,  to  take,  hold  and  sell  real 
estate,  in  fee  simple,  or  otherwise,  and  to  mortgage  and  let  the  same ; 
and  take  and  hold  real  or  personal  estate,  by  gift,  grant,  devise  or  be- 
quest, or  other  lawful  means,  and  sell  or  dispose  of  the  same ;  to  have  a 
common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure ;  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  and  generally  to  do  all  such  matters  and  things  that 
may  be  lawful  and  necessary  for  them  to  do  for  the  furtherance  of  the 
objects  recited  in  the  preamble  to  this  act 

Section  2.  The  affairs  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
board  of  managers,  consisting  of  twenty  members,  who  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot,  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  assoctatioQ,  on 
the  second  Tuesday  of  November  of  each  and  every  year,  (of  which,  at 
least  six  days  notice  shall  be  given  in  three  newspapers  of  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,)  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  be  duly  elected  and  oiganized. 

Section  3.  The  members  elected  as  a  board  of  managers  shall  raeel 
on  the  first  Monday  after  their  election  and  oiganize  their  board  by  elect- 
ing by  ballot,  a  president,  treasurer  and  secretary,  but  no  person  shall 
hold  the  ofilice  of  president  or  treasurer,  who  is  not  a  member  of  the 
board  of  managers. 

Section  4.  The  board  of  managers  shall  have  the  control  of  all  the 
accounts,  moneys  and  property  of  the  association,  and  may  appropriate 
the  funds  thereof  in  such  manner  as  may  appear  to  them  most  condu- 
cive to  the  interests  and  objects  of  the  association ;  they  shall  have  full 
power  to  make  such  by-laws  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  effect  the 
objects  of  the  association :  Provided^  Such  by-laws  are  not  repugnant 
to  or  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state,  or  of  the 
United  States :  •tfnrf  provided^  further^  That  the  privileges  hereby 
granted  shall  not  be  used  for  banking  purposes,  nor  shall  the  annnal 
inoimie  of  saitf  association  at  any  time  exceed  twenty  thousand  dollars. 
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SscnoN  5.  Every  member  shall  pay  annually  to  the  association  a  Annnal  dues. 
sum  of  money  to  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  managers,  and  no  member 
shall  be  eligible  to  any  office,  or  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election 
for  officers  until  he  shall  have  paid  the  sum  so  fixed  for  the  year  within 
which  such  election  shall  be  held.

A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act  to  compel  the  sapervisore  of  the  unincorporated  district  of  the  Northera 
Liberties,  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  to  give  security,  and  for  other  purposes, 
approved  the  twenty-first  day  of  April,  1841. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  licpresen- 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
metj  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  managers  of  the  company,  entitled  Netcopeck  bridge 
**  the  president,  managers  and  company  for  erecting  a  bridge  over  the  company,  and 
river  Susquehanna,  at  the  falls  of  Nescopeck,"  to  make  out  a  full,  true  Jf^'^^pgn  ^*"' 
and  correct  statement  of  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures  by  them,  of  ggj^j^j^^ 
or  on  account  of  the  hydraulic  works,  so  as  to  exhibit  the  full  costs  of  statement  of  ac- 
said  hydraulic  works ;  and  they  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  trustees,  counts, 
who  shall  be  hereafter  elected,  of  said  hydraulic  works ;  and  the  said 
trustees  shall  thereupon  issue  certificates  of  stock,  in  shares  of  twenty-  Stock  certificates. 
five  dollars  each,  equal  in  amount  to  the  cost  of  said  works,  and  deliver 
the  said  certificates  to  the  persons  then  entided  to  the  same ;  and  there- 
after the  certificates  for  stock  in  the  two  companies  shall  be  kept  separate ; 
and  hereafter,  at  the  next  and  all  subsequent  elections  for  ofiicers  of  the 
said  incorporation,  entitled  ^^the  president,  managers  and  company  for 
erecting  a  bridge  over  the  river  Susquehanna,  at  the  falls  of  Nesco- 
peck,"  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  one  vote  for  each  and  Ratio  of  votes, 
every  share  of  stock  bona  fide  held  by  him,  her  or  them,  in  like 
manner  as  the  stockholders  whose  stock  is  connected  with  the  hydraulic 
works  are  entitled  to  vote  for  trustees,  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  this  legis- 
lature, approved  the  2l8t  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1844;  and  so  much 
of  any  law  as  is  hereby  altered  and  supplied  by  this  act,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed.

AN   ACT 

To  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  house  for  the  employment  and  suppoit  of  the  poor 
for  the  county  of  Lehigh. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Commissioners.  Lewis  Schmidt,  Michael  D.  Eberhard,  John  S.  (Sibons,  Casper  Kleck- 
ncr,  John  Ritter,  Martin  Ritter,  Charles  Foster,  Charles  Burkhalter, 
Philip  Knappenbux^^er,  Daniel  Bastian,  Solomon  Fogel,  John  Licliten- 
walder,  Conrad  Knerr,  John  Weida,  Benjamin  Bare,  Jesse  Grim, 
David  FoUweiler,  Tobias  Schmidt,  Asa  Krames,  Michael  Harter,  Ben- 
jamin Breinig,'  George  Levan,  Peter  Troxel,  Solomon  Knauss,  Charles 
Ritter,  John  Peter,  Jacob  Erdman  and  Henry  Yager,  be  and  hereby  are 
appointed  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty  -five,  to  determine  upon  and  purchase  such  real  estate

seals  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  Lehigh  county,  to 
be  filed  in  his  ofiSce;  and  at  the  next  general  election  the  qualified  elec- 
Election  of  direo-  ^^^g  s^g^u  gie^t  ^{^^0  reputable  citizens  of  the  said  county,  to  be  directors 
*'**'  of  the  poor  and  of  the  house  of  employment  for  the  county  of  Ijchigh, 

for  the  ensuing  year;  and  the  judges  of  the  election  of  said  county  snail 
immediately,  on  receiving  the  returns  from  the  several  election  districts, 
and  casting  up  the  number  of  votes  therein,  or  within  three  days  there- 
after, certify  under  their  hands  and  seals,  the  names  of  the  persons  so 
elected  directors,  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the 
said  county,  who  shall  file  the  said  cei^tificate  in  his  ofilice,  and  forth- 
with giife  notice  in  writing  to  the  said  directors  of  their  being  elected  ; 
and  the  said  directors  shall  meet  at  the  court  house  in  the  said  county, 
on  the  first  Monday  of  November  next,  ensuing  their  election,  and 
divide  themselves  by  lot,  into  three  classes — the  place  of  the  first  to  be 
vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year;  of  the  second  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  second  year;  and  the  third  at  the  expiration  of  the  third  year; 
so  that  those  who  shall  be  chosen  after  the  first  election,  and  in  the 
mode  above  described,  may  serve  for  three  years,  and  one-third  may  be 
chosen  annually. 

Section  2.  Every  director  elected  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  or  ap- 
pointed as  hereinafter  directed,  shall,  within  ten  days  after  he  is  notified 
of  said  election  or  appointment,  and  before  he  enters  on  the  duties  of 
Oaths.  said  ofiice,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 

of  ^aid  county,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer  the  same ;   that 
he  will  discharge  the  duties  of  director  of  the  poor  for  said  county, 
truly,  faithfully  and  impartially,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability; 
Penalty  for  refa-  and  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  to  take  the  said  oath  or  affirmation 
sal.  within  tlie  time  aforesaid,  and  perform  the  duties  aforesaid,  he  shall  for- 
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feit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  said  county^ 
which  fine  shall  be  recovered  by  the  directors  for  the  time  being,  as 
debts  of  the  same  amount  are  or  shall  be  by  l^w  recoverable ;  and  the 
directors  qualified  as  aforesaid,  are  hereby  authorized  to  administer  oaths 
or  affirmations  in  any  case  where  it  shall  be  necessary,  in  relaUon  to 
the  duties  of  their  office. 

Section  3.  The  said  directors  and  their  successors*  shall  forever 
hereafter,  in  the  name  and  in  fact,  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate  in 
law,  to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatsoever,  relative  to  the  poor  of  the 
county  of  Lehigh,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  by  the  name,  style  and  tide  of  "the  j^jy^g 
directors  of  the  poor  and  of  the  house  of  employment  for  the  county  pf 
Lehigh,"  and  by  that  name  shall  and  may  receive,  take  and  hold  any  Po^ew  and  pri- 
lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  of  viiegen. 
ten  thousand  dollars ;  and  any  goods  and  chattels  whatsoever,  of  the 
gift,  alienation  or  bequest,  of  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever  5  to 
purchase,  take  and  hold  any  lands  and  tenements  within  their  county, 
m  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  and  erect  thereon  suitable  buildings  for  the 
reception,  use  and  accommodation  of  the  poor  of  said  county  5  to  provide 
all  things  necessary  for  the  reception,  lodging,  maintenance  and  employ- 
ment  of  said  poor;  to  appoint  a  treasurer  annually,  who  shall  give  bond  Offieen  and 
with  sufficient  surety  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  •Jjcnts,  dutiM, 
and  at  the  expiration  thereof  tliat  he  will  well  and  truly  pay  and  deliver  *^ 
over  to  his  successor  in  office,  all  moneys,  bonds,  notes,  books,  accounts 
and  other  papers,  to  the  said  corporation  belonging,  which  shall  then  be 
remaining  in  his  hands,  custody  and  possession ;  and  the  said  directors 
shall  employ  and  at  pleasure  remove  a  steward  or  stewards,  and  require 
of  him  or  them  an  oath  or  affirmation,  and  such  security  for  the  faithfiil 
performance  of  his  or  their  duties,  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  deem  ' 
expedient;  and  to  appoint  a  matron  or  matrons,  physician  or  physicians, 
surgeon  or  surgeons,  and  all  other  attendants  that  may  be  necessary  for 
the  said  poor  respectively ;  and  at  pleasure  remove,  and  to  bind  out  as 
apprentices,  so  that  such  apprenticeship  may  expire,  if  males,  at  or 
before  the  age  of  twenty-one  years — if  females,  at  or  before  the  age  of 
eighteen  'years:  Provided^  That  no  child  shall  be  be  bound  out  for  a 
longer  time  than  until  he  arrives  to  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  unless  he 
be  bound  out  to  a  trade  other  than  a  farmer:  ^nd  provtded^  In  all  cases 
the  person  to  whom  they  are  bound  be  required  to  give  the  child  at  least 
three  months  schooling  in  each  year:  Provided  also.  That  no*  child 
shall  he  bound  without  the  limits  of  the  state,  or  at  a  greater  distance  ^ 

than  fifty  miles  from  the  poor  house ;  and  the  said  directors  shall  exer- 
cise and  enjoy  all  such  other  powers,  now  vested  in  the  overseers  of  the 
poor,  as  are  not  herein  granted  or  supplied ;  and  the  said  directors  are 
hereby  empowered  to  use  one  common  seal,  in  all  business  relating  to       / 
the  said  corporation,  and  the  same  at  their  pleasure  to  alter  and  renew. 

Section  4.  The  said  directors  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  B^iimgi^ofi^Ql)^ 
January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred'  and  forty-five,  furnish  to  the  iDg8»  dec. 
county  commissioners,  an  estimate  of  the  probable  expense  of  pur- 
chasing the  lands,  erecting  the  buildings  and  furnishing  the  same  and 
maintaining  the  poor  for  one  year;  whereupon  said  commissioners  shall 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  increase  the  county'  tax  by  one-fourth  Tai. 
of  the  sum  necessary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  shall  pro^re  on 
loan  or  credit  of  the  taxes  herein  directed  to  be  levied,  the  remaining  ^^^^ 
three*  fourths  thereof,  to  be  paid  in  instalments,  with  interest,  out  of  the 
county  taxes :  Provided  always^  That  if  such  loan  cannot  be  made,  ProTiao.

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such  part  thereof  as  may  be  deemed  proper^  shail  immediateiy  be  added

mate, which  shall  be  paid  to  said  directors  by  the  county  treasurer,  on

Quarter  sessions,  shall,  at  least  once  in  every  year,  lay  before  the  court  of  quarter  sessions 
and  grand  jury  of  said  county,  a  list  of  the  number,  ages  and  sexes  of 
the  persons  maintained  and  employed  in  the  said  house  of  employments 
or  supported  or  assisted  by  them  elsewhere,  and  of  the  children  by  them 

Apprenticeship,  bound  out  to  apprenticeship  as  aforesaid,  with  the  names  of  their  masters 
or  mistresses,  and  their  trade,  occupation  or  calling;  and  shall,  at  aU 
times,  when  thereunto  required,  submit  to  the  inspection  and  free  exami- 

Yisiiora.  nation  of  snch  visitors  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  appointed  by  the 

court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  said  county,  all  their  books  and  accounts, 
together  with  the  rents,  interests,  and  moneys  payable  and  receivable 
by  the  said  corporation;  and  also  an  account  of  all  sales,  purchases, 
donations,  devises  and  bequests,  as  shall,  have  been  made  by  them  or  to 
tiftm. 

SscTioir  0.   As  soon  as  the  said  buildings  shall  be  erected,  and  all 
necessary  accommodations  provided  therein,  notices  shall  be  sent,  signed 
by  any  two  of  the  said  directors,  to  the  overseers  of  the  several  town- 
ships and  borough  of  the  said  county  of  Lehigh,  requiring  them,  forth- 
^       with,  to  bring  the  poor  of  their  respective  townships  and  borough,  to  the 
said  house  of  employment;  which  order,  the  said  overseers  are  hereby 
enjoined  and  required  to  comply  with,  or  otherwise  to  forfeit  the  costs 
of  all  future  maintenance,  except  in  cases  when  by  sickness  or  any  other 
sufficient  cause,  any  poor  person  cannot  be  removed,  in  which  case,  the 
said  ove^eers  shall  represent  the  same  to  the  nearest  justice  of  the  peace^ 
who  being  satisfied  of  the  truth  thereof,  shall  certify  the  same  to  the 
said  directors ;  and  at  the  same  time,  issue  an  order  under  his  hand  and 
seal,  to  the  said  overseers,  directing  them  to  maintain  such  poor  until 
such  time  as  he  or  she  may  be  in  a  situation  to  be  removed,  and   then 
c>onvey  the  said  panper  and  deliver  him  or  her  to  the  steward  or  keeper 
of  the  said  house  of  em|4oyment,  together  with  the  said  order;  and  die 
Tcmporaiy  relief,  ch^e  and  expense  of  such  temporary  relief  and  of  such  removal,  sbaQ 
be  paid  by  the  said  directors,  at  a  reasonable  allowance.

Sectiok  7.  The  said  directors  shall,  from  time  to  lime,  receive,  pio^ 
vide  for  and  employ,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  tJtum 
act,  all  such  poor  and  indigent  persons  as  shall  be  entilled  to  rdief,  or  ^i 
shall  have  gained  a  legal  settlement  in  the  said  county  of  Lehigh,  and 
shall  b%  sent  there  by  an  order  or  warrant  for  that  purpose,  nnder  the 
hands  and  seals  of  any  two  justices  of  the  peace,  directed  to  any  con- 
stable of  the  said  county  of  Lehigh,  or  to  the  overseers  of  the  propei 
Onl-door  relief,  township  in  any  otlier  county  of  this  commonwealth;  and  the  ftaii! 
directors  are  hereby  authorized,  when  they  shall  deem  it  proper  an^ 
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convenient  to  do  so,  to  pennit  any  poor  person  or  persons  to  be  main-* 
tained  elsewhere:   Provided^  That  the  expense  of  their  maintenance  Pfoirwo. 
does  not  in  any  case  exceed  that  for  which  they  could  be  maintained  at 
the  poor  house  of  the  said  county  of  Lehigh. 

Sectiox  8.    The  said  directors  or  any  two  of  them,  who  shall  be  a 
'quorum,  in  all  cases  to  do  business,  shall  have  full  power  to  make  and  Qooniin, 
ordain  all  such  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they  shall  think  pro- 
per, coijivenient  and  necessar}',  for  the  direction,  government,  and  sup-  ^^^- 
port  of  the  poor  and  house  of*  employment  aforesaid,  and  of  the  revenues 
hereunto  belonging,  and  of  all  such  persons  as  shall  come  under  their 
cognizance:  Provided^  The  same  be  not  repugnant  to  this  law  or  any 
of  the  other  laws  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States:   ^nd  provided^  Pronao. 
also.  That  the  same  shall  not  have  any  force  or  effect  until  they  shall 
have  been  submitted  to  the  court  of  common  pless,  for  the  time  being, 
of  the  county  of  Lehigh,  and  shall  have  received  the  approbation  of  the 
same. 

Section  9.    A  quorum  of  said  directors  shall  and  they  are  hereby  Monthly  meet- 
enjoined  and  required  to  meet  at  the  said  house  of  employment,  at  least  ings. 
once  in  every  month,  and  visit  the  apartments  aud  see  that  the  poor  are 
comfortably  supported,  and  hear  all  complaints  and  redress,  or  cause  to 
be  redressed  all  grievances  that  may  happen  by  the  neglect  or  miscon- 
duct of  any  person  or  persons  in  their  employment  or  otherwise. 

Section  10.  The  said  directors  shall,  each  of  them,  receive  for  their  Pay, 
service,  annually,  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  to  definy  the  expenses  of 
their  necessary  attendance  on  the  duties  of  their  office. 

Section  11.  In  case  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  should  happen  by  Vacancy, 
death,  resignation,  removal  out  of  the  county  or  otherwise,  the  remain- 
ing directors  or  director,  together  with  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
the  said  county,  shall  appoint  a  suitable  citizen  or  citizens,  to  fill  such 
vacancy  or  vacancies  until  the  next  general  election,  when  a  director  or 
directors  shall  be  elected  for  the  unexpired  term  of  said  vacancy  or 
vacancies. 

Section  12.  The  commissioners  of  said  county  of  Lehigh,  are  here-  CommW«NMi«  oC 
by  directed  to  pay  to  each  of  the  commissioners  named  in  the  first  Liehtgfa  coqd^. 
section  of  this  act,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  day  for  each  and  every 
day  he  shall  necessarily  sp^nd  in  performing  the  duties  prescribed  by 
the  first  section  of  this  act;  and  also  to  pay  each  of  the  directors  a 
reasonable  compensation  for  their  services  during  the  term  they  are 
employed  in  erecting  any  building  or  buildings  aforesaid:   Provided^  Provao. 
Tlie  same  shall  not  include  the  annual  sum  allowed  them  by  this  act 
exceed  fifty  dollars  for  any  one  year. 

Section  13.  All  claims  and  demands  in  relation  to  the  poor  in  ^Q  ciuam. 
aforesaid  county,  existing  at  the  time  of  this  act  being  carried  into  efiect, 
shall  have  full  force  and  effect,  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed  j  and 
when  the  same  shall  have  been  duly  adjusted  and  settled,  all  moneys 
remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  overseers,  as  well  as  the  uncollected  taxes 
levied  for  the  support  of  the  poor  in  the  said  townships  and  borough  in 
said  county  of  Lehigh,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  supervisors  of  the  high- 
ways of  the  respective  townships  and  borough,  to  be  by  them  applied 
towards  repairing  the  roads  therein. 

SEcrnoN  14.  As  soon  as  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Lehigh  shall  be  OTeraeen  tbol- 
removed  to  the  house  of  employment  of  the  said  county,  and  the  out-  i«hed. 
standing  debts  and  taxes  collected  and  paid  over,  the  ofRce  of  overseer 
of  the  poor  within  the  said  county  shall  from  thenceforth  be  abolished. 

Section  15.  The  powers  conferred  aud  the  duties  imposed  on  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  in  and  by  an  act  to  empower  the  overseers  ap^ 
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CertaiB  powen  guardians  of  the  poor  of  the  several  townships  within  this  common- 
tranaferred  to  aa-  wealth*  to  recover  certain  lines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  and  for  other 
purposes,  are  hereby  conferred  and  imposed  on  the  supervisors  of  the 
highways  in  said  county  of  Lehigh;  and  that  the  jastices  of  the  peace 
and  sheriff  within  the  said  coun^,  are  hereby  required  and  enjoined  to 
pay  to  said  supervisors,  to  be  by  them  applied  to  the  repair  of  the  high- 
ways, the  aforesaid  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties,  within  the  time  and 
in  die  manner  prescribed  by  the  said  act,  for  the  payment  thereof,  in 
other  counties,  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  to  give  notice  of  the 
receipt  thereof  to  the  said  supervisors  within  the  time  and  in  the  man- 
ner aforesaid;  and  that  for  any  neglect  or  refusal  to  perform  any  of  the 
duties  enjoined  on  them  by  the  said  act,  the  said  justices  of  the  peace 
and  sheriff  in  said  county,  shall  be  subject  to  all  fines,  penalties,  and 
forfeitures,  to  which  justices  and  sheriffs  in  other  counties,  by  the  said 
act,  are  subject  or  liable. 

Section  16.  So  much  of  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  relating  to 
the  poor,  as  are  by  this  act  altered  or  supplied,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed,  so  far  as  they  affect  the  county  of  Lehigh. 

Section  17.  That  the  sheriff  of  the  said  county  shall,  in  due  time, 
notify  the  said  commissioners  of  their  appointment,  and  when  and 
where  they  shall  meet  for  entering  upon  the  duties  assigned  them  by 
this  act,  which  place  of  meeting  shall  be  as  near  the  centre  of  the 
county  as  possible. 

Section  18.  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  sense  of  the  citizens 
of  Lehigh  county,  as  to  the  expediency  of  erecting  a  poor  house,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  inspectors  for  tlie  several  townships  and 
borough,  at  the  next  general  election,  to  receive  tickets  either  written  or 
printed,  from  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  labelled  on  the  outside  '^poor 
house,"  and  in  the  inside,  **  for  a  poor  house"  or  "against  a  poor  house;" 
and  if  it  shall  appear  upon  casting  up  the  votes  in  the  different  districts, 
at  the  court  house  on  the  same  day,  that  other  returns  are  made  ouU 
that  a  majority  of  those  who  voted  are  found  to  be  against  a  poor  house, 
then  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  suspended  for  the  lime  being:  Provided^  nevertheless^  That  the 
provisions  contained  in  the  eighteenth  section  of  said  act,  shall  survive  and 
continue  in  force  for  the  period  of  ^ve  years  from  the  time  of  its  passage; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspectors  aforesaid,  to  comply  with  the 
duties  imposed  on  them  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  at  each  general  elec- 
tion during  said  period  of  time ;  and  if  at  any  general  election  as  afore- 
said, it  shall  appear  upon  casting  up  the  votes  as  provided  in  the  said 
eighteenth  section  of  this  act,  that  a  majority  of  tnose  who  voted  are 
found  to  be  in  favor  of  a  poor  house,  then  the  foregoing  act  shall  be 
declared  to  be  in  full  force  and  virtue. 

Section  10.  And  the  sheriff  of  the  said  county  of  Lehigh,  shall  cause 
to  be  published  the  eighteenth  section  of  this  act,  in  all  the  newspapers 
printed  in  said  county,  at  least  six  weeks  previous  to  the  next  general 
election ;  the  expenses  of  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasqrv.

in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  county  of  Schuylkill:  And  provided ^to^vk^ 
further.  That  no  certificate  of  stock  shall  be  issued,  until  the  sum  of 
fkUy  dollars  per  share  shall  be  paid  to  the  company  for  the  same: 
Provided,  That  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  issue  one  certificate  for 
each  share  of  stock  of  the  said  company,  but  one  certificate  may  be 
issued  for  any  number  of  shares  that  shall  be  held  by  one  person,  co-  ' 
partnership,  or  body  corporate  5  that  every  such  certificate  shall  specify 
the  several  shares  represented  thereby;  and  the  numbers  of  said  shares 
shall  be  set  forth  in  their  progressive  order.

pany: Provided,  That  the  said  company  shall,  within  fifteen  months 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  lay  down  a  double  track  iron  railway,  on  Double  track. 
the  whole  distance  of  the  said  road,  corresponding  in  weight  of  rail  and 
width  of  track,  with  the  Philadelphia,  Reading  and  Pottsville  railway : 
^  ^ful  provided.  That  the  tracks  of  the  present  railway  shall  not  be  taken 
up  Dor  the  use  of  the  same  withheld  from  the  public,  until  after  the 
first  day  of  November  next;  that  all  personj*  shall  be  permitted  to  inter- 
sect and  cross  this  raihroadf  at  any  point  if  not  within  one  hundred       j

To  pnnride  for  the  erectioD  of  a  house  for  the  employment  and  support  of  the  poor, 
in  the  county  of  Beaver. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  In/  tJie  Senate  and  House  of  Representa' 
fives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  commissioners  of  Beaver  county  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  or  a  majority  of  them,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  January,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-five,  to  determine  upon  and  purchase  such  real  estate  as  they      j 
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shall  deem  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  of  Beayer 
county ;  and  it  shall  be  lawfiil  for  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  to  take  conveyance  therefor  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the 
corporation  mentioned  in  the  third  section  of  this  act,  and  they  shall 
certify  their  proceedings  'therein,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  to  the 
clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  Beaver  county,  to  be  filed  in  his 
office ;  and  at  the  next  general  election  the  qualified  electors  shall  elect 
three  reputable  citizens,  of  the  said  county,  to  be  directors  of  the  poor, 
and  of  Uie  house  of  employment  for  the  county  of  Beaver,  for  the  ensu- 
ing year  5  and  the  judges  of  the  election  of  said  county,  shall,  immedi- 
ately on  receiving  the  returns  firom  the  several  election  districts,  and 
casting  up  the  number  of  votes  therein,  or  within  tliree  days  thereafter, 
certify,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  the  names  of  the  persohs  so  elected 
directors,  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  said  county, 
who  shall  file  the  said  certificate  in  his  office,  and  forthwith  give  notice 
in  writing  to  the  said  directors  of  their  being  elected,  and  the  said  direc- 
tors shall  meet  at  the  court  house,  in  the  said  county,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  November  next  ensuing  their  election,  and  divide  themselves,  by 
lot,  into  three  classes ;  the  place  of  the  first  to  be  vacated  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  first  year— of  the  second,  at  the  expiration  of  the  second 
yea^— of  the  third,  at  the  expiration  of  the  third  year :  so  that  those  who 
shall  be  chosen  after  the  first  election,  and  in  the  mode  above  described, 
may  serve  for  three  years,  and  one-third  may  be  chosen  annually. 

Section  2.  Every  director  elected  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  or  ap- 
pointed as  is  directed  by  the  eleventh  section  of  this  act,  shall,  within 
ten  days  after  he  is  notified  of  such  election  or  appointment,  and  before 
he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  said  office,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation, 
which  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  said  county  is  hereby  authorized 
to  administer,  that  he  will  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  of  director 
of  the  poor  for  the  said  county,  truly,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  the 
best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability  5  and  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  to 
take  the  said  oath  or  affirmation  within  the  time  aforesaid,  he  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  said  county, 
which  fine  shall  be  recovered  by  the  directors  for  the  time  being,  as 
debts  of  like  amount  are  or  shall  be  by  law  recoverable ;  and  tlie  direc- 
tors, aforesaid,  are  hereby  authorized  to  administer  an  oath  or  afHrnia- 
tion  in  any  case  when  it  shall  be  necessary,  in  relation  to  the  duties 
of  their  office. 

Section  3.  The  said  directors  shall  forever  hereafter,  in  name  and  in 
fact,  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
whatsoever,  relative  to  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Beaver,  and  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  "  Directors  of  the  poor  of  the  county 
of  Beaver,"  and  by  that  name  shall  and  may  receive,  take  and  hold  any 
lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  of 
ten  thousand  dollars,  and  any  goods  and  chattels  whatsoever,  of  the 
gift,  alienation  or  bequest  of  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  to  pur- 
chase, take  and  hold  any  lands  and  tenements  within  their  county  in 
fee  simple  or  otherwi9e,  and  erect  suitable  buildings  for  the  reception, 
use  and  accommodation  of  the  poor  of  said  county ;  to  provide  all  things 
necessary  for  the  lodging  maintenance  and  employment  of  said  poor  ;  to 
appoint  a  treasurer  annually,  who  shall  give  bond  with  full  and  sufficient 
surety  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  at  the 
expiration  thereof^  for  the  payment  and  delivery  over  to  his  successors  in 
office,  of  all  moneys,  bonds,  notes,  book  accounts,  and  other  papers  to 
the  said  corporation  belonging,  which  shall  then  be  remaining  in  his 
hands,  custody  and  possession  j  and  said  directors  shall  Aa^ve  power  to 
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employ  and  at  pleasure  remove  a  steward  or  stewards,  matron  or  matrons, 
physician  or  physicians,  sui]§[eon  or  surgeons,  and  all  other  attendants 
that  may  be  necessary  for  the  said  poor  respectively ;  to  bind  out  appren- 
tices so  that  such  apprenticeship  may  expire,  if  males,  at  or  before  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years :  if  females,  at  or  before  the  a^e  of  eighteen 
years,  such  poor  children  as  shall  come  under  their  nouce,  or  as  may 
be  bound  apprentices  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  :  Provided^  That  no  Proviso, 
child  may  be  bound  at  a  greater  distance  ttian  thirty  miles  from  the 
poor  house ;  and  the  said  directors  shall  exercise  and  enjoy  all  such 
other  powers,  not  vested  in  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  as  are  not  herein 
granted  or  supplied;  and  the  said  directors  are  hereby  empowered  to 
use  one  common  seal  in  all  business  relating  to  the  said  corporation,  and 
tlie  same  at  their  pleasure  to  alter  and  renew. 

Section  4.  The  said  directors,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  their  election  Egtimaic  of  land*^' 
and  organization  as  aforesaid,  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the  probable  ^^  buildings, 
expense  of  purchasing  the  lands  and  building,  or  erecting  the  necessary 
building  or  buildings,  and  furnishing  the  same  and  maintaining  the  poor 
within  the  said  county  for  one  year  j  whereupon  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  the  said  county,  shall,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  Tax. 
required  to  increase  the  county  tax  by  one-fourth  part  of  the  sum  neces- 
sary for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  shall  procure  on  loan,  on  the  credit  Loan, 
of  the  taxes  herein  directed  to  be  levied,  the  remaining  three-fourths 
thereof  to  be  paid  in  instalments,  with  interest,  out  of  the  county  taxes : 
Provided  always^  That  if  such  loan  cannot  be  made,  the  whole  amount  ProTiao. 
of  the  sum  necessary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  or  such  part  thereof  as 
may  be  deemed  proper,  shall  immediately  be  added  to  the  county  tax, 
to  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  to  the  directors  aforesaid,  on  orders 
drawn  in  their  favor  by  the  county  commissioners,  as  the  same  may  be 
found  necessary. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  directors,  on  or  before  the  Ertiroatc  of  keep- 
first  day  of  November  in  each  and  every  year,  to  furnish  the  commis-  ing  poor, 
sioners  of  said  county  with  an  estimate  of  the  probable  expenses  of  the 
poor  and  poor  house  for  one  year,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  com- 
missioners to  assess  and  cause  to  be  collected  the  amount  of  said  esti- 
mate, which  shall  be  paid  to  said  directors  by  the  county  treasurer,  on 
warrants  drawn  in  their  favor  by  the  county  commissioners,  as  the  same 
may  be  found  necessary  ;  and  the  said  directors  shall,  at  least  once  in 
every  year,  render  an  account  of  all  moneys  by  them  received  and  Annual  account*, 
expended,  to  the  auditors  appointed  to  audit  and  settle  the  county 
accounts,  subject  to  the  same  penalties,  rules  and  regulations  as  are  by 
law  directed,  respecting  the  accounts  of  the  county  commissioners ;  and 
shall,  at  least  once  in  every  year,  lay  before  the  court  of  quarter  sessions 
and  grand  jury  of  said  county,  a  list  of  the  number,  ages  and  sex  of  the 
persons  maintained  and  employed  in  the  said  house  of  employment,  or 
supported  or  assisted  by  them  elsewhere,  and  of  the  children  by  them 
bound  out  to  apprenticeship,  as  aforesaid,  with  the  names  of  their  mas-  Apprentices, 
teni  or  mistresses,  and  their  trade,  occupation  or  calling ;  and  shall,  at 
all  times  when  tliereunto  required,  submit  to  the  inspection  and  free 
examination  of  such  visiters  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  appointed 
by  the  court  of  quarter  sessicms  of  the  said  county,  all  their  books  and 
accounts,  together  with  the  rents,  interests  and  moneys,  payable  and 
receivable  by  the  said  corporation,  and  also  an  account  of  all  sales, 
purchases,  donations,  devises  and  bequests,  as  shall  have  been  made  by 
or  to  them. 

Section  6.  As  soon  as  the  said  buildings  shall  have  been  erected  or 
purchased,  and  all  necessary  accommodations  provided  therein,  notices 
shfdl  be  sent,  signed  by  any  two  of  the  said  directors,  to  the  overseers 
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of  the  several  townships  of  the  said  county  of  Beaver,  reqairing  them 
forthwith  to  bring  the  poor  of  thenr  respective  townships  to  said  house 
of  employment;  which  order  the  overseers  are  hereby  enjoined  and 
required  to  comply  with,  or  otherwise  to  forfeit  the  costs  of  all  fnture 
maintenance,  except  in  cases  when  by  sickness  or  any  other  sufficient 
cause,  any  poor  person  cannot  be  removed,  in  which  case  the  said 
overseers  shall  represent  the  same  to  the  nearest  justice  of  the  peace, 
who  being  satisfied  of  the  truth  thereof,  shall  certify  the  same  to  the 
said  directors,  and  at  the  same  time  issue  an  order  under  his  hand  and 
seal  to  the  said  overseers,  directing  them  to  maintain  snch  poor  until 
such  time  as  he  or  she  may  be  in  a  situation  to  be  removed,  and  then 
convey  the  said  pauper  and  deliver  him  or  her  to  the  steward  or  keeper 
of  the  said  house  of  employment,  together  with  the  said  order;  and  the 
charge  and  expense  of  such  temporary  relief,  and  of  such  removal, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  said  directors,  at  a  reasonable  allowance. 

Section  7.  The  said  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  receive, 
provide  for  and  employ,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
act,  all  such  poor  and  indigent  persons  as  shall  be  entitled  to  relief,  or 
shall  have  gained  a  legal  setdement  in  said  county  of  Beaver,  and  shall 
be  sent  there  by  an  onler  or  warrant  for  that  purpose,  under  the  hands 
and  seals  of  any  two  justices  of  the  peace,  directed  to  any  constable  of 
the  said  county  of  Beaver,  or  to  the  overseers  of  the  proper  township 
in  any  other  county  of  this  commonwealth ;  and  the  said  directors  are 
hereby  authorized,  when  they  shall  deem  it  proper  and  convenient  to 
do  so,  to  permit  any  person  or  persons  to  be  maintained  elsewhere: 
Provided  J  The  expense  of  their  maintenance  does  not  in  any  case 
exceed  that  for  which  they  could  be  maintained  at  the  poor  house  of  the 
said  county  of  Beaver. 

Section  8.  The  said  directors,  or  any  two  of  them,  who  shall  be  a 
quorum  in  all  cases  to  do  business,  shall  have  full  power  to  make  and 
ordain  such  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they  shall  think  proper, 
convenient  and  necessary,  for  the  direction,  government  and  support  of 
the  poor  and  house  of  employment  aforesaid,  and  the  revenues  thereunto 
belonging,  and  of  all  such  persons  as  shall  come  under  their  cognizance : 
Provided^  The  same  be  not  repugnant  to  this  law  or  any  of  the  other 
laws  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States  :  ^nd  provided  dlso^  That 
the  same  shall  not  have  any  force  or  effect  until  they  shall  have  been 
submitted  to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  for  the  time  bein^,  of  the 
county  of  Beaver,  and  shall  have  received  the  approbation  of  the  same. 

Section  9.  A  quorum  of  said  directors  shall  and  they  are  hereby 
enjoined  and  required  to  meet  at  the  said  house  of  employment,  at  least 
once  in  every  month  and  visit  the  apartments,  and  see  that  the  poor  are 
comfortably  supported;  and  hear  all  complaints,  and  redress  or  cause  to 
be  redressed,  sdl  grievances  that  may  happen  by  the  neglect  or  miscon- 
duct of  any  person  or  persons,  in  tlieur  employment  or  otherwise. 

Section  10.  The  said  directors  shall  each  of  them  receive  for  their 
services  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fif^y  cents  per  day,  for  every  day 
necessarily  employed  by  them  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Section  1 1.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise, 
of  any  of  the  said  directors,  &ie  remaining  directors  shall  fill  such  vacancy 
by  the  appointment  of  a  citizen  of  their  county,  under  the  same  penalty 
as  is  provided  by  the  third  section  of  this  act,  to  serve  until  the  next 
general  election,  when  another  director  shall  be  elected  to  serve,  as  if  no 
such  vacancy  had  happened. 

Section  12.  All  claims  and  demands  existing  at  the  time  of  diis  act 
being  carried  into  effect,  shall  have  full  force  and  effect  as  if  this  ad

had  not  passed;  and  when  the  same  mety  have  been  duly  adjusted 
and  setded,  all  m!^ne3rs  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  overseers,  as  well 
as  the  uncollected  taxes  levied  for  the  support  of  the  poor  in  the  several 
townships  in  the  county  of  Beaver,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  supervisors 
of  the  highways  of  their  respective  townships,  to  be  by  them  ap[died 
towards  repairing  the  roads  therein. 

Section  13.  As  soon  as  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Beaver  shall  have  Office  of  overseer 
been  removed  to  tlie  house  of  employment  of  the  said  county,  and  the  aboliebed. 
outstanding  taxes  collected  and  paid  over,  the  office  of  overseer  of  the 
poor  within  the  said  county  shall  from  thenceforth  be  abolished. 

Section  14.  The  power  conferred  and  the  duties  imposed  on  the 
overseers  of  the  poor,  in  and  by  an  act  to  empower  the  overseers  and  ^ 
guardians  of  the  poor  of  the  several  townships  within  this  common- 
wealth to  recover  certain  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  and  for  other  Finee,  Ac. 
purposes,  are  hereby  conferred  and  imposed  on  the  supervisors  of  the  Saperrleon. 
highways  in  the  said  county  of  Beaver;  and  that  the  justices  of  the 
peace  and  sheriff,  within  the  said  county,  are  hereby  required  and 
enjoined  to  pay  to  the  said  supervisors,  to  be  by  them  applied  to  the 
repair  of  the  highways,  the  aforesaid  fines,  forfeilures  and  penalties, 
within  the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  said  act  for  the 
payment  thereof  in  other  counties,  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor ;  and  to 
give  notice  of  the  receipt  thereof  t^  the  said  supervisors,  within  the 
time  and  in  the  manner  aforesaid ;  and  that  for  any  neglect  or  refusal  to 
perform  any  of  the  duties  enjoined  on  them  by  the  said  act,  the  said 
justice  of  the  peace  and  shdrifF  in  the  said  county,  shall  be  subject  to 
all  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  to  which  the  justices  and  sheriffs  in 
other  counties  by  the  said  act  are  subject  or  liable. 

Section  15.  So  much  of  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  relating  to  Repeti. 
the  poor,  as  are  by  this  act  altered  or  supplied,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed,  so  far  as  they  effect  the  county  of  Beaver. 

Section  16.  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  sense  of  the  citizens  Citiseiis  to  vote 
of  Beaver  county,  as  to  tlie  expediency  of  erecting  a  poor  house,  it  «for*  or  *ligainst* 
shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  inspectors  for  the  several  townships  a  poot  boyse. 
and  boroughs,  at  the  next  general  election  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
to  receive  tickets,  either  written  or  printed,  from  the  qualified  voters 
thereof  labelled  on  the  outside  ^^poor  house,*'  and  in  the  inside  ^^for  a 
poor  house"  or  ^< against  a  poor  house;"  and  if  it  shall  appear  upon 
casting  up  the  votes  in  the  different  districts,  at  the  court  house,  on  the 
same  day  that  other  returns  are  made  out,  that  a  majority  of  those  who 
voted  are  for  a  poor  house,  then  the  foregoing  act  to  take  effect  j  but  if 
a  majority  of  votes  are  found  to  be  against  a  poor  house,  the  foregoing 
act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  null  and  void. 

Section  17.  And  the  sheriff  of  Beaver  county  shall  cause  to  be  pub-  jy^  ^  sheriff, 
lished  the  sixteenth  section  of  this  act,  in  all  the  newspapers  printed  in 
said  county,  at  least  six  weeks  previous  to  the  next  general  election,  the 
expenses  of  which  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury.

Formof  aubscrip-  for  the  use  of  said  company,  and  shall  enter  therein  as  follows:  '*We 
whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  promise  to  pay  to  the  presi- 
dent and  managers  of  the  Oil  creek  bridge  company,  in  the  county  of

be  found  necessary  to  fulfil  the  intent  of  this  act  5  and  of  taking,  pur- 
chasing and  holding,  to  them  and  their  successors,  in  fee  simple  or  any 
less  estate,  all  such  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  and  real  estate  and 
personal,  as  shall  be  necessary  and  convenient  to  them  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  their  works,  and  the  same  to  sell  and  dispose  of  at  their  plea- 
sure ;  of  suin^  and  being  sued,  and  of  doing  all  and  every  other  matter 
and  thing  which  a  corporation  or  body  politic  may  lawfully  do :  said 
company  may  contract  for  or  receive,  by  gifl  or  otherwise,  the  materials 
on  the  ground,  and  any  piers,  abutments,  or  other  property  which  may 
belong  to  the  Franklin  and  Warren  turnpike  road  company. 

Section  3.  A  majority  of  the  persons  named  in  the  letters  patent 
shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  receiving  the  same,  give 
notice  in  one  newspaper  in  the  county  of  Venango,  of  the  time  and 
place  by  them  appointed,  not  less  than  twenty  days  from  the  time  of

Section  I,  ,Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  cmd  House  of  Uepresen- 
tatives  of  the  Commonweallh  of  Pe,Xt\syhanxa  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enpcLell  by  the  aiUlwruy  of  the  same^  That 
John  R.  Lore,  of  Saltlick  township,  in  the  county  of  Fayette,  and 
John  Hannah,  of  the  county  of  Somerset,  be  and  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  line  between  the  said 
counties  lying  between  the  Youghiogheny  river  and  the  Westoioreland 
county  line.

The  surveyor  so  employed,  shall  make  two  complete 
drafts  of  said  line,  which  he  shall  cause  to  be  well  marked  upon  the 
ground,  and  one  of  them  shall  be  filed  in  the  court  of  quarter  set^sioiis 
of  each  of  the  said  counties;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall  make  out 
their  respective  accounts  and  present  them  to  the  commissioners  of  each

be  exempt  from  payment  of  tolls  in  going  to  or  returning  therefrom. 

Section  11.  When  the  said  company  is  licenced  in  manner  aforesaid*  Toll  gutberen. 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  them  to  appoint  such  and  so  many  toll 
gatherers  as  they  shall  think  proper,  to  collect  and*receive  of  and  from 
all  and  every  person  or  persons  using  the  said  road,  th^  tolls  and  rates 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  to  stop  any  person  riding,  leading  or  driving 
any  horses,  mules,  cattle,  hogs,  sheep,  coach,  coachee,  suUcey,  chair, 
chaise,  phston,  cart,  wagon,  wain,  sleigh,  sled,  or  any  and  every  other 
carriage  or  vehicle  of  burthen  or  pleasure,  from  passing  throngh  the  said 
turnpike  until  they  shall  have,  respectively,  paid  the  same ;  that  is  to  say,  ^ 
for  every  five  miles  of  the  said  road  completed  and  licensed  as  aforesaid,  '^^^ 
the  following  sums  of  money,  and  so  in  proportion  for  a  less  distance, 
or  for  any  greater  or  less  number  of  sheep,  hogs  or  cattle,  to  wit:  for 
every  score  of  hqgs,  six  cents ;  for  every  score  of  sheep,  six  cents ;  for 
every  score  of  cattle,  twelve  cents ;  for  every  horse  and  his  rider,  or  led 
horse,  three  cents ;  for  every  sulkey,  chair  or  chaise  with  one  horse 
and  two  wheels,  six  cents — and  with  two  horses,  nine  cents ;  for  every 
chariot,  phston,  coach  or  dearfoome  with  one  horse  and  four  wheels, 
eiffht  cents;  for  every  chariot,  phaeton,  carriage,  coach  or  dearbome 
with  four  wheels  and  two  horses,  twelve  cents ;  for  either  of  the  last 
mentioned  carriages  with  four  horses,  twenty  cents;  for  every  other 
pleasure  carriage  under  whatever  name  it  may  go,  the  like  sums  accord- 
ing to  the  number  of  wheels  and  horses  drawmg  the  same ;  for  every 
stage  wagon  with  two  horses,  tw^ve  cents— ^and  for  every  such  wagon 
with  four  horses,  twenty  cents ;  for  every  sleigh,  three  cents  for  each 
horse  drawing  the  same;  for  every  sled,  two  cents  for  each  horse 
drawing  the  same ;  and  for  ever  cart  or  wagon,  whose  wheels  shall 
exceed  four  inches  and  not  exceed  seven,  three  cents  for  every  horse ; 
and  for  every  cart  or  wagon  whose  wheels  shall  not  exceed  four  inches, 
six  cents  for  every  horse  drawing  the  same ;  for  every  cart  or  wagon 
whose  wheels  shall  exceed  seven  inches  in  breadth  and  not  more  man 
ten,  two  cents  for  every  horse  drawing  the  same ;  and  if  any  person 
shall  represent  to  the  said  company,  or  any  of  its  officers,  (hat  he,  she 
or  they  have  travelled  a  less  distance  than  he,  she  or  they  Imve  actually 
travelled  along  said  road,  with  intent  to  defraud  said  company  of  its  toll, 
or  any  part  thereof,  such  person  or  persons  shall,  for  every  such  offence, 
fbtfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  the  said  company  ^e  sum  of  five  doHars;

Section  13.  If  the  said  company  sh^l  neglect  to  keep  the  said  road  Proeeeding  for 
in  good  an4  perfect  order  for  the  space  of  ten  days,  and  information  neglect  to  keep 
thereof  shiSl  be  given  to  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  nei^boriiood,  rosd  in  lepsb. 
within  the  county  where  the  repair  ought  to  be  made,  such  justice  shall 
iisUe  a  precept  directed  to  any  constable,  commanding  him  to  summon 
three  ditiaterMted  pe^ons,  to  meet  at  a  certain  time  tn  said  precept  to 
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be  mentioned,  at  the  place  in  ^e  said  road  which  afaatt  be  complained  of, 
of  which  meeting  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  keeper  of  the  gate  or

and  if  the  said  road  shall  be  found  by  the  said  inquisition  to  be  out  of 
order  and  repair,  contrary  to  the  tnie  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act, 
the  said  justice  shall  certify  and  send  one  copy  of  the  said  inquisition 
to  each  of  the  keepers  of  the  turnpikes  or  gates,  between  which  such 
defective  part  or  parts  shall  be,  and  from  mencefoith  the  tolls  hereby 
granted  to  be  collected,  at  such  turnpikes  or  gates,  shall  cease  to  be 
demanded,  paid  or  collected,  until  the  said  defective  part  or  parts  of  the 
said  road  shall  be  put  in  good  and  perfect  order  and  repair  as  aforesaid; 
and  if  the  same  shall  not  be  put  into  good  and  perfect  order  and  repair 
before  the  next  general  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  peace,  to  be 
held  for  the  county  in  which  the  defect  is  proved  to  be,  the  aforesaid 
justice  shall  certify  and  send  a  copy  of  the  inquisition  aforesaid  to  the 
justices  of  the  said  court;  and  the  said  justices  shall  thereupon  cause 
process  to  issue  and  bring  the  body  or  bodies  of  the  person  or  persons 
entnisted  by  the  company,  with  the  care  and  superintendence  of  such 
part  of  said  road  as  shall  be  so  found  defective  and  shall  proceed  as  in 
cases  of  supervisors  of  the  highways,  for  neglect  of  their  duty;  and  if

Concerning  certain  state  and  tampike  roads. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Represenia-  , 
tive8  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gdneral  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  autlwrity  of  the  same.   That 
Comnuflsiopenof  John   Wily,   Robert  Mitchell,  Jesse   Beaver,  Thomas  Cochran   and 
state  road  from     Michael  Steever,  of  Perry  county,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
Rider's /eriy  to    commissioners,  to  view  and  lay  out  a  state  road  from  Rider's  ferry  to 
JWJerstown         ^^  ^^^g^  ^^^  ^^  ^^  Millerstown  bridge,  so  as  to  mtersect  the  said  bridge 
**'  road  at  or  near  the  town  of  Millerstown,  Perry  county,  by  the  nearest 

and  best  route  between  said  points. 
Ontjj  Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  respec- 

tively, or  a  majority  of  them,  after  taking  and  subscribing  an  oath  or 
affirmation  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  to  perform  the  duties  enjoined 
upon  them  by  this  act,  with  impartiality  and  fidelity,  to  carefully  view 
the  ground  over  which  said  road  may  pass,  and  to  lay  out  the  same  as 
near  to  a  straight  line  between  the  aforesaid  points,  as  the  nature  of  the 
ground  will  permit,  so  that  the  vertical  departure  from  a  horizontal  line 
shall  at  no  point  exceed  five  degrees,  except  only  at  crossing  ravines 
^  and  streams,  when  by  a  moderate  filling  or  bridging  the  declination  of 
the  said  road  it  may  be  preserved  within  that  limiL 

Marie  nwite.  Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  respec- 

tively, plainly  and  distinctly  to  mark  the  ground  on  the  route  agreed 
upon  for  the  road  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as  to  enable  the  supervisors 
readily  to  find  the  samej  and  for  the  purpose  of  fulfilling  the  duties  in 
this  act  enjoined,  the  commissioners,  respectively,  are  hereby  authori- 
zed to  employ  one  surveyor,  at  a  per  diem  allowance  not  exceeding  two 

Pay.  dollars,  and  two  chain  carriers,  at  a  per  diem  allowance  not  exceeding 

one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  |  and  the  said  commissioners,  respec- 
tively, shall  receive  a  per  -diem  allowance  not  exceeding  two  dollars  for 
each  and  every  day  necessarily  spent  in. the  dischai^ge  of  the  duties 
enjoined  by  this  act,  to  be  paid  in  manner  and  form  as  hereinofler 
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SBcmm  4.  Thai  it  i^afl  be  ther  dvtjr  of  8«d  eooiBiiMioiias  to  make  Dnftg. 
out  a  fair  and  accurate  draft  of  the  location  of  said  road,  noting  thereon 
the  courses  and  distances  as  they  ^xscur,  the  improvements  passed 
through,  and  also  the  crossipg  of  township  lines,  roads  and  waters, 
with  such  other  matters  as  may  serve  for  explanation ;  one  copy  whereof 
abaU  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  next,  and  one  copy  in  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  the  court  of  Perry  county,  on  the  day  aforesaid,  or  as  much 
sooner  as  practicable,  which  shall  be  a  record  thereof;  and  from  thence- 
forth the  said  road  shall  be  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  a  public  highway^ 
and  shall  be  opened  to  the  breadth,  and  repaired,  in  all  respects  as  roads 
are  opened  ana  repaired  which  are  laid  put  by  orders  of  courts  aforesaid. 

SECTION  5.  That  the  Accounts  of  said  commissioners,  for  their  own  AecountB. 
pay,  and  the  pay  of  surveyors,  chain  carriers,  shall  be  made  out  and 
returned  to  the  commissioners  of  Perry  county,  which  shall  be  paid 
by  orders  drawn  by  the  county  commissioners  on  the  treasury  of  the 
respective  county. 

Section  6.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  meet  on  or  before  the  Meeting, 
first  Monday  in  June  next,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  and 
complete  the  review  of  said  road  as  soon  as  practicable  5  and  if  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  happen,  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  Perry  county  shall  fill  said  vacancy  oty^g^j^ 
vacancies,  by  the  appointment  of  suitable  persons  who  shall  perform 
said  duty. 

Section  7.  That  the  commissioners  of  Perry  county  be  and  they  are  CommiMioiienof 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  appropriate,  out  of  the  treasury  of  Peny  county, 
said  county,  any  sum,  at  their  discretion,  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars,  towards  the  completion  of  said  road. 

Section  8.  That  in  case  of  either  the  abandonment  for  any  length  Saeqiielianna  and 
of  time,  jor  of  the  condemnation,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  I9W,  of  Tiogm  turnpike 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  ayy  turnpike  road  in  this  commonwealth,  road, 
except  the  Susquehanna  and  Tioga  turnpike,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
supervisors  of  each  township  through  which  the  same  may  pass,  forth-  ^^"jf^"^!**"^ 
with,  to  take  charge  of,  and  put  in  good  order  and  repair,  such  part  ^^^.^^^^^^^^ 
any  such  road  as  may  be  in  their  respective  townships,  and  from  time  ^ 

to  time  maintain  and  keep  in  good  order,  all  such  parts  of  said  roads, 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  same  were  county  roads ;  and  in  case  of 
a  failure  to  do  so,  shall  be  liable  to  all  tlie  provisions  of  law  which 
relate  to  county  roads. 

■  Section  9.  That  from  the  time  of  either  the  abandonment  or  con-  Toll  free. 
demnation  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  such  road,  the  portion  so 
abandoned  or  condemned,  shall  be  considered  a  county  road,  and  free 
of  all  tolls,  until  such  time  as  the  company  claiming  the  same,  shall 
pay  to  the  supervisors  of  said  townships,  for  the  use  of  each  thereof, 
all  such  sums  of  money,  and  for  all  labor  by  each  expended  in  keeping 
their  respective  parts  of  such  roads  in  repair  and  good  order  5  and  each 
of  said  supervisors  shall  keep  an  accurate  account,  in  a  book  for  that 
purpose,  of  all  such  expenditures  in  money  and  labor,  and  at  the  expi- 
ration of  their  respective  terms  of  office,  deliver  the  same  to  their 
respective  successors  in  office. 

I^bction  10.  The  Butler  and  Pittsbuig  turnpike  road,  except  the  por^  Bader  end  Pitte* 
lion  from  Spang's  rolling  mill  to  ihe  city  of  Allegheny,^  shall  be  subject  burg  turnpike 
to 'the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  proceedings  may  be  had  to  condemn  '^- 
said  road,*  or  any  part  thereof,  in  all  of  which  the  superintendent  of  the 
respective  portions  of  said  road,  shall  be  considered  the  representative 
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of  the  company,  and  may  be  served  with  all  notices  which  wotdd  Kvre 
been  necessary  to  the  legal  condemnation  of  any  part  of  said  road,  if 
the  same  were  in  the  hands  of  said^  company. 

Taropik«KMulB  Section  11.  That  the  times  specified  in  the  acts  of  twenty-seventh 
tnm  Browning-  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three,  and  of  the  thir- 
ton  to  Allegheny  teenth  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three,  for  opening 
B^  "to  T?™  *^®  subscriptions  for  stock  to  companies  authorized  to  be  incorporated 
OMik^  ^^  ^v  making  turnpike  roads  from  Brownington  to  Allegheny  city,  and  from  ' 
Bntier  to  New  Castle,  are  hereby  changed  and  extended  to  me  first  day 
of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hnndred  and  forty-five. 

Bmfer  and  Mer-  Section  12.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  a  majoiity  of  two- thirds,  in 
oer,  Butler  and  number  and  value,  of  the  stockholders  of  either  the  butler  and  Mercer, 
Kittaniiing,  <Nr  Butler  and  Kittanning,  or  Butler  and  Freeport  turnpike  road  companies, 
Butler  and  Free- at  any  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  either  of  said  companies,  to 
port  tampikea.  abandon  the  road  belonging  to  such  company ;  and  meetings  may  be 
called  by  any  twelve  of  the  stockholders  of  either  of  said  companies, 
by  giving  public  notice  thereof,  for  twenty  days  before  the  time  of  such 
^  meeting. 

Centra  and  Kidi-  Section  13.  That  the  president,  managers  and  company  of  the  Cei* 
aeoquillaa  tarn-  tre  and  Kishacoquillas  turnpike  road  company,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
pike  hnmL  authorized  to  make,  or.  cause  to  be  made,  such  alteration  in  the  route  of 

the  said  road  as  they  shall  deem  expedient,  subject  to  the  same  prin^ 
leges  and  restrictions  as  are  prescribed  by  their  original  act  of  incorpora- 
tion ;  and  that  they  shall  have  power  to  vacate  any  part  of  said  roai 
from  a  point  at  or  near  the  Boiling  Springs,  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  tol 
gate,  in  Spring  township.  Centre  county ;  and  the  part  of  said  road  » 
vacated,  shall  henceforth  be  under  the  superintendence  of  the  supenrh 
sors  of  Spring  township,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  the 
public  road  laws  of  this  commonwealth.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  liepresenta- 
lives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly, 
mtt^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  afithorily  of  the  $ame»  That 
for  the  puq>08e  of  erecting  a  bridge  over  the  river  Schuylkill,  at  or  near 
the  Falls  of  Schuylkill,  William  Simpson,  Thomas  C.  RockhilU  Philip  CommiMionen. 
M.  Hagner,  William  H.  Sorber,  Frederick  Stoever,  Augustus  Newman, 
GJeoige  Minlzer,  Henry  Chorley,  Hugh  Scott,  Robert  Evans,  Geoig; 
Sbronk,  James  S.  Spencer,  junior,  John  J.  Vandercamp.  of  the  city 
and  county  of  Philadelphia,  Jacob  Stadleman  of  Montgomery  county, 
are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  do  and  perform  tlie  several  duties 
tereinafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say :  They  shall  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  of  May  next,  procure  a  book  or  books,  and  enter  therein  as 
fellows:  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  promise  to  pormof aubicrip- 
pay  to  the  president  and  managers  and  company,  to  erect  a  bridge  over  tion.

Witness  our 
hands,  this  of  ,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 

forty- four;  and  shall  thereupon  give  notice  in  two  newspapers  in  the  city 
of  Philadelphia,  for  one  calendar  month  at  least,  of  the  time  and  places, 
when  and  where  such  book  or  books  shall  be  opened  to  receive  sub-  Subwripiioos. 
scriptions  for  the  stock  of  said  company,  at  which  time  and  places  some 
one.  or  more  of  the  said  commissioners  shall  attend,  and  shall  keep  open 
said  book  or  books,  at  least  six  hours  in  every  day,  for  three  juridical 
dajs,  if  so  many  shall  be  necessary,  and  allow  any  one  of  the  age  of 
tw6nty-one  years,  or  more,  to  subscribe  therein,  in  his  own  name,  or 
names  of  any  other  person  or  persons  by  whom  he  shall  be  authorized 
to  do  so,  for  any  number  of  shares  in  said  stock,  until,  two  hundred  and  , 
foity  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  when  the  books  shaU  be  closed ;  but  if 
the  whole  number  of  shares  should  not  be  subscribed,  the  said  commis- 
sioners may  adjourn  to  such  time  and  places  as  they  shall  think  neces- 
sary, and  give  such  further  notice  as  they  shall  think  proper;  and  when 
the  subscription  shall  amount  to  two  hundred  and  forty  shares,  as  afore- 
said, the  book  shall  be  closed :  Provided  always^  That  every  person 
ofiering  to  subscribe  in  said  book  or  books,  in  his  own  name,  or  in  the 
name  of  any  other  person,  shall  at  the  same  time  of  subscribing  pay 
to  the  attending  commissioner  or  commissioners,  five  dollars  on  every 
share  so  subscribed,  out  of  which  money  shall  be  defrayed  the  expenses 
attending  the  taking  of  such  subscription,  and  other  incidental  charges ; 
and  the  remainder  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation, 
as  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  organized,  and  the  officers  thereof  chosen 
as  hereinafter  directed. 
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Sgctiox  2.  When  one  htindied  shares  of  the  safid  stock  shall  have 
been  subscribed,  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
certify  under  their  hands  and  seals  the  names  of  the  subscribers,  and 
the  number  of  shares  subscribed  by  each,  to  the  govenior;  and  thereupon 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  governor,  by  letters  patent,  onder  his 
hand  and  seal  of  the  state,  to  create  and  erect  the  subscribers,  and  if 
the  subscription  be  not  full  at  the  time,  then  also  tho^e  who  shall 
subscribe,  to  the  number  aforesaid,  into  one  body  politic  and  corporate, 
in.  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  ^^the  president  and 
managers  and  company  of  the  Falls  of  Schuylkill  bridge;"  and  by  the 
said  name  the  subscribers  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be 
capable'  of  holding  their  capital  stock  and  the  increase  and  profits 
thereof,  and  of  enlaiging  the  same  from  time  to  time  by  new  subscrip- 
tions, in  such  manner  and  form  as  they  shall  think  proper,  if  such 
enlargement  be  thought  necessary  to  fulfil  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
act ;  and  of  purchasing  and  holding  to  them  and  their  successors  and 
assigns,  and  of  selling,  transferring  and  conveying,  in  fee  simple,  or 
aqiy  less  estate,  all  such  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  estates, 
real  and  personal,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  them  in  the  prosecution  of 
their  work';  and  of  suing  and  being  sued,  and  doing  all  and  every 
thing  which  a  body  politic  or  corporate  may  lawfully  do :  Provided^ 
The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  at  no  time  exceed  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and  that  they  shall  not  exercise  any  banking  privi- 
leges. 

Section  3.  The  first  five  persons  named  in  the  letters  patent,  as 
soon  as  conveniently  can  be,  after  the  secretary  of  the  same  shall  give 
notice  in  two  or  more  of  the  public  papers  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
of  a  time  and  place  by  them  appointed,  not  less  than  thirty  days  from 
the  time  of  issuing  the  first  notice,  at  which  time  and  place  the  subscri- 
bers shall  proceed  to  organize  the  said  corporation;  and  shall,  by  a 
majority  of  votes  of  said  subscribers  present,  by  a  ballot,  to  be  delivered 
in  person,  one  president,  six  managers,  one  treasurer,  who  shall  serve 
until  other  officers  shall  be  lawfully  chosen,  as  hereinafter  directed;  and 
make  such  rules,  orders,  regulations* and  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  as  shall  be  found  necessary  for  the  well 
ordering  of  the  said  company ;  and  generally  to  have  all  the  powers, 
authorises  and  privileges  necessary  for  erecting,  maintaining  and  keep- 
ing in  repair  the  said  bridge. 

Section  4.  A  public  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  held^  j 
annually,  at  such  time  and  places  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  rules  and  by* 
laws  of  said  company,  for  the 'purpose  of  choosing  ofiicers  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  the  transaction  of  such  business  as  shall  come  befoie 
them :  Provided^  That  no  person  shall  have  more  than  ten  votes  at  any 
election  or  in  determining  any  question  arising  at  any  meeting,  whatso* 
ever  number  of  shares  he  may  be  entitled  to;  and  that  every  person, 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every  share  under  four  shares,  and  one 
vote  for  every  two  shares  under  ten  shares  and  over  four,  and  one  vote 
for  every  five  shares  over  ten,  to  ten  votes,  and  no  more. 

Section  5.  The  president  and  managers  shall  procure  certificates  of 
stock  in  said  company,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and 
countersi^rned  by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  corpora- 
tion ;  and  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  for  each  share 
by  him  subscribed  or  held,  by  paying  to  the  treasurer  in  part,  for  the 
sum  due  thereon,  five  dollars  on  each  share;  which  certificate  shall  be 
transferable,  either  by  the  owner  in  person,  or  by  his  attorney  daly^ 
authorized,  in  the  presence  of  the  president  or  of  Uie  treasurer,  for  the 
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time  b^ingf  subject,  however,  to  the  payment  dae  or  growing  due 
hereon ;  and  the  person  to  whom  the  transfer  shall  be  made  shall  stand 
in  the  plaoe  of  the  former  holder,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges 
and  liable  to  the  same  responsibilities  to  the  company* 

Sbction  6.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  meet  at  such  time  Qttorain. 
snd  place,  and  be  convened  in  snch  manner,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
the  by-laws  5  at  which  meeting  a  majority  shall  be  a  quorum,  who  in 
the  absence  of  the  presidents  may  choose  a  chairman,  and  shall  keep 
minutes  of  all  their  proceedings  and  transactions,  truly  inserted  in  a  book ; 
and  at  any  such  meeting,  a  quorum  being  present,  they  shall  have  full 
powfer  and  authority  to  agree  with  and  appoint  such  engineers,  superinten-  BnciMeefs,  te. 
dents,  artists  and  other  officers,  as  they  shall  think  necessary  for  the  erec- 
tion of  said  bridge  5  and  to  fix  their  salaries  and  wages,  or  at  their  discre- 
tion make  contracts  for  the  erection  or  construction  of  the  same,  or  any 
part  thereof  I  they  shall  also  determine  the  times,  manner  and  proportion 
in  which  the  stockholders  shall  jiay  the  money  due  on  their  respective 
shares,  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  the  money  necessary  to  pay 
salaries,  wages  and  bills,  for  work  or  materials,  or  on  account  of  con-  Salaries, 
tracts ;  which  orders  shall  be  signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his  absence 
by  a  majority  of  the  quorum,  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk ;  and  also 
to  do  all  matters  and  things  as  by  this  act  or  the  by-laws  of  the  said 
company  shall  be  committed  by  them. 

Section  7.  If  any  stockholder,  after  thirty  days  notice  given  in  two  Penalty  for  neg- 
newspapers,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  of  the  time  and  place  appoint-  lect  to  pay  instal- 
ed  for  the  payment  of  any  instalment  of  said  capital  stock,  shall  neglect  "**"^ 
to  pay  such  instalment  at  the  time  appointed,  every  such  stockholder, 
or  his  assignee,  shall,*  in  addition  to  the  proportion  so  called  for,  pay  at 
the  rate  of  one  per  centum  per  month,  for  every  delay  of  such  payment, 
and  if  the  same,  and  the  said  additional  payment  shall  remain  unpaid 
for  such  a  space  of  time  that  the  accumulated  penalties  shall  be  equal 
to  the  sum  before  paid  on  account  of  such  share,  the  same  shall  be  for- 
•feited  to  the  company,  and  may  be  sold  by  them  to  any  other  person  or 
persons  willing  to  purchase,  for  such  price  as  can  be  obtained  therefor;  - 
or  the  president  and  managers  may  sue  for  and  recover  the  same  before 
any  justice  of  the  peace,  or  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Section  8.  Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  said  president,  managers  Incretieof  ihares 
and  company,  at  any  general  or  special  meeting,  that  the  said  bridge  ' 

cannot  be  completed  without  extending  the  number  of  shares,  they  shall 
be  extended  under  the  direction  of  such  meeting,  so  far  as  may  be 
necessary  to  complete  said  bridge,  which  additional  shares  shall  be  sold 
by  the  president  and  managers  and  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  the  same 
nghts  and  privileges  as  those  originally  subscribed. 

Section  9.  When  a  safe  passage  may  be  had  across  said  bridge,  the  Tolb. 
property  shall  be  vested  in  the  said  company,  their  successors  and 
assigns  forever  5   and  the  said  company  and  assigns  are  hereby  em- 
powered to  erect  gates  and  to  demand  and  receive  toll,  not  exceeding 
the  following  rates,  to  wit :  for  every  score  of  sheep,  six  cents  j  for 
every  score  of  hogs,  ten  cents ;  for  every  score  of  catde,  twenty-five 
cents,  and  so  for  a  greater  or  less  number;  for  every  horse  or  mule, 
three  cents ;  for  every  horse  and  rider,  four  cents  5  for  every  foot  pas- 
senger, one  cent ;  for  every  sulkey,  chair  or  chaise,  with  one  horse  and 
two  wheeb,  ten  cents ;  for  chariot,  coach,  phaeton  or  chaise,  with  two  ^ 
horses  and  four  wheels,  fifteen  cents ;  for  the  aforesaid  carriages  with  * 
four  wheels,  twenty  cents ;  and  every  other  carriage  of  pleasure,  under 
whatever  name,  the  like  sum,  accordiog  to  the  number  of  horses  draw- 
ing the  same ;  for  every  wagon  for  burden  and  qgricultural  use,  for  one 
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horse,  five  cents ;  for  every  wagon  drawn  \)y  two  horses,  ten 
for  every  such  wagon  drawn  by  four  horses,  twenty  cents ;  for  every 
sleigh,  five  cents  for  every  horse  drawing  the  same ;  for  every  wagon 
or  cart,  five  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  and  two  oxen  shall 
Proviso.  ^  estimated  equal  to  one  horse  :  Provided^  That  the  said  bridge  shall 

be  so  constructed  as  to  admit  any  load  not  exceeding  four  tons,  and  not

Section  (k  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  respec- 
Maik  Rwla.  tively,  plainly  and  distinctly  to  mark  the  ground  on  the  routes  agreed 

upon  for  the  roads  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as  to  enable  the  supervi- 
sors readily  to  find  the  same ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  fulfilling  the  duties 
in  this  act  enjoined^  the  several  boards  of  commissioners,  respectively, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  employ  one  surveyor,  at  a  per  diem  allowance 
Pay.  not  exceeding  two  dollars,  two  chain  bearers  and  one  axeman,  at  a  per 

diem  allowance  not  exceeding  seventy -five  cents,  and  the  said  commis- 
sioners, respectively,  shall  receive  a  per  diem  allowance  not  exceedingr 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents,  for  each  and  every  day  necessarily  spent  in 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  act,  to  be  paid  in  manner 
and  form  as  hereinafter  directed. 

Section  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  board  of  commissioners, 
respectively,  to  make  out  fair  and  accurate  drafts  of  the  location  of  said 
roads,  respectively,  noting  thereon  the  courses  and  distances  as  they 
occur,  the  improvements  passed  through,  and  also  the  crossing  of  towQ« 
ship  lines,  roads  and  waters,  with  such  other  matters  as  may  serve  for 
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explanaUon;  one  copy  whereof  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  the  commonwealthy  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January 
next,  and  one  copy  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  the  respec-

'  Section  8.  That  the  accounts  of  the  said  commissioners,  for  their  Aoeoants. 
own  pay,  and  the  pay  of  the  chain  bearers  and  axeman,  shall  be  made 
out  and  returned  to  the  commissioners  of  such  counties  in  which  said 
roads  may  be  located,  in  proportion  to  the  time  spent  in  the  respective 
counties  in  locating  said  roads ;  and  that  they  be  paid  out  of  the  trea- 
siuy  of  each  of  the  respective  counties,  on  warrants  drawn  in  the  usual 
way. 

Section  9.  That  said  commissioners  shall  complete  the  location  of  y^ 
said  roads  as  soon  as  practicable ;  and  if  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall 
occur  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the 
county  where  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  occur,  shall  fill  said  vacancy  or 
vacancies  by  the  appointment  of  suitable  persons  who  shall  perform 
said  duty.

Sectiop^  1 1.  That  the  citizens  of  the  township  of  Monaghan,  in  the  Yoik  county, 
county  of  York,  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  gener^  assembly,  Muneghen  town- 
shall  at  the  same  time  that  the  constables  of  said  township  are  elected,  sbip. 
elect  by  ballot  three  qualified  citizens,  aforesaid,  who  shall  be  supervi- 
sors of  roads  or  highways  of  said  township ;  and  the  person  so  elected  Supenrieoie. 
having  the  highest  number  of  votes,  shall  serve  for  three  years ;  the 
next  highest,  two  years;* and  the  next  highest,  one  year;  and  their 
places,  respectively,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  annual  election  of  another 
citizen,  quaUfied  as  aforesaid,  to  serve  for  three  years ;  and  if  at  any 
time  no  such  election  should  be  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or 
if  any  of  said  supervisors  should  die,^  remove  from  the  township,  or 
decline  to  serve  in  said  office,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  remaining 
supervisors,  or  in  case  of  their  neglect,  the  constable  of  said*  township 
shall  give  at  least  ten  days  public  notice,  at  six  of  the  most  public  places 
in  said  township,  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  township,  to  supply  the 
vacancy  so  occasioned  by  election,  as  aforesaid. 

Section  12.  Every  supervisor  elected,  as  aforesaid,  shall,  before  he  Oath, 
enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affir- 
mation, before  some  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  township  of  Monaghan, 
diligently  and  impartially  to  perform  the  several  duties  enjoined  on  him 
by  this  act,  to  the  best  of  his  judgment  and  ability,  without  fear,  favor 
or  affection,  hatred,  malice  or  ill  will;  which  oath  or  affirmation,  the 
officer  before  whom  the  same  is  taken  and  subscribed,  shall  certify  under 
his  hand  and  seal,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  town  clerk,  to  be  recorded 
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by  him  in  the  township  book;  and  the  justice  shall,  for  his  service  in  the 
premises,  receive  twelve  and  a  half  cents. 

Section  13.  The  supervisors  shall  meet  at  the  place  of  holding  the 
township  election,  within  ten  days  after  their  election,  and  then  and 
there  levy  and  lay  a  tax  on  each  taxable  in  said  township,  in  pursuance 
of  and  in  conformity  with  the  county  rates  and  levies,  sufficient  to  keep 
the  roads  in  good  repair  for  one  year;  and  their  duplicate  shall  be  ex* 
amined  and  approved  of  by  two  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  township, 
(who  shall  each  receive  twenty-five  cents  as  a  fee  for  the  same;)  and  at 
the  same  time  and  place  they  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  for  a 
collector  and  treasurer  of  said  tax,  authorized  by  this  act,  who  shiall 
enter  into  a  bond  with  good  security,  to  his  successor  in  office,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  same,  who  shall  teceive  five  cents  on  each 
dollar  collected,  (as  collector,)  and  two  cents  on  each  dollar  paid  out  by 
him  as  treasurer,  as  aforesaid ;  and  he  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  said  term  shall  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office 
all  moneys,  papers  and  books,  appertaining  or  in  any  wise  belonging  to 
said  office;  and  within  ten  days  after  said  election,  yearly,  the  said 
supervisops  elected  at  such  election,  shall  meet  as  aforesaid,  and  choose 
one  of  their  number  as  a  collector  and  treasurer. 

Section  14.  Each  and  every  person  holding  real  estate  in  the  town- 
ship of  Monaghan,  through  which  or  adjoining  which,  a  public  road  or 
highway  passes,  shall  keep  the  said  road  in  good  orcfer,  under  the 
direction  of  the  supervisors ;  and  when  the  work  is  so  done,  the  super- 
visors shall  value  the  same,  and  if  in  their  judgment  more  work  has 
been  done  than  would  amount  to  his  share  of  tax,  then  the  overplus 
shall  be  paid  to  such  person ;  and  those  not  having  done  work  to  the 
amount  of  their  lax,  shall  pay  the  balance  due  by  them,  respectively, 
to  said  supervisors ;  and  if  a  public  road  be  a  line  between  two  or  more 
persons,  they  shall  divide  the  same  among  them ;  but  if  they  cannot 
agree  so  to  divide  the  same,  then  the  supervisors  shall  meet  and  divide 
the  same  for  them,  which  shall  be  final 

Section  15.  There  shall  be  five  days  notice  given  to  each  person 
having  roads  to  mend  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  before  he  shall  be  pro- 
ceeded against  by  indictment ;  and  if  he  neglect  to  perform  the  duty 
enjoined  upon  him  after  such  notice,  on  conviction  thereof  he  shall  be 
subject  to  a  fine,  not  less  than  four,  nor  more  than  ten  dollars  for  every 
such  neglect,  (and  the  supervisors  are  immediately  to  repair  said  road, 
and  chaise  him  with  the  same,)  the  amount  so  charged  to  be  collected 
as  other  debts  are  now  by  law  collected,  and  the  fines  thus  collected 
shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer. 

Section  16.  All  moneys  arising  as  well  from  penalties  as  otherwise 
by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  Duilding  and  repairing 
of  bridges,  making  and  putting  up  index  boards,  repairing  public  roads 
through  unseated  lands  owned  by  persons  not  residing  in  the  township  : 
Provided,  That  no  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  but  by  lin 
order  signed  by  two  supervisors,  and  countersigned  by  a  justice  of  the 
peace  of  said  township. 

Section  17.  Whenever  it  is  thought  necessary  and  expedient,  either 
by  the  supervisors  or  the  inhabitants  of  said  township,  that  a  bridge 
ought  to  be  built,  the  supervisors  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  taxable  in- 
habitants of  the  township,  to  be  held  at  the  same  place  that  the  general 
election  i^  now  held,  and  shall  give  ten  days  notice  of  said  meeting,  by 
at  least  six  handbills  put  up  at  me  most  public  places  in  the  township, 
signed  by  at  least  two  of  the  supervisors ;  and  the  citizens  when  as-

ground,  and  in  lieu  of  that  portion  of  said  road  which  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  vacate,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commis- 
sioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  to  view,  lay  out  and  mark  a  new  route 
and  road  from  Orange ville  aforesaid ;  thence  by  the  best  route  along  the 
road  above  described,  to  or  near  Hess'  saw  mill ;  thence  passing  through 
I>avidson  township,  in  Lycoming  county,  so  as  to  make  the  school 
house  near  the  residence  of  John  Hiddleson,  in  said  township  a  point, 
and  to  intersect  the  Berwick  and  Tioga  turnpike,  at  or  near  Ellis' 
tavern,  in  Lycoming  county,  aforesaid;  and  said  commissioners  shall  lay 
out  and  mark  said  road,  so  that  the  vertical  departure  from  a  horizontal  ^^  nmts. 
line,  shall  in  no  point  exceed  three  degrees ;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty, 
further  to  mark  upon  the  ground  the  route  agreed  upon  in  such  manner 
as  to  enable  the  supervisors  readily  to  find  the  same ;  and  said  commis- 
sioners shall  receive  a  per  diem  allowance  of  one  dollar  each,  for  every  Pay. 
day  tl^y  shall  be  necessarily  employed  or  engaged  in  performing  the  • 

duties  herein  enjoined  on  them;  and  in  case  any  of  said  commissioners 
shall  perform  the  duties  of  surveyor,  he  shall  receive  fifty  cents  per  day 
in  addition;  and  the  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  employ 
a  surveyor  at  one  dollar  and  fifly  cents  per  diem,  two  chain  bearers 
and  one  axeman,  at  a  per  diem  allowance  for  each,  not  exceeding 
seventy -five  cents. 

Section  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  make  out  D^fti, 
a  fair  and  accurate  plot  or  draft  of  the  location  of  said  road,  the  courses 
ajid  distances  as  they  opcur,  with  such  other  matters  as  may  serve  for 
explanation ;  one  copy  whereof  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  on  ojr  before  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber next,  and  one  copy  in  the  ofiices  of  the  clerks  of  the  courts  of  quar- 
ter sessions  of  the  counties  of  Lycoming  and  Columbia,  respectively, 
on  or  be(pre  said  day,  which  shall  be  a  record  thereof;  and  from  thence- 
forth the  said  road  shall  be  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  a  public  high- 
way, and  shall  be  opened  and  repaired  as  other  roads  laid  out  by  oraer 
of  the  courts. 

Section  2L  The  accounts  of  the  said  commissioners  for  their  own  Aecoontsi  how 
pay,  and  for  the  pay  of  surveyors*  chain  bearers  and  axeman,  shall  be  paid, 
adjusted  by  the  commissioners  of  the  county  of  Lycoming,  and  paid  by 
the  treasurer  of  said  county,  on  warrants  drawn  by  the  said  county 
commissioners. 

Section  22.  The  commissioners  shall  n^eet  on  or  before  the  first  Meeting. 
Monday  of  June  next,  or  sooner,  if  practicable,  at  such  place  or  places 
as  a  majority  of  them  may  agree  upon,  and  complete  the  said  work  as 
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soon  as  possible,  and  if  any  vacancy  or  vatuihcies  shall  happen  by  resign 
nation,  or  otherwise,  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county  of 
Lycoming,  or  any  judge  tliereof,  in  vacation,  are  hereby  authorized  to 
fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies. 

Section  23.  So  much  of  the  twelfth,  thirteenth,  fourteenth,  fifteenth 
and  sixteenth  sections  of  the  act,  entitled  >*  An  Act  authorizing  the  lay- 
ing out  of  certain  state  roads,' and  for  other,  purposes, -^  approved  the 
twenty -fifth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty^six,  as 
is  repugnant  to  and  inconsistent  with  tlie  provisions  herein  contained, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  24,  That  the  president,  managers  and  company  of  the  Sus- 
quehanna and  Tioga  turnpike  road,  may  diminish  thie  width  of  said 
turnpike  road  in  all  such  places,  and  in  such  manner,  as  they  may  deem 
proper:  Provided^  That  the  same*  be  kept  of  a  width  su&cient  for  a 
good  carriage  road,  and  in  all  suitable  places  admit  of  the  free  passage 
of  two  carriages;  and  that  the  same  be  bedded  with  pounded  stone, 
wood,  slate  or  other  suitable  and  convenient  materials  for  making  the 
same  a  good  solid  road;  and  the  said  company  may  alter  the  location 
and  construction  of  said  road,  at  all  such  intermediate  points  or  places 
between  its  terminating  points,  as  the  managers  may  from  time  to  time 
direct:  Provided^  They  shall  not  at  any  place  increase  the  present 
grade  of  the  road  ;  and  so  soon  as  the  said  road  from  Berwick  to  the 
Ne^  York  state  line  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  shall  have  been  work- 
ed, repaired  or  altered,  as  aforesaid,  the  said  company  may  collect  toll 
thereon,  according  to  the  rates  now  prescribed  by  law:  Provided  always^ 
That  if  the  said  compafiy  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  keep  the  said  road, 
so  far  as  they  shall  collect  toll  on  the  same,  in  repair,  as  aforesaid,  for 
thirty  days,  after  notice  shall  have  beei^  given  by  the  constable  of  the 
township  in  which  the  said  repairs  are  required  to  be  made,  (which 
notice  shall  be  given  in  writing  to  the  nearest  gatekeeper  on  saic!  road, 
setting  forth  the  repairs  required  to  be  made,)  it  shall  then  be  lawlful  for 
the  supervisors  of  the  said  township,  to  make  the  said  repairs  at  the 
proper  costs  and  chaises  of  the  said  company;  and  the  same  may  be 
sued  for  and  collected  or  recovered  from  the  said  company,  as  debts  of 
that  amount  are  by  law  collected  before  justices  of  the  peace  ;  and  the 
fourteenth  section  of  the  act,  entitled  ^^An  Act  to  enable  the  governor 
of  this  commonwealth  to  incorporate  the  president,  managers  and  com- 
pany of  the  Susquehanna  and  Lehigh  turnpike  road,  and  so  forth,'* 
approved  the  nineteenth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
four,  which  is  hereby  supplied,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  so 
far  as  the  same  is  applicable  to  the  Susquehanna  and  Tioga  turnpike 
road,  and  such  other  laws  as  are  inconsistent  herewith,  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Section  25.  That  John  Rider,  of  Clearfield  county,  Reuben  Wins- 
low,  of  Elk  county^  and  Samuel  Beckwith,  of  M'Kean  county,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  view,  lay  out  and  mark  a 
state  road,  beginning  at  or  near  Karthause,  on  the  turnpike,  thenee  by 
way  of  the  mouth  of  Trout  run,  in  Elk  county,  to  Smethport,  in. 
M'Kean  county.  ♦ 

Section  26.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  o^said  commissioners  to  meet 
at  the  house  of  John  Rider,  in  Clearfield  county,  on  the  first  of  June 
next,  or  earlier,  and  aflef  having  made  oath  before  some  officer  author- 
ized to  administer  the  same,  faithfully  and  honestly  to  dischai^ge  the 
duties  enjoined  upon  them  by  this  act,  proceed  to  view  the  ground  over 
which  the  proposed  road  is  to  pass,  and  lay  out  the  said  road  as  near 
to  a  straight  line  as  the  nature  of  the  ground  and  circumstances  will  per- 


xnit,  and  so  that  the  vertical  departure  from  a  horizontal  line  shall  in  no

Section  28.  Thp  said  commissioners  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  January  next,  make  out  four  draf\s  of  said  road  as  located,  whereon  Dnftg. 
shall  be  noted  the  courses  and  distances,  the  crossings  of  county  and 
township  lines,  and  the  crossing  of  streams,  one  of  which  shall  be 
forwarded  by  mail  to  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  to  be  filed  in 
his  office  as  matter  of  record ;  and  one  be  filed  in  the  ofiSce  of  the  clerk 
of  ,the  court  of  quarter  sessions  in  the  respective  counties  through 
which  the  said  road  may  pass ;  and  from  the  time  of  such  filing,  as  last 
stated,  the  said  road  shall  be,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  a  public  high- 
way, and  shall  be  opened  and  repaired  as  other  public  highways  are. 

Section  29.  That  the  accounts  of  said  commissioners,  for  their  own  Accounts, 
pay  and  the  pay  of  those  directed  to  be  employed  under  this  act,  shall 
be  adjusted  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the  counties  through  which 
the  road  may  pass,  and  paid  out  of  the  treasuries  of  the  same,  accord- 
ing to  the  time  actually  required  to  locate  the  said  road  within  the  said 
respective  counties.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn4fylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  bv  the  authority  of  the  same^    That 

Conousnoners.  Joseph  Pollock,  James  Oliver,  William  Dickson,  Thomas  Fisher  and 
Thomas  Wilson,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  to 

Location  of  road,  view  and  lay  out  a  state  road  from  the  village  of  East  Brook,  in  Mercer 
county,  by  way  of  Fislier's,  M'Crearey's,  Zeigler's  and  Pearson's  mills, 
following  as  near  as  practicable  the  valleys  of  East  Brook  and  Neshan- 
nock,  through  the  borough  of  New  Castle,  to  intersect  the  road  leading 
to  Mahoning,  at  the  west  end  of  White's  bridge,  in  Beaver  county.

Such  as  shall  have  been  purchased  at  sales  upon  judgments,  • 
decrees  or  mortgages  obtained  or  made  for  such  debts. 

The  said  corporation  shall  not  purchase,  receive,  hold  or  convey  real 
estalte  in  any  other  case  or  for  any  other  purpose.

Relaiting  to  common  acbools  in  West  Chester  vad  Schuylkill  townships  Chester 

county. 

Ssonofr  1.  Be  U  enacted  hg  tk$  Smaie  and  Haute  of  Bepreaenia- 
iivt$  of  the  CammonweaUh  of  Penneylvania  in  Creneral  Metmbly 
mety  and  it  ie  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
in  addition  to  the  tax  now  provided  for  by  law,  the  school  directors  of  Additionil  fax 
SehuylkiU  and  West  Chester  districts  are  hereby  authorized  to  assess  aoth^riied* 
upon  each  scholar  that  shall  attend  any  of  the  public  sdiools  in  said 
districts,  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  quarter,  at  the  discretion 
of  said  directors,  to  be  paid  by  the  parents,  guardian,  master,  or  other 
person  haying  charge  of  said  scholar. 

Section  2.  That  the  said  directors  are  hereby  authorized  to  assess  CoOedioD. 
apon  and  collect  from  each  male  taxable  inhabitant  in  said  districts,  a 
tax  not  exceeding  fifty  cents. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  school  directors  to  ruiioniMnn  in 
demand  and  receive,  at  the  commeticement  of  each  quarter,  from  any  eollect  tu. 
parent,  guardian,  master  or  other  person,  having  chaige  of  any  children 
in  BSid  districts,  who  may  be  sent  to  any  of  saut  schools,  the  amount  of 
tax  assessed  upon  each  scholar;  and  if  any  parent^  guardian,  master  or 
odier  person  having  chaige  of  any  such  children,  shall  neglect  or  refuse

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Kepresenta^ 
fives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennst/lvania  in  General  AssenMg 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  atUhority  of  the  same^  That 
there  shall  be  and  is  hereby  estaolished  in  Maiden  creek  township, 
Beri(s  county,  an  academy  or  public  school  for  the  education  of  youth 
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in  the  English  and  other  languages,  and  in  the  useful  arts*  sciences  and 

literature,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  Maiden  creek  academy, 

under  the  care  and  direction  of  nine  trustees,  who,  and  their  successors 

in  oflice,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  one  body  politic  and 

corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  Maiden  Name. 

creek  academy;  and  by  the  same  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 

and  shall  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  imj^eaded,  in  all  Powers,  du% 

courts  of  law  and  elsewhere;  and  shall  be  capable  in  law  and  equity  to 

lake  and  hold,  to  them  and  their  successors,  for  the  use  of  said  academy, 

lands,  goods,  chattels  and  moneys,  of  every  kind  whatsoever,  by  gift, 

gran?,  conveyance,  devise   or  bequest,   from  any  person  or  persons 

whomsoever,  capable  of  making  the  same ;  and  the  same  from  time  to 

time  to  sell,  convey  or  disp<»se  of,  for  the  use  of  said  academy ;  and  to

o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  continue  until  five  o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  shall  be 
conducted  by  two  managers,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  a  majority  of' 
the  citizens  qualified  to  vote,  who  may  he  present  at  the  time  of  com- 
mencing said  election ;  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  unless  he  be

Maiden  Creek  academy,"  and  shall  contain  the  names  of  nine  persons, 
and  the  nine  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes,  and  being  qualified 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  trustees  for  the  ensuing 
year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected ;  the  managers  shall  certify 
the  result  of  the  election  to  each  person  so  elected,  as  soon  as  convenient 
after  the  election ;  the  said  trustees  shall  by  lot  divide  themselves  into 
three  classes,  of  three  each ;  the  term  of  ofiice  of  the  first  class  shall 
expire  in  one  year  after  their  election,  that  of  the  second  class  in  two 
years,  and  that  of  the  third  in  three  years,  and  after  the  first  election 
but  three  trustees  shall  be  elected  annually ;  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
have  power  to  fill  vacancies  5  to  appoint  their  president,  who  shall  be 
one  of  the  elected  trustees  i  and  they  shall  have  power  to  enact  such 
by-laws  as  may  be  necessary,  not  bejng  inconsistent  with  the  constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this

he  shall  keep  fair  accounts  thereof,  to  be  open  at  all  seasonable  hoars 
for  the  inspection  of  all  persons  who  may  have  contributed  to  the  funds 
of  said  institution.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Jiepresenta- 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyhcmia  in  General  Msembh/ 
met^  ajtd  it  is  lierdnj  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^   That 
CommiMioners.    Anthony  I.  Stewart,  Henry  Mytinger,  John  Isetu  David  Stewart,  Hap 
Hamilton,  Martin  Gates,  Samuel  H.  Stover,  William  Bailey,  Patton 
Lyon,  William  Murray,  William  Burchfield,  John  Hoesan,   George 
Boal,  G.  W.  Johnston,  John  Irvine,  Jr.,  James  Potter,  Alexander 
M'Coy,  Adam  Gentzell,  Samuel  Wigton  and  O.  P.  Duncan,  of  the

turnpike  road  company,  and  by  the  same  name,  the  subscribers  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  the  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  Pn^ilegM  and 
a  corporation ;  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  their  capital  franchises, 
stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  of  enlarging  the  same, 
from  time  to  time,  by  new  subscriptions,  in  such  manner  and  form^  as 
they  shall  think  proper,  if  such  enlargement  shall  be  found  necessary  to 
fulfil  the  intention  of  the  act,  and  of  purchasing,  taking  and  holding  to 
them  and  their  successors  and  assigns,  and  of  selling,  transferring  and 
conveying,  in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  less  estate,  all  such  lands,  tene- 
ments, hereditaments  and  estates,  real  and  personal,  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work,  and  of  suing  and  being 
sued,  and  of  doing  all  and  every  other  matter  and  thing  which  a  corpo- 
ration or  body  politic  may  lawfully  do. 

Section  3.  The  stockholders  or  any  two  of  them  named  in  the  letters  Onaniiatioii. 
patent,  shall,  as  soon  as  convenient  may  be,  after  issuing  of  the  same,

or  her  held  at  the  time  of  such  election  or  meeting,  shall  have  been  fully 
paid  and  dischai^ed. 

g^^j^yjjy^  Section  4.  If  any  treasurer  elected  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  die, 

resign,  or  refuse  to  act  or  neglect  to  give  security  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  office,  as  the  board  of  manngers  may  direct 
and  require,  or  having  given  the  security  required,  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  take  upon  himself,  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  said  office,  it  shall 
be  the  duly  of  the  said  managers,  for  the  time  being,  to  appoint  some 
suitable  person  treasurer,  which  person  so  appointed,  shall  hold  the 
office  to  which  he  shall  have  been  appointed,  until  the  next  election  by 
the  stockholders,  on  his  giving  the  requisite  security,  and  until  a  succes- 
sor shall  be  duly  elected,  and  give  the  security  required.

fairly  entered  in  a  book,  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  have  full 

Engineer,  &c.  power  and  authority  to  appoint,  agree  or  contract  with  such  engineer, 
superintendents,  artists,  laborers,  and  other  p^sons,  as  tliey  may  think 
necessary  to  make  and  construct  said  road  ;  and  collect  the  tolls  herein-

Imtelmentf.  manner  and  proportions  in  which  the  stockholders  shall  pay  tlie  amount 
of  their  respective  shares  in  order  to  carry  on  their  work,  to  draw  orders 
on  the  treasurer  for  all  debts  contracted  by  them  :  which  orders  shall  be 
signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his  absence,  by  a  quorum  of  the  managers, 
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and  attested  by  their  secretary;  and  to  do  and  transact  all  other  acts, 
matters  or  things,  as  by  the  by  laws,  orders  and  regulations  of  the  said 
company,  shall  be  entrusted  to  them. 

Section  0.  If  any  stockholder,  whether  original  subscriber  or  Penalty  lor  neg- 
assignee,  after  thirty  days  notice  in  two  newspapers,  two  printed  in  lect  to  pty  instal- 
Centre  county,  and  two  in  Huntingdon  county,  of  the  time  and  place  mentt. 
appointed  for  the  payment  of  any  instalment,  or  proportion  of  the  capi- 
tal stock,  shall  neglect  to  pay  such  proportion  at  the  place  appointed  for 
the  space  of  sixty  days  after  the  time  appointed  for  the  payment  thereof^ 
every  such  stockholder  shall,  in  addition  to  the  instalment  so  called  for,

mutually  chosen ;  or  i(  either  party,  upon  due  notice,  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  join  in  the  choice,  then  to  be  chosen  by  a  justice  of  the  peace 
for  the  county  wherein  the  said  land  lies,  who  shall  not  be  interested 
thereon ;  and  upon  the  tender  of  the  assessed  value  to  dig  and  carry 
away  any  timber,  stone,  sand,  earth  or  other  materials  necessary  or 
suitable  for  making  said  road. 

Section  11.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  keep  fair  and 
just  accounts,  as  well  of  all  moneys  received  by  them,  as  of  those  paid  Aoeoanta. 
out  and  expended  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  and  shall  at  least, 
once  in  every  year,  submit  their  books  and  accounts  to  a  general  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders ;  and  whenever  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the 
capital  stock  of  the  said  company  is  not  sufficient  to  complete  the  said 
road  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  managers,  at  a  stated  or  special 
meeting,  convened  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  their  own 
by  laws,  to  increase  the  number  of  shares  to  such  an  extent  as  they  Incntie  of  ahtict 
shall  deem  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  work ;  and  to  demand  and  receive 
the  moneys  subscribed  for  such  additional  shares,  in  like  manner  and 
under  like  penalties  as  are  provided  by  this  act,  in  the  case  of  the  original 
subscription. 

Section  12.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  have  power  to 
erect  good  and  sufficient  bridges  over  all  the  streams  of  water  crossed  Bridger. 
by  said  route,  wherever  the  same  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  shall 
cause  a  road  to  be  laid  out  not  exceeding  fifty  feet  in  width,  and  shall 
cause  at  least  twelve  feet  of  said  width  to  be  made  an  artificial  road,  of  Width  of  rood, 
woody  stone,  gravel,  or  other  proper  and  convenient  materials^  such  as 
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the  nature  of  the  ground  may  require,  and  will  afford  to  be  constructed, 
in  such  manner  as  will  admit  an  even  surface;  and  in  no  place  in 
said  road  shall  there  be  an  elevation  of  more  than  five  degrees  from  a 
horizontal  line,  and  shall,  forevei:  thereafter  maintain  and  keep  the  same 
in  good  order  and  repair  :  Provided^  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  president  and  managers,  whenever  they  may  deem  it  necessary 
to  cut,  deaden  and  prostrate  the  timber  on  each,  or  eitlier  side  of  the 
said  road,  within  a  dist:mce,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  from  the 
centre  of  the  said  road,  they  making  just  and  equitable  compensation  to 
the  owners. 

Section  13.  Whenever,  and  as  soon  as  the  said  company  shall  have 
finished  five  miles,  or  more,  of  road,  tlie  president  thereof  may  give 
notice  to  the  governor,  who  shall  thereupon,  forthwith,  appoint  three 
skilful,  judicious  and  disinterested  persons  to  view  and  examine  the 
same,  report  on  oath  or  affirmation  to  him,  whether  the  said  road  is  so 
far  executed  in  a  competent  and  workmanlike  manner,  according  to  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act;  and  if  tlieir  report  shall  be  in  the  affir- 
mative, then  the  governor  shall,  by  license,  under  his  hand*  and  the  seal 
of  the  state,  permit  and  suffer  said  company  to  erect  and  fix  such  and 
so  many  toll  gates  upon  and  across  the  said  road,  as  will  be  necessary 
and  sufficient  to  collect  from  all  persons,  otherwise  than  on  foot,  the 
same  tolls  which  are  hereinafter  authorized  :  Provided^  That  all  per* 
sons  attending  funerals,  military  parades  and  trainings,  or  divine  wor- 
ship on  the  Sabbath  day,  shall  at  all  times  be  exempted  from  payment 
of  any  toll  on  said  road.  ' 

Section  14.  The  said  company  having  perfected  the  said  road,  or 
such  part  thereof  from  time  to  time  as  aforesaid,  and  being  examined, 
approved  and  licensed  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  them 
to  appoint  such,  and  so  many,  toll  gatherers  as  they  shall  think  proper, 
collect  and  receive  of.  and  from  all  and  every  person  and  persons  using 
the  said  road,  the  tolls  and  rates  hereinafter  mentioned ;  and  stop  any 
person  riding  or  leading  any  horse,  or  driving  any  cattle,  hogs  or  sheep,  or 
driving  any  coach,  coaches,  sulkey,  chair,  chaise,  phaeton,  cart,  wagon, 
wain,  sleigh,  sled  or  other  carriages  of  burden  or  pleasure,  from  pass- 
ing Uirough  the  said  turnpike  or  gates,  until  they  shall  have  respectively 
paid  the  same ;  that  is  to  say :  For  every  fi^e  miles  in  length  of  the 
said  road,  completed  and  licensed  as  aforesaid,  the  following  sum  of 
money,  and  so  in  proportion  for  any  lesser  or  greater  distance  actually 
travelled,  or  for  any  greater  or  less  number  of  sheep,  hogs  or  cattle,  to 
wit :  For  every  score  of  hogs,  six  cents ;  for  every  score  of  sheep,  six 
cents;  for  every  score  of  catUe,  twelve  and  one-half  cents;  for  every 
horse  and  his  rider,  or  led  horse,  three  cents ;  for  every  sulkey,  chanr 
or  chaise,  with  one  horse  and  two  wheels,  six  cents;  and  with  two 
horses,  nine  cents;  for  every  chariot,  coach,  phston  or  chaise,  with 
four  wheels  and  two  horses,  twelve  and  one-half  cents ;  for  either  of 
the  carriages  last  mentioned,  with  four  horses,  twenty  cents ;  for  every 
other  carriage  of  pleasure,  under  whatsoever  name  it  may  go,  the  like 
sums  according  to  the  number  of  wheels  and  horses  drawing  the  same  ; 
for  every  sled,  two  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  for  every 
cart  or  wagon,  the  wheels  of  which  do  not  exceed  the  breadth  of  four 
inches,  six  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  for  every  cart  or 
wagon,  the  wheels  of  which  shall  exceed  in  breadth  four  inches,  and 
not  exceeding  seven  inches,  three  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the 
same;  for  every  cart  or  wagon,  the  breadth  of  the  wheels  of  which 
shall  be  more  than  seven  inches,  and  not  more  tlian  ten  inches,  or  being 
of  the  breadth  of  seven  inches,  shall  roll  more  than  ten  inches^  two 
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ceBtft  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same  |  for  every  cart  or  wagon,  the 
breadth  of  the  wheels  of  which  shall  be  more  than  ten  inches,  and  not 
exceeding  twelve  inches,  or  being  ten  inches,  shall  roll  more  than  fifteen 
inches,  one  cent  for  every  horse  drawing  the  same ;  for  every  cart  or 
wagon,  the  breadth  of  the  wheels  of  which  shall  be  more  than  twelve 
inches,  one  cent  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same;  and  all  carriages 
aforesaid,  which  shall  be  drawn  by  oxen  in  the  whole,  or  partly  by 
oxen  and  partly  by  horses,  two  oxen  shall  be  estimated  as  equal  to  one 
horse  in  charging  all  the  aforesaid  tolls,  and  every  mule  as  equal  to  one 
horse ;  and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  represent  to  the  said  com-  • 

pany,  or  any  of  iieir  officers,  that  he,  she  or  they  have  travelled  a  less  > 

distance  than  he,  she  or  they  have  actually  travelled  along  the  said  road, 
with  intent  to  defraud  the  said  company  of  their  toll,  or  ariv  part  thereof, 
such  person  or  persons  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to 
the  use  of  the  said  company,  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars  5  and 
if  any  toll  gatherer  shall  demand  and  receive  greater  or  other  toll  from  Penalty  tor  re- 
any  person  or  persons  than  such  toll  gatherer  is  authorized  to  demand  ceiving  too  great 
and  receive  by  virtue  of  this  act,  such  toll  gatherer  shall  forfeit  and  pay  toll, 
the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  to  thp  supervisors  of 
the  highways  of  the  township  in  which  the  forfeiture  is  incurred,  for  the 
repairs  of  the  roads  in  the  said  township,  and  for  the  payment  of  which 
the  said  company  shall  be  responsible :  Provided  always^  That  it  shall  Pcoviao. 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  company,  by  their  by-laws,  to  regulate 
the  burden  on  carriages  to  be  drawn  along  the  said  road,  in  such  man- 
ner as  shall  be  found,  from  experience,  to  be  most  conducive  to  the 
public  convenience  and  the  advantage  of  said  company. 

Section  15.  For  collecting  and  receiving  tolls;  for  every  attempt  to  Pamky  for  evad- 
evade  the  payment  thereof;  for  every  neglect  to  keep  the  said  road  in  ing  toll, 
good  repair;  for  the  increase,  diminution  and  application  of  tolls;  the 
erection  of  index  posts,  and  for  injuring  and  defacing  the  same;  for  the 
regulation  of  the  travelling  on  the  said  road ;  and  for  limitation  of  actions; 
aiii  for  the  recovery  and  application  of  fines  and  penalties  for  ofiiiences 
against  this  act;  the  said  company  shall  have  all  the  powers,  authori- 
ties* rights  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  penalties  which  are  Righta,  penalties, 
given  and  granted  by  Uie  act,  entitled  *' A  supplement  to  an  act,  entitled  ^cc 
*  An  Act  authorizing  the  governor  to  incorporate  a  company  for  making

AN    ACT 

To  proTide  for  tbe  erection  of  a  house  for  the  emplojinent  and  rapport  of  the  poor, 
in  the  county  of  Luzerne. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresenta- 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  AssemMy 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  autlwrity  of  the  safne.  That 

CommiMionen.  Andrew  Beaumont,  Lewis  Worrel,  E.  W.  Sturdevant,  Ziba  Bennett, 
Lord  Butler,  James  Stark,  William  S.  Ross,  Samuel  T.  Nicholson, 
William  L.  Bowman,  of  Wilkesbarre,  Noah  Wadhams«  Henderson 
Gay  lord,  Samuel  Wacjhams,  of  Plymouth,  and  Charles  Dorranee, 
Charles  D.  Shoemaker,  William  Swetland,  William  C.  Reynolds, 
Erastus  Hill,  of  Kingston,  be  and  are  hereby  appointed  comqaissioners, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  or  a  majority  of  them,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  M ay«  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-four,  d^- 

Real  eatate.  termine  upon  and  purchase  such  real  estate  as  they  shall  deem  necessary 

for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  of  Luzerne  county ;  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  take  convey- 
ance therefor,  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  corporation,  mentioned 
in  the  third  section  of  this  act  |  and  they  shall  certify  their  proceedings 

Quarter  seMons.  therein,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  Luzerne  county,  to  be  filed  in  his  office ;  and  at  the  next 
general  election  the  qualified  electors  shall  elect  three  reputable  citizens 

Directors.  of  the  said  county,  to  be  directors  of  the  poor  and  of  the  house  of  em- 

ployment, for  the  county  of  Luzerne,  for  the  ensuing  year;  and  the 
judges  of  the  election  of  said  county  shall,  immediately  on  receiving 
the  returns  from  the  several  election  districts,  and  casting  up  the  number 
of  votes  therein,  or  within  three  days  thereafter,  certify  under  their 
hands  and  seals,  the  names  of  the  persons  so  elected  directors,  to  the 
clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  said  county,  who  shall  file 
I  the  said  certificate  in  his  ofiice,  and  forthwith  give  notice  in  writing  to 
the  said  directors  of  their  being  elected ;  and  the  said  directors  shall 
meet  at  the  court  house  in  the  said  county,  on  the  first  Monday  of  No- 
vember next,  ensuing  their  election,  and  divide  themselves  by  lot  into 
three  classes — the  place  of  the  first  to  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the 
first  year,  of  the  second  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year,  of  the 
third  at  the  expiration  of  the  third  year — so  that  those  who  shall  be 
chosen  after  the  first  election,  and  in  the  mode  above  described,  may 
serve  for  threes  years,  and  one-third  may  be  chosen  annually. 

Section  2.  Every  director  elected  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  or  ap- 
pointed as  is  directed  by  the  eleventh  section  of  tliis  act,  shall,  within 
ten  days  after  he  is  notified  of  such  election  or  appointment,  and  before 
Oath.  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  said  office,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation, 

which  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  said  county  is  hereby  authorized 
to  administer,  that  he  will  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  of  direetor 
of  the  poor  for  the  said  county,  truly,  faithfully  and  impartially,  to  the 
best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability ;  and  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  to 
take  the  said  oath  or  affirmation,  within  the  time  aforesaid,  he  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  said 
county  5  which  fine  shall  be  recovered  by  the  directors  for  jthe  time 
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being,  as  debts  are  or  shall  be  by  law  recoverable ;  and  the  directors, 
qualified  as  aforesaid,  are  hereby  authorized  to  administer  an  oath  or 
affirmation,  in  any  case  when  it  shall  be  necessary,  in  relation  to  the 
duties  of  their  office. 

Section  3.  The  said  directors  shall,  forever  hereafter,  in  name  and 
in  fact,  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses whatsoever,  relative  to  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Luzerne ;  and 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued«  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  directors  of  the  poor  for  Ngmg. 
the  county  of  Luzerne ;  and  by  that  name  shall  and  may  receive,  take 
and  hold,  any  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  not  exceeding  the  Powers  and  prin- 
yearly  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  any  goods  and  chattels  what-  leges, 
soever,  of  the  gift,  alienation  or  bequest,  of  any  person  or  persons 
whatsoever ;  to  purchase,  take  and  hold  any  lands  and  teneitients  within 
their  county,  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  and  erect  suitable  building  for 
the  reception,  use  and  accommodation  of  the  poor  of  said  county ;  to 
provide  all  things  necessary  for  the  lodging,  maintenance  and  employ- 
ment of  said  poor;  to  appoint  a  treasurer  annually,  who  shall  give  bond, 
with  full  and  sufficient  surety,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
his  office*  and  at  the  expiration  thereof,  for  the  payment  and  delivery 
over  to  his  successor  in  office  of  all  moneys,  bonds,  notes,  book  accounts 
and  other  papers,  to  the  said  corporation  belonging,  which  shall  then  be 
remaining  in  his  hands,  custody  and  possession;  and  said  directors 
shall  have  power  to  employ,  and  at  pleasure  remove,  a  steward  or 
stewards,  matron  or  matrons,  physician  or  physicians,  surgeon  or  sur- 
geons, and  all  other  attendants  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  said  poor, 
respectively ;  to  bind  out  apprentices,  so  that  such  apprenticeship  may  Apprenticee. 
expire,  if  males,  at  or  before  the  age  of  twenty -one  years,  if  females, 
at  t)r  before  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  such  poor  children  as  shall  come 
under  their  notice,  or  as  may  be  bound  apprentices  by  the  overseers  of 
the  poor :  Provided^  That  no  child  may  be  bound  at  a  greater  distance  Proviso, 
than  thirty  miles  from  the  poor  house;  and  the  said  directors  shall 
exercise  and  enjoy  all  such  other  powers,  not  vested  in  the  overseers  of 
the  poor,  as  are  not  herein  granted  or  supplied ;  and  the  said  directors 
are  hereby  empowered  to  use  one  common  seal  in  all  business  relating  Seal, 
to  the  said  corporation,  and  the  same  at  their  pleasure  to  alter  and 
renew. 

Section  4.  The  said  directors,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  their  election  Ertimate  of  the 
and  organization,  as  aforesaid,  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the  probable  expeme  of  landi, 
expense  of  purchasing  the  lands  and  building,  or  erecting  the  necessary  &e. 
building  or  buildings,  and  furnishing  the  same,  and  maintaining  the  poor 
\vithin  the  said  county  for  one  year ;  whereupon,  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  the  said  county  shall,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  increase  the  county  tax,  by  one-fourth  part  of  the  sum  Tax. 
necessary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid ;  and  shall  procure  on  loan,  on  the 
credit  of  the  taxes  herein  directed  to  be  levied,  the  remaining  three- 
fourths  thereof,   to  be  paid  in  instalments,  with  interest,  out  of  the 
county  taxes:  Provided  ahvays^  'J'hat  if  such  loan  cannot  be  made,  Prorifo. 
the  whole  amount  of  the  sum  necessary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  or 
such  part  thereof  as  may  be  deemed  proper,  shall  immediately  be  added 
to  the  county  tax,  to  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  to  the  directors 
aforesaid,  on  orders  drawn  in  their  favor  by  the  county  commissioners, 
as  the  same  may  be  found  necessary. 

Skction  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  directors,  on  or  before  the  Eitimate  of  ex- 
first  day  of  November,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  furnish  the  commis-  I»n»  of  V^^- 
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stoners  of  said  county  with  an  esttmste  of  the  profaoUe  expeiMes  of  ibe 

poor  and  poor  house,  for  one  year;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 

commissioners  to  assess  and  cause  (o  be  collected  the  amount  of  said 

estimate,  which  shall  be  paid  to  said  directors  by  the  county  treasurer, 

on  warrants  drawn  in  their  favor  by  the  county  commissioners,  as  the 

same  may  be  found  necessary ;  and  the  said  directors  shall,  at  least 

Aecotmts.  once  in  every  year,  render  an  account  of  all  moneys  by  them  received 

and  expended,  to  the  auditors  appointed  to  audit  and  settle  the  county

or  supported  or  assisted  by  them  elsewhere,  and  of  the  children  by 

them  bound  out  to  apprenticeship,  as  aforesaid,  with  the  names  of  their 

Matters  and  mis-  masters  or  mistresses,  and  their  trade,  occupation  or  calling ;  and  shall 

tnmm.  at  all  times,  when  thereunto  required,  submit  to  the  inspection  and  free 

examination  of  such  visitors,  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  appointed 

Boaks,  dec  ^y  ^^^  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  said  county,  all  their  books  and 

accounts,  together  with  the  rents,  interests  and  moneys,  payable  and 

receivable  by  the  said  corporation ;  and  also  an  account  of  all  sales, 

purchases,  donations,  devises  and  bequests  as  shall  have  been  made  by 

or  to  them. 

Admimon  of  the     Section  6.  As  soon  as  the  said  buildings  shall  have  been  erected  or 
poor.  purchased,  and  all  necessary  accommodations  provided  therein,  notices 

shall  be  sent,  signed  by  any  two  of  the  said  directors,  to  the  overseen 
of  the  several  townships  of  the  said  county  of  Luzerne,  requiring  them 
forthwith  to  bring  the  poor  of  their  respective  townships  to  said  house 
of  employment,  which  order,  the  overseers  are  hereby  enjoined  andje- 
quired  to  comply  with,  or  otherwise  to  forfeit  the  costs  of  all  future 
maintenance,  except  in  cases  when  by  sickness  or  any  other  sufficient 
cause,  any  poor  person  cannot  be  removed,  in  which  case,  the  said 
overseers  shall  represent  the  same  to  the  nearest  justice  of  the  peace, 
who  being  satisfied  of  the  truth  thereof,  shall  certify  the  same  to  the 
said  directors,  and  at  the  same  time,  issue  an  order  under  his  hand  and 
seal,  to  the  said  overseers,  directing  them  to  maintain  such  poor  until 
such  time  as  he  or  she  may  be  in  a  situation  to  be  removed,  and  then 
convey  the  said  pauper  and  deliver  him  or  her  to  the  steward  or  keeper 
of  the  said  house  of  employment,  together  with  tlie  said  order;  and  the 
charge  and  expense  of  such  temporary  relief  and  of  such  removal,  shall 
be  paid  by  the  said  directors,  at  a  reasonable  allowance. 

Duty  of  directors  Section  7.  The  said  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  receive,  pro- 
to  provide  for  and  vide  for  and  employ,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
employ  paopera.  act,  all  such  poor  and  indigent  persons  as  shall  be  entitled  to  relief,  or 
shall  have  gained  a  legal  settlement  in  said  county  of  Luzerne,  and 
shall  be  sent  there  by  an  order  or  warrant  for  tliat  purpose,  under  the 
hands  and  seals  of  any  two  justices  of  the  peace,  directed  to  any  con- 
stable of  the  said  county  of  Luzerne,  or  to  the  overseers  of  the  proper 
township  in  any  other  county  of  this  commonwealth  5  and  the  said 
directors  are  hereby  authorized,  when  they  shall  deem  it  proper  and 
convenient  to  do  so,  to  permit  any  person  or  persons  to  be  mauitained 
elsewhere:  Provided^  The  expense  of  their  maintenance  does  not  in 
any  case  exceed  that  for  which  they  could  be  maintained  at  the  poor 
house  of  the  said  county  of  laizeme. 

Rules.  Section  8.  The  said  directors  or  any  two  of  them,  who  shall  be  a 

quorum  in  all  cases  to  do  business,  shall  have  full  power  to  make  and 
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ordain  such  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they  shall  think  pro- 
per, convenient  and  necessary,  for  the  direction,  government,  and  sup- 
port of  the  poor  and  house  of  employment  aforesaid,  and  the  revenues 
thereunto  helonging,  and  of  all  such  persons  as  shall  come  under  their 
cognizance:  Provided,  The  same  be  not  repugnant  to  this  law,  or  any  proviao. 
of  the  other  laws  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  Slates:  ^nd  provided, 
also.  That  the  same  shall  not  have  any  force  or  effect  until  they  shall 
have  been  submitted  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  the  time  being,  of 
the  county  of  Luzerne,  and  shall  have  received  the  approbation  of  the 
same. 

Section  9.   A  quorum  of  said  directors  shall,  and  they  are  hereby  Monthly  mcci- 
enjoined  and  required  to  meet  at  the  said  house  of  employment,  at  least  ings. 
once  in  every  month,  and  visit  the  apartments,  and  see  that  the  poor 
are  comfortably  supported,  and  hear  all  complaints,  and  redress  or  cause 
to  be  redressed,  all  grievances  that  may  happen  by  the  neglect  or  mis- 
conduct of  any  person  or  persons  in  their  employment  or  otherwise. 

Section  10.  The  said  directors  shall,  each  of  them,  receive  for  their  p,-^ 
services,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  day  for  each  and  every  day  actually 
employed,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their  necessary  attendance  on  the 
duties  of  their  ofHce. 

Section  11.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  by  death,  resignation  or  other-  Vacancy, 
wise,  of  any  of  the  said  directors,  the  remaining  directors  shall  fill  such 
vacancy  by  the  appointment  of  a  citizen  of  their  county,  under  the  same 
penalty  as  is  provided  by  the  third  section  of  this  act,  to  serve  until  the 
next  general  election,  when  another  director  shall  be  elected  to  serve,  as 
if  no  such  vacancy  had  happened. 

Section  12.  All  claims  and  demands  existing  at  the  time  of  this  act  Claims, 
being  carried  into  effect,  shall  have  full  force  and  effect,  as  if  this  act 
had  not  passed ;  and  when  the  same  may  have  been  duly  adjusted  and 
settled,  all  moneys  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  overseers,  as  well 
as  the  uncollected  taxes  levied  for  the  support  of  the  poor  in  the  several 
townships  in  the  county  of  Luzerne,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  said  super-  . 
visors  of  the  highways  of  their  respective  townships,  to  be  by  them 
apjdied  towards  repairing  the  roads  therein. 

Section  13.  As  soon  as  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Luzerne  shall  og^ce  of  ovcraccr 
have  been  removed  to  the  house  of  employment  of  the  said  county,  and  abolishtd.

the  poor  within  the  said  county  shall  from  thenceforth  be  abolished. 

Section  14.  The  power  conferred,  and  the  duties  imposed,  on  the  Certain  powera 
overseers  of  the  poor,  in  and  by  an  act  to  empower  the  overseers  and  transfermi  to 
guardians  of  the  poor  of  the  several  townships  within  this  common-  roperviaora. 
wealth,  to  recover  certain  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  and  for  other 
purposes,  are  hereby  conferred  and  imposed  on  the  supervisors  of  the 
highways  in  the  said  county  of  Luzerne ;  and  that  the  justices  of  the

To  aDthorize  the  opening  of  certain  drains  in  the  county  of  Dauphin. 

Whereas,  It  has  been  represented  to  the  legislature  that  certain  land- 
holders in  Swatara  township,  in  the  county  of  Dauphin,  are  desirous  of  Pr^mble. 
draining  their  swamp  lands,  and  are  suffering  in  consequence  of  other 
landholders  neglecting  to  open  and  keep  open,  good  and  sufficient  drains 
through  their  lands  : 

•^nd  whereas^  The  lai^e  quantities  of  stagnant  waters  now  on  said 
lands,  not  only  prevent  them  from  being  properly  tilled,  but  are  believed 
to  be  the  source  of  sickness,  occasioned  by  the  noxious  vapors  arising 
therefrom;  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent  a- 
lives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enactea  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
all  the  landliolders  in  said  Swatara  township,  whose  lands  are  affected  t%  .  .  « 
by  the  said  swamp,  commencing  with  the  upper  line  of  Joseph  Stocker's  towMhlp  '^"^ 
fend,  and  ending  at  or  near  the  lower  line  of  Jonas  Yarlett's  land,  at 
the  Susquehanna  river,  are  hereby  required  to  dig,  at  their  individual 
cost  and  expense,  a  good  and  sufficient  drain,  not  less  than  six  feet  wide 
at  the  top,  nor  less  than  three  and  a-half  feet  wide  at  the  bottom,  and  to 
keep  open  the  same  at  all  times  hereafter,  that  the  objects  of  this  act 
may  be  fully  accomplished. 

That  if  any  of  said  landholders  shall  refuse  to  comply  Expense  of  opcn- 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisor  of  ing  drains,  how 
the  said  Swatara  township,  then  in  office,  to  notify  such  delinquent  collected, 
landholder  of  the  fact ;  and  if  said  landholder  does  not  comply  with 
this  act,  within  ten  days  after  such  notice,  then  the  said  supervisor  shall 
immediately  thereafter  enter  in  upon  said  lands  and  construct,  or  if  con- 
structed, to  cleanse  the  said  drain  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  the  expenses  consequent  to  the  construction  and  cleansing  of  the 
said  drain  to  be  paid  by  the  said  delinquent  landholder,  to  the  said  super- 
visor upon  the  completion  of  the  work;  and  in  case  of  the  refusal  of  the 
said  delinquent  to  pay  all  necessary  costs  and  expenses  of  the  same, 
then  and  in  such  case  the  said  supervisor  is  hereby  authorized  to  recover 
the  amount  of  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  opening  and  cleansing 
said  drains  by  distress,  in  the  same  manner  that  rents  are  now  recover- 
able, or  by  suit  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  county  of  Dauphin, 
in  his  own  name,  against  such  delinquent  landholder,  together  with  the 
costs  of  suit,  in  the  same  manner  that  debts  of  like  amount  are  now 
recoverable ;  and  that  so  much  of  any  act  or  acts  as  is  hereby  altered  or 
supplied,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

Be  it  enacted  by  f he  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresen- 
talices  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pcnnfnjhania  in  General  ..^sHcinbly 
met,  anil  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  aut/wrify  of  the  same^  That  John 
Fleming,  Robert  M'Cormick,  John  Myers,  Nathaniel  Hanna,  William  CommiaaionerB. 
M.  Patterson,  Joseph  Hanna,  Hugh  Devling,  Isaac  Lusk,  Jeremiah 
Church,  John  Smith,  of  Bald  Eagle,  John  Morehcad,  John  C.  Irwin, 
James  Cascaden,  William  Fearin,  junior,  Abraham  Grafius  and  James 
Jeffries,  Saul  M'Cormick  and  John  S.  Furst,  of  the  said  county  of  Clin-

leges and  franchises  incident  to  a  corporation,  and  shall  be  capable  of 
taking  and  holdinsr  their  said  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits 
thereof,  and  of  enlarging  the  same  from  time  to  time  by  new  subscrip- 
tions, and  in  sucli  a  manner  and  form  as  they  shall  think  proper,  if  such 
enlargement  sliall  be  found  necessary  to  fulfil  the  intent  and  meaning 
of  this  act;  and  of  purchasing,  taking  and  holding  to  them,  their  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  and  of  selling,  transferring  and  conveying,  in  fee 
simple,  or  for  any  less  estate,  all  such  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments 
and  estates,  real  and  personal,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  them  in  the 
prosecution  of  their  works,  and  of  suing  and  being  sued,  and  doing 
every  other  matter  and  thing  which  a  corporation  or  body  politic  may 
lawfully  do. 

Section  3.  That  the  commissioners,  as  soon  as  niay  be,  after  the 
said  letters  patent  shall  be  sealed  and  obtained,-  shall  give  notice  in  one 
or  more  newspapers  printed  in  liOck  Haven,  aforesaid,  of  a  time  and 
place  by  them  to  he  appointed,  not  less  than  thirty  days  from  the  pub- 
lication of  the  first  notice,  at  which  time  and  place  the  said  subscribers 
shall  proceed  to  oi^nize  the  said  corporation,  and  shall  choose  by  a 
majority  of  votes  of  tlie  said  subscribers,  by  ballot,  to  be  delivered  in

]>amage8,  how  Section  4.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  managers 
land  paid,  of  the  aforesaid  company,  by  and  with  their  superintendents,  engineers, 
artists  and  laborers,  with  their  tools  and  instruments,  carts,  wagons  and 
beasts  of  burthen,  to  enter  upon  the  lands,  in,  over,  contiguous  and 
near  to,  which  the  route  and  track  of  the  said  intended  road  shall  pass, 
first  giving  notice  of  their  intention  to  the  owners  thereof,  and  doing  as 
litde  injury  thereto  as  possible,  and  to  cut  down,  dig,  take  and  carry 
away  any  timber,  stone,  gravel,  sand,  earth  or  other  material,  there 
being,  most  conveniently  situated  for  making  or  repairing  the  said  road,

Flemington,  as  aforesaid,  they  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  governor 
of  this  commonwealth,  who  shall  thereupon,  forthwith  nominate  and 
appoint  three  competent  persons  to  view  and  examine  the  same,  and  Viewen. 
report  to  him  whether  the  said  road  is  made  and  completed  according  to 
the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act ;  and  if  their  report  shall  be  in 
the  affirmative,  then  the  governor  shall,  by  license  under  his  hand,  and  Lieeote, 
the  lesser  seal  of  the  commonwealth,  permit  and  suflfer  the  president 
and  managers  of  the  aforesaid  company  to  erect  and  ^x  such  and  so 
many  gates  or  turnpikes  upon  and  across  the  said  road,  as  will  be  (Htet.

That 
the  members  of  the  congregation  known  by  the  name  of  ^^the  United 
Brethren  in  Christ,"  in  the  borough  of  York  and  its  vicinity,  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  created  and  erected  into  one  body  politic  and  corporate, 
in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  ^Hhe  United  Name. 
Brethren  in  Christ  |"  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession, and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded ;  and 
shall  be  able  and  capable  to  take  and  hold,  lands  and  tenements,  goods  Pow8r%  &e. 
and  chattels,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter 
become  the  property  of  said  congregation  or  body  corporate,  by  pur- 
chase, gif^  grant,  devise,  bequest  or  otherwise,  and  the  same  to  convey, 
lay  out,  apply  or  dispose  of,  in  such  manner  as  a  majority  of  the 
trustees  of  the  said  congregation  shall  direct  and  appoint,  and  accord- 
ing to  the  true  intent  of  donors,  grantors  and  devisors;  and  the  yeariy 
▼uue  or  income  of  the  real,  personal  or  mixed  estate  of  said  congrega- 
tion shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollar,  exclusive  of  annual  stated  contributions :  Provided  however^  Prorieo. 
That  the  trustees  do  not  dispose  or  apply  any  property  contrary  to  the 
discipline  of  the  general  conference  of  the  church  of  the  ^^  United 
Brethren  in  Christ*' 

Section  2.  That  Jacob  Ehrhart,  Peter  Rahauser  and  Adam  Strayer,  Tnwteee. 
be  trustees  of  said  congregation,  and  to  continue  in  ofRce  until  others  be 
chosen  as  their  successors,  in  accordance  with  the  church  discipline  of 
the  general  conference  of  the  church  of  the  "United  Brethren  in 
Christ" 

Section  3.  That  the  said  trustees  shall  choose  from  among  their  Officers, 
nnmber  a  president  and  a  secretary,  and  also  a  treasurer,  who  is  a 
member  of  the  congregation,  and  who  shall,  if  required  by  the  trustees, 
give  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  trust  reposed  in  him, 
and  to  account  to  them  for  all  sums  of  money  received  by  him ;  and  in 
ease  of  the  removal  of  the  president  or  of  any  of  the  trustees,  or  of 
any  other  officer  of  the  board  of  trustees,  by  death,  resignation,  neg- 
lecting to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  said  board  twice  in  succession, 
urithout  good  cause,  or  otherwise,  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  beVican^.

Sbotion  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repreeenia- 
twes  of  the  CommonweaUh  of  Pennsylvania  in  Oeneivl  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacled  by  tlu  atUftoruy  of  the  same^  That 
Joseph  H.  Taylor,  Lucius  Blakslee,  Isaac  Ripple,  Joseph  Yardley,  Commi«ionen. 
John  Brown,  George  M.  HoUenback,  Edward  Lockwoed,  Abiathar 
Tattle,  David  Dean,  Joseph  D.  Murray,  Oliver  H.  Taylor,  Isaac 
€roold  and  Stephen  Gould,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commis- 
sioners,  who  snail  be  authorized  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  hereby  created,  at  such  time  or  times,  and  place  or  places  as  ttiey 
or  a  majority  of  them  may  direct,  giving  notice  thereof  in  a  newspaper  KoCice  of  sob- 
printed  in  the  county  of  Carbon,  and  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  the  acription.

all  courts  of  justice  whatever. 

Ctpttal  stock.  Section  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  White  Haven  Lehigh 

bridge  company  shall  be  five  thousand  dollars,  and  that  the  same  shall 
be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each ;  and  the  subscribers 
to  said  capital  stock  shall  pay  the  sum  or  sums  of  money  for  the  share 
or  shares  by  them  respectively  subscribed,  at  such  period,  and  in  such 
instalments  as  the  directors  of  said  company  may  determine. 

Section  4.  That  as  soon  as  forty  shares  of  the  said  capital  stock 
shall  be  subscribed  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners 
to  give  notice  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  the  county 
of  Luseme,  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  and  in  one  or  more  printed 
in  the  county  of  Carbon,  in  this  state,  of  the  time  of  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  at  White  Haven,  in  the  county  of  Luzerne  aforesaid,  not 
less  than  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  issuing  the  said  notice,  at  which 
time  and  place  the  said  stockholders  shall  proceed  to  organize  the  said 
company,  and  shall  choose  by  ballot,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  one  presi- 
dent, six  directors,  one  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  sliali 
think  necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of  said  company,  until  other 
officers  shall  be  appointed;  and  the  said  president  and  directors  may

prosecution  of  the  said  work  $  and  shall  at  least  once  in  each  year  sub* 
mit  such  accounts  to  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  until  said 
bridge  be  completed,  and  until  all  the  costs,  charges  and  expenses  for 
efiecting  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid  and  dischaiged,  and  the  aggregate 
amount  of  all  such  expenses  shall  be  ascertained  and  liquidated.

or  other  two  wheeled  carriage,  or  a  sleigh  or  sled,  with  two  horses,  the 
eom  of  twenty-five  cents ;  for  the  same,  with  one  horse,  the  sum  of 
fifteen  cents ;  for  a  single  horse  and  rider,  the  sum  of  twelve  and  one- 
haJf  cents;  for  every  led  or  driven  horse  or  mule,  the  sum  of  five  cents ;

That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  cut,  destroy 
juring  woA.**^'     ^  break,  or  remove  from  off  the  said  bridge,  or  any  part  thereof,  any 
piece  of  timber,  plank,  stone^  chain,  bolt,  or  any  other  materials  what- 
soever, belonging  to  said  bridge,  or  otherwise  wilfully  or  maliciously 
damage  the  same,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for 
every  such  offence,  over  and  above  the  damages  done  to  the  said  bridge, 
tfie  sum  of  thirty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs,  in  any  court 
having  cognizance  thereof.

inbefore prescribed  and  specified,  or  shall  neglect  to  keep  the  said  bridge

shall  be  kept  open  to  receive  subscriptions  for  the  stock  of  the  said 
company,  at  which  respective  times  and  places  one  or  more  of  the  said 
commissioners  shall  attend,  and  permit  all  persons  of  lawful  age  who  * 
shall  oflfer  to  subscribe  in  the  said  books,  in  their  own  names«  or  in  the  SobicripCioDs.

and  restrictions,  imposed  on  the  said  company,  by  the  several  sections 
of  the  act  incorporating  the  same,  from  the  second  section  of  said  act, 
to  the  twenty -fifih  section  of  the  same,  (botli  sections  inclusive,)  passed 
the  twenty-fourth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
two,  excepting  such  parts  as  are  by  this  act  altered  and  supplied. 

Section  3.  The  president,  managers  and  company,  of  the  said  rail- 
road, shall  have  power  to  survey,  lay  down,  ascertain,  mark  and  fix 
such  route,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient  for  a  railroad,  with  as  many 
sets  of  tracks  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  beginning  in  the  Fishing 
creek  gap,  in  the  Sharp  mountain,  at  or  near  the  junction  of  Baird's 
run,  with  Fishing  creek,  in  Pine  Grove  township,  Schuylkill  county, 
thence  along  the  valley,  between  the  Sharp  and  Second  mountains,  to 
the  Swatara,  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  junction  of  Roush  creek,  with 
the  same;  thence  on  such  route  as  the  ground  will  permit  of,  to  the 
summit  between  the  Little  Swatara  and  the  Bear  creek  branch  of 
Schuylkill,  and  by  the  valley  of  Bear  creek,  to  the  Reading  railroad 
and  Schuylkill  canal,  at  the  most  convenient  and  stiitable  place  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  business  of  the  said  railroad  at  or  near  the  junc- 
tion of  Bear  creek  with  the  river  Schuylkill,  in  West  Brunswick  town- 
ship, Schuylkill  county,  with  the  privilege  of  connecting  with  the 
Beading  railroad,  and  with  the  Schuylkill  navigation,  by  a  btein  or 
otherwise,  so  as  not  to  injure  or  impede  either  of  said  works,  and  also 
to  have  full  power  and  authority  to  C9nnect  with  the  Union  railroad,  or 
the  canal  basin  at  Pine  Grove,  by  a  branch  road,  if  it  should  be  deemed 
necessary;  and  also  to  survey,  examine  and  select,  any  other  route 
which  may  be  practicable,  from  tlie  junction  of  the  Rouish  creek  and 
Lorberry  creek,  with  the  Swatara,  and  between  that  point  and  the  town 
of  Pine  Grove,  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  the  Swatara  coal  region, 
with  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  railroad,  and  the  Schuylkill  navigiar 
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tion  company,  along  the/ river  Schuylkill,  at  the  most  suitable  point  be- 
tween the  borough  of  Schuylkill  Haven  and  the  north  base  line  of  the 
Blue  mountain,  in  order  to  enable  the  said  company  to  adopt  the  best 
and  most  advantageous  route  for  the  transportation  of  coal  and  passen- 
gers, and  the  general  trade  and  business  of  the  district,  and  to  connect  Connection, 
westwardly  with  any  railroad  or  canal  which  may  be  advantageous  to 
the  business  of  the  district ;  the  said  president,  managers  and  company 
shall,  within  six  months  after  ascertaining  the  route  of  the  said  railroad, 
cause  an  accurate  survey  of  the  lines  of  the  same  to  be  made,  a  map  or 
plot  of  which  survey  to  be  made,  representing  the  different  bodies  of 
land  it  passes  through,  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained,  which  map  or 
plot  they  shall  cause  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the 
commonwealth,  and  also  one  map  or  plot  of  the  same,  in  the  recorder's 
office  of  the  county  through  which  the  said  road  may  pass,  which  map  Map. 
or  plot  or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  the 
course  of  the  said  road,  which  may  then  be  opened,  and  all  the  expenses 
incurred  thereby  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  said  company:  Provided^  Provi«o. 
The  said  railroaid  shall  not  exceed  sixty-four  feet  in  width,  excepting  in 
deep  cuts,  embankments,  or  engine  and  water  stations ;  the  said  road 
not  to  pass  through  any  burying  ground,  or  place  of  public  worship, 
nor  any  dwelling  house,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  thereof;  nor 
shall  it  pass  tluough  any  out-building  of  the  value  of  three  hundred 
dollars,  without  such  consent  being  had. 

Section  4.  The  company  shall  not  prevent  any  person  or  persons,  Lateral  roads, 
being  owner  or  owners  of  lands  bordering  on  the  said  road  or  adjacent 
thereto,  from  making  such  lateral  roads,  and  to  connect  them  with  the 
said  road,  from  their  lands,  as  the  said  person  or  persons  may  conceive 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  their  merchandize,  stone,  tim- 
ber«  produce,  coal,  ore  or  manufactured  articles,  along  or  upon  the  said 
railroad ;  the  said  company  shall  have  power  to  keep  and  maintain  such 
motive  power  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  said  rail- 
road, and  to  regulate  the  same,  the  time  and  manner  of  travelling,  and 
the  speed  at  which  they  shall  travel  on*  the  said  road,  the  kind  and 
descnption  of  cars,  carriages,  wagons  or  other  conveyances,  to  be  used 
on  the  same:  Provided^  That  any  person  or  persons  owning  coal  or  Proviao. 
other  products,  intended  to  be  transported  on  the  said  railroad^  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  transporting  the  same  on  the  said  road,  in  their 
own  cars  and  motive  power,  the  same  being  adapted  thereto,  subject  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  said  company. 

Section  5.  On  the  completion  of  the  said  railroad,  the  same  shall  be 
esteemed  a  public  highway,  free  for  the  transportation  of  all  commodities 
by  horse  or  other  motive  power,  and  the  said  company  may  charge  and 
receive  tolls  on  and  for  the  transportation  of  goods,  wares  and  merchan-  TolU 
dize,  at  the  following  rates,  that  is  to  say:  On  each  ton  of  coal,  two 
cents  per  ton,  per  mile;  on  each  ton  of  flour,  provisions,  salt,  gypsum, 
limestone  and  lime,  two  cents  per  ton,  per  mile;  on  each  ton  of  iron, 
cast  or  wrought,  two  cents  per  ton,  per  mile;  and  upon  iron  or  other 
ores,  one  and  an  half  cent  per  ton,  per  mile;  on  all  other  articles  not 
enumerated,  toll  not  to  exceed  four  cents  per  ton,  per  mile;  and  for 
every  person  drawn  in  a  car  or  carriage,  other  than  the  person  or  per- 
sons employed  to  drive  and  conduct  the  same,  two  cents  per  mile;  no 
person  to  be  permitted  to  travel  on  the  said  railroad,  with  their  horses  ' 

or  mules,  except  such  horses  or  mules  as  are  connected  with  the  cars 
in  transportation  of  coal  or  other  articles  transported  on  the  said  railroad, 
^without  the  consent  or  permission  of  the  said  company;  every  person 
or  perMns  using  die  said  railroadi  shall  use  only  those  kinds  of  cajrs,  Cars^ 
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carriages,  wagons  and  motive  power,  which  shall  be  adapted  theretOp 

subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  which  may  be  adopted  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  same;  if  any  owner  or  driver  of  any  can  carnage,  wagon 
or  conveyance,  upon  the  said  sailroad,  shall  pass  by  any  place  appointed 
for  receiving  tolls,  without  making  payment  thereof,  with  intent  to 
defraud  the  said  company,  he,  she  or  they,  so  offending,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  for  every  such  offence,  for  the  use  of  the  said  company,  ten 
dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  in  like  manner  and  subject  to  the  same  rules  and 
regulations,  as  debts  under  one  hundred  dollars  may  be  sued  for  and 
Profito.  recovered,  together  with  costs  of  suit:   Provided^  That  whenever  the 

tolls  aforesaid,  shall  exceed  twelve  per  centum  on  the  capital  expended 
in  completion  of  the  said  road,  the  said  company  shall  pay  to  the  com- 
monwealth a  tax  of  eight  per  centum  on  aU  dividends  which  may 
exceed  eight  per  centum  on  the  capital  as  aforesaid. 

Capital  stock.  Section  6.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  two  hundred 

^  *       and  twelve  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  but  the  said  company  shall 

have  the  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  increase  the  said  amount  of 
capital  in  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  execute  the  purpose,  and 
to  carry  out  the  intent  of  this  act,  either  by  loans  on  the  security  of  the 
road  or  by  issuing  additional  shares  of  stock.

To  **  An  Act  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  several  acts  relative  to  a  general  system 
of  education  by  common  schools." 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act  no  person  snail  be  incompetent  to  witansei. 
give  evidence  in  any  suit  or  action  in  which  any  school  district,  or  any 
officer  thereof,  is  a  parly,  for  or  on  account  of  the  said  person  being  an 
iahabitant  of  the  township  or  district,  or  by  reason  of  his  being  liable  to 
the  payment  of  any  tax  in  which  said  school  district  may  be  interested. 

Section  2.  That  in  all  cases  where  any  secretary  of  any  board  of  Certificttof. 
school  district  has  omitted,  or  shall  hereafter  omit  to  file  in  the  pro- 
ihonoiary's  office,  the  certificate  required  by  the  eighth  section  of  the 
act  of  twelfth  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  tliirty-eight,  en- 
titled **A  supplement  to  'An  Act  to  consolidate  the  several  acts  relative  to 
a  general  system  of  education  by  common  schools.*  passed  the  thirteenth 
June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,"  within  the  three 
months  named  in  said  section,  such  certificate  may  be  filed  within  five 
years  after  the  delivery  of  the  warrant  and  duplicate  to  the  collector, 
with  the  same  effect  as  if  done  within  the  said  three  mon^s:  Provided^ 
That  the  lien  shall  only  be  construed  to  take  effect  from  the  time  of  the 
filing  of  such  certificate. 
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Section  3.  That  the  directors  of  common  schools  in  such  dislrietsas 
became  non-accepting  school  districts  by  the  result  of  the  election  hdd 
in  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three,  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  sufficient  to  defray  the  expenses  of  educa- 
ting those  children,  whose  parents  are  unable  to  pay  for  their  education, 
from  the  first  Monday  in  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
three,  to  the  first  Monday  in  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty -four,  and  to  examine  said  teachers'  bills,  have  th^m  duly  attested, 
and  pay  the  same. 

Section  4.  That  no  tax  that  has  been  authorized  to  be  levied  or 
levied  and  apportioned  for  school  purposes,  in  any  school  district,  shall 
be  deemed  invalid,  because  the  same  was  authorized  to  be  levied,  or 
levied  and  apportioned  after  the  time  or  times  specified  in  the  act  •£ 
assembly  passed  in  183d,  entitled  ^*  An  Act  to  consolidate  and  amend 
the  several  acts  relative  to  a  general  system  of  education  by  common 
schools,'*  but  the  same  shall  he  as  good  and  valid  as  if  the  tax  had  been 
authorized  to  be  levied,  or  levied  and  apportioned  at  the  time  or  times 
directed  by  said  act ;  and  the  duplicates  made  out  and  warrants  issued 
for  the  collection  of  any  such  tax,  shall  be  as  good,  valid  and  effectual, 
as  if  the  said  tax  had  been  authorized  to  be  levied,  or  had  been  levied 
and  apportioned  at  the  time  or  times  directed  by  said  act 

Section  5.  On  the  trial  of  any  suit  or  action  brought  or  to  be  brought 
by  or  against  any  board  of  school  directors,  or  any  of  its  members, 
their  president  or  collector,  the  entry  on  the  minute  book  of  the  board 
that  the  district  had  accepted  the  school  law,  shall  be  prima  facia  evi- 
dence of  such  acceptance  ;  the  entry  on  their  minute  book  of  the  result 
of  any  district  meeting  held  for  the  purpose  of  voting  on  the  question 
of  schools  or  no  schools,  or  for  the  purpose  of  voting  an  additional  tax« 
shall  be  prima  facia  evidence  that  such  meeting  was  duly  organized  and 
held,  and  also  of  the  result  thereof,  and  that  due  notice  thereof  had 
been  previously  given.

No.  269. 

AN   ACT 

To  redaeo  the  oxponsos  of  the  militia  system  of  this  commonwealth,  and  provide  a 
more  rigid  mode  for  the  collection  of  militia  fines. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  Senate  and  House  of  R^esenia- 
lives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  Th»l 
the  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  passed  the  second  day  of  April,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-two,  for  the  regulation  of  the  militia  of  this 
commonwealth,  and  the  several  supplements  thereto,"  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby  declared  to  remain  in  full  force  and  effect,  and  under  the 
same  general  organization,  except  such  revisions  and  alterations  as  shall 
be  hereinafter  especially  and  specifically  detailed. 

Section  2.  Tliat  the  twenty-second  section  of  the  act  above  refened 
to,  which  provided  for  training  the  militia  of  this  commonwealth,  by 

May  tiaiiiingi.  companies,  on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  in  each  and  every  year,  and 
the  training  of  the  same  by  battalions  and  regiments,  commencing  on 
the  second  Monday  in  May,  are  hereby  declared  to  remain  unchanged: 

ProTiao.  Provided^  That  the  commandhig  officers  of  each  and  every  regiment 

or  battalion,  shall  cause  the  roll  to  be  called,  and  the  return  of  the 
absentees  of  the  field  and  staff  ofiicers  to  be  made  under  oath  or  affir- 
mation, to  the  proper  brigade  inspector,  instead  of  to  a  court  of  appeal 
on  the  same  day  of  training ;  and  for  neglect  of  this  duty,  said  otiBcer 
shall  be  subject  to  the  pendty  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be  collected  for  die 
use  of  the  commonw^th,  by  the  brigade  inspector,  as  debts  of  eqasl 
amount  are  by  law  recoverable;  and  any  person  who  may  desire  not  to 

Bxenptf.  be  called  to  attend  any  militia  training,  may  exempt  himself  from  soeh 

call,  by  paying  to  the  treasurer  of  the  proper  county,  during  each  year, 
one  dollar  for  the  use  of  militia  fund ;  and  the  receipt  of  the  county 
treasurer  shall  be  evidence  of  the  payment  of  said  sum :  and  hereafter, 
if  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment,  and  the  major  of  the  batta- 
lion are  unable  to  fix  and  agree  upon  the  place  of  holding  the  battalioB 
training,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  twenty-second  section  of 
the  act  of  second  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-two, 
entided  ^^An  Act  for  the  regulation  of  the  militia,*'  then  and  in  that 
case,  the  place  of  training  shall  be  in  the  same  place  at  which  the  last 
preceding  training  took  place. 

Abdiflhed,  courts     Section-  3.  That  so  much  of  the  twenty-fourth  section  of  the  act 
of  appeal.  above  referred  to,  as  requires  each  captain  to  forward  to  the  court  of 

appeal,  bis  list  of  absentees,  and  the  twenty-fifth  and  twenty-sisth 
sections  of  the  act  aforesaid,  and  the  several  supplements  thereto,  as 
provide  for  the  establishment  of  courts  of  appeal  and  boards  of  exone- 
ration for  the  regulation  of  militia  fines,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  captain  or  oth^ 
officer  appointed  to  take  the  enrollment,  and  mark  the  absentees  in  4ie 
bounds  of  the  several  militia  companies  within  this  commonwealth,  to 
make  out  a  complete  list  of  such  absentees,  marking  particulariy  the 
borough,  ward  or  township,  in  which  any  delinquent  militiaman  may 
reside,  and  on  the  day  of  battalion  or  regimental  training,  or  within  ten 
days  afler,  the  said  ca^ptain  or  other  ofiicer  performing  that  da^,  sliall 
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deliver  to  the  proper  brigade  inspector  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  a  com- 
plete list  of  such  delinquent  militiamen^  in  the  bounds  of  said  company, 
on  both  the  lawful  days  of  training,  in  the  order  aforesaid. 

Section  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  brigade  inspector  or  0«th  of  ctpCain. 
other  officer,  assigned  to  that  duty,  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation 
to  each  and  every  captain  or  other  officer,  whose  duty  it  may  be,  to  , 
prepare  and  deliver  any  list  of  absentees,  that  it  is  a  true  return  of  the 
persons  as  aforesaid,  within  the  bounds  of  his  company ;  and  any 
captain  or  other  person  having  charge  of  the  enrollment  of  any  company, 
and  refusing  or  neglecting  to  prepare  and  deliver  to  the  proper  brigade 
inspector,  a  list  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars, 
to  be  sued  for  and  collected  by  the  proper  brigade  inspector,  for  the  use 
of  the  commonwealth,  as  other  debts  of  equal  amount  are  by  law 
recoverable. 

Section  5.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act*  it  shall  be  Brigade,  ragi- 
the  duty  of  the  brigade  inspector,  within  twenty  days  after  the  parades  menu  and  coin- 
have  been  gone  through,  to  make  out  two  complete  lists  for  each  county,  panica. 
of  all  the  militia  regiments  and  companies  within  the  bounds  of  his 
brigade,  giving  each  company  its  proper  number,  in  its  proper  regiment, 
and  set  opposite  the  proper  number  of  each  regiment,  the  amount  of 
fines  levied  against  the  field  and  staff  officers ;   and  opposite  each  Finaa. 
company,  thus  numbered,  the  amount  of  fines  levied  in  each  of  said 
companies  on  the  aforesaid  days  of  training,  marking  the  counties, 
townships,  wards  and  boroughs,  in  which  said  delinquents  may  reside, 
and  mark  blank  to  those  regiments  and  companies  where  there  are  no 
absentees ;  and  each  adjutant  or  captain  is  hereby  required*  under  the 
penalty  aforesaid,  to  make  the  proper  return  to  the  inspector,  as  well 
when  there  are  no  absentees  as  when  there  are. 

Section  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  brigade  inspector,  and  Auditor  general, 
he  is  hereby  required,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  June,  in  each 
and  every  year,  to  forward  one  list  of  said  delinquents,  and  the  proper  Delinquenta. 
amount  of  the  fines  so  levied  as  aforesaid,  in  each  county,  to  the  audita 
general  of  the  commonwealth,  certifying  to  the  correctness  of  the  same, 
and  the  said  auditor  general  shall  charge  the  amount  to  the  treasurer  of 
Ae  proper  county  as  a  military  fund,  which  shall  be  evidence  at  all 
times  as  to  the  amount  of  militia  fines  levied  in  each  and  every  county ; 
and  the  said  brigade  inspector  is  fiirther  required  to  deliver  to  each  board 
of  county  commissioners  in  the  bounds  of  his  brigade,  within  tke  time  County  eommia* 
above  specified,  a  copy  of  fines  levied,  retaining  the  original  lists  of  aoners. 
delinquent  militiamen,  as  received  from  the  several  captains  of  militia 
companies  within  his  brigade,  to  be  filed  in  his  office;   and  if  any 
brigade  inspector  shall  refuse,  or  neglect  to  keep  up  the  aforesaid  oi^gan- 
ization  of  the  several  regiments  and  companies  within  his  brigade,  to 
ihe  end  that  the  full  number  of  returns  of  fines  levied  of  all  the  regi- 
ments and  companies  should  not  be  received,  whether  with  absentees 
or  otherwise,  unless  a  sufficient  reason  be  inunediately  furnished  that  it 
waa  impracticable  on  account  of  certain  disorganization,  and  in  this 
case  said  brigade  inspector  shall  proceed,  as  is  directed  by  the  twenty- 
first  section  of  this  act,  otherwise  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor 
general,  or  the  county  commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be,  when  the 
proper  number  of  returns  as  aforesaid  have  not  been  received  in  due 
time,  to  give  notice  to  the  state  treasurer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  I>utic8  of  atate 
withhold  the  pay  of  such  brigade  inspector,  until  the  above  requirements  *"••'"*''• 
are  fully  complied  with  ^  and  if  such  neglect  or  refusal  i^  persisted  in 
on  the  part  of  any  brigade  inspector,  and  the  proper  number  of  regi- 
mental and  company  returns  should  not  be  forwaided  to  said  auditpr 
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general  and  county  commissioners,  notice  shall  be  given  by  either  {be 
Governor.  said  auditor  general  or  said  county  commissioners  to  the  governor  of  the 

commonweaith,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  forthwith  remove  such  delin- 
quent brigade  inspector  from  office,  and  appoint  another  in  his  stead, 
with  authority  to  perform  the  several  duties  hereby  enjoined  by  the 
several  acts  now  in  force  in  this  commonwealth,  until  another  shall  be 
elected,  agreeably  to  existing  laws;  or  if  the  auditor  general,  while 
setding  the  account  of  any  brigade  inspector,  shall  have  cause  to  suspect 
that  fraud  had  been  practiced  by  said  brigade  inspector  in  the  arrange- 
ment of  his  account,  or  by  altering  his  vouchers,  so  as  to  enlarge  bis 
claims  against  the  commonwealth,  the  said  auditor  general  shall  employ 
such  means  as  shall  be  necessary  to  ascertain  the  fact;  and  if  satisfac- 
tory evidence  shall  appear  that  such  fraud  was  practiced,  immediate 
notice  shall  be  given  by  the  auditor  general  to  the  governor,  who  shall 
proceed  forthwith  to  remove  said  fraudulent  brigade  inspector,  and  shall 
supply  his  place  as  provided  in  this  section. 

County  commis-  Section  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  diity  of  the  county  commissioners, 
MODcra,  powcre  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  July,  in  each  and  every  year,  having 
and  duties.  received  the  returns  of  the  delinquent  field  and  staff  officers,  and  enrolled 

militiamen,  within  their  respective  counties,  to  make  out  duplicate  copies 
of  the  same,  and  arrange  each  delinquent  to  their  proper  township, 
ward  or  borough,  in  which  any  such  delinquent  may  reside ;  one  (^ 
which  copies  shall  be  filed  in  their  office,  and  the  other  accompanied 
with  their  warrant,  (which  shall  be  similar  to  that  for  the  collection  of 
taxes,)  shall  be  delivered  to  the  several  collectors  within  their  several 
counties,  whose  several  duties  it  shall  be,  within  thirty  days  after  said 
first  Monday  in  July,  to  call  on  each  and  every  person  named  in  ^aid 
list  or  schedule,  and  demand  payment;  and  iif  payment  is  not  made 
within  ten  days  thereafter,  the  several  collectors  are  hereby  required  to 
proceed  to  collect,  under  the  same  authority,  and  in  all  respects  as  they 
are  authorized  to  do  in  case  of  the  collection  of  the  county  rates  and 
levies ;  and  said  collectors  are  hereby  required  to  receive  the  said  war- 
rant, under  the  same  restrictions  and  securities  for  a  faithful  dischaige 
of  their  duties,  as  in  case  of  the  collection  of  state  and  county  taxes; 
and  in  case  of  refusal  or  neglect  on  the  pari  of  any  such  collector  to 
receive  said  duplicate,  he  shall  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  a  fine  of 
fifty  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  collected  by  tlie  treasurer  of  the  proper 
county,  for  the  use  of  the  commonwealth,  as  debts  of  equal  amount  aie 
by  la^  recoverable ;  and  the  said  collector  or  coUecUurs  shall  be  entitled* 
as  a  full  compensation  for  their  services,  to  an  amount  equal  to  ten  per 
cent,  on  the  first  one  hundred  dollars  paid  in  by  each  collector,  and  five 
per  cent,  on  any  additional  sum,  on  the  whole  amount  collected,  in 
cash,  and  paid  into  the  county  treasury. 

DelinQueiits.  Section  8.  That  it  shall  or  may  be  the  privUege  of  any  delinqneat 

qJ^  '  militiaman,  to  go  before  any  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace  in  the 
borough,  ward,  or  township  in  which  he  may  reside,  and  on  his  feqneM 
the  said  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace  is  hereby  required,  for  a  fee 
of  twelve  and  a  half  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  applicant,  to  administer 
an  oath  or  affirmation  to  said  applicant ;  and  if  the  detailed  reason 
given  by  him  shall  be  such  as  to  entitle  him  to  an  exemption  agreeaUy 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  then  said  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace 
shall  give  him  a  certificate  detailing  said  reason  specifically,  and  stating 
that  he  the  said  applicant  was  sworn  or  affirmed ;  but  if  his  reasons  are 
not  such  as  shall  be  hereinafter  provided  for  the  remission  of  fines,  of 
delinquent  militiamen,  then,  in  that  case  the  said  alderman  or  justice  of 
the  peace  shall  dismiss  him  without  any  such  certificate,  ^q]^ 
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SECTfON  9.  That  it  shall  he  lawfbl  for  the  county  commissioners  to  CoOaetov^  oeitifi- 
receive  all  certificates  produced  by  collectors  in  legal  form,  and  taken  cates. 
before  the  proper  authorities,  in  settling  the  military  duplicate  of  the 
several  collectors ;  and  in  case  there  be  any  person  named  in  the  list 
or  schedule  who  could  not  be  found  by  said  collectors,  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  administer  an  oath  to  the  collector  that  he  made  diligent  Ottfi. 
search,  and  no  such  person  could  be  found  in  his  bounds ;  and  in  all  • 

such  cases,  together  with  all  legal  certificates,  the  said  commissioners 
shall  give  the  said  collector  a  credit  order,  which  shall  be  an  ample 
voucher  for  said  collector  in  the  settlement  of  his  military  account  with 
the  county  treasurer;  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  county  treasurer,  immediately  after  the  final  settle-  Comiiy  Umiuiii. 
ment  of  each  collector  of  the  several  townships,  wards  and  boroughs,  to 
transmit  to  the  auditor  general  a  certified  statement  of  the  amount 
received  from  the  several  collectors,  and  the  amount  exonerated  by  the 
county  commissioners ;  and  the  said  county  treasurer  is  hereby  required 
to  pay  over,  on  the  draft  of  the  state  treasurer,  any  money  thus  remain- 
ing in  his  hands,  deducting  one  per  cent  as  a  full  compensation  for  his 
service  as  county  treasurer,  for  receiving  and  settling  the  military  dupli- 
cate of  the  several  collectors ;  and  the  several  county  treasurers  of  this 
commonwealth  are  hereby  required  to  receive,  from  the  several  collectors 
of  taxes,  all  and  any  moneys  collected  as  militia  fines,  on  the  same 
terms  and  conditions  that  they  are  required  by  law  to  receive  the  county 
rates  and  levies ;  and  the  said  treasurers  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  enforce  the  collection  of  fines  aforesaid,  as  in  case  of  the 
collection  of  State  and  county  taxes ;  and  said  collectors  shall,  within 
sixty  days  after  having  received  said  duplicate  warrants  from  the  county 
commissioners,  settle  and  pay  into  the  county  treasury  the  full  amount 
of  his  warrant,  first  deducting  his'  exonerations,  and  on  or  before  the 
above  specified  time,  shall  finally  settle  and  close  up  his  duplicate, 
agreeably  to  this  act  now  made  and  provided. 

Section  10.  That  the  amount  of  money  thus  received  by  the  county  Bcutaij  fond. 
Ueasurer,  shall  be  set  apart  as  a  military  fund,  to  be  accounted  for  to 
ike  treasurer  of  (he  state,  as  in  case  of  state  taxes ;  and  all  such  money 
shall  be  disbursed  under  the  direction  of  the  auditor  general  and  state 
treasurer^  by  drafts  to  the  several  brigade  inspectors,  for  any  amount 
that  may  be  due  them  upon  the  settlement  of  their  account,  as  is  pro- 
.Tided  by  existing  laws  now  in  force  for  the  settlement  of  the  accounts 
of  brigade  inspectors  :  Provided^  That  no  moneys  shall  be  paid  for  any 
military  purposes,  by  any  brigade  inspector,  except  as  is  herein  espe- 
•eialiy  authorized. 

Section  11.  That  from  and  after  the*  passage  of  this  act,  the  fines  PiiMs  and  IbfftA- 
and  forfeitures  of  ofiScers,  musicians  and  privates,  for  non-attendance  mm, 
on  days  of  training,  and  for  other  causes  herein  set  forth,  shall  be  as 
follows :  Eiach  field  officer,  including  colonels,  lieutenant  colonels  and 
majors,  four  dollars  per  day ;  each  stafiT  officer  shall  be  two  dollars  per 
day ;  and  each  compiay  officer  shall  be  two  dollars  for  every  day 
required  by  law ;  and  each  non-commissioned  officer  and  private,  shall 
be  fifty  cents  for  non-attendance  on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  and  fifty 
cents  for  non-attendance  on  the  day  of  battalion  or  regimental  trainings;

Section  12.  That  the  second  section  of  an  act  passed  the  fourth  day 
of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thurty-seven,  and  all  other 
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Paru  of  former    ^^^  exempting  from  training  with  the  militia,  or  the  payment  of  (ineSt 

lawg  repetled.  persons  attaching  themselves  to  volunteer  companies  as  honorary  mem- 
bers, and  so  much  of  the  act  passed  the  eighteenth  day  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three,  in  relation  to  the  militia  system, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed ;  and  any  person  claiming  to  be 
exempt  from  training  with  the  militia,  on  account  of  being  a  member 
of  a'volunteer  company,  and  doubts  should  be  entertained  as  to  the  fact 
by  the  proper  militia  enrolling  officers,  such  person  claiming  exemption, 
shall  produce  a  statement,  made  under  oath  or  affirmation,  before  an 
alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace,  that  he  is  in  complete  uniform,  and 
an  acting  member  in  a  volunteer  company  regularly  organized  according 
to  law. 

Section  13.  That  hereafter  all  free  able  bodied  white  male  persons, 

f  rm  militiaduty  ^^''Ween  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five  years,  who  have  resided 

within  this  commonwealth  one  month,  shall  be  subject  to  do  militia 

'    duty,  anything  in  any  former  laws  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Exceptions.  except  the  following  description  of  persons,  viz  :  The  vice  president 
and  judicial  and  executive  officers  of  the  United  States,  members  of 
congress,  custom  house  officers,  stage  drivers  carrying  the  mail  of  the 
United  States,  ferrymen  employed  on  post  roads,  postmasters,  in8p)ec- 
tors  of  exports,  pilots  and  mariners  actually  employed  in  the  sea  service, 
ministers  of  the  gospel,  and  any  person  enrolled  who  shall  claim  to  be 
exempt  from  military  duty  in  consequence  of  having  served  as  a  com- 
•  missioned  officer  for  seven  successive  years,  who  will  make  proof,  to 
the  commanding  officer  of  any  company  in  which  he  may  reside  or  be 
enrolled,  of  such  service,  by  his  statement  under  oath,  which  may  be 
administered  by  such  captain  or  commanding  officer,  that  he  performed 
said  service  in  all  respects  according  to  the  forty-eighth  section  of  the 
act  of  the  second  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
two  :  and  those  who  may  have  served  as  a  volunteer  seven  successive 
years,  and  have  received  their  certificate  of  discharge  in  strict  confor- 
mity to  existing  laws,  and  shall  produce  to  the  militia  captain  or 
enrolling  officer,  in  whose  bounds  he  may  reside,  a  certificate  in  due 
form,  and  in  strict  accordance  with  the  forty-seventh  section  of  the  act 
passed  the  second  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  handred  and  twenty- 
two  ;  and  any  person  holding  a  surgeon's  certificate  in  regokr  form,  ae 
required  by  the  eighth  section  of  the  act  passed  the  second  day  of  April* 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-two;  bat  if  such  surgeon's 
certificate  does  not  carry  on  its  face  conclusive  evidence  to  show  that 
said  sui^on  or  physician  (as  the  case  may  be)  were  duly  qualified 
according  to  law,  such  certificate  shall  be  of  no  effect  whatever,  and  the 
person  holding  the  same  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  reqoirements  of  the 
militia  law,  as  if  he  had  no  such  certificate. 

Section  14.  That  no  cause  of  absence  by  any  officer,  musician  or 

Non-attendance,  private,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  reason  for  non-attendance  on  days 
of  training,  or  non-payment  of  fines,  except  in  case  of  sickness  of 
himself  or  family,  so  that  prudence  would  forbt§  his  attendance,  or  if 
any  person  subject  to  militia  duty  should  be  prevented  by  dam^e 
sustained  by  fiood  or  fire  from  attendance  on  days  of  training,  shall  be 
exempt,  but  no  other  absence  on  account  of  any  business,  whether 
^  avoidable  or  otherwise,  will  be  deemed  sufficient  for  the  remission  of 
any  militia  fine ;  and  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  alderman  within  tliis 
commonwealth,  giving  a  discharge  to  any  person  claiming  to  be  exempt 
from  the  payment  of  miUtia  fines,  unless  in  strict  accordance  with  the 
foregoing,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  in  office,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  all  the  penalties  imposed  for  such  ofiences  as  ait 
provided  by  existing  laws.  ^  i 
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Section  15.  That  so  much  of  the  forty-ninth  section  of  an  act, 
passed  the  second  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
two*  for  the  regulation  of  the  miHtia  of  this  commonwealth,  and  the 
seventh  section  of  the  supplement  thereto,  passed  the  thirtieth  day  of 
March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenly-four,  as  provides  for 
the  purchase  of  colors,  flags,  drums,  tifes,  hugles  and  trumpets,  and  so 
much  of  the  fifty-fourth  section  of  the  act  passed  the  second  day  of 
April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-two,  which  authorizes 
the  teaching  of  musicians  at  the  expense  of  the  commonwealth,  and  the  Miwiciins. 
thirteenth  section  of  the  act  passed  the  nineteenth  day  of  March,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  which  provides  that  the  state 
treasurer  shall  pay,  upon  the  order  of  the  adjutant  general,  fifty  dollars 
to. each  volunteer  battalion,  and  one  hundred  dollars  to  each  volunteer 
regiment,  for  the  transportation  of  tents  to  and  from  military  encamp- 
ments, and  any  law  authorizing  the  transportation  of  arms  at  the  expense 
of  the  commonwealth — this,  "together  with  the  other  acts  and  sections 
above  quoted  in  this  section,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.  Repeal, 
any  thing  in  the  former  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding ;  and  here- 
after no  public  money  shall  be  disbursed  for  any  thing  contained  in  the 
foregoing  section,  only  by  special  appropriation. 

Sechon  16.  That  all  moneys  collected  and  paid  into  the  several  Disbureemont  of 
county  treasuries  of  this  commonwealth,  for  military  purposes,  shall  be  mofi«y». 
disbursed  as  is  directed  by  the  tenth  section  of  this  act ;  and  the  county 
treasurers,  immediately  after  closing  the  military  duplicates  of  the  sev- 
eral collectors  within  their  respective  counties,  shall  make  an  estimate 
of  the  amount  necessary  to  meet  the  military  claims  in  said  counties, 
and|^ie  balance  they  are  hereby  required  to  remit  to  the  state  treasurer,

brigades  are  hereby  auUiorized  to  draw  upon  the  state  treasurer  for  the 
balance,  in  the  usual  way:  Provided^  He  shall  furnish  a  detailed  state-  Provieo. 
Oient  of  the  balance  remaining  unpaid  in  his  brigade,  accompanied  with 
the  certificate  of  the  coimty  treasurer,  or  treasurers,  that  the  military 
funds  in  their  respective  counties  have  been  exhausted  :  Provided^  That 
aU  voachers,  accounts  and  daims  of  brigade  inspectors,  be  examined 
and  adjusted  by  the  auditor  general  and  state  treasurer  as  heretofore  r 
jind  provided  further^  That  no  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  state 
treasury  for  any  military  purpose,  except  such  moneys  in  the  trea- 
sury as  shall  be  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  act:  Provided^ 
That  within  the  bounds  of  (^e  several  divisions  of  the  Pennsylvania 
militia,  every  citizen  who  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  enrolled  in  any 
volunteer  company  regularly  organized  and  equipped,  and  shall  pay, 
annually,  to  the  support  of  the  said  volunteer  company  the  sum  of  two 
dollars,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  performance  of  any  otlier  military  Exemptions. 
duty ;  the  evidence  of  such  payment  shall  be  the  certificate  of  the  com- 
manding ofhcer  of  such  volunteer  company,  verified  by  his  oath  or 
afHrmation:  *^nd  provided  further,  That  the  commanding  oflicers  of 
all  volunteer  companies,  who  may  sell  such  certificates  as  are  herein 
authorized  to  be  sold,  shall  furnish  the  brigade  inspector  of  the  proper 
brigade,  within  five  days  of  the  day  of  inspection  of  the  battalion  or 
regfiment  to  which  their  companies  may  respectively  be  attached,  with 
a  list  of  the  persons  enrolled  in  their  respective  companies  as  aforesaid, 
together  with  their  places  of  residence,  and  shall  be  swom  or  afiirmed 
that  said  list  contains  the  names  of  all  persons  enrolled  as  herein  pro- 
vided, and  that  each  and  every  one  of  said  persons  has  paid  to  an 
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'  authorized  agent,  or  officer  of  the  company  of  which  he  has  ^c  com- 
mand, the  full  sum  of  two  dollars ;  and  if  any  such  commanding 
oflicer  Bhall  make  a  false  return  of  the  persons  so  enrolled,  or  shall  sell, 
or  permit  to  be  sold,  any  certificates  as  aforesaid,  for  a  less  sum  than 
two  dollars,  he  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered 
by  suit  before  an  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace,  as  debts  of  a  like 
amount  are  by  law  recoverable,  one-half  for  the  use  of  the  informer 
and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the  commonwealth :  ^ml  protfided^  < 
also,  That  a  copy  of  this  section  shall  be  printed  or  written  on  all  cer^ 
tificates  sold  in  pursuance  to  its  provisions. 

Sfxtion  17.  That  hereafter  no  music  employed  for  militia  training 
shall  be  paid  for  by  the  commonwealth,  except  as  follows :  For  each 
Muiicy  how  ptid.  battalion  of  militia,  there  shall  be  allowed  one  fifer,  one  drummer,  and 
one  bass  drummer,  to  be  employed  by  the  major,  or  commanding  officer 
of  each  battalion  or  regiment,  and  paid  by  the  proper  brigade  inspector, 
and  to  be  allowed  for  the  same  .in  the  settlement  of  his  account;  the 
said  major  or  commanding  officer  giving  a  certificate  for  the  same^ 
noting  the  number  of  the  battalion,  regiment,  brigade  and  division  ;  and 
each  musician  so  employed,  shall  be  allowed  one  dollar  per  day  for  bis 
services  thus  rendered,  and  no  more.  ■ 

Dtibanementi  of  Section  18.  That  the  disbursements  of  each  and  every  brigade 
iMigBde  inspecton  inspector,  shall  be  severally  limited  as  follows :  They  shall  pay  to  each 
colonel  or  commanding  officer  of  a  regiment  for  advertising  spring 
training,  one  dollar;  they  shall  pay  to  each  militia  captain,  or  com- 
manding officer  of  a  company,  for  taking  the  annual  enrollment  of  each 
person  lawfully  enrolled,  one  and  a-half  cents ;  for  furnishing  a  coDVof 
roll  to  inspector,  one  dollar;  giving^  notice  of  annual  training  on  the^rst 
Monday  of  May,  one  dollar;  making  return  of  absentees  to  brigade 
inspector,  one  dollar;  to  each  adjutant  for  a  list  of  absentees  of  field- 
and  staff  officers  to  the  brigade  inspector,  for  each  battalion,  fifty  cents; 
to  each  of  which  items  herein  referred  to,  the  said  captain  and  adjutant 
must  be  severally  qualified  to  its  correctness  by  the  brigade  inspector,  at 
the  time  of  delivery. 

Volnntoer  miiiic.  Section  19.  That  the  fifty-third  section  of  the  act  of  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twraty^two,  which  provides  for  the  employment  and 
payment  of  volunteer  music,  shall  remain  in  force :  Provided^  Thai 
one  drummer,  one  fifer  and  one  bass  drummer,  be  allowed  to  each  rifle

copy  of  his  roll,  and  an  authentic  list  of  his  absentees,  as  is  required 
in  a  former  part  of  this  act,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  brigade  in- 
spector, for  the  use  of  the  commonwealth,  to  be  collected  by  him  as 
debts  of  equal  amount  are  by  law  recoverable,  for  a  neglect  of  his  roll, 
ten  dollars,  and  for  a  neglect  of  his  list  of  absentees,  fifty  dollars. 

Section  23.  That  the  adjutant  general  is  hereby  required  to  furnish  Adjutant  gen- 
to  the  auditor  general  and  county  commissioners,  (at  the  time  when  he  erai'g  duty, 
makes  his  annual  report  to  the  governor,)  a  complete  list  of  all  the  regi- 
ments and  companies  in  the  commonwealth,  numbered  in  their  order.

provided  for  in  this  act,  shall  make  a  pro  rata  division  of  the  balance  p,o  rata  fiviikm. 
thus  remaining  in  the  treasury,  amongst  the  several  volunteer  companiui^ 
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of  thi^  common  wealth :  Provided^  That  no  company  shall  be  Millod 
to  any  portion  of  said  fund,  only  such  as  have  a  good  and  eufficknt 
armory  and  tlieir  arms  racked  up,  in  the  order  prescribed  by  the  adjutant 
general ;  and  before  any  volunteer  company  shall  be  entitled  to  any 
portion  of  the  fund  aforesaid,  the  captain  or  commanding  officii  shall 
state,  under  oath  or  affirmation,  to  be  certified  and  endorsed  by  the 
proper  brigade  inspector,  that  an  armory  as  aforesaid  has  been  provided, 
and  the  arms  racked  up  in  the  order  required. 

Section  2G.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  brigade  inspec- 
tors, to  collect  all  public  military  property  within  the  several  brigades, 
tliat  will  be  rendered  out  of  use  by  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  deposite 
them  in  some  secure  place,  to  be  used  as  necessity  appears  to  require; 
and  in  all  cases  where  arms,  accoutrements,  or  other  military  properly, 
have  become  in  the  possession  of  any  volunteer  company,  and  not  re- 
lumed to  the  proper  authorities  according  to  law  at  the  dissolution  of 
said  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  proper  brigade  inspector,  and 
he  is  hereby  re<fuired  to  institute  suits  on  the  bonds  taken,  in  the  name  of 
the  commonwealth,  for  the  recovery  of  all  or  any  damages  thus  sustained, 
to  be  applied  to  military  purposes,  and  to  be  sued  for  and  collected  as 
debts  of  equal  amount  are  by  law  recoverable;  that  so  much  of  the 
laws  of  this  commonwealth  as  are  hereby  altered  or  supplied,  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed.

shall  be  determined  by  the  board  of  directors  of  said  bank,  in  pursuance 
of  an  act  of  the  general  assembly,  entitled  '*  An  Act  to  incorporate  the

Section  3.  That  it  may  be  lawful  for  the  stockholders  to  meet  at  any  Election, 
time  previous  to  the  third  Monday  in  November,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty -four,  and  choose  by  ballot,  thirteen  directors  to  serve  Directors, 
until  that  time,  or  until  others  are  elected  ;  notice  of  which  election

vency ;  and  if  the  judgment  of  the  court  upon  the  report  of  the  audi- 
tors, or  upon  the  verdict  rendered  upon  such  issue,  should  be  that  the 
insolvency  of  such  bank  was  fraudulent,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the

AN   ACT 

To  extend  the  charter  of  the  Commercial  bank  of  Peons^^lvania. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacied  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repi^estnia-- 
fives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  charter  of  the  Commercial  bank  of  Pennsylvania,  shall  be  and  the  Chaitar  con- 
same  is  hereby  continued  and  extended  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  tinned, 
the  expiration  of  the  present  charter,  subject  to  the  provisions  imposed 
by  this  act,  and  to  all  the  provisions  n6w  imposed  upon  the  said  bank 
by  existing  laws  of  this  commonwealth;  and  also  subject  to  such  further 
provisions  as  the  legislature  may  hereafter  think  proper  to  enact  for  the 
regulation  of  banking  institutions. 

Section  2.  The  total  liabilities  of  the  said  bank,  exclusive  of  deposites,  Liabifities  funited 
shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  double  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock  paid 
in,  nor  shall  the  debts  of  every  kind  due  and  to  become  due  to  the  said 
bank,  except  debts  due  from  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  ever  amount  to 
more  than  three  times  its  capital  stock  paid  in ;  and  the  said  bank  shall 
not  loan  nor  discoimt  any  when  its  circulation  shall  be  for  thirty  con- 
secutive days  equal  to  three  times  the  amount  of  specie  or  specie  funds 
in  its  possession  belonging  to  said  bank. 

Section  3.  In  addition  to  the  returns  which  the  said  bank  is  now  Statements. 
.  required  by  law  to  make  when  notified  so  to  do  by  the  auditor  general, 
it  shall  also  return  on  the  oath  or  afHrmation  of  the  cashier,  a  statement 
in  tabular  form,  showing — first,  the  whole  amount  of  its  liabilities  5 
second,  the  amount  of  debts  due  or  to  {^ecome  due  to  said  bank,  except 
as  before  excepted ;  and  if  upon  the  return  so  made,  it  shall  ap})ear  that 
its  liabilities  or  debts  due  or  to  become  due  to  it,  except  as  before  ex- 
cepted, shall  have  exceeded,  for  thirty  consecutive  days  at  any  quarter 
of  the  last  year,  three  times  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock  paid  in,  or 
that  its  circulation  was  greater  for  thirty  consecutive  days  than  three 
tiroes  the  amount  of  specie,  or  specie  funds  in  its  possession,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  general,  forthwith  to  give  notice  tliereof  to 
the  governor,  who  shall  issue  a  proclamation,  which  shall  be  published 
in  one  newspaper  in  Harrisburg,  and  one  paper  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
said  bank,  declaring  its  charter  forfeited;  and  the  said  bank  shall  go  into 
liquidation,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  twelfth  of  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- two,  entitled  *'An  Act  to  provide 
for  the  resumption  of  specie  payments  by  the  banks  of  this  common- 
wealth, and  for  other  purposes." 

Section  4.  That  the  stockholders  of  the  said  bank,  and  of  every^  Joint  fi^faUitj* 
bank  hereafter  incorporated,  as  well  as  every  bank  whose  charter  is  re- 
newed, shall  be  jointly  liable  to  the  creditors  of  such  bank,  in  theiv 
individual  capacity,  for  the  amount  of  notes  issued,  in  an  amonut  nol 
exceeding  the  par  value  of  the  stock  owned  and  possessed  by  ihem, 
respectively,  in  any  such  bank  or  banks,  and  the  manner  of  eitforcing 
such  liability  shall  be  as  follows :  In  case  any  such  bank  shall  violate  ProccedinM  in 
the  provisions  of  any  law  applicable  to  it,  or  becomes  insolvent  or  in  ^^^  ^f  violation 
failing  dicumstances,  by  reason  of  the  mismanagejnent  of  it^  affairs,  of  law. 
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and  is  compelled  to  make  an  assignment  under  the  provisions  of  the 
second  section  of  the  act  passed  the  twelfth  day  of  March«  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two,  entitled  *'An  Act  to  provide 
for  the  resumption  of  specie  payments  by  the  banks,"  the  assignees  so 
appointed  shall  proceed  to  make  a  fair  and  equitable  appraisement  of 
the  assets  of  such  bank^  of  every  description,  at  their  cash  value,  and 
also  to  make  a  list  of  all  the  debts  due  by  such  bank ;  and  if  it  shall 
appear  that  the  assets  are  insufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities,  the  stock-

loldera.  issued  by  the  prothonotary  of  the  proper  county,  against  all  the  stock- 

holders of  such  bank,  reciting  the  amount  of  such  deficiency,  and 
requiring  them  to  appear  at  the  next  court  of  common  pleas  in  said 
county,  and  show  cause  why  execution  should  not  be  issued  against 
them  for  such  amount;  and  such  scire  facias  shall  also  set  forth  the  pro* 
portions  due  from  each  of  the  said  stockholders  $  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  sheriff  of  said  county^  to  serve  the  said  writ  upon  aU  stock- 
holders named  in  said  writ,  residing  within  his  bailiwick;  and  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  court  of  common  pleas,  or  a  judge  in  vacation,  to 
make  such  order  in  reference  to  giving  notice  to  stockholders,  non-resi- 
dents in  the  county,  and  named  in  such  writ,  as  the  case  may  require :

If  any  president,  cashier,  or  any  other  officer  or  clerk  Penalty  for  em- 
of  any  bank  or  savings  institution  in  this  commonwealth,  shall  fraudu-b^rfement,frind 
lently  embezzle  or  appropriate  to  his  own  use,  or  to  the  use  of  any  ^^

office  or  not,  shall  each  be  liable  to  the  stockholders  and  creditors  of  the 
said  bank  or  monied  corporation,  for  his  proportional  share  of  their  re- 
spective losses:  the  proportion  to  be  ascertained  by  dividing  the  whole 
loss  amongst  the  whole  number  of  directors  liable  for  its  reimburse-

Section  13.  If  the  moneys  remaining  due  to  the  creditors  of  such  CoDtribiitimi  of 
corporation,  whose  insolvency  shall  be  adjudged  fraudulent,  after  the  ■cockhokleni. 
distribution  of  its  effects,  shall  not  be  collected  in  whole  or  in  part  from 
the  directors  liable  for  their  reimbursement,  the  deficiency,  so  far  as  to 
redeem  the  notes  issoed,  shall  be  made  good  by  the  contribution  of  the 
etoekhoiders  of  the  said  bank  or  monied  corporation ;  the  whole  amount 
of  the  deficiency  shall  be  assessed  on  the  whole  number  of  shares  of 
the  capital  stock,  and  the  sum  necessary  to  be  paid  on  each  share  shall 
then  be  ascertained ;  and  each  stockholder  shall  be  liable  for  the  sum 
assessed  on  the  number  of  shares  held  by  him,  not  exceeding  the 
nominal  amount  of  such  shares,  in  addition  to  the  sums  paid,  or  which 
he  may  be  Uable  to  pay,  on  account  of  tliese  shares. 

Section  14.  If  the  amount  assessed  on  the  shares  of  any  stockholder,  LiaUfity  oft 
under  the  provisions  of  the  last  section,  shall  not  be  collected  from  such  feren. 
stockholder  by  reason  of  his  insolvency  or  his  absence  from  this  state,    . 
4he  sum  remaining  due  on  such  assessment  shall  be  recoverable  against     ^ 
the  person  from  whom  the  delinquent  stockholder,  at  any  time  within 
six  months  previous  to  tlie  insolvency  of  the  said  bank  or  monied  cor-

Section  17.  If  the  court  shall  be  in  session  when  the  said  statement 
is  filed,  the  same  shall  be  immediately  presented  to  the  court  by  the 
said  directors,  for  examination,  and  if  the  court  should  not  be  in  session 
at  such  time,  then  the  said  statement  shall  be  presented  upon  the  first 
day  of  the  session  of  the  court  thereafter ;  and  it  shall  thereupon  be  the 
duty  of  the  court  to  appoint  three  competent  auditors,  who  shall  be  duly 
sworn  or  affirmed,  to  make  a  strict  investigation  of  the  affairs  of  such 
bank,  the  accuracy  and  fairness  of  the  statement  thus  presented  to  the 
court,  and  to  perform  their  duties  with  fidelity. 

Section  18.  The  auditors  thus  appointed,  shall  have  power  to  com- 
pel the  production  of  the  books  and  papers,  and  to  subpoena  and  examine 
the  directors  and  ofRcers  of  such  bank,  and  generally  to  have  and  exer- 
cise all  the  authority  now  conferred  on  auditors  by  tlic  existing  laws, 
and  after  having  performed  their  duties,  they  shall  report  to  the  court 
the  result  of  their  investigation;  and  in  case  they  report  that  the  insol- 
vency was  fraudulent,  it  shall  be  their  duty  also  to  ascertain  and  report 
the  amounts  due  from  the  several  directors,  according  to  the  liabilities 
imposed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  19.  The  said  court  shall  thereupon,  proceed  to  the  investi- 
gation of  the  matters  contained  in  said  report,  and  shall  determine 
whether  the  insolvency  of  said  bank  or  monied  corporation,  waa  fraudu- 
lent or  otherwise,  or  if  they  deem  it  necefisary  for  the  purposes  of  justice, 
may  direct  an  issue  at  the  request  of  any  person  *interested,  to  try  the 
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faet,  of  ftaudaknt  insolvency,  and  if  ihe  jndgment  of  the  court,  upon 
the  report  of  the  msiditors,  or  apon  the  verdict  rendered  upon  such  issue, 
should  be  that  the  insolvency  of  such  bai^  was  iiniadalent,  then,  and  in 
such  case,  the  said  court  shall  proceed  to  decree  against  the  directors 
the  amount  due  from  each,  according  to  their  several  liabilities;  and  the 
several  courts  of  common  pleas,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  authorities  to 
obtain  the  appearance  of  persons,  thus  made  amenable  to  their  jurisdic- 
tion, and  to  compel  obedience  to  their  orders  and  decrees,  and  enforce 
execution  thereof,  as  are  now  by  law  vested  in  the  said  courts,  in  cases 
of  trusts:  Provided^*  Thai  before  this  act  shall  go  into  operation,  it  Proviso, 
shall  first  be  accepted  and  approved  of  at  a  genera]  meeting  of  stock- 
holders, to  be  called  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  subject  into  considera- 
tion. 

Section  20.  That  the  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  power  to  alter.  Legislative  rcscr- 
revoke  or  annul  the  charter  of  the  said  bank,  whenever  in  their  opinion  vation. 
it  may  be  injurious  to  the  citizens  of  the  commonwealth,  in  such  man- 
ner, however,  that  no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the  corporators  thereof. 

Section  21.  So  much  of  any  act  or  acts  of  assembly,  as  are  hereby  Repeal, 
altered  or  supplied,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

To  the  act  erecting  parts  of  Jefferaoo,  Clearfield  and  M'Kean  comities  into  a  aepa- 
rate  county,  to  be  called  Elk. 

Sbction  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Creneral  ^Sssembbf 
fnet^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^    That 
on  all  judgments  on  which  writs  of  fieri  facias,  venditioni  exponas, 
levari  facias,  or  other  process  have  issued  to  the  sheriff  of  Clearfield 
county,  previous  to  the  third  Monday  of  October,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty- three,  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  or  making  the 
money  due  on  said  judgments,  by  the  sale  of  the  personal  or  real  estate 
of  the  defendants,  in  the  county  of  Elk,  the  said  writs  shall  not  be  de- 
layed, discontinued  or  affected  by  the  act  of  assembly  passed  eighteenth 
April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  three,  entitled  ^-AnAct 
erecting  parts  of  Jefferson.  Clearfield  and  M'Kean  counties  into  a  sep- 
arate county «  to  be  called  Elk,"  and  that  the  same  acts  shall  be  done 
on  all  such  judgments  and  writs,  by  the  sheriff  and  coroner  of  Clear- 
field county,  as  if  the  said  act  had  not  been  passed;  and  also  alias 
writs  may  be  issued  on  the  said  judgments,  to  the  said  sheriff  and 
coroner  of  the  county  of  Clearfield,  to  be  proceeded  on  in  like  manner : 
Provided^  That  in  case  of  sale  of  real  estate  by  the  sheriff  or  coroner 
of  the  county  of  Clearfield,  which  is  situated  in  the  county  of  Ellk^  the 
deeds  made  by  the  said  sheriff  or  coroner,  after  they  are  duly  entered  of 
record  on  the  docket  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Clearfield,  shall 
in  like  manner  be  entered  of  record  on  the  docket  of  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  of  the  county  of  Elk,  within  thirty  days. 

SxcnoN  2.  That  on  all  mortgages  and  judgments  which  are  now  a 
lien  on  real  estate  in  the  said  county  of  Elk,  on  which  no  writs  of  fieri 
facias,  venditioni  exponas,  levari  facias,  or  other  process,  to  levy  the 
money  on  the  said  mortgages  and  judgments,  have  issued,  previous  to 
the  third  Tuesday  of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty* 
three,  all  such  writs  and  process  hereaAer  to  be  issued  on  said  moii* 
gages  and  judgments,  may  and  shall  be  directed  to  the  sheriff  or  conNMr 
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of  the  county  of  Clearfield,  to  be  proceeded  upon  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement  had  not  been  passed. 

Section  3.  That  on  all  writs  of  scire  facias,  issued  to  obtain  judg-  Rerival  of  judg- 
ments on  mortgages,  on  lands  laying  in  the  said  county  of  Elk,  or  meats, 
writs  as  aforesaid,  issued  to  revive  judgments  generally,  which  are  in 
lien  in  like  manner  on  real  estate,  in  the  said  county  of  Elk,  may  and 
shall  be  directed  to  the  sheriff  or  coroner  in  the  county  of  Clearfield,  to 
be  served  by  the  said  sheriff  or  coroner  on  the  defencmnts,  either  in  the 
counties  of  Clearfield  or  Elk,  and  al^^o  in  like  manner  to  be  served  on 
terre  tenants  in  the  said  county  of  Elk. 

Section  4.  That  in  all  cases  where  suits  have  been  commenced  in  Suits, 
the  several  counties  of  M'Kean  or  Jefiferson,  and  the  said  defendant 
now  resides  in  the  county  of  Elk,  the  said  party  who  does  not  reside 
in  said  county  of  Elk,  may  remove  his  said  suit  into  the  said  county  of 
Elk,  by  filing  his  request  in  the  protfaonotary's  office  of  M*Kean  or 
Jefferson  county,  as  the  case  may  be.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Repreatnta- 
Hves  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Msembly 
meU  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^   That 
James  Brtsbin,  Samuel  Barr  and  John  Flemin^^,  or  their  successors,  C«mmiirioner8. 
commissioners  of  the  coumy  of  Mifflin,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appoint- 
ed commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  or  a  majority  of  them,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  January,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty-six,  to  determine  upon  and  purchase  such  real  estate  as  Parchase  real  a 
they  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  of  Mifflin  tata. 
county;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  to  take  conveyance  therefor,  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the

ensuing  year;  and  the  judges  of  the  election  of  said  county,  shall 
immediately,  on  receiving  the  returns  from  the  several  eleqlion  districts, 
and  casting  up  the  number  of  votes  therein,  or  within  three  days  there- 
after, certuy  under  their  hands  and  seals,  the  names  of  the  persons  so 
elected  directors,  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  said 
county,  who  shall  file  the  said  certificate  in  his  office,  and  forthwith  give 
notice  in  writing  to  the  said  directors,  of  their  being  elected  5  and  the 
said  directors  shall  meet  at  the  court  house  in  the  said  county,  on  the 
fourth  Monday  of  November  next  ensuing  their  election,  and  divide 
themselves  by  lots,  into  three  classes — the  place  of  the  first  to  be  vacated 
at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year;  of  tbe  second,  at  tbe  expiration  of  the 
second  year;  of  the  third,  at  the  expiration  of  the  third  year — so  that 
those  who  shall  be  chosen  after  the  first  election,  and  in  the  mode  above 
described,  may  serve  for  three  years;  and  obe-third  may  be  chosen 
annually. 

Section  2.  Every  director  elected  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  or  ap- 
pointed as  is  directed  by  the  eleventh  section  of  this  act,  shall,  within 
ten  days  after  he  is  notified  of  such  election  or  appointment,  and  before 
he  eaters  upon  the  duties  of  the  said  office,  take  an  oath  or  afiinnation, 
which  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  said  county  is  hereby  authorized 
to  administer,  that  he  will  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  of  director 
of  the  poor  for  the  said  county,  truly,  faithfully  and  impartially,  to  the 
best  of  his  knowledge  and  abihty;  and  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  to 
take  the  said  oath  or  affirmation,  within  the  time  aforesaid,  he  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  tbe  sum  of  ten  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  said  county, 
which  fine,  shall  be  recovered  by  the  directors  for  the  time  being,  as 
debts  are  or  shall  be  by  law  recoverable;  and  the  directors  qualifi^  as 
aforesaid,  are  hereby  authorized  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  in 
any  case  when  it  shall  be  necessary  in  relation  to  the  duties  of  the 
office. 

Section  3.  The  said  directors  shall  forever  hereafter,  in  name  and 
in  fact,  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses, whatsoever,  relative  to  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Mifflin,  and 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleadcKl,  by  the  name,  style  and  title,  of  the  *'dtrectors  of  the  poor 
and  of  the  house  of  employment  for  the  county  of  Mifflin;"  and  by  that 
name  shall,  and  may  receive,  take  and  hold,  any  lands,  tenements  and 
hereditaments,  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  of  five  thousand  dollar*; 
and  any  goods  and  chattels,  whatsoever,  of  the  gift,  alienation  or  be- 
quest, of  any  person  or  persons,  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  take  and 
hold,  any  lands  and  tenements  within  their  county,  in  fee  simple  or 
otherwise,  and  erect  suitable  buildings  for  the  reception,  use  and  accom* 
modation  of  the  poor  of  said  coonty;  to  provide  all  things  necessary  for 
the  lodging,  maintenance  and  employment,  of  said  poor;  to  appoint  a 
treasurer  annually,  who  shall  give  bond  with  fuU  and  sufficient  security, 
for  the  faithful  dischaige  of  £e  duties  of  his  office,  and  at  the  expira- 
tion thereof,  for  the  payment  and  delivery  over  to  his  successor  in  omce, 
of  all  moneys,  notes,  bonds,  book  accounts  and  other  papers,  to  tbe  said 
corporation  belonging,  which  shall  then  be  remaining  in  his  hands,  cus- 
tody and  possession;  and  the  said  directors  shall  have  power  to  employ 
and  at  pleasure  remove,  a  steward  or  stewards,  matron  or  matrons^  phy- 
sician or  physicians,  siuigeon  or  suigeons,  and  all  other  attendants  that 
may  be  necessary  for  the  said  poor  respectively;  to  bind  out  apprentices^ 
so  that  such  apprenticeship  may  expire,  if  males,  at  or  before  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years;  if  females,  at  or  before  the  age. of  eighteen  years: 
Provided^  That  no  child  shall  be  bound  out  for  a  longer  time  than  untB 
he  arrives  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  unless  he  be  bound  out  to  » 
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trade  other  than  a  former:  ^nd  provided^  In  all  cases,  the  person  to 
whom  they  are  bound,  be  required  to  ^ive  the  chfld  at  least  three  months' 
schooling  in  each  year:  Provided  aUo^  That  no  child  shall  be  bound 
without  the  limits  of  the  state;  and  the  said  directors  shall  exercise  and 
enjoy  all  such  other  powers  now  vested  In  the  OTerseers  of  the  poor,  as 
are  not  herein  granted  or  supplied^  and  the  said  directors  are  hereby 
empowered  to  use  one  common  seaU  in  all  business  relating  to  the  said 
corporation,  and  the  same  at  their  pleasure  to  alter  and  renew. 

Section  4.  The  said  directors,  as  sooa  as  may  be  after  their  eiectioa  Bxpenie  of  lanik 
and  oiganization,  as  aforesaid,  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the  probable  md  bnildings. 
expense  of  purchasing  the  lands  and  buildings,  of  erecting  Ae  necessary 
building  or  buildings,  and  furnishing  the  same,  and  maintainmg  the  poor 
within  the  said  county  for  one  year,  whereupon,  the  county  commis- . 
sioners  of  the  said  county,  shall,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  increase  the  county  tax  by  one-fourth  part  of  the  sum  neces-  Ttx. 
sary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  shall  procure  on  loan  or  the  credit  of  Loan, 
tile  taxes  herein  directed  to  be  levied,  the  remaining  three-fourths  there- 
of, to  be  paid  in  instalments  with  interest,  out  of  the  county  taxes: 
Provided  always^  That  if  such  loan  cannot  be  made,  the  whole  amount  Proviso, 
of  the  sum  necessary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  or  such  part  thereof^  as 
may  be  deemed  proper,  shall  immediately  be  added  to  the  county  tax 
to  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer,  to  the  directors  aforesaid,  on  orders 
drawn  in  their  favor,  by  the  county  commissioners,  as  the  same  may 
be  found  necessary. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  directors,  on  or  before  the  iSg^Qn^ie  of  ex- 
first  day  of  November,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  furnish  the  commis*  peme  of  poor, 
moners  of  said  county,  with  an  estimate  of  the  probable  expense  of  the  &e. 
poor  and  poor  house,  for  one  year$  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
commissioners  to  assess  and  cause  to  be  collected,  the  amount  of  said 
estimate,  which  shall  be  paid  to  said  directors,  by  the  county  treasurer, 
on  warrants  drawn  in  their  favor  by  the  county  commissioners,  as  the 
same  may  be  found  necessary  |  and  the  said  directors  shall,  at  least  once 
in  every  year,  tender  an  account  of  all  mone3rs  by  them  received  and 
expended,  to  the  auditors  appointed  to  audit  and  settle  the  county 
accounts,  subject  to  the  same  penalties,  rules  and  regulations,  as  are  by 
law  directed,  relating  to  the  accounts  of  the  county  commissioners;  and 
shall,  at  least  once  in  every  year,  lay  before  the  court  of  quarter  sessions 
and  grand  jury  of  said  county,  a  list  of  the  number,  ages  and  sex,  of 
the  persons  maintained  and  employed  in  the  said  house  of  employment, 
or  supported  or  assisted  by  them  elsewhere,  and  of  the  children  by  them 
bound  out  to  apprenticeship,  as  aforesaid,  with  the  names  of  their  mas- 
ter&i  mistresses,  and  their  trade,  occupation  or  calling ;  and  shall,  at  all  Masten  and  mb- 
times,  when  thereunto  required,  submit  to  the  inspection  and  free  exam-  tnmea, 
illation  of  such  visiters  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  appointed  by  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  said  county,  all  their  books  and  accounts, 
together  with  the  rents,  interests  and  moneys,  payable  and  receivable 
by  the  said  corporation,  and  also  an  account  of  aU  sales,  purchases,  do- 
nations, devises  and  bequests,  as  shall  have  been  made  by,  or  to  them. 

Section  6.  As  soon  as  the  said  buildings  shall  have  been  erected  or  Paapen  removed 
purchased,  and  all  necessary  accommodations  provided  therein,  notice  to  poor  home, 
shall  be  sent,  signed  by  any  two  of  the  said  directors,  to  the  overseers 
€3f  the  several  townships  of  the  said  county  of  Mifflin,  .requiring  them 
forthwith  to  bring  the  poor  of  their  respective  townships  to  said  house 
of  employment  j  which  order  the  overseers  are  here^by  enjoined  and 
required  to  comply  with,  or  otherwise  to  forfeit  the  costs  of  all  future 
maintenance,  except  in  cases  where  by  sickness,  or  any  other  sufficient 
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cause,  any  poor  person  cannot  be  removed,  in  which  case  the  said  over- 
seers shall  represent  the  same  to  the  nearest  justice  of  the  peace,  who 
being  satis6ed  of  the  truth  thereof^  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  said 
directors,  and  at  the  same  time  issue  an  order  under  his  hand  and  seaU 
to  the  said  overseers,  directing  them  to  maintain  such  poor  until  such 
times  as  he  or  she  may  be  in  a  situation  to  be  removed ;  and  then  con- 
vey the  said  pauper,  and  deliver  him  or  her  to  the  steward  or  keeper  of 
the  said  house  of  employment,  together  with  the  said  order;  and  the 
chai^ge  and  expense  of  such  temporary  relief,  and  of  such  removal  shall 
be  paid  by  the  said  directors  at  a  reasonable  allowance. 

Section  7.  The  said  directors  shalL  from  time  to  time  receive,  pro- 
vide for  and  employ,  according  to  tlie  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act, 
all  such  poor  and  indigent  persons  as  shall  be  entitled  to  relief,  or  shall 
have  gained  a  legal  settlement  in  said  county  of  MiiHin,  and  shall  be 
sent  there  by  an  order  or  warrant  for  that  purpose,  under  the  hands  and 
seals  of  any  two  justices  of  the  peace,  directed  to  any  constable  of  the 
said  county  of  Mifflin*  or  to  the  overseers  of  the  proper  township  in 
any  other  county  of  this  commonwealth ;  and  the  said  directors  are 
hereby  authorized,  when  they  shall  deem  it  proper  and  convenient  to 
do  so,  to  permit  any  person  or  persons  to  be  maintained  elsewhere : 
Provided^  The  expense  of  their  maintenance  does  not  in  any  case  ex- 
ceed that  for  which  they  could  be  maintained  at  the  poor  house  of  the 
said  county  of  Mifflin. 

Section  8.  The  said  directors,  or  any  two  of  them,  who  shall  be  a 
quorum  in  all  cades  to  do  business,  shall  have  full  power  to  make  and 
ordain  such  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  as  they  shall  think  proper^ 
convenient  and  necessary  for  the  governqaent  and  support  of  the  poor, 
and  houses  of  employment  aforesaid,  and  of  the  revenues  thereunto 
belonging,  and  of  all  persons  as  shall  come  under  their  cognizance : 
Frovtd^^  The  same  be  not  repugnant  to  this  law,  or  any  of  the  other 
laws  of  this  state,  or  of  the  United  States :  And  provided^  ahOf  That 
the  same  shall  not  have  any  force  or  effect  until  they  shall  have  be^i 
submitted  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  the  time  being,  of  the  county 
of  Mifflin,  and  shall  have  received  the  approbation  of  the  same. 

Section  9.  A  quorum  of  the  said  directors  shall,  and  they  are  hereby 
enjoined  and  required  to  meet  at  tlie  said  house  of  employment,  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  and  visit  the  apartments  and  see  that  the  poor  are 
comfortably  supported;  and  hear  all  complaints  and  redress  or  cause  to 
be  redressed  all  grievances  that  may  happen  by  the  neglect  or  miscon- 
duct of  any  person  or  persons  ifi  their  employment  or  otherwise. 

Section  10.  The  said  directors  «hall,  each  of  them,  receive  for  their 
services  aimually,  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
their  necessary  attendance  on  the  duties  of  their  office. 

Section  11.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  by  death,  resignation,  or  other- 
wise, of  any  of  the  said  directors,  the  remaining  directors  shall  fill  such 
vacancy  by  the  appointment  of  a  citizen  of  their  county,  under  the 
same  penalty  as  is  provided  by  the  third  section  of  this  act,  to  serve 
until  the  next  general  election,  when  another  director  shall  be  elected, 
as  if  no  such  vacancy  had  happened. 

Section  12.  All  claims  and  demands  existing  at  the  time  of  tliis  act 
being  carried  into  effect,  shall  have  full  force  and  effect,  as  if  this  act 
had  not  passed ;  and  when  the  same  may  have  been  duly  adjusted  and 
settled,  all  moneys  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  overseers,  as  well  as 
the  uncollected  taxes  levied  for  the  support  of  the  poor  in  the  several 
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townships  in  the  county  <^  Mifflin,  sh«ll  be  paid  over  to  the  snpervisore 
of  the  highways  of  their  respective  townships,  to  be  by  them  applied 
towards  repainng  the  roads  therein. 

Section  13.  As  soon  as  the  poor  of  the  county  of  MifHin  shall  have  office  of  overseer 
been  removed  to  the  house  of  employment  of  the  said  county,  and  the  aboUihed. 
outstanding  taxes  collected  and  paid  over,  the  office  of  overseer  of  the 
poor  within  the  said  county,  shall  fVom  henceforth  be  abolished. 

Section  14.  The  powers '  conferred  and  the  duties  imp09ed  on  the  Saperrieors. 
overseers  of  ^e  poor,  \A  and  by  *^An  Act  to  empower  the  overseers  and 
guardians  of  the  poor  of  the  several  townships  within  this  common- 
wealth, to  recover  certain  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  and  for  other 
purposes,"  are  hereby  conferred  and  imposed  on  the  supervisors  of  the 
highways  in  said  county  of  MifHin;  and  that  the  justices  of  the  peace, 
and  sheriff  within  the  said  county,  are  hereby  required  to  pay  to  the  said 
supervisors,  to  be  by  them  applied  to  the  repair  of  the  highways,  the 
aforesaid  fines,  forfeitures  and  pendties  within  the  time,  and  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  by  the  said  act,  for  the  payment  thereoif  in  other  counties 
to  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  give  notice  of  the  receipt  thereof  to 
the  said  supervisors,  within  the  time,  and  in  the  manner  aforesaid  ;  and 
that  for  any  neglect  or  refusal  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  enjoined  on 
them  by  the  said  act,  the  said  justices  of  the  peace  and  sheriflT  in  the 
said  county,  shall  be  subject  to  all  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  to 
which  tlie  justices  and  sherifis  in  other  counties  are  by  the  said  acts  sub- 
ject or  liable. 

Section  16.  The  commissioners  of  said  county  are  hereby  anthorized  Coonty  comrois- 
and  empowered  to  pay  to  the  persons  who  aretippointed  commissioners  tionen. 
by  the  fir^  section  of  this  act,  the  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  the 
performance  of  their  duty ;  and  also  to  pay  to  each  of  the  said  directors 
a  reasonable  compensation  for  their  services  during  the  term  they  are 
employed  in  erecting  any  building  or  buildings  aforesaid :  Provided, 
That  the  same  shall  not,  including  the  annaal  sum  allowed  them  by  this 
act,  exceed  fifly  dollars  for  any  one  year. 

Section  16*  So  much  of  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  relating  to  Rq^eel.  * 
the  poor,  as  are  by  this  act  altered  or  supplied,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed,  so  far  as  they  efifect  the  county  of  Mifflin. 

Section  17.  That  the  sheriff  of  the  said  county  shall  in  due  time  Meeting, 
notify  the  said  commissioners  of  their  appointment,  and  when  and 
where  they  shall  meet  for  entering  upon  the  duties  assigned  them  by 
this  act,  which  place  of  meeting  shall  be  as  near  the  centre  of  the  county 
as  possible. 

Section  18.  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  sense  of  the  citizens  Citixens  to  vote 
of  Mifflin  county,  as  to  the  expediency  of  erecting  a  poor  house,  it  shall  Ibr  or  against  a 
be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  inspectors  for  the  several  townships  and  P<xw  honae. 
boroughs  at  the  next  general  election,  to  receive  tickets  either  written  or 
printed,  from  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  labelled  on  the  outside  <^  poor 
house/'  and  in  the  inside  "for  a  poor  house,"  or  **against  a  poor  house," 
and  if  it  shall  appear  upon  casting  up  the  votes  in  the  different  disUricts 
at  the  court  house,  on  the  same  day  that  other  returns  are  made  out, 
that  a  majority  of  those  who  voted  are  for  a  poor  house,  then  the  fore- 
going act  to  take  effect;  but  if  a  majority  of  votes  be  found  to  be  against 
a  pootr  house,  the  foregoing  act  to  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  null  and 
void*

whereupon  the  governor  shall,  by  letters  patent,  under  his  hand  and  the  i^uais  patent,

ve  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure ;  and  Seal. 
also  to  ordain,  establish  and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws,  ordinances  By-laws, 
and  regulations,  as  shall  appear  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  govern- 
ment of  said  corporation,  not  being  contrary  to  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  the  United  States  or  of  this  commonwealth ;  and  generally  to  do  all 
and  singular  the  matters  and  things  which*  to  them  it  shall  lawfully  ap- 
pertain to  do,  for  the  well  being  of  the  said  corporation,  and  the  due 
management  and  ordering  the  affairs  of  the  same :  Pr&videdj  Thai  Prwiao.

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Section  3«  That  the  said  named  persons,  or  a  msgority  of  thenu 
shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  said  letters  patent  shall 
be  obtained,. give  at  least  twenty  days  previous  notice  in  the  newspapers 
hereinbefore  mentioned,  of  the  time  and  place  by  them  appointed,  for 
the  subscribers  to  meet,  in  order  to  organize  the  said  company,  to  choose 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  said  subscribers,  by  ballot,  to  be  given 
in  person  or  by  proxy,  which  proxy  shall  have  been  obtained  and  bear 
date  within  three  months  previously  to  the  election  at  which  such  proxy 
shall  be  presented,  duly  authorized,  one  president  and  eight  managers, 
who  shall  be  residents  of  this  commonwealth,  a  treasurer,  secretary  and 
such  other  officers- as  shall  be  deemed  necessary;  that  the  president  and 
managers  aforesaid  shall  conduct  the  business  of  said  company  until  the 
second  Monday  in  January  then  next,  and  until  like  officers  shall  be

Section  4.  That  the  stockholders  shall  meet  on  the  second  Monday 
Annual  elections,  ^f  January,  in  every  year,  at  such  places  as  may  be  fixed  upon  by  the 
by-laws,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  at  least  twenty  days  previous, 
by  the  secretary,  in  the  newspapers  before  mentioned,  and  choose  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  present,  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  as  men- 
tioned in  the  third  section  of  this  act,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for 
one  year,  and  until  othera  Hre  chosen,  and  at  such  other  time  as  they 
may  be  summoned  by  the  managers,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  shafl 
be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws^  at  which  annual  or  special  meeting  they 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  make,  alter  or  repeal,  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  votes,  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  all  such  by-laws,  rules, 
orders  and  regulations  as  aforesaid,  and  to  do  and  perform  every  other 
corporate  act;  and  the  number  of  votes  to  which  each  stockholder  shall

but  no  share  shall  confer  a  right  of  sirfirage  which  shall  not  have  been 
holden  three  calendar  mpnths  prior  to  the  day  of  the  election,  nor  unless 
it  be  holden  by  the  person  in  whose  name  it  appears  absolutely  and 
bona  fide,  in  his  own  right  or  in  that  of  his  wife,  or  for  his  or  her  sole 
use  and  benefit,  or  as  executor  or  administrator,  trustee  or  guardian,  or 
in  the  right  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  some  copartnership,  corpora- 
tion or  society  of  which  he  or  she  may  be  a  member,  and  not  in  trust 
for,  and  to  the  use  and  benefit  of,  any  other  person  :  Frovidedj  That 
no  shares  held  by  transfer  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  unless  the  same  shaD 
have  been  transferred  at  least  three  months  before  the  election ;  and  aD 
votes  by  proxy  shall  be  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  are  prescribed 
by  the  act  passed  on  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  March,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty,  entitled  "An  Act  to  regulate  proxies :"  ^nd 
provided^  aUo^  That  no  share  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  at  any  election, 
or  at  any  general  or  special  meeting  of  said  company^  on  which  any 
instalment  or  arrearages  may  have  been  due  and  payable  more  than 
thirty  days  previously  to  said  election  or  meeting. 

Section  5.  That  the  election  of  officers  provided  for  in  the  third  sec- 
duSne  etoc^'  ^^^  ^^  ^^  ^^^  ^^^^  ^  conducted  in  the  following  manner,  that  is  to 
say :  The  managers,  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint  two  of  the  stock- 
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*  holders,  nol  being  managers,  to  be  judges  of  the  said  election,  and  to 
conduct  the  same,  after  having  severaDy  taken  and  subscribed  an  oath 
or  affirmation  before  an  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace,  well  and  truly, 
and  according  to  law,  to  conduct  such  election,  to  the  best  of  their 
knowledge  and  abilities;  and  the  said  judges  shall  decide  upon  the 
qualifications  of  voters,  and  when  the  election  is  closed,  shall  count  the 
votes,  and  declare  who  has  been  elected ;  and  if  it  shall  at  any  time 
happen  that  an  election  of  president,  managers,  treasurer^,  secretary  or 
other  officers  shall  not  be  made,  the  corporation  shall  not  for  that  cause 
be  dissolved ;  but  it  shall  be  lawful  to  hold  and  make  such  election  of 
president,  managers,  secretary,  tjreasurer  or  other  officers,  on  any  day 
tfaereaAer,  by  giving  at  least  ten  days  notice,  signed  by  the  president  or 
secretary,  in  the  newspapers  before  mentioned,  of  the  time  and  place  of 
holding  said  election ;  and  the  president,  managers,  treasurer,  secretary 
and  other  officers  of  the  preceding  year,  shall  in  that  case  continue  to 
act,  and  be  invested  with  all  the  powers  belonging  to  their  respective 
stations,  until  an  election  shall  take  place :  In  the  case  of  death  or 
resignation  of  the  president,  managers,  treasurer  or  secretary,  his  place 
may  be  filled  by  the  board  of  managers,  until  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Section  0.  That  the  said  president  and  managers  shall  meet  at  such  Meetingt. 
times  and  places  as  shall  be  found  most  convenient  for  the  transacting 
of  their  business,  and  when  met,  five,  shall  be  a  quorum,  who  in  the  Quoram. 
absence  of  the  president  may  choose  a  chairman,  and  shall  keep  minutes 
of  their  transactions  fairly  entered  in  a  book,  and  a  quorum  being  formed, 
they  shall  be  empowered  and  have  authority  to  appoint  all  such  survey- 
ors, engineers,  superintendents  and  other  artists,  officers  and  workmen,  Ennneers,  Ac 
as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  carry  on  the  intended  work ;  and  to  fix 
their  salaries  and  wages,  to  ascertain  the  times,  manner  and  proportions 
in  which  the  said  stockholders  shall  pay  the  moneys  due  on  their  res- 
pective shares,  to  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  moneys,  which  shall 
be  signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his  absence,  by  a  majority  of  the 
managers  present,  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary ;  and  generally  to 
do  all  such  other  acts,  matters  and  things  as  by  this  act  and  by  the  by- 
laws and  regulations  of  the  company,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  do. 

Section  t^  That  the  said  president  and  managers  first  chosen,  shall  Certificates  of 
procure  certificates,  or  evidences  of  stock  for  all  the  shares  of  the  said  «tock. 
company,  and  shall  deliver  one  or  more  certificates,  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent, and  countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed  with  the  common 
seal  of  the  said  corporation,  to  each  person,  according  to  the  number  of 
shares  by  him  or  her  subscribed  or  held,  which  certificates  or  evidence 
of  stock  shall  be  transferable  at  his  or  her  pleasure,  in  person,  or  by  Tiansfenble. 
attorney  duly  authorized,  in  the  presence  of  the  president  or  treasurer, 
one  of  whom  shall  keep  a  book  for  that  purpose,  subject  however,  to 
all  payments  due  or  to  become  due  thereon  ;  and  the  assignee  holding 
any  certificate,  having  first  caused  the  assignment  to  be  entered  in  a 
book  of  the  company,  to  be  kept  for  the  transfer  of  stock,  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  said  corporation ;  and  for  every  certificate  assigned  to 
him  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  share  of  the  capital  stock  of  all 
the  estates  and  emoluments  of  the  company,  incident  to  dne  share,  and 
to  vote  as  aforesaid,  at  the  meetings  thereof,  and  subject  to  all  penal- 
ties and  forfeitures,  and  to  be  sued  for  all  the  balance  and  penalty  due 
or  to  become  due  on  each  share,  as  the  original  subscriber  would  have 
been. 

Section  8.   That  if  after  thirty  days  notice  in  the  public  papers  Penihy  for 
aforesaid,  of  the  time  and  place  appomted  for  the  payment  of  any  pro-  neglect  to  pay 
portion  or  instalment  of  the  said  capital  stock,  in  order  to  carry  on  the  uiBtafanents.

to  the  instalment  so  called  for,  pay  at  the  rate  of  one  per  centam  per 
month,  for  the  delay  of  such  payment  |  and  if  the  same  and  additional 
penalty  shall  remain  unpaid  for  such  a  space  of  time,  as  that  the  accu- 
mulated penalty  shall  become  equal  to  the  sums  before  paid  in  part,  and 
on  account  of  such  shares,  the  same  may  be  forfeited  to  the  said  com- 
pany, and  may  be€old  to  any  peraon  or  persons  willing  to  purchase, 
for  such  price  as  can  be  obtained  for  the  same;  or  in  default  of  paymeat 
by  any  stockholder  of  any  such  instalment  as  aforesaid,  the  president 
and  managers  may,  at  their  election,  cause  suit  to  be  brought  before  an 
alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace,  or  in  any  court  having  competent 
jurisdiction,  for  the  recovery  of  the  same,  together  with  the  penalty 
Proviio.  aforesaid :  Provided^  That  no  stockholder,  whether  original  subscriber 

or  assignee,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election,  or  any  general  or 
special  meeting  of  the  said  company,  on  whose  share  or  shares  any  in- 
stalment or  arrearages  may  be  due  and  payable  more  than  thirty  days 
previously  to  the  said  election  or  meeting. 

Security.  Seciion  ^.  That  the  president  and  managers  of  the  said  company 

shall  demand  and  require  of  and  from  the  treasurer,  and  may  demand 
and  require  of  and  from  all  and  every  other,  the  officers  and  other  pe^ 
sons  by  them  employed,  a  bond  with  such  securities  as  the  said  com- 
pany shall,  by  their  rules,  orders  and  regulations  require,  for  a  faithful 
discharge  of  the  several  duties  and  trusts  to  them  respectively  com- 
mitted. 

Dividends.  Section  10.  That  dividends  of  so  much  of  the  profits  of  the  com- 

pany as  shall  appear  advisable  to  the  managers,  shall  be  declared  at 
least  twice  a  year,  in  every  year,  and  paid  to  the  stockholders  on 
demand,  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  ten  days  therefrom ;  but 
they  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  amount  of  the  nett  profits  actually  ac- 
quired by  the  company,  so  that  the  capital  stock  shall  never  be  impaired 
thereby 5  if  the  said  managers  shall  make  any  dividend  which  shall  im- 
pair the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  the  managers  consenting  thereto 
shall  be  liable  in  their  individual  capacities  to  the  said  company,  for  the 
amount  of  the  stock  so  divided,  recoverable  by  action  of  debt,  as  in 
other  cases,  and  each  manager  present  when  such  dividend  shall  be 
declared,  shall  be  adjudged  to  be  consenting  thereto,  unless  he  forthwith 
enter  his  protest  on  the  n^iinutes  of  the  board,  and  give  public  notice  to 
the  stockholders  of  the  declaring  such  dividend :  Provided^  When  such 
dividend  shall  exceed  ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  then  one-half  of  such 
excess  shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury,  for  the  use  of  the  common^ 
wealth. 

Power  to  fix  Section  1 1.   That  the  president  and  managers  of  the  said  railroad 

route.  company,  shall  have  power  to  survey,  lay  down,  ascertain,  mark  and 

fix  such  route,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient  for  a  railroad,  with  as  many 
sets  of  tracks  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  beginning  at  and  uniting 
with  the  western  division  of  the  Danville  and  Pottsville  railroad,  at  or 
near  the  town  of  Shamokin,  in  Northumberland  county,  and  terminat- 
ing at  and  uniting  with  the  Philadelphia,  Reading  and  Pottsville  raibroad* 
at  some  suitable  point  between  Schuylkill  Haven  and  Pottsville,  in 
Proviio.  Schuylkill  county:  Provided^  That  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  president, 

directors,  and  the  engineer  of  the  said  company,  the  road  may  be  as 
advantageously  to  the  interests  of  the  public,  made  to  terminate  at  and 
connect  with  the  Schuylkill  Haven  and  Mine  Hill  railroad,  or  the  Mount 
Carbon  railroad,  or  the  Mount  Carbon  and  Port  Carbon  railroad,  or  the 
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Mill  Creek  and  Mine  Hill  railToad,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  said 
company  shall  have  the  privilege  of  uniting  and  connecting  their  road 
with  either  of  said  roads,  as  may  be  deemed  most  expedient:  Provided 
also.  That  the  said  railroad  shaU  noU  except  in  deep  cuts  and  fillings,  or 
at  points  selected  for  depots  or  engine  ana  water  stations,  exceed  four 
lods  in  width,  and  that  it  shall  not  pass  through  any  burying  ground  or  Width, 
place  of  public  worship,  or  any  dwellini^  house,  without  the  consent  of 
the  owner  thereof:  Provided^  That  this  road  shall  not  connect  with  Connection, 
the  road  of  the  Mine  Hill  and  Schuylkill  Haven  railroad  company,  with- 
out the  consent  of  said  company,  nor  shall  it  run  parallel  with  said  road, 
at  any  point  or  points  withm  one  mile  of  the  same,  without  the  consent 
of  fiaid  company. 

Section  12.  That  the  said  president  and  managers  shall  have  full  Power  to  enter 
power  and  authority  by  themselves,  or  their  superintendents,  engineers,  upon  land  to  con- 
artists  and  workmen,  to  enter  in  and  upon,  and  occupy  all  land  on  "tract  roed. 
which  the  said  railroad  or  its  depots  and  warehouses  may  be  located, 
or  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  erection  of  its  engine  and  water 
stations,  weigh  scales,  or  any  other  purpose  necessary  or  useful  in  the 
eonstruction  and  repairs  of  the  said  railroad,  and  therein  to  dig  and 
embank,  make  and  construct  the  same:  Provided^  The  said  company 
•hall  fiiBt  make  compensation  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  ground,  Mode  of  compcn- 
and  materials  and  property  so  taken  and  occupied,  as  aforesaid,  or  give  Mtion. 
adequate  secnrity  therefori  but  if  the  parties  cannot  agree  upon  the  com- 
pensation to  be  made  to  such  owner  or  owners,  it  shall  and  may  be  law- 
ful for  the  parties  to  appoint  five  suitable,  judicious  and  disinterested 
persons,  of  the  counties  of  Noithumberland  and  Schuylkill,  who  shall 
be  under  oath  or  afiirmation«  and  who  shall  reside  within  the  counties 
of  Northumberland  and  Schuylkill;  and  if  they  cannot  agree  upon  such 
persons,  then  either  of  the  parties,  after  giving  twenty  days'  notice  to 
the  other,  may  apply  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in 
which  the  land  may  lie,  and  the  court  shall  award  a  venire,  directed  to 
the  sheriiT,  to  summon  a  jury  of  judicious  and  disinterested  persons 
ftom  the  said  counties,  in  order  to  ascertain  and  report  to  the  said  court, 
what  damages,  if  any.  have  been  sustained  by  the  owner  or  owners  of 
the  said  ground,  by  reason  of  the  construction  bf  the  said  railroad  through 
the  same,  which  said  jury  of  valuers,  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed,  and 
having  viewed  the  premises,  shall  proceed  to  estimate  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  the  land  occupied  by  the  said  railroad,  and  all  other  incon- 
veniences which  may  be  likely  to  result  therefrom,  to  the  said  land) 
and  under  the  influence  of  these  considerations,  and  a  just  regard  to  the 
advantages  which  may  seem  likely  to  result  to  the  owner  or  owners  of 
said  land,  from  the  opening  of  the  said  railroad  through  the  same,  to 
make  their  assessment,  and  report  to  the  court,  which  report  being  con- 
firmed by  the  said  court,  judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon,  and  execu- 
tion may  issue  in  case  of  non-payment  for  the  sum  awarded ;  and  the 
expenses  incurred  by  the  appraisers  or  jury,  shall  be  defrayed  by  the 
said  railroad  company:  Provided^  That  either  party  may  appeal  to  the 
court  within  thirty  days  after  such  report  may  have  been  filed  in  the 
prothonotary^s  office  of  the  proper  county,  in  the  same  manner  i» 
appeals  are  allowed  in  other  cases:   wfnd  provided  also^  That  if  any 
person  or  persons,  owning  land  or  any  other  property,  which  shall  he 
afiected  by  this  act,  be  feme  coverts,  under  age,  non  compos  mentis,  or 
out  of  the  state,  then,  and  in  either  of  the  cases,  the  president  and  man- 
agers of  tke  company,  and  at  the  cost  and  chai^^es  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion, shall,  within  one  year  after  the  construction  of  the  railroad  through 
the  said  land,  represent  the  same  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
coanty  where  the  lands  lie,  as  the  case  may  be,  who  shall  proceed 
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thereon  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same  effect  as  directed  foy  this 
act  in  other  cases. 

SECTION  13.  That  the  president  and  managers,  by  and  with  their 
superintendents,  engineers,  artists,  workmen  and  laborers,  with  their 
tools,  instruments,  carts,  wagons  and  other  carriages,  and  beasts  of 
draught  and  burden,  may  enter  upon  the  lands  contiguous  and  near  the 
said  railroad,  first  giving  notice  to  the  owners  or  occupiers  thereof,  and 
from  thence  to  take  and  carry  away  timber,  stone  or  gravel,  sand  or 
earth,  doing  as  little  damage  thereto  as  possible,  and  repairing  any 
breaches  they  may  make  in  the  enclosures  thereof,  and  making  amends 
for  any  damage  that  may  be  done  thereon;  the  amount  whereof,  if  the 
parties  do  not  agree,  shall  be  asi^ssed  as  hereinbefore  mentioned  in  this 
act. 

Section  14*  That  the  company  shall  not  prevent  any  person  or  per- 
sons, being  the  owner  or  owners  of  land  bordering  on  the  said  railroad, 
or  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  or  adjacent  thereto^  from  making  such  lateral 
railroads,  and  to  connect  them  with  the  said  railroad  from  their  said 
lands,  as  the  said  person  or  persons  may  wish,  for  the  purpose  of  trans- 
porting their  coal  or  produce  on  said  railroad :  Provided^  That  all  such 
connections  of  lateral  roads  are  to  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  per- 
son so  wishing  to  connect,  and  according  to  the  direction  and  approval 
of  the  engineer  or  managers  of  said  railroad  company,  so  as  not  to 
obstruct  or  endanger  the  free  travel  on  the  main  roKad :  ^nd  provided 
ahoy  That  any  person  or  persons  owning  such  coal  or  produce,  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  transporting  the  same  on  said  railroad  in  their  own 
cars,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  company. 

SfiGTiON  15.  That  the  said  railroad  shall  be  so  constructed  as  not  to 
impede  or  obstruct  the  free  use  or  passage  of  any  public  road  or  roads, 
which  may  cross  or  enter  the  same;  in  all  cases  where  the  said  railway 
may  cross  or  in  any  manner  interfere  with  any  existing  public  road, 
canal  or  slack  water  navigation,  the  said  company  shall  make  or  cause 
to  be  made,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  a  good  and  sufficient 
causeway  or  causeways,  to  enable  all  persons  passing  or  travelling  such 
public  roads,  canal  or  slack  water  navigation,  to  cross  or  pass  over  or 
under  said  railroad ;  and  if  the  company  shall  n^lect  or  refuse  to  keep 
such  way  or  causeways  in  good  repair,  they  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  ten  dollars  for  every  day  the  same  shall  be  so  neglected  or  refused 
to  be  repaired,  to  be  recovered  by  the  supervisors  of  the  township,  with 
costs,  for  the  use  of  the  township,  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by  law 
recoverable,  and  shall  moreover  be  liable  to  all  actions  at  the  suit  of 
any  person  who  may  be  aggrieved  thereby. 

Section  16.  That  for  the  accommodation  of  all  persons  owning  or 
possessing  land  through  which  the  said  railroad  may  pass,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  company  to  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  a  good  and 
sufficient  causeway  or  causeways,  wherever  the  same  may  be  necessary 
to  enable  the  occupant  or  occupants  of  said  lands  to  cross  or  pass  over 
or  under  the  same,  with  wagons,  carts  and  implements  of  husbandry, 
88  occasion  may  require ;  and  the  said  causeway  or  causeways,  when 
made,  shall  be  maintained  and  kept  in  good  repair  by  said  company; 
and  if  the  said  company  shall  neglect  or  refuse,  on  request,  to  make 
such  causeway  or  causeways,  or  when  made  to  keep  the  same  in  good 
order,  the  said  company  shall  be  liable  to  pay  any  person  aggrieved 
thereby ;  all  damages  sustained  by  such  person,  in  consequence  of  sudi 
neglect  or  refusal,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  before  any  magistrate  or 
court  having  cognizance  thereof:  Provided^  That  the  said  company 
shall  in  no  case  be  required  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  more  than  one 
causeway  through  each  plantation  or  lot  of  land,  for  the  accommoda 
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tion  of  any  one  person,  owning  or  possessing  land  through  which  the 
said  railroad  may  pass;  and  where  any  public  road  shall  cross  s^id  rail- 
road, the  person  owning  or  possessing  land  through  which  sUch  public 
road  shall  pass,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  require  the  company  to  erect  or 
keep  in  repair  any  causeway  or  bridge,  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
occupant  of  said  land :  Provided  further^  That  in  the  event  of  any 
private  bridge  or  causeway  being  converted  to  public  use,  so  as  to  be 
made  to  accommodate  a  public  road,  laid  out  subsequent  to  the  passage 
of  this  act,  then  and  in  such  case  the  company  shall  be  forever  there- 
after exonerated  from  the  duty  of  keeping  the  said  bridge  or  causeway 
in  repair. 

Section  17.  That  no  suit  or  action  shall  be  prosecuted  by  any  per-  8uit». 
8on  or  persons,  for  any  penalties  incurred  under  this  act,  unless  such 
suit  or  action  shall  be  commenced  within  twelve  months  next  after  the 
offence  committed,  or  the  cause  of  action  accrued;  and  the  defendants 
in  any  such  suit  or  action,  may  plead  the  general  issue,  and  give  this 
act  and  the  special  matter  in  evidence,  and  that  the  same  was  done  in 
pursuance  and  by  authority  of  this  act 

Section  IS.    That  in  all  suits  or  actions  brought  against  the  said  Seryioe  of  pro- 
company,  the  service  of  process  on  the  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  ces*. 
^gineer,  agents  or  any  manager  of  the  company,  shall  be  as  good  and 
available  in  law,  as  if  made  on  the  president  thereof. 

Section  19.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  or  know-  Penalty  for  in- 
ingly  break,  injure  or  destroy,  the  railroad  hereby  authorized,  or  any  juring  road, 
part  thereof,  or  any  work,  edi6ce  or  device,  or  any  part  thereof  to  be 
erected  by  the  said  company  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  he,  she  or  they, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  company,  three  times  the  actual  dam- 
ages so  sustained,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  with  full  costs,  before 
any  tribunal  having  cognizance  thereof,  by  action  in  the  name  and  for 
the  use  of  the  said  company. 

Section  20.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfiiUy  or  mali-  Penalty  for  in- 
ciously,  remove  or  destroy  any  of  the  company's  constructions,  or  place  juring  wofks. 
designedly  and  with  evil  intent,  any  obstruction  on  the  line  of  the  rail- 
road, so  as  to  jeopard  the  safety  and  endanger  the  lives  "of  persons 
travelling;  the  same,  such  person  or  persons  so  offending,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  acRudged  on  conviction,  to  be  im- 
prisoned in  the  Eastern  penitentiary  of  Pennsylvania,  for  a  term  not 
more  than  two  years:  Provided^  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  the  company  from  pursuing  any  other  appropriate  remedy  at 
law  in  such  cases. 

Section  21.  That  it  shall  a'nd  may  be  lawftil  for  the  president  and  Regalations^ 
managers,  from  time  to'  time,  to  ordain  and  establish  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  due  ordering  of  all  travelling  and  transportation  on  the  said 
road,  and  for  its  preservation,  with  power  to  alter,  repeal,  enlai^e  or 
amend,  the  said  rules  and  regulations,  as  they  may  deem  expedient^ 
and  that  they  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  prescribe  the  kinds  / 

and  descriptions  of  cars,  carriages  or  wagons,  to  be  used  on  the  said  Cart. 
road,  kfr  the  conveyance  of  passengers  and  the  transportation  of  the 
mails,  or  of  goods,  wares,  merchandize  and  minerals,  and  to  regulate 
the  speed  at  which  they  shall  travel,  and  to  adopt  and  enforce  such 
rules  and  regulations,  in  relation  to  the  transit  thereof,  as  they  may 
deem  expedient;  and  the  said  company  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered,  as  soon  as  any  portion  of  the  said  railroad  is  perfected,  to 

Slace  thereon,  cars,  carriages  or  wagons,  constructed  as  they  may  deem 
est  adapted  for  the  transportation  of  mails,  passengers  and  commodities, 
to  the  advantage  of  the  public,  and  shall  permit  individuals  to  place  such 
cars,  carriages  or  wagons,  thereon,  of  such  construction  and  under  such 
bmitations  and  restrictions,  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  the  ssod 
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company  is  hereby  authorized  to  charge  and  take  toll  for  freight  and 
transportation,  of  passengers,  goods,  wares,  merchandize  and  minerals, 
at  rates  as  follows,  viz:  On  goods,  wares,  merchandize,  property  or 
minerals,  transported  on  said  railroad,  any  sum  not  exceeding  two  cents 
per  ton  per  mile,  for  toll^  and  two  cents  per  ton  per  mile,  for  tranapoi- 
tatioa;  and  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  not  exceeding  three 
cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger. 

Section  22.  That  in  declaring  the  sen^i-annual  dividend,  as,  provided 
for  in  the  tenth  section  of  this  act,  of  the  nett  profits  arising  from  the 
resources  of  said  company,  after  deducting  the  current  contingent  ex- 
penses, it  shall  be  found  that  said  nett  profits  exceed  fifteen  per  cent. 
per  annum,  on  the  capital  expended,  then  the  toll  shall  be  so  reduced 
as  to  keep  the  per  cehtage  below  that  amount. 

Section  23.  That  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  the 
president  and  managers  of  the  preceding  year  shall  exhibit  to  them  a 
complete  statement  of  the  affairs  and  proceeding  of  the  company  for 
such  year,  and  that  special  meetings  of  the  stockholders  may  be  c^led 
by  Qtder  of  the  president  and  managers,  or  by  the  president,  at  the 
request  of  the  stockholders  holding  one- fourth  of  the  amount  of  the 
capital  stock,  af\er  giving  such  notice  as  hereinbefore  required  for  annual 
meetings,  specifying  moreover,  the  object  of  the  meeting ;  but  no  bu8i% 
ness  shall  be  transacted  at  such  meetings,  except  that  for  which  it  shaU 
have  been  called,  nor  unless  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stockholders  shall 
attend  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

SscnoN  24.  That  if  the  president  and  managers  and  company  shall 
not  proceed  to  carry  on  the  said  work  within  three  years,  from  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  and  Sihall  not  complete  the  same  within  seven  years  as 
aforesaid,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  or  if 
after  the  completion  of  the  said  road,  the  said  company  shall  suffer  the 
same  to  go  to  decay,  and  be  impassable  for  the  term  of  two  years,  then 
this  charter  shall  Income  null  and  void,  except  so  far  as'  compels  die 
said  company  to  make  reparation  for  damages. 

Section  25.  That  if  any  increase  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be  deemed 
necessary  by  the  stockholders  to  improve  or  complete  the  said  road,  it 
may  be  lawful  for  the  said  president,  managers  and  company,  at  a  staled 
or  special  meeting,  convened  for  the  purpose,  to  increase  the  number  of 
shares,  so  that  the  capital  of  the  said  company  shall  not  exceed  fifteen 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  to  receive  and  demand  the  moneys  for 
shares  so  subscribed,  in  like  manner  and  under  like  penalti^es,  as  are 
hereinbefore  provided  for  the  original  sub^cripUon,  or  as  shall  be  pro- 
vided for  by  their  by-laws. 

Section  26.  That  at  thp  end  of  the  third  year  aAer  the  charter  shdl 
be  obtained,  and  at  the  end  of  every  year  thereafter,  tbere  sliaU  be  fur- 
nished to  the  legislature  an  abstract' of  the  account  of  the  company, 
showing  the  amount  of  capital  paid  in,  and  the  debts  of  the  said  com- 
pany, the  amounts  received  for  toll  and  transportation  and  rates  chai]?ed, 
and  amount  of  dividends  declared  $  which  abstract  shall  be  verifiipd  by 
the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  president  or  treasurer  of  said  company. 

Section  27.  That  if  the  said  company  shall  at  any  time  misuse  or 
abuse  any  of  the  privileges  hereby  granted,  the  legislature  may  resume 
all  and  singular  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  to  the  toid  cor- 
poraUon.

To  aQtborize  th«  purchase,  mortgage  and  sale  of  certain  real  estate. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  SenaJle  and  House  of  Represent  a- 
tives  of  tht  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
Mary  Rinedollar,  surviving  executrix  of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Executri 
Jacob  Rinedollar,  late  of  the  Northern  Liberties,  in  the  county  of  Phil-  J««*  Ki 
adelphia,  shipwrij^ht,  deceased,  be  and  she  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  ^  "^  " 
and  convey,  in  fee  simple,  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  said 
Jacob  Rinedotlar,  deceased,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  of,  in  arid  to  any 
lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments,  situate' within  the  said  county  of 
Philadelphia,  and  to  make  and  execute  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers 
thereof,  good  and  sufficient  conveyances  and  assurances  in  the  law  for 
the>  same,  which  said  conveyances  and  assufauces  shall  vest  in  such 
purchaser  or  purchasers,  all  the  estate,  right,  title  and  interest,  in  law 
and  equity,  which  the  said  Jacob  Rinedollan  at  and  immediately  before 
his  death,  had  and  held  in  the  same,  as  fully  and  completely,  and  with 
like  efiect,  as  if  the  said  conveyances  and  assurances  had  been  made 
and  executed  by  the  said  Jacob  Rinedollar  in  his  lifetime;  and  the 
moneys  arising  from  such  sale  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  said  execu- 
trix, agreeably  to  the  last  will  and  testament  of  the  said  Jacob  Rine- 
dollar, deceased  :  Provided^  That  the  said  executrix,  before  said  sale  Proriao.

Whereas,  The  buigesses  and  inhabitants  of  the  borough  of  West 
Chester,  have,  at  large  expense,  introduced  by  means  of  iron  pipes  laid 
under  ground  along  the  principal  streets  of  the  town,  a  supply  of  whole- 
some water  fo#  the  use  of  the  citizens,  and  for  the  protection  of  their 
property  from  destruction  by  fire : 

^nd  whereas.  Many  of  the  citizens  ^hose  property  is  by  this  means 
protected,  do  not  contribute  their  just  proportion  to  the  yearly  expense 
of  supporting  the  water  works,  and  briilging  in  such  supply: 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Creneral  JJsaefnbbf 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  burgesses  and  assistant  buigesses  of  said  borough,  in  council  assem- 
bled, shall  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  lay  and  assess  yearly,  and 
every  year,  a  tax  to  be  called  "a  protection  tax,"  upon  the  owners  or 
occupiers  of  all  'houses,  bams,  stables,  sheds,  out-houses  and  other 
buildings  within  the  said  borough :  Provided,  That  no  tax  shall  be  laid 
or  assessed  for  any  building  situate  more  than  six  hundred  feet  from  the 
nearest  fire  plug :  And  provided  also,  That  each  protection  tax  shall 
not  exceed  one-third  of  the  county  rates  and  levies  for  the  time  being. 

Section  2.  The  said  burgesses  and  assistant  buigesses  are  hereby 
authorized  to  discriminate  and  distinguish,  in  the  laying  and  assessing 
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of  said  tax,  between  the  owners  and  occupiers  who  pay  water  rents  for 
the  use  of  the  water  introduced  into  the  lots  on  which  such  houses, 
bams,  stables,  out-houses  or  other  buildings  may  be  erected,  and,  those 
who  pay  no  such  water  rents;  and  the  said  tax  when  so  laid  and 
assessed,  shall  be  collected  by  the  collector  of  the  borough  tax  of  the 
said  borough,  who  shall  have  the  same  power  and  authority  {^t  the  col- 
lection of  the  same^  as  are  conferred  by  law  on  collectors  of  township 
rates  and  levies.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Pq^reMenta- 
tives  of  the  Commonweakh  of  Permsylvania  in  General  Msembhf 
met  J  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That

SscnoN  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Reprettffda* 
gives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
wnet^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.   That 
ihe  present  recorder  of  deeds  of  tne  county  of  lluzeme  shall  make,  or  Recorder  of  deeda 
caose  to  be  made,  full  and  complete  copies  of  all  deeds  recorded  in  his  of  Lonme  oo. 
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office  in  the  said  county  of  Luzerne,  and  also  all  mortgages,  artides  of 
agreement  and  powers  of  attorney,  touching  or  concerning  any  lands  in 
the  county  of  Wyoming,  so  far  as  he  can  aaoertain  the  same  from  the 
records,  which  copies  shall  be  made  in  record  books  to  be  furnished  by 
the  commissioners  of  Wyoming  county ;  and  the  said  recorder  shalt 
under  his  seal  of  office,  attach  to  the  end  of  each  volume  of  transcripts 
a  certificate,  stating  that  the  same  contains  perfect  and  entire  copies  from 
the  priginal  records  in  the  office  of  Luzerne  county ;  and  the  said  re- 
corder shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  Wyoming  county,  from  time 
to  time  as  the  work  progresses,  on  orders  drawn  by  the  commissioners 
of  said  county,  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  by  law  for  recording  deeds, 
morlfi^ages,  et  cetera,  except  the  charge  for  the  certificate  and  seal  usually 
attached. 

Section  2.  The  copies  so  certified  shall  be  evidence  in  any  cause, 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  orio^inal  record  would  be  from  which  the 
same  is  taken ;  and  satisfaction  of  any  mortgage  so  certified  to  Wyo- 
ming county,  upon  the  certified  copy  thereof,  ehall  be  as  effectual  as 
though  the  same  was  done  on  the  record  of  Luzerne  county ;  and  scire 
facias  may  issue  upon  any  mortgage  so  certified  in  the  county  of  Wyo- 
ming, with  like  efifect  as  if  issued  in  the  county  of  Luzerne ;  and  all 
the  records  so  certified  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  as  effectual  for 
all  purposes  as  though  the  original  instrument  had  been  recorded  in  the 
county  of  Wyoming  |  and  the  same  penalties  may  be  imposed  for  alter- 
ing and  defecing  the  same  as  could  be  inflicted  were  the  act  done  within 
the  juhsdicuou  of  Luzerne  county,  and  upon  the  original  record.

hereinafter  authorized ;  they  shall  keep  in  repair  the  locks  at  the  dams

to  make  a  fair  and  equitable  appraisement  of  the  assets  of  the  said 
bank,  of  every  description,  at  their  cash  value,  and  also  to  make  a  list 
of  all  the  debts  due  by  the  said  bank ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  the 
assets  are  insufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities,  the  stockholders  of  the  said 
bank  shall  be  liable  to  make  up  such  deficiency,  in  proportion  to  the 
respective  stock  held  by  each  at  the  time  such  assignment  is  made :  Pro- 

Proviao.  viaed,  That  their  joint  liabihty  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  amount  of 

the  par  value  of  their  joint  stock. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assignees  aforesaid,  to  cause  a 
Sdie  ftcias  scire  facias,  in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  to  be 
againit  stock-  issued  by  the  prothonotary  of  Fayette  county,  against  all  the  stock- 
lioldera.  holders  of  the  said  bank,  reciting  the  amount  of  such  deficiency,  and 

requiring  them  to  appear  at  the  next  court  of  common  pleas  in  said 
county,  and  show  cause  why  execution  should  not  be  issued  against 
them  for  such  amount;  and  such  scire  facias  shall  also  set  forth  the  pro- 
portions due  from  each  of  the  said  stockholders ;  and  it  shadi  be  tbe  duty 
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of  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  to  serve  the  said  writ  upon  all  stock- 
holders named  in  said  writ,  residing  witliin  his  bailiwick ;  and  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  tlie  court  of  common  pleas,  or  a  judge  in  vacation,  to 
make  such  onler  in  reference  to  giving  notice  to  stockholders,  non-resi- 
dents in  the  county^  and  named  in  such  writ«  as  the  case  may  require : 
Provided^  That  the  writ  of  scire  facias  shall  not  abate  by  reason  of  the  Prorvo. 
non-joinder  of  any  stockholder ;  and  in  case  it  shall  appear  that  one 
or  more  persons  in  said  writ  named  are  not  liable,  under  the  provision^ 
of  this  act,  it  shall  not  vitiate  the  proceeding  against  the  others. 

Section  4.  On  the  return  day  of  said  writ  of  scire  facias,  it  shall  be  Judgaient. 
the  duty  of  the  said  court  to  render  judgment  against  the  stockholders 
named  in  said  process,  for  the  several  amounts  for  which  they  are  re- 
spectively liable,  if  no  sufficient  cause  shall  be  shown  to  the  contrary, 
and  to  award  writs  of  execution  as  in  other  cases. 

Section  5.  Every  individual  who  owned  stock  in  his  or  her  own  |n<iiTiduai  lia. 
name,  or  in  the  name  of  any  other  person  or  persons,  at  the  time  of  bility. 
such  assignment,  shall  be  deemed  liable  for  his  or  her  proportions,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act^  but  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  stockholder 
of  the  said  bank,  either  before  or  after  process  shall  have  been  issued, 
to  pay  his  or  her  proportional  share  of  liability  to  the  assignees,  and 
leceive  a  full  discharge  from  the  same ;  and  the  process  shall  be  pro-  I>iKharge. 
ceeded  in  only  against  the  other  stockholders  that  are  liable. 

&5cnoN  6.  The  several  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  fourteenth  of  June,  Law  relitiTe  to 
one  tliousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  entitled  **An  Act  relating  to  oMignmentsinaJe 
assignees  for  the  benefit  of  creditors  and  Other  trustees,"  shall  be  held  •pplicablc. 
to  apply  to  all  assignments  made  by  the  said  bank,  whether  tinder  the 
provisions  of  the  said  second  section  of  the  act  of  twelfth  of  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hpndred  and  forty-two,  or  otherwise ;  and  the  courts 
shall  exercise  all  the  powers  therein  given,  in  addition  to  the  authority 
conferred  by  this  act,  to  compel  settlements  of  the  accounts  of  the 
assignees,  and  to  do  every  other  act  necessary  and  proper  to  accomplish 
the  purposes  of  the  trust;  and  to  compel  disuibntion  of  the  moneys  and 
assets  in  the  hands  or  power  of  tbe  said  assignees,  amongst  the  creditors 
^ititled,  according  to  the  jost  proportions  due  to  each. 

Section  7.  The  said  assignees  shall  pay  out  of  the  assets  and  pro-  Assets, 
perty  of  the  said  bank,  in  case  of  an  assignment,  the  debts  and  liabilities 
of  the  same,  in  the  following  order:  First,  note  holders;  second,  de- 
positors 5  third,  all  other  creditors,  except  stockholders,  who  shall  be 
last  paid. 

Section  8.  If  any  president,  cashier,  or  any  other  officer  or  clerk  Penalty  for  em- 
of  the  said  bank,  shall  fraudulently  embezzle  or  appropriate  to  his  own  benleinent,fiaud, 
use,  or  to  the  use  of  any  other  person  or  persons,  any  money  or  other  *«• 
property  belonging  to  the  said  institution,  or  left  with  the  same  as  a  spe- 
cial deposite  or  otherwise,  he  or  they,  upon  conviction  of  such  offence, 
shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than*  the  amount  so  appropriated  or 
embezzled,  and  sentenced  to  undeigo  imprisonment  in  one  off  the  state 
penitentiaries,  as  the  case  may  he,  to  be  kept  in  separate  or  solitary 
confinement,  at  labor,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  seven  years,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court :  Provided^  Tliat  this  shall  not  prevent  any  pei- 
»on  or  persons  aggrieved  from  pursuing  his,  her,  or  their  civil  remedy, 
against  such  person  or  persons. 

Section  9.  The  insolvency  of  the  said  bank  or  moneyed  corporation,  Premmptiooor 
Bhall  be  deemed  fraudulent,  unless  its  affairs  shall  appear,  upon  investi-  fnxd. 
gation,  to  have  been  fairiy  and  legally  admini^red,  and  generally  with 
the  same  care  and  diligence  that  agents,  receiving  a  compensation  §m 
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their  services,  are  bound  by  law  to  observe ;  and  it  shall  be  incuml)ettt 
on  the  directors  and  stockholders  of  the  said  bank,  in  t^ase  of  insolvencyf 
to  repel  by  proof  the  presumption  of  fraud. 

Section  10.  In  the  case  of  a  fraudulent  insolvency,  the  directors 
•  of  the  said  bank,  by  whose  acts  or  omissions  the  insolvency  was  in 
whole  or  in  part  occasioned,  and  whether  then  in  office  or  not,  shall  each 
be  liable  to  the  stockholders  and  creditors  of  the  said  bank,  for  his  pro- 
portional share  of  their  respective  looses :  the  proportion  to  be  ascertained 
by  dividing  the  whole  loss  amongst  the  whole  number  of  directors  liable 
for  its  reimbursement. 

Section  11.  If  the  moneys  remaining  due  to  the  creditors  of  the 
said  bank,  if  its  insolvency  shall  be  adjudged  fraudulent^  after  the  dis- 
tribution of  its  effects,  shall  not  be  collected  in  whole  or  in  part  from 
the  directors  liable  for  their  reimbursement,  the  deficiency,  so  far  as  to 
redeem  the  notes  issued,  shall  be  made  good  by  the  contribution  of  the 
stockholdcns  of  the  said  bank ;  the  whole  amount  of  the  deficiency  shall 
be  assessed  on  the  whole  number  of  shares  of  the  capital  stock,  and 
the  sum  necessary  to  be  paid  on  each  share  shall  then  be  ascertained^ 
and  each  stockholder  shall  be  liable  for  the  sum  assessed  on  the  number 
of  shares  held  by  him,  not  exceeding  the  nominal  amount  of  such  shares, 
in  addition  to  the  sums  paid,  or  which  he  may  be  liable  to  pay,  on 
account  of  these  shares. 

Section  12,  If  the  amount  assessed  on  the  shares  of  any  stoekhdder, 
Liability  of  trans-  ^tuder  the  provisions  of  the  last  section,  shall  not  be  collected  from  such 
*^"*  stockholder  by  reason  of  his  insolvency  or  his  absence  from  this  state, 

the  sum  remaining  due  on  such  assessment  shall  be  recoverable  against 
the  person  from  whom  the  delinquent  stockholder*  at  any  time  within 
six  months  previous  to  the  insolvency  of  the  said  bank,  shall  have 
received  a  transfer  of  the  shares  or  any  portion  of  the  shares  then  held 
by  him;  an(l  any  person  having  roade  such  transfer,  shall  be  liable  in 
the  same  manner  and  for  the  same  proportion  that  would  have  been 
liable,  had  he  continued  to  hold  tlie  shares  so  transferred. 

Section  13.  The  term  stockholders,  as  nsed  in  the  preceding  sections 
of  this  act,  shall  extend  to  every  equitable  owner  of  stock*  appearing  on 
the  books  of  the  said  bank  at  the  time  of  its  insolvency,  in  the  name  of 
another  person,  and  to  every  person  who  shall  have  advanced  the  instal- 
ments or  purchase  money  of  any  shared  of  stock  standing  in  the  name 
of  any  of  his  children,  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years }  but  no  person 
holding  stock  as  an  executor  or  administrator,  or  as  a  guardian  or 
trustee  appointed  by  a  last  will  or  testament,  or  by  a  cowl  of  compe- 
tent authority,  &nd  no  legal  or  equitable  owner  of  stock  under  the  age  of 
twenty-tone  years,  shall  be  individually  responsible  on  account  of  the 
shares  so  held. 

Section  14.  The  term  insolvency  nsed  in  the  preceding  sections*, 
shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  the  said  bank  when  it  is  compelled  to  make 
an  assignment,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  seventh  section  of  this 
act,  and.it  shall  thereupon  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  of  the  said  bank,, 
for  the  time  being,  within  ten  days  after  such  assignment,  to  file  in  the* 
office  of  the  prothonotary  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  ©f  Fayette- 
county,  verified  by  oath  or  affirmation,  a  full  statement  of  its  affairs,, 
containing —

and  for  six  months  prior  to,  the  time  of  the  said  delinquents. 

Section  16.  If  the  court  shall  be  in  session  when  the  said  statement  Statement  to  be 
is  filed,  the  same  shall  be  immediately  presented  to  the  cotirt  by  the  pj^^^ntod  to  court 
said  directors,  for  examination,  and  if  the  court  should  not  be  in  session 
at  such  time,  then  the  said  statement  shall  be  prei^ented  upon  the  first 
day  of  the  session  of  the  court  thereafter;  and  it  shall  thereupon  be  the 
duty  of  the  court  to  appoint  three  competent  auditors,  who  shall  be  duly 
sworn  or  affirmed,  to  make  a  strict  investigation  of  the  afifairs  of  such 
bank,  the  accuracy  and  fairness  of  the  statement  thus  presented  to  the 
court,  and  to  perform  their  duties  with  fidelity. 

Section  17.  The  auditors  thus  appointed,  shall  have  power  to  com-  AwHton*  powers.

whether  the  insolvency  of  said  bank  was  fraudulent  or  otherwise,  or  if 
they  deem  it  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  justice,  may  direct  an  issue 
at  the  request  of  any  person  interested,  to  tiy  the  fact,  of  fraudulent 
incolvency }  and  if  the  judgment  of  the  court,  upon  the  report  of  the 
auditors,  or  upon  the  verdict  rendered  upon  such  issue,  should  be  that 
the  insolvency  of  such  bank  was  fraudulent,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the 
said  court  shall  proceed  to  decree  against  the  diiectors  the  amouirt  due 
fiom  each,  acconling  to  their  several  liabilities;  and  the  said  oourt  of 
e^mmon  pleas,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of 
tfcts  act,  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  authorities  to  obtain  the  appear- 
ance of  persons,  thus  made  amenable  to  their  jurisdiction,  and  to  compel 
Obedience  to  their  orders  and  decrees,  and  enlbrce  execution  thereof,  as 
are  now  by  law  vested  in  the  said  comrls,  in  cases  of  trusts. 

Section  19.  So  much  of  any  act  or  acts  of  assembly,  as  are  hereby  Repeaf^ 
altered  or  supplied,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

To  reduce  the  state  debt,  and  to  incorporate  the  Pennsylvania  canal  and  railroad 

company. 

Section  I,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Reprtsen- 
tatives  of  the  Comtnonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
mety  and  it  is  hereby  enactea  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  railroad  leading  from  Philadelphia  to  Columbia,  and  the  Eastern 
division  of  Ihe  Pennsylvania  canal,  extending  from  Columbia  to  its 
junction  with  the  Juniata  division  at  Duncan^s  island,  the  Juniata  divi- 
sion extending  from  Duncan's  island  to  Hollidaysburfif,  the  Portage  rail- 
road from  Hollidaysburg  to  Johnstown,  and  the  Western  division  of 
the  Pennsylvania  canal  from  Johnstown  to  Pittsbnig,  be  offered  for 
sale  for  the  sum  of  twenty  millions  of  dollars,  which  sum  shall  form 
the  capital  stock  of  a  company  to  be  incorporated  as  hereinafter  provi- 
ded, by  the  name  of  the  Pennsylvania  canal  and  railroad  company  z  and 
the  capital  stock  of  the  said  company  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  making  the  whole  number  of  shares  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania canal  and  railroad  company  aforesaid*  two  himdred  thousand 
shares. 

Section  2.  That  Thomas  P.  Cope,  Robert  Toland,  Thomas  C. 
Rockhill,  Benjamin  W.  Richards,  Robert  Patterson,  Frederick  Fralcy 
and  Jacob  E.  Hagert,  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,^  John  Stailman, 
Thomas  M'CuUy,  Jacob  Shearer,  Isaac  W.  Norris,  Augustine  Steven- 
son, Benjamin  Moore  and  Alexander  Cummings,  of  the  county  of 
Philadelphia,  John  G.  Lowry  of  Centre  county,  Joel  K.  Mann  of 
Montgomery  county,  Philip  Dougherty  of  Dauphin  county,  William 
Darlington  of  Chester  county,  George  Harrison  of  Bucks  county, 
Harraar  Denny,  Charles  Shaler,  William  Marks,  James  C.  M'CuUy 
and  George  R.  White  of  Allegheny  county,  Reah  Frazer  and  John 
Strohm  of  Lancaster  county,  John  Kerr  of  Huntingdon  county,  George 
M.  Hollenback  of  Luzerne  county,  Henry  Welsh  of  York  county,  and 
Henry  Flannery  of  Berks  county,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
commissionere,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  on  receiving  notice  from  the 
secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  to  offer  for  sale  the  stock  of  the  sakl 
Pennsylvania  canal  and  railroad  company,  at  public  auction  at  the  Mer- 
chants* exchange,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  giving  sixty  days  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  by  advertisement  in  such  daily  or  weekly 
newspapers  published  in  New  York,  Boston,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore, 
Washington,  Pittsburg  and  Harrisburg,  as  the  said  commissioners  shaU 
direct.;  and  the  said  advertisement  shall  be  inserted  in  the  said  news- 
papers within  thirty  days  after  receiving  said  notice,  and  continue  therein 
daily  or  weekly  according  as  said  papers  may  be  published ;  and  llie  said 
commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  those  who  may  be  qualified  agreeably 
to  the  provisioils  of  this  act,  shall  have  power  to  act  in  the  premises, 
and  shall  attend  at  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  and  the  said  sale  shall  be 
conducted  by  ihem  as  hereuiaftcr  dirftted. 

First,  The  said  commissioners  shall  put  up  and  expose  to  sale,  by 
public  outcry,  one  share  of  the  stock  of  the  said  company,  which  shall 
be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder,  at  a  price  not  less  than  one  hundred  dd--

laTB ;  and  the  person  purchasing  such  share  shall  have  the  privilege  to       • 
take  the  said  share,  or  any  number  of  shares  of  said  stock,  not  exceed- 
ing one  thousand,  at  the  price  per  share  bid  for  the  one  share  so  ex- 
posed and  sold ;  and  the  said  stock  shall  be  paid  for  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided. 

Second.  The  purchaser  or  purchasers  of  said  stock,  at  the  time  of  PmthaBers. 
the  purchase  thereof,  shall  pay  in  lawful  money  or  certificates  of  loan, 
or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  this  commonwealth,  to  the  said  com- 
missioners, any  premium  or  advance  above  the  par  value  of  the  share 
or  shares  by  him  or  them  purchased ;  and  if  the  bid  or  bids  do  not 
exceed  the  par  value  of  the  shares  thus  purchased,  then  the  purchaser 
or  purchasers  thereof,  shall  pay  five  dollars  in  money,  or  certiiicates  of 
loan,  on  account  and  in  part  of  the  price  of  each  share  so  purchased, 
and  on  the  payment  thereof,  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  subscribe  for  the  stock  so  ^purchased,  as  hereinafter  provided; 
and  if  any  purchaser  shall  fail'  to  pay  as  aforesaid,  the  commissioners 
shall  re-sell  the  stock  purchased  by  him,  and  he  shall  be  liable  for  any 
loss  which  the  commonwealth  may  sustain  by  reason  of  his  non-com- 
pliance with  the  stipulations  aforesaid,  and  five  per  cent,  additional  on 
the  amount  thereof.  And  the  said  stock  shall  continue  to  be  exposed 
to  sale,  from  day  to  day,  (Sundays  excepted,)  until  the  whole  of  the 
said  stock  shall  be  sold,  or  until  there  shall  be  no  more  bids  for  the 
same ;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall  have  full  power  to  make  all 
such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  facilitating  the  sale 
of  the  said  stock,  and  for  carrying  the  provisions  of  this  act  into  full 
effect;  and  they  shall  render  to  the  state  treasurer,  within  twenty  days 
after  the  sale  shall  have  closed,  a  full  and  correct  account  and  statement 
of  the  same.

our  respective  names,  in  money  or  certificates  of  loan  of  the  said  com- 
monwealth, at  our  option,  in  case  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  shares 
shall  be  subscribed,  in  pursuance  of  an  act,  entitled  ''An  Act  to  reduce 
the  state  debt,  and  incorporate  the  Pennsylvania  canal  and  railroad  com- 
pany," to  the  stock  of  the  Pennsylvania  canal  and  railroad  company. 
Witness  our  hands  and  seals,  the  day  of

And  when  the  said  number  of  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  those  who  may 
be  qualified,  as  herein  provided,  to  give  two  weeks  notice,  in  such 
papers  as  they  shalj  deem  proper,  for  the  information  of  the  subscribers, 
when  and  where  the  said  book  or  books  will  be  opened  to  receive  sub-  Subseriptkos. 
scriptions  5  and  five  or  more  of  the  said  commissioners  shall  attend  at 
such  time  and  place,  and  furnish  an  opportunity  to  all  persons  of  lawful

by  the  commonwealth,  for  the  use  of  the  main  line  of  canals  and  rail- 
roads from  Philadelphia  to  Pittsburg,  describing  the  toll  houses,  water 
stations,  engines  and  engine  houses,  work  shops,  and  the  condition  of 
the  canals  and  railroads,  and  their  appendages,  and  enumerating  all  the 
personal  property ;  and  on  receiving  notice  from  the  governor,  they,  or 
one  of  them^  shall  attend  at  some  time  and  place  on  the  said  line,  of 
which  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  directors  of  the  company ;  and 
after  examining  and  correcting  any  mistakes  or  errors  therein,  the  said 
schedules  shall  be  signed  by  the  canal  commissioners,  or  commissioner 
attending,  and  by  the  president  of  the  said  company,  with  the  corpo-

necessary  motive  power  for  the  propelling  or  conveying  cars,  trucks 
with  section  boats,  and  other  suitable  vehicles  used  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  merchandize  and  commodities  on  said  railroads:  Provided^  Proviso. 
That  the  said  canals  shall  forever  be  and  remain  public  highways,  for 
the  passage  at  all  times  of  all  persons,  with  horses,  boats  and  mer* 
cliandize,  they  paying  toll  therefor,  under  such  general  regulations  as 
the  said  company  may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  publish :  Provided^ 
Itowever^  That  no  person  or  persons  shdl  be  permitted,  without  the 
license  of  the  said  company,  to  employ  steam  power  on  the  said  canals : 
Jind  provided^  That  said  company  shall  at  all  times  keep  on  said  line, 
a  number  of  trucks  sufficient  for  the  transportation  of  all  secdon  boats 
in  use  on  said  line ;  and  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  authorise  the  said  company  to  engage  in  the  business  of  transporting 
merchandise  on  said  canals  and  railroads. 
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fp,y  Skctiox  17.  The  rates  of  toll  to  be  charged  and  received  by  dieSliA 

company,  shall  at  no  time^  without  the  approbation  of  the  Legislatiitt. 
exceed  those  now  charged  on  the  said  canals  and  railroads. 

Power  of  leginte-  Section  18.  If  at  the  expiration  of  twenty  years,  from  the  date  of 
lure  to  resume  the  letters  patent  erecting  said  corporation  hereby  created,  the  legtslalare 
works.  shall  see  fit  to  resume  the  said  works,  and  the  privilef^es  and  franchisei 

hereby  granted  and  conveyed,  they  shall  have  a  right  so  to  do,  by 
re-imbursing  to  the  stockholders  the  amount  of  their  slock  at  par, 
together  with  ten  per  cent,  advance  thereon,  in  gold  or  silver  money : 
but  if  the  legislature  shall  not*  at  the  expiration  of  the  said  period  of 
twenty  years,  resume  the  said  works,  then  the  said  company,  with  all 
its  rights,  franchises  and  privileges,  shall  continue. for  another  period  of 
twenty  years,  subject  to  resumption  by  the  legislature,  at  the  expiration 
thereof,  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  aforesaid,  and  so  on  from 
Proviso.  twenty  years  to  twenty  years :  Provided,  That  in  the  event  of  resump- 

tion by  the  legislature,  as  aforesaid,  tlie  contingent  or  sinking  fund,  as 
well  as  the  undivided  profits  on  hand,  after  the  payment  and  discharge 
of  all  debts  and  claims  against  the  said  company,  shall  be  divided 
among  the  stockholders,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  nett  profits  are 
hereinafter  authorized  to  be  divided. 

R  Dairs  Section  19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  of  said  company,  to 

^  '  keep  in  constant  repair  the  entire  line  of  railroads  and  canals  imder  their 

direction  and  supervision,  with  the  necessary  Stationary  and  locomotive 
engines,  toll  houses,  water  stations,  locks,  buildings,  and  appurtenances : 
all  viaducts,  aqueducts,  dams,  schutes,  and  road  and  farm  bridges, 
which,  under  existing  laws,  the  commonwealth  is  bound  to  keep  in 
repair ;  to  keep  a  fair  and  just  account  of  all  tolls,  water  rents,  and 
proceeils  of  sales  of  w'ater  privileges  received,  and  all  moneys  disbursed, 
and  deducting  all  costs  and  charges ;  to  make  and  declare  a  dividend 
only  of  the  clear  profits  and  income  of  the  roads  and  canals,  as  herein- 
before directed ;  and  to  report  to  the  legislature  on  the  second  Tuesday 
in  January  in  every  year,  a  full  and  accurate  account  of  their  expendi- 
tures during  the  past  year,  with  a  full  account  of  the  sums  arising  from 
the  tolls,  water  rents  and  proceeds  of  sales  of  water  privileges  and  other 
receipts,  and  of  the  disbursements  and  dividends  actually  made  within 
the  year. 

Water  Drivileffes.  Section.  20.  No  sale  or  lease  of  water  privileges  on  the  canals  and 
*  slackwater  hereby  vested  in  the  said  company,  shall  be  made,  except 
under  and  subject  to  the  exceptions  and  regidalions  prescribed  in  the 
eighth,  ninth,  tenth  and  eleventh  sections  of  the  act  of  the  fifth  of  May, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one,  entided  "An  Act  to  incorpo- 
rate the  Allegheny  and  Butler  turnpike  road  company,  and  for  other 
purposes.*' 

ContnctB.  Section  21.    The  said  company  shall  be  bound  by  all  contracts 

heretofore  made  by  the  commonwealth,  in  the  grant  or  lease  of  water 
privileges,  and  shall  be  entided  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
commonwealth,  under  such  contracts. 

Section  22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  general  to  cancel  or 
Auditor  general,  cause  to  be  cancelled,  when  and  as  the  same  may  be  transferred  to  the 
commonwealth,  the  certificates  of  loan  which  may  from  time  to  lime  be 
subscribed  to  the  stock  of  said  company;  and  he  shall  carry  the  amount 
thereof  to  the  credit  of  the  commonwealth,  on  the  books  of  his  depart- 
ment, and  make  a  detailed  report  of  the  amount  so  canceJled,  annually^ 
to  the  legislature. 
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Section  23.  As  soon  as  the  said  company  shall  be  orofanized,  and  Governor, 
shall  give  notice  to  the  governor  of  their  readiness  to  take  possession  of 
the  said  works,  he  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  all  super- 
intendents, toll  collectors,  officers  and  agents  of  the  commonwealth, 
employed  on  or  about  said  canals  and  railroads,  who  shall  continue 
nevertheless  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  said  offices  or  employ- 
ments, and  be  entitled  to  receive  their  present  rale  of  compensation 
from  the  said  company,  until  removed  or  re-appointed  by  the  directors 
thereof  5  and  the  official  bonds  of  the  said  officers  and  agents  shall  enure 
to, the  use  of  the  said  company,  as  to  all  moneys  received  by  them 
on  account  of  the  works,  subsequent  to  the  time  when  the  said  com- 
pany shall  so  take  possession  of  them  as  aforesaid. 

Section  24.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  company,  their  offi-  Power  to  enter 
cers,  engineers,  contractors  and  agents,  to  enter  upon  any  lands  adjoin-  lands, 
ing  or  in  the  neighborhood  of  said  canals  and  railroads,  and  take*  dig 
and  carry  away  therefrom  any  stone,  gravel,  clay,  sand  or  earth,  neces- 
sary for  the  maintaining  and  repairing  said  canals  and  roads,  or  for 
constructing  any  bridges4  viaducts,  and  other  building,  which  may  be 
required  in  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  said  railroads  and  canals : 
Provided^  however^  That  compensation  shall  be  made  or  seaired  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  any  such  lands  or  materials,  as  shall  be  agreed  upon 
between  the  parties,  or  in  such  manner  as  is  hereinafter  pointed  out. 

Section  25.  That  when  the  said  company  cannot  agree  with  theDaniage*. 
owner  of  any  lands  or  materials,  for  the  compensation  proper  for  the 
damage  done,  or  likely  to  be  done  or  sustained  by  any  such  owners  of 
such  lands  and  materials,  which  it  may  be  necessary  for  said  company 
to  enter  upon,  use  or  take  away,  for  the  repair  of  said  canals  and 
railroads,  or  by  reason  of  any  legal  incapacity  of  any  such  owner 
or  owners,  no  such  compensation  can  be  agreed  upon,  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions  of  the  proper  county,  on  application  thereto  by  peti- 
tion, either  by  said  company  or  owner,  or  any  one  in  behalf  of  either, 
and  at  the  cost  and  charge  of  said  company,  shall  issue  their  preciept 
to  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  commanding  said  sheriff  to  summon  twen- 
ty discreet  and  disinterested  persons,  freeholders  of  said  county,  to 
meet  on  the  lands  from  whence  materials  are  to  be  taken,  in  not  less 
than  ten  or  more  than  twenty  days,  giving  such  reasonable  notice  as 
the  court  may  designate,  to  both  parties,  by  publication  or  otherwise, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court ;  and  if  twelve  or  more  of  said  jurors* 
attend  they  shall  be  empannelled,  and  if  twelve  do  not  attend,  the 
sheriff  may  summon  others  forthwith  to  attend  on  a  day  fixed  by  him 
for  that  purpose  5  and  the  said  twelve  jurors  being  so  empannelled  and 
0wom  or  affirmed,  by  said  sheriff  or  his  deputy,  faithfully,  justly  and 
impartially  to  value  the  materials  taken  or  to  be  taken,  and  find  the 
rate  of  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor  by  said  company ;  and  the  said 
jury  shall  have  power  to  swear  and  examine  witnesses,  and  shall  make 
report  of  their  proceedings,  stating  the  compensation  adjudged  and  to 
whom  payable,  to  the  court,  who,  upon  confirmation  thereof*  may  direct 
such  dam^es  to  be  paid,  or  order  a  new  inquisition  if  justice  shall 
require  it :  Provided  always,  nevertheless^  That  any  owner  or  owners 
applying  for  a  review,  shall  be  liable  for  the  costs  of  the  proceeding 
prayed  for,  in  case  a  report  more  favorable  is  not  obtained  upon  such 
review. 

Section  26.  It  shall  at  all  times  be  lawful  for  a  committee  of  the  Ingpectforr  of 
legislature,  appointed,  for  that  purpose,  to  inspect  the  books  and  ex- books,  ^. 
amine  into  the  proceedings  of  the  corporation  hereby  created,  and  to 
report  whether  the  provisions  of  this  charter  have  been  by  the  same 
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abused  or  violated  i  and  if  the  officers  of  said  corporation  shall  refuse  to 
be  sworn  or  affirmed,  or  give  evidence,  or  refuse  to  produce  any  of 
their  books  or  papers  that  may  be  demandied,  before  any  such  com- 
mittee, then  the  legislature  may  by  law  declare  the  said  charier  void, 
VioUtionofchar-  and  repeal  the  same;  and  whenever  any  committee,  as  aforesaid,  shall 
find  and  report,  or  the  governor  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  the 
charter  had  been  violated,  it  may  be  lawful  for  the  legislature  to  direct, 
or  the  governor  lo  order  a  scire  facias,  to  be  issued  out  of  the  supreme 
court  of  Pennsylvania,  in  the  name  <»f  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, (which  shall  be  served  on  the  president,  treasurer  or  secretary, 
at  the  ofHce  of  the  corporation  for  the  time  being,  at  least  ten  days 
before  the  commencement  of  the  term  of  the  said  court,)  calling  on  the 
said  corporation  to  show  cause  why  the  charter  hereby  granted  shodd 
not  be  declared  forfeited ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  coart, 
upon  the  return  of  the  said  scire  facias,  to  examine  into  the  truth  of  Ae 
alleged  violations,  and  if  such  violations  be  made  to  appear,  Uien  to 
adjudge  that  the  said  charter  is  forfeited  5  and  thereupon,  and  in  case 
the  legislature  shall  declare  the  said  charter  void,  and  repeal  the  same 
for  the  cause  aforesaid,  the  canals  and  railroads  afon^said,  with  their 
appurtenances,  and  all  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion, shall  revert  to  and  revest  in  the  commotiwealth,  upon  the  payinent 
by  the  commonwealth  to  the  stockholders,  the  par  value  of  their  stock; 
and  until  the  commonwealth  shall  have  made  such  payment  to  the 
directors  of  said  company,  to  be  by  them  distributed  among  the  stock- 
holders, the  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  of  said  corporation,  shall 
remain  as  though  said  judgment  of  forfeiture  had  not  been  pronounced:

The  commissioners  appointed  under  the  first  section  of 
this  act,  shall  present  their  accounts  for  the  necessary  expended?  incurred 
by  them  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  this 
act,  to  the  auditor  general,  who  shall  settle  the  same,  and  draw  his 
warrant  upon  the  state  treasurer,  who  is  authorized  to  pay  the  same 
out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriate  :  Prori- 
ded^  The  whole  of  said  expenses,  including  pay  of  auctioneers,  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars. 

Section  28.  If  the  company  incorporated  by  this  acu  shall  at  any 
Banking  prombi-  ^j^^^  j^g^^  ^^^  note  or  notes,  in  the  nature  x)f  bank  notes,  or  any  notes 
of  any  denomination,  intended  or  used  for  circulation,  or  shall  U^nsact 
any  business  in  the  nature  or  manner  of  banking,  then,  and  in  either  of 
these  cases,  their  chartered  privileges  shall  cease  and  revert  to  the  com- 
monwealth.

Section  29.  That  the  said  Pennsylvania  canal  and  railroad  company, 
incorporated  by  this  act,  shall  have  power  to  alter  the  route  of  the 
PliiiiKlelphia  and  Columbia  railroad,  so  as  to  avoid  the  inclined  plane 
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near  the  Schuylkill,  and  to  make  and  construct  another  road  of  like 
description,  on  such  other  route  as  may  be  determined  upon,  together 
with  such  bridges,  viaducts  and  other  works,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  the  same  to  a  proper  terminus,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  j  and 
any  damage  done  to  land,  buildings  or  other  property,  or  for  materials 
in  the  construction  thereof,  shall  be  ascertained  and  determined,  as  is 
provided  in  the  twenty-fourth  and  twenty -fifth  sections  of  this  act. 

Section  30.  That  so  much  of  this  act' as  relates  to  the  sale  of  certain  Citixei»  to  vote 
of  the  public  works,  shall  not  go  into  operation  unless  approved  by  afororagainitMle 
majority  of  the  people,  in  the  manner  following,  to  wit:  That  at  the  of  main  line, 
next  general  election,  the  qualified  voters  of  this  commonwealth,  or  as 
many  of  them  as  choose  to  do  so,  shall  deposite  in  the  ballot  boxes,

ther  enaeted,  that  firom  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  all  real  estate, 
to  wit:  houses,  lands,  lots  of  ground  and  ground  rents,  mills  and 
manufactories  of  all  kinds,  furnaces,  foiges,  bloomeries,  distilleries, 
sugar  houses,  malt  houses,  breweries,  tan  yards,  fisheries  and  ferries, 
wharves,  and  aU  other  real  estate  not  exempt  by  law  firom  taxation ;

all  household  furniture,  including  gold  and  silver  plate,  owned  bv  any

That  the  amount  of  the  tax  chargeable  on  the  capital 
ital^  Ac  stock  of  all  banks,  institutions  and  companies  incorporated  by  or  under 

any  law  of  this  commonwealth,  on  which  a  dividend  or  profit  of  ^ix 
per  cent,  per  annum  or  more  shall  be  made  and  declared,  shall  be  at 
the  rate  of  one-half  mill  on  each  one  per  cent*  of  such  dividend  or  profit, 
and  the  same  shall  be  assessed  and  paid  as  provided  in  the  act  of  the 
eleventh  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty ;  and  in

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the  direction  of  the  state  treasurer,  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  recov- 
erable :  Provided^  That  in  default  of  the  payment  of  said  tax«.  by  said  Proviso, 
cashier,  treasurer  or  directors,  then  the  property,  either  real  or  personal, 
of  said  corporation,  shall  be  subject  to  levy  for  the  payment  thereof* 

Section  34.  That  the  county  commissioners  of  each  and  every  county  County 
in  this  commonwealth,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  required,  annu-  Moner*. 
ally,  at  the  time  of  making  county  rates  and  levies,  to  assess,  for  the 
use  of  the  commonwealth,  upon  pleasure  carriages  owned  and  kept  for  Tax  on  carriages, 
use,  one  per  cent  upon  every  dollar  of  the  value  thereof;  upon  watches  watches,  salaries, 
owned  and  kept  for  use,  as  follows,  that  is  to  say :  on  gold  lever  or  other  *^ 
gold  watches  of  equal  value,  each  one  dollar;  upon  every  other  descrip- 
tion of  gold  watches,  and  upon  silver  lever  watches,  or  other  silver 
watches  of  like  value,  seventy-five  cents  each ;  upon  every  other  descrip- 
tion of  watches,  of  tfie  value  of  twenty  dollars  or  upwards,  fifty  cents ; 
upon  all  salaries,  emoluments  of  office,  created  by  or  held  under  the 
constitution  or  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  or  created  by  or  held  under 
any  corporation,  institution  or  company  incorporated  by  this  common- 
wealth, where  such  salaries  or  emoluments  exceed  two  hundred  dollars, 
a  tax  of  two  per  cent  on  every  dollar  of  the  value  thereof  above  two 
hundred  dollars  5  upon  trades,  occupations  and  professions,  one  per 
cent  upon  every  dollar  of  the  value  thereof,  above  two  hundred  dol- 
krs;  and  unon  aU  other  property  heretofore  made  taxable  for  state  pur- 
poses, or  that  are  made  so  by  the  thirty-second  section  of  this  act,  three 
mills  on  every  dollar  of  the  value  thereof;  all  laws  heretofore  passed  for 
levying  taxes  for  slate  purposes,  are  hereby  repealed  :  Provided^  houy- 
ever  J  That  such  laws  shall  still  be  in  force  for  the  collection  of  all  taxes 
dae  or  assessed  by  virtue  of  such  laws. 

Section  35.  That  it  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  commissioners  of  County  conunis. 
the  several  counties  of  this  commonwealth,  within  sixty  days  from  the  Monera'  pnoept 
passage  of  this  act,  to  issue  their  precept  to  the  several  collectors 
of  county  rates  and  levies,  requiring  them  to  add  to  the  amount  on  their 
duplicates  for  the  present  year,  for  state  purposes,  one  mill  on  the  dollar 
of  the  valuation  of  property  of  all  kinds  and  descriptions,  heretofore 
subject  to  taxation ;  and  to  collect  and  pay  over  the  same  to  the  respec- 
tive county  tieasureis,  as  now  required  by  law. 

Section  3^  That  for  equalizing  the  assessments  and  taxes  for  the  EqiiaIiiingasBe«. 
use  of  the  commonwealth,  in  the  different  counties  thereof,  tlie  presi-  ments  and  taxes. 
dent  and  associate  judges  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  of  each  judicial 
district,  shall  appoint  one  person ;  and  the  persons  so  appointed  from 
the  several  districts,  together  witli  the  state  treasurer,  shall  constitute  a 
board  of  revenue  conunissioners,  to  meet  at  Harrisbaig,  in  the  year  Revenaeeommis- 
oae  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five,  as  soon  as  t&  assessments  >MSMn. 
shall  have  been  made  in  the  several  counties,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by 
Ae  state  treasurer,  and  triennially  thereafter;  and  the  said  commis- 
sioners, before  proceeding  to  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  herein- 
after prescribed,  shall  be  respectively  sworn  to  support  the  constitution 
of  this  commonwealth,  and  to,  act  with  fidelity  and  impartiaUty;  and 
the  state  treasurer  shall  be  president  of  the  said  board,  and  have  a  right 
to  vote  as  the  other  commissioners;  and  the  members  of  the  said  board 
shall  receive  as  a  compensation  for  their  services,  the  sum  of  two  doUais 
per  day,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  and  ten  cents  per  mile 
for  each  mile  necessarily  travelled,  in  going  from  and  returning  to  their 
respective  places  of  abode;  and  where  a  judicial  district  is  composed  of 
more  than  one  county,  the  judges  shall  appoint  the  revenue  commis- 
sioner firom  the  counties  in  rotation,  beginning  with  socfa  county  as  may 
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be  designated  by  the  president^  and  the  judges  of  said  county,  and  such 
other  of  the  associate  judges  of  the  district,  as  may  attend,  shall  be 
competent  to  make  the  appointment. 

Section  37.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  commissionen 
of  the  several  counties,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  said 
revenue  commissioners,  to  furnish  the  state  treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the 
said  revenue  commissioners,  with  a  statement,  under  oath,  of  the  return 
made  by  the  assessors  of  the  value,  in  the  aggregate,  of  all  the  property 
liable  to  state  tax  in  the  said  counties,  respectively,  distinguishing  real 
from  personal  estate ;  which  statements  shall  be  submitted  by  the  state 
treasurer  to  the  board  of  revenue  commissioners,  as  soon  as  the  same 
shall  be  duly  organized ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  county 
commissioners,  and  other  city,  county  or  townsliip  officers,  upon  being 
required  so  to  do,  to  fmnish  answers  under  oath,  to  such  interrogatories 
or  inquiries  as  may  be  addressed  to  them,  or  any  of  them,  by  the  said 
board  of  revenue  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them  :  and  any  neglect 
or  refusal  to  furnish  such  statements,  or  to  give  full  and  satisfactory 
answers,  as  aforesaid,  when  in  their  power,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken 
to  be  a  misdemeanor  in  office,  on  the  part  of  the  officer  or  officers  so  neg- 
lecting and  refusing,  and  shall  be  punished  as  like  offences  are  now 
punishable  by  law. 

Section  38.  The  said  revenue  commissioners,  when  duly  organized, 
shall  proceed  to  ascertain  and  determine  the  fair  and  just  value  of  the 
property  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  several  counties  of  this 
commonweaUh,  made  taxable  bylaw,  adjusting  and  equalizing  the  same 
as  far  as  possible,  so  as  to  make  all  taxes  bear  as  equally  as  practicable, 
upon  all  the  property  in  the  com nhon wealth,  in  proportion  to  its  actual 
value ;  and  having  determined  the  same,  shall  make  a  fair  record  of  the 
said  valuation  in  duplicate,  and  file  one  copy  thereof,  duly  attested  by 
the  signatures  of  the  said  revenue  commissioners,  In  the  office  of  the 
state  treasurer,  and  one  copy  thereof  in  the  office  of  the  auditor  general, 
to  be,  and  remain  as  the  valuation  of  the  said  property,  till  the  next 
meeting  of  the  board,  as  herein  provided  for. 

Section  39.  That  on  the  receipt  and  filing  of  the  said  record,  il  shal 
be  the  duty  of  the  stale  treasurer,  forthwith  to  transmit  to  the  commis- 
sioners of  each  county,  a  copy  of  the  valuation  of  the  property  of  said 
eounty,  and  to  issue  his  precept  requiring  said  county  conunissioners 
lo  assess  and  collect  the  state  tax  in  their  respective  counties,  as  provided 
by  law,  on  the  amount  of  the  valuation  so  transmitted  :  Providedf 
That  whenever  the  said  revenue  commissioners  shall  find  it  necessary 
to  increase  the  aggregate  value  of  the  assessable  property  in  any  c^unty^ 
in  order  to  equsdize  taxation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  treasurer, 
forthwith,  to  transmit  to  the  county  commissioners  of  said  county,  the 
amount  of  such  increased  valuation ;  and  the  said  county  commiiBsionerB, 
on  the  receipt  there^  shall  foithwith  add  to  the  valuation  of  the  tax- 
able property  of  each  tax  payer  of  said  county,  such  a  proportion  of 
said  valuation  as  shall  be  expressed  by  a  fraction,  of  which  the  nume- 
rator shall  be  the  aggregate  increase  of  the  valuation  fbi  said  county, 
expressed  in  numben  made  by  said  revenue  commissioners;  and  of 
which  the  denominator  shall  be  the  aggregate  valuation  of  said  county^ 
expressed  in  numbers  as  reported  by  its  county  conunissloneTS  to  the 
state  treasurer  :  Provided^  That  said  revenue  commissioners  shall  be 
confined  exdnsively  to  the  evidence  which  they  receive  from  citizens^ 
offioers  and  records  of  the  respective  counties,  in  adjusting  the  aggregate 
value  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  counties  respectively. 
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Section  40.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  the  County  commis- 
several  counties,  to  cause  to  be  collected  tlie  taxes  as  aforesaid  sfdjusted  moneis*  duty, 
and  assessed  5  and  the  respective  county  treasurers  shall  pay  over  the 
same,  as  fast  as  collected  to  the  state  trcasuier ;  and  if  the  quota  of  any 
county  be  not  paid  over  before  the  second  Tuesday  in  January  in  each 
year  to  the  state  treasurer,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  amount  remaining 
unpaid,  after  deducting  such  commissions  as  are  or  shall  be  allowed  by 
law  for  the  cdlection  of  the  same,  shall  be  charged  against  said  county, 
on  the  books  of  the  state  treasurer,  and  shall  bear  an  interest  of  five  per 
cent,  till  paid  ;  and  no  payment  shall  be  made  to,  or  on  behalf  of  said  v^ 

county,  under  the  various  acts  relating  to  common  schools,  or  any  other  4 

acts,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  until  the  said  balance  be  fully  paid  and 
satisfied :  Provided^  That  if  the  several  collectors  of  such  county 
shall  not  have  collected  and  paid  into  the  county  treasury,  the  amount 
of  state  tax  due  by  said  county,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  deficiency 
shall  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  of  said  county,  or 
which  shall  be  thereafter  first  collected  and  paid  into  the  same,  whether 
on  the  duplicate  for  state  or  county  tax:  Provided j  That  if  it  shall  appear 
from  the  receipts  of  the  county  treasurers,  that  the  said  tax  shall  have 
beeh  paid  into  the  county  treasuries,  before  the  times  specified  in  this 
section  for  the  payment  into  the  state  treasury,  then,  and  in  that  case, 
the  county  treasurers  shall  be  personally  liable  to  the  respective  coun- 
ties for  any  interest  which  may  accrue  on  such  unpaid  balance:  Pro- 
vided^ The  penalties  imposed  by  this  section,  shall  not  apply  to  the  tax 
assessed  by  the  thirty -fifth  section  of  this  act. 

Section  41.  That  all  real  estate  within  this  commonwealth,  on  which  Proceeding  to  col- 
personal  property  cannot  be  found  sufficient  to  pay  the  taxes  assessed  lect  certain  taxes, 
thereon,  and  where  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  neglect  or  refuse  to 
pay  the  said  taxes,  the  collectors  of  the  townships  in  which  said  lands 
lid,  shall  return  the  same  to  the  commissioners  of  the  several  counties  | 
and  the  said  lands  shall  be  sold  as  unseated  lands  are  now  sold,  in  satis- 
faction of  the  taxes  due  by  the  said  owner  or  owners :  Provided^  That 
BO  sale  shall  be  made  of  such  lands  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  until  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof  shall  have  refused  or  neglected  to  pay  the 
taxes  aforesaid,  for  the  space  of  two  years :  Provided  further^  That 
the  owner  or  owners  of  all  such  lands  shall  have  the  right  to  redeem 
them  at  any  time  within  one  year  after  receiving  actual  notice,  from  the 
treasurer  of  the  county  where  such  lands  lie,  that  they  have  been  sold* 
by  paying  the  amount  of  taxes  and  costs  due  thereon,  with  interest  from 
the  time  when  said  tatxes  fell  due  i  and  that  so  much  of  the  act  of  the 
twenty-seventh  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two.  as 
^mstitutes  the  associate  judges  of  the  several  counties,  members  of  the 
board  of  revision,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  42.  That  if  any  county  shall  pay  into  the  state  treasury  its  Abatement, 
quota  of  tax  levied  on  its  said  adjusted  valuation,  fifteen  days  prior  to 
the  first  day  of  August,  in  any  year,  such  county  shall  be  entitled  to  an  - 
abatement  of  five  per  cent  on  the  amount  so  paid ;  and  any  state  tax 
remaining  unpaid  by  any  individual  or  corporation,  after  said  tax  is  due 
and  payable  by  said  county  to  the  commonwealth,  shall  bear  an  interest 
of  six  per  cent.,  and  be  a  lien  on  the  estate  on  which  it  is  charged,  till 
fully  paid  and  satisfied.  And  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer 
of  each  county^  incorporated  city,  district  and  borough  of  this  common- 
wealth, on  the  payment  of  any  dividend  or  interest,  to  any  holder  or 
agent  claiming  the  same,  on  any  scrip,  bond  or  certificate  of  indebted- 
ness issued  by  said  incorporated  city,  district  and  borough  aforesaid,  to 
assesA  the  tax  herein  made  and  provided  Ibr  state  purposed,  upon  the 
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nominal  value  of  each  and  every  said  evidence  of  debt ;  said  tax  to  be 
deducted  by  the  said  treasurer^  on  the  payment  of  any  interest  or  dividend 
aforesaid,  and  the  same  shall  be  held  by  him,  until  paid  over  to  the  state 
treasurer  ;  and  the  said  treasurers  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penal  lies 
and  liabilities  now  prescribed  by  existing  laws  in  relation  to  taxes  on 
bank  dividends. 

Sbction  43.  That  in  the  event  of  the  commissioners  of  any  county 
n^lecting  or  refusing  to  comply  with  any  of  the  requisitions  of  thisact* 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supreme  court  or  the  court  of  common  pleas 
of  said  county,  on  the  application  of  the  state .  treasurer,  whose  duty  it 
is  hereby  made,  to  apply  for  the  same,  to  award  writs  of  mandamus 
requiring  compliance  therewith,  and  enforce  obedience  thereto,  in  the 
manner  provided  by  existing  laws. 

Sbction  44;  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  revenue  commissioners 
to  keep  a  journal  of  their  proceedings,  and  make  report  agreeably  to  the 
»eighth  section  of  the  act  to  create  permanendy  the  office  of  state  printer, 
passed  twenty* fourth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-three,  to  be  communicated  to  the  legislature,  as  directed  by  said 
act. 

Section  45.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  or 
bodies  corporate,  whose  claims  are  enumerated  in  this  section,  on  de- 
livering up  of  any  certificates  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  of  the 
state  held  by  them,  to  receive  for  the  amount  of  their  respective  claims, 
certificates  of  stock  as  hereinafter  provided  ;  and  the  governor  is  hereby 
authorized  and  required,  on  the  application  of  such  person  or  persons, 
or  bodies  corporate,  to  cause  certificates  of  stock,  transferable  on  the 
books  of  the  auditor  general,  or  at  the  bank  of  Pennsylvania,  to  be 
issued  as  aforesaid,  which  certificates  shall  be  signed  by  the  auditor 
general,  and  countersigned  by  the  state  treasurer^  and  bear  an  interest 
of  five  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  half  yearly,  and  redeemable  on 
the  first  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  or 
sooner,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  legislature,  viz :  For  certificates  issued 
by  the  commonwealth  for  interest  due  on  the  public  debt,  now  due  and 
payable ;  for  appropriations  and  balances  of  appropriations  unpaid  on 
the  first  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three, 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  thousand  dollars  ;  for  pay- 
ment of  fidy-five  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-two  dollars  and 
sixty  cents,  the  balance  of  a  loan  due  the  first  of  June,  one  tliotisand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-one  $  and  for  a  loan  of  sixty-two  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars,  negociated  the  seventh  of  December,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  and  due  May  first,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-four. 

Section  46.  The  state  treasurer  and  auditor  general  shall  prepare  and 
transmit  to  the  county  commissioners  such  instructions  in  relation  to  the 
assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,  and  the  duties  enjoined  upon  the 
several  county  and  township  officers,  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to 
enable  them  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  according  to 
its  true  intent  and  meaning. 

Section  47.  That  the  refusal  or  neglect  of  any  or  all  of  the  members 
of  county  boards  of  revision,  to  be  sworn  or  affirmed,  or  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  such  board,  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  invalidate  or 
hinder  the  collection  of  state  taxes  imposed  by  this  or  any  other  act. 

Appropriation  of      Section  48.  That  the  whole  amount  of  revenue  to  be  raised  under 
tax.  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  irrevocably  appropriated  to  the  pay- 

ment of  the  interest  on  the  public  debt|  and  the  said  appropriation  shall 
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not  be  withdrawn  or  repealed  by  any  general  words  or  repealing  clauses, 
in  any  appropriation  bill  or  other  act. 

Section  49.  So  much  of  any  law  or  laws  as  are  hereby  altered  or  Repeal, 
supplied,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AN    ACT 

To  authorize  the  treasurer  of  Monroe  county  to  pay  orer  certain  road  and  school 
taxes  to  the  supenrisora  and  school  directors  of  Jackson  township,  in  said  county. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Fepresen- 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  *^ssembhf 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  township  of  Jackson^  in  the  county  of  Monroe,  which  wax  erected 
in  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  from  a  portion  of  Pocono  township, 
in  said  county,  is  entitled  to  receive  all  the  road  and  school  taxes  assess- 
ed in  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-two  and  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
three,  upon  unseated  lands  which  lie  within  the  bounds  of  the  said 
Jackson  township ;  and  the  treasurer  of  said  county  is  hereby  authori- 
zed and  required  to  pay  over  to  the  supervisors  and  school  directors  of 
the  said  Jackson  township,  all  the  road  and  school  taxes  assessed  as 
aforesaid,  when  legally  demanded,  by  orders  drawn  by  the  commis- 
sioners of  said  county  on  the  county  treasurer.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tivea  of  the  Commonweahh  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
Hugh  Hart,  John  M'Minn  and  Samuel  Pennybaker,  be  and  hereby  are 
appointed  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  or  a  majority  of  diem, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  Anno  Domiiii,  eighteen  hundred 
-  and  forty-six,  to  determine  upon  and  purchase  such  real  estate  as  they 
shall  deem  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  of  Juniata 
county ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  comniissionerB,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  to  take  conveyances  therefor  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the 
corporation  mentioned  in  the  third  section  of  this  act,  and  they  shall 
certify  their  proceedings  therein,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  to  the 
clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county  of  Juniata,  to  be 
filed  in  his  ofhce ;  and  at  the  next  general  election,  the  qualified  elec- 
tors of  Juniata  county  shall  elect  three  reputable  citizens  of  the  said

apprentices,  so  that  such  apprenticeship  may  expire,  if  males,  at  or 
before  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  5  if  females,  at  or  before  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  such  poor  children  as  shall  come  under  their  notice*  or 
as  may  now  be  bound  apprentices  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor :  Provi-  Proviso. 
dcd^  That  no  child  shall  be  botmd  at  a  greater  distance  than  thirty 
miles  from  the  poor  housC)  and  to  have  not  less  than  three  months 
schooling  in  each  year;  and  the  said  directors  shall  exercise  and  enjoy 
all  such  other  powers  now  vested  in  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  as  are 
not  herein  granted  or  supplied,  and  the  said  directors  are  hereby 
empowered  to  use  one  common  seal,  in  all  business  relating  to  the  said 
corporation,  and  the  same  at  their  pleasure  to  alter  and  renew. 

Section  4.  The  said  directors,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  their  election  Estimate  expense 
and  organization,  as  aforesaid,  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the  probable  of  lands,  &c. 
expense  of  purchasing  the  lands  and  building,  or  erecting  the  necessary 
building  or  buildings,  and  furnishing  the  same,  and  maintaining  the  poor 
within  the  said  county  for  one  year,  whereupon,  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  the  said  county,  shall,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  increase  the  county  tax  by  one-fourth  part  of  the  sum  neces-  Tax. 
sary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  shall  procure  on  loan  on  the  credit  of  Loan, 
the  taxes  herein  directed  to  be  levied,  the  remaining  three-fourths  there- 
of, to  be  paid  in  instalments  with  interest,  out  of  the  county  taxes: 
Provided  always^  That  not  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  whole  amount  Proviso, 
of  the  sum  necessary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  shall  be  added  to  the 
county  tax,  annually  thereafter,  to  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer,  to 
the  directors  aforesaid,  on  orders  drawn  in  their  favor,  by  the  county 
commissioners,  as  the  same  may  be  found  necessary. 

Section  5,  It  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  said  directors,  on  or  before  the  Estimate  of  ex- 
finil  day  of  November,  in  each  and  every  year,  after  the  poor  house  pense  of  poor, 
shall  have  been  completed,  to  furnish  the  commissioners  of  said  county, 
with  an  estimate  of  the  probable  expense  of  the  poor  and  poor  house, 
for  oae  year  5  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  assess 
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and  cause  to  be  collected,  the  amount  of  said  estimate,  which  shall  be  • 
paid  to  said  directors,  by  the  county  treasurer,  on  warrants  drawn  in 
their  favor  by  the  county  commissioners,  as  the  same  may  be  found 
necessary  5  and  the  said  directors  shall,  at  least  once  in  every  year, 
render  an  account  of  all  moneys  by  them  received  and  expended,  to 
the  auditors  appointed  to  audit  and  settle  the  county  accounts,  subject 
to  the  same  penalties,  rules  and  regulations,  as  are  by  law  directed, 
respecting  the  accounts  of  the  county  commissioners ;  and  shall,  at  least 
once  in  every  year,  lay  before  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  and  grand 
jury  of  said  county,  a  list  of  the  number,  ages  and  sex,  of  the  persons 
maintained  and  employed  in  the  house  of  employment,  or  supported  or 
assisted  by  them  elsewhere,  and  of  the  children  by  them  bound  out  to 
apprenticeship,  as  aforesaid,  with  the  names  of  their  masters  or  mis- 
tresses, and  their  trade,  occupation  or  calling;  and  shall,  at  all  times,  when 
thereunto  required,  submit  to  the  inspection  and  free  examination  of  such 
visiters  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  appointed  by  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  of  the  said  county,  all  their  books  and  accounts,  together  with 
the  rents,  interests  and  moneys,  payable  and  receivable  by  the  said 
corporation,  and  also  an  account  of  all  sales,  purchases,  donations, 
devises  and  bequests,  as  shall  «have  been  made  by  or  to  them. 

Section  6.  As  soon  as  the  said  buildings  shall  have  been  erected  or 
purchased,  and  all  necessary  accommodations  provided  therein,  notices 
shall  be  sent,  signed  by  any  two  of  the  said  directors,  to  the  overseers 
of  the  several  townships  of  the  said  county  of  Juniata,  requiring  them 
forthwith  to  bring  the  poor  of  their  respective  townships  to  said  house 
of  employment ;  which  order  the  overseers  are  hereby  enjoined  and 
required  to  comply  with,  or  otherwise  to  forfeit  the  costs  of  all  future 
maintenance,  except  in  cases  when  by  sickness,  or  any  other  sufficient 
cause,  any  poor  person  cannot  be  removed,  in  which  case  the  said  over- 
seers shall  represent  the  same  to  the  nearest  justice  of  the  peace,  who 
being  satisfied  of  the  truth  thereof,  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  said 
directors,  and  at  the  said  time  issue  an  order  under  his  hand  and  sea), 
to  the  said  overseers,  directing  them  to  maintain  such  poor  until  such 
time  as  he  or  she  may  be  in  a  situation  to  be  removed,  and  then  convey 
the  said  pauper,  and  deliver  him  or  her  to  the  steward  or  keeper  of  the 
said  house  of  employment,  together  with  the  said  order;  and  the  charge 
and  expense  of  such  temporary  relief,  and  of  such  removal,  shall  be 
paid  by  the  said  directors  at  a  reasonable  allowance. 

Section  7.  The  said  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time  receive,  pro- 
vide for  and  employ  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
act,  all  such  poor  and  indigent  persons  as  shall  be  entitled  to  relief,  or 
shall  have  gained  a  legal  seldement  in  said  county  of  Juniata,  and  shall 
be  sent  there  by  an  order  or  warrant  for  that  purpose,  under  the  hands 
and  seals  of  any  two  justices  of  the  peace,  directed  to  any  constable  of 
the  said  county  of  Juniata,  or  to  the  overseers  of  the  proper  township 
in  any  other  county  of  this  commonwealth  ;  and  the  said  directors  are 
hereby  authorized,  when  they  shall  deem  it  proper  and  convenient  to  do 
so,  to  permit  any  poor  person  or  persons  to  be  maintained  elsewhere  ; 
Provided^  The  expense  of  their  maintenance  does  not  in  any  case 
exceed  that  for  which  they  could  be  maintained  at  the  poor  house  of  the 
said  county  of  Juniata. 

Section  8.  The  said  directors,  or  any  two  of  them,  who  shall  be  a 
quorum  in  all  cases  to  do  business,  shall  have  full  power  to  make  and 
ordain  such  ordinances,  iiiles  and  regulations  as  they  shall  think  proper, 
convenient  and  necessary  for  the  direction,  government  and  support  oC 
the  poor,  and  house  of  employment  aforesaid,  and  of  the  revenues 
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thereunto  belonging,  and  of  all  such  persons  as  shall  come  under  their 
cognizance  :  Provided^  The  same  be  not  repugnant  to  this  law,  or  any 
of  the  laws  of  this  stale,  or  of  the  United  States :  ^nd  provided^  aisoj  Proviso. 
That  the  same  shall  not  have  any  force  or  effect  until  they  shall  have 
been  submitted  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  the  time  being,  of  the 
county  of  Juniata,  and  shall  have  received  the  approbation  of  the  same. 

Section  9.  The  said  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  full  Legal  settlement, 
power  and  authority  to  administer  oaths  or  affirmations,  to  all  persons 
residing  in  the  said  house  of  employment,  or  becoming  chargeable  to 
the  said  county,  touching  their  place  of  legal  settlement ;  and  in  case 
such  poor  person  or  persons  shall  refuse  to  take  the  said  oath  or  affir- 
mation, or  shall  refuse  to  answer  such  questions  as  shall  be  asked  by 
the  said  directors,  touching  and  relating  to  the  said  settlement,  the  said 
directors  may  withhold  all  further  relief  from  such  poor  person  or  per- 
sons, until  he,  she  or  they  shall  consent  to  take  such  oath  or  affirmation, 
and  answer  all  such  questions  as  aforesaid ;  and  the  said  board  of 
directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  in  addition  to  the  power  hereinbefore 
granted,  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  administer  oaths  and  affirma- 
tions, in  all  cases  whatever,  relating  to  their  official  duties. 

Section  10.  A  quorum  of  said  directors  shall  and  they  are  hereby  Monthly  meet- 
enjoined  and  required  to  meet  at  the  said  house  of  employment  at  least  ings. 
once  in  every  month,  and  visit  the  apartments,  and  see  that  the  poor 
are  comfortably  supported,  and  hear  all  complaints,  and  redrei^s  or  cause 
to  be  redressed  all  grievances  that  may  happen  by  the  neglect  or  mis- 
conduct of  any  person  or  persons  in  their  employment  or  otherwise. 

Section  11.  The  said  directors  shall,  each  of  them,  receive  for  their  Pay. 
services,  annually,  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  to  defray  tlie  expenses  of 
the  necessary  attendance  on  the  duties  of  their  office. 

Section  12.  In  case  of  any  vacancy,  by  death,  resignation  or  other-  Vacancy, 
wise,  of  any  of  the  said  directors,  the  remaining  directors  shall  fill  such 
vae^ancy  by  the  appointment  of  a  citizen  of  their  county,  under  the  same 
penalty  as  is  provided  by  the  third  section  of  this  act,  to  serve  until  the 
next  general  election,  when  another  director  shall  be  elected  to  serve  as 
if  no  such  vacancy  had  happened. 

Section  13.  All  claims  and  demands  existing  at  the  time  of  this  act  Claims, 
being  carried  into  effect,  shall  have  full  force  and  effect  as  if  this  act  had 
not  passed,  and  when  the  same  may  have  been  duly  adjusted  and  settled, 
all  moneys  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  overseers,  as  well  as  the  uncol- 
lected taxes  levied  for  the  support  of  the  poor  in  the  several  townships 
in  the  county  of  Juniata,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  poor 
house,  to  be  applied  to  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  poor. 

Section  14.  As  soon  as  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Juniata  shall  have  Overseer's  office 

been  removed  to  the  house  of  employment  of  the  said  county,  and  the  abolished. 

outstanding  taxes  collected  and  paid  over,  the  office  of  overseer  of  the 

poor  within  the  said  county  shall  from  thenceforth  be  abolished. 

Section  15.  The  powers  conferred  and  the  duties  imposed  on  the  Powers  and  du- 

overseers  of  the  poor,  in  and  by  *'An  Act  to  empower  the  overseers  and  ties  conferred  on 
guardians  of  the  poor  in  the  several  townships  within  this  common-  supervisors. 

wealth,  to  recover  certain  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  and  for  other 
purposes,"  are  hereby  conferred  and  imposed  on  the  supervisors  of  the 
higiiways  in  said  county  of  Juniata;  and  that  the  justices  of  the  peace, 
and  sheriff  within  the  said  county,  are  hereby  required  and  enjoined  to 
pay  to  the  said  supervisors,  to  be  by  them  applied  to  the  repair  of  the 
highways,  the  aforesaid  tines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  within  the  time, 
and  in  tlie  manner  prescribed  by  the  said  act,  ibr  the  payment  thereof 
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in  other  counties  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor,  and  to  give  notice  of  the 
receipt  thereof  to  the  said  supervisors,  within  the  time,  and  in  the  roaa- 
ner  aforesaid  5  aud  that  for  any  neglect  or  refusal  to  perform  any  of  the 
duties  enjoined  on  them  by  the  said  act,  the  said  justices  of  the  peace 
and  sheriff  in  the  said  county  shall  be  subject  to  all  fines,  penalties 
and  forfeitures  to  which  tiie  justices  and  sheriffs  in  other  counties  bj 
the  said  act  are  subject  or  liable. 

Section  16.  The  cx)mmissioners  of  said  county  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  pay  to  the  directors  a  reasonable  compensation  for  their 
services  during  the  terra  they  are  employed  in  erecting  any  building  or 
buildings  aforesaid :  Provided^  The  same  shall  not,  including  the  annual 
sum  allowed  them  by  this  act,  exceed  fifty  dollars  for  any  one  year. 

Section  17.  So  much  of  the  laws  of  this  common wealdi  relating  to 
the  poor,  as  are  by  this  act  altered  or  supplied,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed,  so  far  as  they  affect  the  county  of  Juniata. 

Section  18.  That  the  sheriff  of  the  said  county  shall  in  due  time 
notify  tlie  said  commissioners  of  their  appointment,  and  when  and 
where  they  shall  meet  for  entering  upon  the  duties  assigned  them  by 
this  act,  which  place  of  meeting  shall  be  as  near  the  centre  of  the  county 
as  possible. 

Section  19.  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  sense  of  the  citizens 
of  Juniata  county,  as  to  the  expediency  of  erecting  a  poor  house,  it  shall 
be  the  duly  of  each  of  the  inspectors  for  the  several  townships  and 
boroughs  at  the  next  general  election,  to  receive  tickets  either  written  or 
printed,  from  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  labelled  on  the  outside  "  poor 
house,"  and  in  the  inside  "for  a  poor  house,"  or  "against  a  poor  house," 
and  if  it  shall  appear,  on  casting  up  the  votes  of  the  different  districts, 
at  the  court  house,  on  the  same  day  that  the  other  returns  are  made  out 
that  a  majority  of  those  who  voted  are  for  a  poor  house,  then  the  fore- 
going act  to  take  effect ;  but  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  are  found  to  be 
against  a  poor  house,  the  foregoing  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
null  and  void. 

Section  20.  That  the  sheriff  of  Juniata  county,  shall  cause  this  act 
to  be  published  in  all  the  newspapers  printed  in  said  county,  at  least  six 
weeks  previous  to  the  next  general  election,  the  expenses  of  which  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  county  treasury. 

Section  21.  That  the  execution  of  all  process  for  the  recovery  of 
any  moneys  now  due,  or  that  shall  hereafter  become  due,  the  payment 
of  which  is  secured  by  a  mortgage  or  mortgages,  recognizance  or  recoi:- 
nizances,  duly  entered  of  record  in  the  courts  of  Mifflin  county,  previ- 
ously to  the  passage  of  ^he  act  erecting  certain  parts  of  Mifflin  county 
into  a  new  county  to  be  called  Juniata,  passed  the  second  day  of  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-one,  and  binding  lands  lying  in 
that  part  of  Mifflin  county,  erected  into  a  new  county  by  the  aforesaid 
act,  may  be  proceeded  in  and  carried  into  complete  execution  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  the  said  act  had  not  been  passed. 

Section  22.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  board  of  guardians  of  the  poor,  under  the  act,  entitled 
"  An  Act  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  of  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, the  district  of  Southwark,  and  the  townships  of  the  Northern 
Liberties  and  Penn."  passed  the  fifth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  e^bt 
hundred  and  twenty-eight,  to  receive  into  the  Blockley  alms-house  all 
the  poor  of  the  township  of  Moyamensing,  in  the  county  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  treat  the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  the  poor  of  the  city  of 
Philadelphia  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  treated  |  and  ihe  said  boani  ot 
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guardians  are  hereby  fully  empowered  to  levy,  assess  and  collect  taxes 
from  the  said  township,  in  like  amount  and  in  like  manner  as  they  now 
collect  the  taxes  laid  and  assessed  for  the  support  of  the  poor  in  the  city 
of  Philadelphia,  and  incorporated  districts  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia; 
and  the  said  board  of  guardians  of  the  poor  shall  appoint  one  citizen  of 
said  township  to  be  a  visiler  of  the  poor,  with  like  authority  and  duties, 
now  imposed  or  that  may  hereafter  be  imposed  on  the  visiters  of  the 
poor  appointed  by  said  board,  and  with  such  compensation  for  his 
services  as  the  board  may  deem  just  and  proper.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jlssemhhj 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  th^  authority  of  the  same^  That 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  if  any  person  or  persons,  in  the 
counties  of  Schuylkill,  Lebanon  and  Dauphin,  shall  hunt»  chase  or 
follow,  with  a  design  to  kill  or  destroy,  any  buck,  doe  or  fawn,  within 
said  counties,  at  any  other  time  or  season,  excepting  only  between  the 
first  day  of  the  month  of  September  and  the  first  day  of  the  month  of 
December  in  each  year,  and  shall  he  lawfully  convicted  thereof  by  the 
oaths  or  afiirmations  of  one  or  more  credible  witnesses,  before  any 
alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace,  in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth,  he 
or  they,  on  being  convicted  thereof,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  sucl 
^i^^'  oflcnce  the  sum  of  twenty -five  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recoverable, 

with  costs  of  suit,  before  any  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace,  in  the 
name  of  the  commonwealth,  at  the  instance  of  aiiy  person  who  will  sue 
therefor,  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  now  recoverable  by  law  ;  one-half 
of  said  fine  or  penalty  shall  be  paid  to  the  person  or  persons  sueing  for 
the  same,  and  the  other  half  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  where  such 
fine  or  penalty  shall  be  recovered  :  Provided^  That  so  much  of  the  act 
of  the  ninth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty,  that 
is  inconsistent  with  this  act,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  par  value  of  the  stock  to  be  paid  in  the  event  of  the  forfeiture  of  the 
charter,  in  pursuance  of  the  twenty-sixth  section  of  the  **  Act  to  reduce 
the  state  debt,  and  to  incorporate  the  Pennsylvania  canal  and  railroad 
company,'*  may  be  paid  in  money,  or  certificates  of  loan,  bearing  an 
interest  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  subject  to  the  deduction  provided 
for  in  said  section,  the  interest  to  be  paid  semi-annually,  out  of  revenue 
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JjAws  of  fewnsylvania, 

to  be  specially  set  apart  for  the  purpose  by  the  legislatore ;  and  the 
certificates  to  be  redeemable  in  not  more  than  thirty  years  from  the  dale 
of  their  issue.

i  ^Supplementary  to  an  act,  entitled  *«  An  Act  to  enable  the  governor  of  this  oommoD- 
Lk*  wealth  to  incorporate  a  company  to  make  an  artificial  road  from  the  city  of  PhU»- 
^     delpbia,  through  Gormantown,  to  the  ten  mile  stone  on  Chestnut  Hill,  and  from 
thence  to  the  new  stone  bridge  over  the  Perkiomen  creek,  in  the  county  of  Mont- 
gomery,'* passed  February  twelve,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  one. 

Whereas,  It  has  been  represented  lo  the  legislature,  by  the  prea- 
dent,  managers  and  company  of  the  Germantown  and  Perkiomen  turn- 
pike road,  that  they  have  been  required  by  the  court  of  quarter  sessions 
in  and  for  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  to  cede  a  portion  of  the 
road  for  which  they  have  received  payment  for  damages ;  and  that  they 
are  desirous  to  purchase  of  their  own  stock,  with  the  money  so  received, 
in  reduction  of  their  capital  stock ;  and  also*  that  if  any  further  sum  or 
sums  of  money  shall  be  hereafter  received  in  like  way,  that  tliey  may 
make  a  like  disposition  of  the  same. 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Aasenibhf 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  president,  managers  and  company  of 
the  Germantown  and  Perkiomen  turnpike  road,  to  purchase  and  extin- 
tinguish  so  much  of  their  own  stock  as  they  may  be  able  to  procure 
with  tlie  moneys  received  by  them  for  damages  for  a  cession  of  thai 
part  of  their  road  in  the  district  of  Kensington  ;  and  the  said  company 
is  hereby  prohibited  from  collecting  tolls  for  the  part  of  the  road  thus 
ceded.

Section  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  JStrntse  of  Eqinresenia- 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jisaembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Joseph  R.  Evans,  Benjamin  Gerhard,  Henry  Hoini  Thonias  M'Cnllrf 
John  Wiegand,  Jacob  K,  Olwine,  Mahlon  D.  Taylor,  Geoi]ge  N. 
Baker,  Gideon  G.  Westcott,  John  Stallman,  Augustus  Shultz,  Ale 
ander  Cummings,  of  Philadelphia,  John  N.  Lane,  of  Lancaster,  Ssmu 
Sillyman,  of  Schuylkill,  Franklin  Yanzant  and  William  M.  White,  of 
Bucks,  William  Elwell,  of  Bradford,  David  D.  Wagner,  of  Northamp- 
ton, John  S.  Gibons,  of  Lehigh,  William  S.  Ross,  Payne  Pettibone«

n.  The  shtires  shall  be  set  up  for  sale  singly,  giving  the  purchased 
the  right  of  taking,  at  his  bid)  any  number  of  shares  from  one  to  one 
thousand :  Provided,  That  no  share  shall  be  sold  for  a  less  sum  than 
one  hundred  dollars :  And  provided,  further.  That  none  of  the  said 
commissioners,  either  in  their  own  nam^s,  or  in  the  names  of  any  other 
persons^  shall  become  purchasers  of  any  of  the  stock  at  the  sale  author* 
ized  by  this  sectioni 

in.  Each  purchaser  at  the  time  of  his  purchase,  shall  deposite  with 
the  commissioners  the  premiums  or  advance  above  the  par  valtie  of  (he 
shares  by  him  purchased ;  or  if  the  bid  or  bids  do  not  amount  to  five 
dollars  per  share  above  the  par  value  of  the  share  or  shares  by  him  pur- 
chased, then  and  in  such  case,  the  said  purchaser  shall  pay  five  doUais 
on  account  and  in  part  of  each  share  thus  purchased  |  the  said  sums  to 
be  paid  in  money,  or  in  the  certificates  of  loan  of  this  commonwesdth* 
at  the  option  of  the  purchaser. 

IV.  Payment  for  the  remainder  of  the  purchase  mone;^  will  be 
required  to  be  made  within  thirty  days  from  the  purchase,  under  the 
forfeiture  for  delinquency^,  of  the  amount  paid  to  the  commisaioners  at 
the  time  of  sale.

Pennsylvania,  the  amount  required  to  be  paid  in  hand,  and  any  advance 
beyond  one  hundred  dollars  per  share  which  may  be  bid  by  him  for 
each  share  of  stock  he  may  have  purchased,  and  shall  require  him  to

.  and  to  have,  purchase,  receive,  hold  and  enjoy,  to  diem  and  their  suc- 
cessors, such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  goods,  chattels  and 
estates,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  of  what  kind  or  quality  soever,  as 
shall  be  necessary  for  the  repairs  and  management  of  said  canal,  and 
the  same  from  time  to  time,  sell,  exchange,  mortgage,  alien^  grants  or 
otherwise  dispose  of,  and  also  to  make  and  keep  a  common  seal,  and 
the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure,  and  also  to  ordain,  establish 
and  put  in  execution,  such  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations,  as  shall 
appear  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  government  of  Said  corporation, 
not  being  contrary  to  the  constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States,  or 
of  this  state,  and  generally  to  do  all  and  singular  the  matters  and  things 
which  to  them  it  shall  lawfully  appertain  to  do,  for  the  well  being  of  the 
said  corporation,  and  the  due  managing  and  ordering  the  affairs  of  the 
same  :  Provided^  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  give  to  the  said  corporation  any  kind  of  banking  privileges  what- 
soever, or  any  other  liberties,  privileges  or  franchises,  but  such  as  may 
be  necessary  or  incident  to  the  repairing,  altering  and  maintaining  the 
said  canal  and  its  appendages. 

Section  3.  That  th«  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  after  the  said  letters  patent  shall 
be  obtained,  appoint  a  time  and  place  for  the  subscribers  to  meet,  in 
order  to  oiganize  the  said  company,  and  shall  give  at  least  ten  days 
previous  notice  thereof  in  the  newspapers  before  mentioned — and  the 
said  subscribers,  when  met,  shall  choose  by  a  majority  of  votes,  a  presi- 
dent and  eight  persons,  all  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders,  residents  and 
citizens  of  this  commonwealth,  and  shall  be  the  owners,  respectively, 
of  at  least  twenty  shares  of  the  said  stock,  who  shall-  constitute  the 
board  of  directors,  and  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  first  Monday  of 
March  then  next,  and  until  another  board  is  chosen.  The  boaid  of 
directors  shall  conduct  and  manage  the  business  and  aflairs  of  the  cor- 
poration, and  may  make- such  by-laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations  as 
are  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States 
or  of  this  state. 

Section  4.  That  the  stockholders  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  of 
March,  in  every  year,  at  such  places  as  may  be  fixed  upon  by  the  by- 
laws of  the  company,  of  which  at  least  thirty  days  previous  notice  shall 
be  given,  in  two  or  more  papers  published  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia 
and  the  city  of  New  York,  and  choose  by  a  majority  of  the  votes 
present,  a  board  of  directors,  qitahfied  as  is  provided  in  the  third  section^ 
for  the  ensuing  year,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until 
others  are  chosen ; .  and  the  stockholders  may  meet  at  such  other  times 
as  they  may  be  summoned  by  the  board  of  directors,  in  such  rnann^ 
and  form,  and  upon  such  notice  as  the  by-laws  may  direct,  at  which 
annual  or  special  meetings  they  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  make,  alter  or  repeal,  by  a  majority  of  votes  given,  all  such  by-laws,

president  pro  tempore,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  transactions,  fairly

lars, conditioned  for  the  faithful  dischaigc  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and 
for  faithfully  accounting  for  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands

Section  8.  The  directors  shall  fix  the  salaries  and  wages  of  the  sevenl 
officers  or  agents  employed  by  them ;  but  no  director  shall  be  allowed 
any  compensation^  except  the  president,  whose  salary  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  stockholders,  at  theix  annual  meeting,  held  in  pursuance  of  the 
charter.  ^ 

Section  9.  The  directors  shall  not  have  power  to  borrow  money  on 
the  security  of  the  corporate  properly,  except  for  repairs  and  for  neces- 
sary expenditures  in  the  alteration  or  enlargement  of  the  canal  and  works 
of  the  company,  without  the  consent  of  the  legislature,  and  the  total 
amount  of  such  loans  shall  at  no  time  exceed  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars ;  they  shalU  from  time  to  time,  declare  and  make  dividends  of 
the  nett  profits  of  said  company,  among  the  whole  number  of  shares 
into  which  the  capital  of  said  company  is  divided,  and  shall  pay  the 
dividends  to  the  owners  of  the  slock  respectively  :  Provided^  however^ 
That  before  making  any  dividends  of  nett  profits,  as  aforesaid,  the  said 
directors  shall  reserve  therefrom  two  per  centum  to  be  invested  in  loans, 
which  shall,  together  with  its  accumulations,  constitute  a  contingent 
fund  to  provide  for  extraordinary  repairs,  and  as  a  sinking  fund  for  the 
extinguishment  of  any  loans  which  said  company  may  make,  but  no 
part  of  the  two  per  cent  nor  any  other  of  the  fimds  of  the  said  com- 
pany shall  at  any  time,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  be  loaned  to  any 
officer,  director  or  agent  of  the  company ;  ^nd  provided  further^  That 
whenever  the  said  contingent  fund  shall  exceed  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  the  reservation  of  two  per  cent,  may  be  suspended  Xintil  the 
contingent  fund  shall  fall  below  that  amount :  And  provided^  That  no 
certificate  of  loan  for  any  money  hereby  authorized  to  be  borrowed 
shall  be  issued  for  a  less  sum  than  one  hundred  dollars  :  And  provided

That  the  said  diiectors  shall  procure  certificates  or  evi- 
dences of  stock,  for  the  shares  of  the  stock  of  the  said  company)  duly 
numbered,  from  one  to  twenty-five  thousand;  and  shall  deliver  a  cer- 
tificate signed  by  the  president,  sealed  with  the  common  seal  of  the  said 
corporation,  and  countersigned  by  the  auditor  general  of  the  common* 
wealth,  to  each  person  or  corporation,  for  each  share  of  stock  by  htm  or 
her  or  them  respectively  subscribed  and  paid  for,  as  aforesaid ;  which 
stock  shall  be  transferable  at  his  or  her  or  their  pleasure,  in  person  or  by 
attorney  duly  authorized,  in  the  presence  of  the  president  or  treasurer 
of  the  company,  on  the  books  of  the  said  company ;  which  transfer  shal 
be  entered  by  the  president  or  treasurer,  on  the  face  or  back  of  such  cer- 
tificate, which  shall  be  delivered  again  to  the  assignee  or  his  attorney ;

ware  division  of  the  Pennsylvania  canal,  from  Easton  to  Bristol,  shall  Canal,  &c.  vested 
be  vested  in  the  corporation  authorized  to  be  created  by  this  act,  and  in  company, 
their  successors  forever,  together  with  all  the  surplus  water  power  of 
said  canal,  all  toll  houses,  appendages,  and  all  the  estate,  real  and  per- 
sonal, purchased  and  owned  by  the  commonwealth  for  the  use  of  the 
said  canal. 

Section  12.  The  said  company  shall  be  empowered  to  charge  and  XoUs. 
receive  tolls  for  the  passage  of  boats,  persons,  merchandize  and  com-

hoivever^  That  no  steam  power  shaH  be  used  upon  the  said  canal  except 
with  the  consent  and  under  such  general  regulations  as  the  said  company 
may  ordain  :  ^nd  provided  further^  That  the  dam  and  the  out-l^t  lock  at  jy^^  ^nd  out-let 
Easton,  shall  forever  be  kept  in  good  order  and  repair  by  the  said  Dela-  lock  at  Easton. 
ware  canal  company,  and  remain  free  of  toll  for  the  passage  of  nil  boats, 
rafts  and  crafts  proceeding  from  and  to  the  Lehigh  navigation ;  and  that  no 
higher  rates  of  toll  shall  ever  be  charged  on  articles  passing  between  Eas- 
ton and  Bristol  and  between  intermediate  points,  than  the  rates  charged  by 
the  canal  commissioners  in  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three, 
without  the  special  consent  of  the  legislature ;  and  that  the  said  company 
shall  have  the  right  to  take  and  use  so  much  of  the  water  of  the  river 
Delaware  as  shall  or  may  be  necessary  to  feed  said  canal :  Provided.

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SscnoN  2.  No  devise  or  legacy  hereafter  made  in  favor  of  a  brother  j^acies  and  de- 
or  sister,  or  the  children  of  a  deceased  brother  or  sister  of  any  testator,  vises, 
such  testator  notjeaving  any  lineal  descendants,  shall  be  deemed  or  held 
to  lapse,  or  become  void  by  reason  of  the  decease  of  such  devisee  or 
legatee,  in  the  lifetime  of  the  testator,  if  such  devisee  or  legatee  shall 
leave  issue  surviving  the  testator ;  but  such  devise  or  le^y  shall  be 
good  and  available  in  favor  of  such  surviving  issue,  with  like  effect  as 
if  such  devisee  Of  legatee  had  survived  the  testator,  saving  always  to 
every  testator  the  right  to  direct  otherwise. 

Whbreas,  The  laws  in  relation  to  the  collection  of  tax  on  collateral  Preamble, 
inheritances  are  imperfect,  and  in  order  more  effectually  to  secure  the 
payment  of  all  moneys  accruing  to  the  commonwealth  for  the  same  :

to  take  duplicate  receipts  from  the  register,  one  of  which  shall  be  for-  Daplioate  reoiMpts 
warded  forthwith  to  the  auditor  general,  whose  duty  it.  shall  be  to  charge  Batjr  of  auditor 
the  register  so  receiving  the  money  with  th^  amount,  and  seal  with  the  general, 
seal  of  his  office,  and  cotmtersign  the  same  and  transmit  it  to  the  execu- 
tor or  administrator-— whereupon  it  shall  be  a  proper  voucher  in  the 
settlement  of  the  estate ;  but  in  no  event  shall  an  executor  or  adminis^ 
trator  be  entitled  to  a  credit  in  his  account  by  the  register,  unless  the 
receipt  is  so  sealed  and  countersigned  by  the  auditor  general.

That  in  all  cases  where  acts  creating  railroad  or  canal  Secarity  for  canal 
companies,  9ecurity  to  the  owners  of  lands,  through  which  any  canals  «nd  railroad  dam- 
and  railroads  may  pass,  is  required  to  be  given,  and  approved  by  any  •K®^ 
of  the  courts  in  the  counties  where  such  lands  lie,  said  security  may  be 
given  and  approved  of  by  any  two  of  the  judges  of  said  courts  during 
vacation  :  Provided^  That  at  least  five  days  notice  shall  first  be  given         ^ 
to  the  owners  of  such  lands^  or  their  known  agent  or  attorney,  of  the  time 
and  place  of  offering  such  security,  and  the  names  of  the  sureties  to  be 
offered. 

Section  6.  That  in  all  cases  of  appeal  from  the  decision  of  town-  Township  aodi- 
ship  auditors,  settling  the  accounts  of  township  ofiicers,  to  the  court  of  tow. 
common  pleas  of  any  county,  the  cost  shall  abide  the  event  of  the  suit, 
as  in  other  cases. 

Section  7.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  to  serve  any  summons,  rule  or  Ptoccm  in  Erie 
notice  issoing  out  of  any  of  the  courts  of  the  counties  of  Erie  or  Warren,  and  Warren 
upon  any  person  or  persons  found  at  any.  time  in  said  counties,  being  a  eoanties.

Section  8.  That  hereafter  no  attorney  or.  judgment  fees  shall  be  judgment  or  at- 
allowed  or  taxed  on  the  entry  of  any  judgment  by  confession  in  any  tomey  fees, 
court  in  this  commonwealth,  where  suit  has  not  been  previously  com- 
menced, and  where  the  amount  of  said  judgment  shall  not  exceed  tlie 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars ;  and  the  tax  to  be  paid  upon  the  entry  of 
judgment  as  aforesaid,  and  upon  the  entry  of  any  transcript  of  the  judg- 
ment of  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  alderman,  to  create  a  lien,  shadl  be 
paid  by  the  plaintiff,  without  recourse  to  the  defendant 

Section  9.  That  the  lien  given  by  the  act  of  sixteenth  June,  one  i^^  extended  w 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  entitled  '^  An  Act  relating  to  the  cnrbstones  in 
lien  of  medianics  and  others  upon  buildings,"  is  hereby  decbred  to  Lancaster  city. 
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extend  to  plumbers,  and  to  persons  ftimishing  curb-stones  for  the  pave- 
ment of  any  building  within  the  bounds  of  the  city  of  Lancaster.

AN    ACT 

Authorizing  the  execaton  of  Andrew  Jack,  to  tell  and  convey  tekl  estate. 

Whereas,  AUen  Jack,  late  of  Wilkesbarre,  in  the  county  of  Luzerne, 
died  about  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirteen,  intestate, 
unmarried  and  without  issue,  seized  of  certain  real  estate  situate  in  said 
borough  of  Wilkesbarre,  as  hereinafter  more  particularly  described, 
leaving  a  father,  John  Jack,  late  of  Meachey,  in  the  county  of  Tyrone, 
Ireland,  but  no  mother ;  and  also  leaving  two  brothers,  William  Jack 
and  Andrew  Jack,  and  a  sister,  Jane  Jack,  wife  of  William  Simpson, 
of  Omagh,  county  Tyrone,  Ireland : 

^nd  whereaSi  The  said  William  Jack,  brother  of  the  said  Allen, 
afterwards,  and  in  the  lifetime  of  his  father,  died  intestate,  unmarried 
and  without  issue,  and  the  said  Andrew  Jack,  brother  of  said  Allen, 
afterwards  died  leaving  no  widow,  but  leaving  three  sons,  John  Jack, 
Andrew  Jack  and  William  Jack,  and  two  daughters,  Elizabeth  Jack 
and  Jane  Jack,  all  minors  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years ;  and  by 
Ms  last  will  and  testament,  duly  executed  after  other  bequests  and 
devices^  (not  including  said  property,)  bequeathed  and  devised  all  the 
residue  and  remainder  of  his  estate,  equally  amongst  his  said  three  sons, 
or  to  which  ever  of  them  should  be  living  when  of  age,  and  appointed 
his  brother-in-law,  Andrew  Welah,  of  Magheracotton,  in  said  Irebod, 
one  of  the  executors  thereof,  to  whom  solely  letters  testamentary  were 
duly  granted : 

Jlnd  whereax^  On  the  fifteenth  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  thirty,  and  during  the  lifetime  of  the  said  John 
Jack,  the  father,  and  the  said  Andrew,  brother  of  said  AUen,  certain 
articles  of  agreement  were  entered  into  between  the  said  William  Simp- 
son of  the  one  part,  and  John  N.  Conyngham,  of  said  Wilkesbarre,  of 
the  other  part,  whereby  it  was  agreed  that  the  said  real  estate  should  be 
conveyed,  in  fee,  to  the  said  John  N.  Conyngham,  in  consideration  of 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  : 

And  whereas^  The  said  John  N.  Conyngham  has  ever  since  been

Allen  Jack,  deceased  ^  and  it  is  greatly  for  the  interest  of  said  children 
that  the  same  should  be  duly  completed : 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the.  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Andrew  Welsh,  executor,  as  Execator  of  An-

AN   ACT 

Retative  to  roads  and  bridges  in  the  counties  of  Crawford,  Clearfield  and  Greene. 
/ 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  ofRepretenta- 
tivea  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsf/hania  in  Getural  Antewbly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
Election  of  snper-  the  qualified  voters  ot  the  different  townships  in  said  counties  shall,  on 
Tisors.  the  third  Friday  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five, 

at  t)ie  township  election,  elect  three  persons,  who  shall  be  styled  saper- 
▼isors  of  roads  and  bridges. 

Section  2.  Within  ten  days  after  said  election,  the  persons  so  elected 
supervisors  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the  township  clerk,  or  in  his 
absence  at  the  clerks  of  the  elections,  who  shall  proceed  to  clai^  by 
lot,  the  said  supervisors,  one  to  serve  three  years,  one  to  serve  two 
years,  and  one  to  serve  one  year ;  and  as  soon  as  the  derk  shall  have 
completed  the  classificatioo^  he  ahall  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation 
to  each  of  said  supervisors,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  administer  the 
duties  of  said  office,  and  shall  record  the  same  in  the  township  records ; 
and  the  qualified  voters,  in  each  of  said  townships,  shall,  annually,  at 
the  township  elections  thereafter  elect  one  person  for  supervisor,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years ;  and  if  any  vacancy  occurs,  such 
vacancy  shall  be  supplied  by  appointment  by  the  board  until  the  next 
election. 

Section  3.  As  soon  as  the  supervisors  are  qualified,  they  shall  notify 
the  assessor  of  the  township,  who  made  the  last  assessment,  to  meet 
them  at  a  day  and  place  to  be  named  by  them,  and  when  so  met,  they 
shall  proceed  to  draw  ofT,  in  a  duplicate,  the  names  of  all  the  taxables 
in  said  township,  together  with  all  the  property  of  each  taxable  assessed 
by  said  assessor  for  county  rates  and  levies,  and  place  the  same  valua- 
tion on  such  as  was  placed  for  county  purposes,  and  the  said  assessor 
shall  certify  the  same  to  be  a  true  copy  of  the  last  assessment  of  said 
township. 

Section  4.  The  supervisor  shall  lay  such  tax  on  the  property  so 
assessed,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  road  and  bridge  purposes  for 
the  current  year,  not  exceeding  one-half  cent  in  every  dollar  of  vahia- 
tion  so  made,  bit  if  the  same  shall  all  be  expended,  and  imavoidable 
wpairs  be  required,  the  supervisors  may  raise  an  additional  sum  for  that 
purpose  not  exceeding  one  per  cent  in  any  one  year  in  the  whole,  and 
DO  taxable  shall  be  assessed  with  less  than  one  days  work  per  year  ? 
and  if  the  supervisors  find  it  necessary,  they  may  each  year  collect  a 
part  of  the  tax  not  exceeding  twenty-five  per  cent,  in  money  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  said  roads  or  bridges,  and  also  for  laying  out  roads  in 
said  townships. 

Section  5.  Every  sub-school  district  in  the  respective  townships 
shall  be  a  road  district,  and  shall  eveir  year,  at  the  same  time  they  dect 
school  committee  or  trustees,  also  elect  one  person  as  roadmaster  in 
said  district,  and  the  supervisors  shall  furnish  each  roadmaster  with  a 
list  of  the  taxables  in  his  district,  together  with  the  amount  of  tax  to  be 
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paid  by  each ;  and  the  roadmaster  shall  notify  each  person  named  in 
nis  duplicate,  of  the  Ume  and  place  he  intends  to  work  on  said  roads, 
and  if  the  person  so  notified  neglects  or  refuse»  to  work  as  directed,  such 
delinquent  shall  be  returned  by  the  roadmaster  forthwith  to  the  supervi- 
sors 5  and  in  case  any  roadmaster  shall  refuse  to  act  or  to  perform  the 
duties  enjoined  upon  him,  he  shall  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  dollars, 
to  be  collected  before  a  justice  as  other  sums  of  like  amount — and  the 
supervisors  shall  appoint  another  to  serve  in  hi?  place  until  the  next 
election. 

Section  fi.  The  supervisors  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  their  Warrants, 
warrant  to  the  constable  of  the  township,  for  the  collection  of  any  money 
that  may  be  due  fhm  resident  taxables,'  returnable  in  twenty  days  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  township ;  and  the  constable  is  hereby  required  to 
execute  the  same,  under  the  same  regulations  and  in  the  same*  manner 
and  for  like  fees  as  the  said  constables  now  do  perform  and  have  in 
case  of  executions,  except  that  the  defendant  or  delinquent  shall  not 
have  the  benefit  of  the  appraisement  and  stay,  as  is  now'  granted  on 
executions. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisors  to  take  charge  of  Roads  and  bridges 
all  the  roads  and  bridges  in  the  county,  (except  county  bridges,)  and  to 
lay  out  and  alter  the  same  at  the  request,  in  writing,  of  the  citizens  of 
said  township,  if  the  supervisors  deem  it  necessary,  and  they  shall  fur- 
nish the  town  clerk  with  a  return  of  all  such  roads  laid  out  or  altered, 
in  the  same  manner  as  viewers  now  make  report  to  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  ;  and  said  clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  roads  so  laid  out  or 
altered^  and  return  the  same,  every  court,  to  the  clerk  of  the  quarter 
sessions,  who  shall  record  the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  reports  of 
vi^ws  are  now  recorded ;  when  any  road  is  wanting,  which  shall  pass 
out  of  any  township  into  another  township,  the  same  shall  be  laid  out 
and  agreed  upon  by  a  majority  of  the  supervisors  of  the  townships 
through  which  said  road  pass,  and  in  all  cases,  when  pacticable.  the 
roads  shall  be  laid  out  on  the  dividing  lines  of  tracts,  so  as  to  do  as  little 
injury  as  possible  to  private  property. 

Section  8.  The  said  supervisors  shall,  in  the  month  of  December  of  Unaeated  lands, 
each  year,  make  out  a  list  of  all  unseated  lands  in  each  township  on 
which  the  road  tax  of  the  current  year  remains  unpaid  ^  and  one  of  said 
supervisors  shalL  in  said  month  of  December,  make  return  of  said 
miseated  lands  to  the  supervisors  of  the  county,  and  certify  the 
same  ;  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  for  collecting  the  tax  on 
said  lands  as  are  now  had  where  the  returns  are  made  by  the  super- 
visors. 

Section  9.  All  moneys  raised  in  said  townships,  by  tax  or  other-  Tax,  bow  paid, 
wise,  for  road  purposes,  shall  be  collected  and  paid  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  proper  township ;  and  whenever  there  is  money,  either  in  the  town- 
ship or  county  treasury  for  the  purpose,  public  notice  shall  be  given  by 
the  said  road  supervisors,  that  contracts  will  be  let  out  at  a  certain  time 
and  place  to  be  mentioned,  to  make  or  repair  sucli  portions  of  the  road, 
or  to  build  such  bridges  according  to  specified  plans  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, and  at  the  time  and  place  mentioned,  the  same  shall  be  put  up  at 
public  vendue  or  outcry,  and  let  to  the  lowest  bidder;  and  when  the 
same  is  fully  completed,  according  to  the  proposed  plan,  the  same  shall 
be  paid  for  by  orders  drawn  by  two  or  more  of  the  supervisors,  on  the 
treasurer. 

Section   10.    The  said  supervisors  shall,   annually,   settle    their  g^mem^oi  ^  i^^. 
accounts  with  the  auditors  of  the  township,  as  supervisors  now  do  under  counta. 
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existing  laws,  and  the  said  sapervisors  shall  perform  the  several  duties, 
and  be  subject  to  responsibilities  heretofore  imposed  on  the  supervisois 
by  existing  laws. 

Section  IK  The  compensation  of  said  supervisors   and  treasurer 
y*  shall  be  fixed  by  the  auditors  of  the  townships,  not  exceeding  one 

dollar  per  day  for  said  supervisors,  and  the  roadmasters  of  the  several 
districts  shall  be  allowed  the  same  daily  pay  as  is  allowed  to  those  who 
work  out  their  tax  ^  at)d  the  assessor  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  one 
dollar  for  each  day  necessarily  employed  with  the  supervisors,  in 
making  out  the  transcripts  and  certifying  the  same,  which  duties  the 
said  assessors  are  hereby  required  to  perform.

taxed  as  costs  for  similar  services  are  now  allowed  by  law.

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view  or  reyiew  of  tmy  road  or  bridg^  in  said  counties,  shall  be  valid, 
unless  the  whole  number  of  such  viewers  or  reviewers  shall  personally 
examine  the  premises,  nor  unless  a  majority  thereof  shall  concur  in  the 
report;  and  the  daily  pay  of  such  viewers  or  reviewers,  shall  be  the 
same  as  is  now  fixed  by  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth.

Relative  to  the  public  schools  in  the  borough  of  Bellefonte^  in  Centre  county,  and 
for  other  purposes. 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and. House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met  J  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  autlionty  of  the  same^    That 
in  addition  to  the  tax  provided  for  by  the  act,  entitled  **  An  Act  to  con-  BellefontB 
solidate   and  amend  the  sevei^al  acts   relative  to  a  general  system  of  l><>">«?h. 
education  by  common  schools,"  passed  the  thirteenth  day  of  June,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six,  and  the  supplements  thereto, 
the  school  directors  of  the  Bellefonte  borough  school  district,  in  the 
county  of  Centre,  are  hereby  authorized  to  assess  upon  each  scholar 
that  shall  attend  any  of  tlie  public  schools  in  the  said  district,  any  sum  Sdiool  tax. 
not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  quarter,  at  the  discretion  of  said  directors, 
to  be  paid  by  the  parent,  guardian,  master  or  other  person  having  chaige 
of  such  scholar,  in  proportion  to  their  ability  to  pay,  in  such  manner  as 
is  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  directors  to  demand  and  receive 
from  any  parent,  guardian,  master  or  other  person  having  charge  of  any 
children  in  said  district,  that  may  send  to  any  of  said  schools,  the  amount 
of  tax  assessed  ilpon  each  scholar  at  the  commencement  of  each  quar- 
ter; and  if  any  parent,  guardian,  master  or  other  person  having  charge 
of  any  such  children,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  said  tax,  on  or  before  « 

the  expiration  of  the  quarter,  the  president  of  the  board  of  directors 
shall  issue  his  warrant  to  the  district  collector,  authorizing  him  to  collect  Collectioo  of  tax. 
the  same ;  and  the  said  collector  shall  have  like  powers  to  enforce  the 
payment  of  the  said  tax  as  is  given  him  by  the  seventh  section  of  the 
said  act  of  the  thirteenth  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
six,  to  collect  the  tax  assessed  upon  property  for  school  purposes,  and 
shall  receive  the  like  compensation  for  his  services. 

SECtioH  3. .  The  said  directors  shall  hat^e  full  power  to  exonerate  any  Exoneration, 
parent,  gnardian,  master  or  other  person  having  charge  of  any  children. 
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from  the  payment  of  said  tax,  if  tliey  shall  be  satisfied  of  their  inability 
to  pay  the  same,  but  shall  not  exclude  their  children  from  said  school 
for  the  non-payment  of  said  tax. 

Section  4.  That  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  of  said  school  shall 
on  the  third  Friday  of  April,  of  each  and  -every  year,  and  oflener  if 
necessary,  be  audited  and  adj^ted  by  the  board  of  school  directors  of 
said  district. 

Section  6.  That  so  much  of  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  of  the  thir- 
teenth of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
six,  as  provides  *^  that  the  amount  of  tax  assessed  on  all  offices  and 
posts  of  profit,  professions,  trades  and  occupations,  and  on  all  single 
freemen  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  do  not  follow  any 
occupation,  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  assessed  on  the  same  for  county 
purposes,"  be  and  the  same  is,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  said  Bellefonte 
school  district,  hereby  repealed.

give  the  required  security,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  said  court,  or  judges, 
as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  29.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  qualified  electors  of  the  town- 
ship of  Middle  Smithfield,  in  the  county  of  Monroe,  annually  hereafter 
to  elect  three  supervisors  for  said  township,  at  the  usual  time  and  place 
of  holding  township  elections,  and  the  three  persons  who  received  the

of  the  state  legislature ;  and  said  election  shall  be  h^ld  and  conducted  in 
the  mode  and  manner,  and  by  such  officers  and  persons  as  is  provided 
by  an  act  of  assembly,  entitled  ^^  A  further  supplement  to  an  act,  enti- 
tled *An  Act  providing  for  the  election  of  aldermen  and  justices  of  the 
peace,  and  for  other  purposen,'  approved  the  thirteenth  day  of  June^ 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty." 

Section  32.  That  the  qualified  electors  of  the  borough  of  Honeadale, 
in  the  county  of  Wayne^  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  borough 
elections  at  the  court  house,  in  said  borough.

To  incorporate  sundry  Baptist  churches  in  Chester,  Montgomery  and  Philadelphili 
counties,  called  the  Central  onion  anociation  of  independent  or  congregational 
Baptist  churches. 

Whereas,  The  Central  union  association  of  independent  or  congre-  proamblc. 
gational  Baptist  churches,  composed  of  delegates  from  several  Baptist 
churches,  formed  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  cause  of  true  religion 
within  the  several  chaiges  of  which  it  may  be  composed,  by  means  of 
fratern^  intercourse,  mutual  counsel,  and  the  various  exercises  of  Chris- 
tian fellowship,  and  also  the  cause  of  foreign  missions  and  other  benev- 
olent plans  now  cherished  and  supported  by  evangelical  Christians,  has 
acquired  property,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  religion  and  learning 
among  them,  and  are  desirous  of  obtaining  a  charter  of  incorporation  to 
secure  said  property  and  encourage  additions  thereto,  and  the  better  to 
enable  them  to  promote  the  end  of  their  institutions :  Therefore, 

Section  I.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepreaenta- 
fives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^   Tliat 
the  Central  union  association  of  independent  Baptist  churches  in  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania,  consisting  of  representatives  and  delegates  of  the 
churches  now  associated,  and  of  all  that  may  hereafler  associate,  is  here- 
by erected  into  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the 
name,  style  and  title  of  the  ^*  Central  union  association  of  independent  Name. 
Baptist  churches,"  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion, and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued  in  all  courts  of  law  and  elsewhere.  Powers  and  pri- 
and  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  and  equity  to  take  and. hold  lands,  vileges. 
tenements,  goods  and  chattels  of  whatever  kind,  or  nature,  or  quality, 
real,  personal  and  mixed,  which  are  now  or  hereafter  shall  become  the 
property  of  the  said  association,  by  gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  convey- 
ance, will,  devise,  bequest  or  otherwise,  from  any  person  or  persons 
capable  of  making  the  same,  and  the  same  to  grant,  bargain,  sell  or 
dispose  of,  and  also  to  manage  and  improve  the  same  according  to  the  ' 
terms  of  the  donation  or  demise,  and  to  the  purposes,  trusts  and  uses 
for  which  they  shall  be  seized  thereof,  and  to  have  and  use  a  common 
seal  :    Provided^  That  the  general  income  of  said  real  and  personal  Proviso, 
estate  shall  not,  at  any  time,  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars 
per  annum. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  (foresaid^ 
That  the^  affairs  of  the  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  superintended 
by  a  board  of  thirteen  trustees,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  association,  annually,  by  the  delegates  present  on  the  Wednesday 
succeeding  the  last  Thursday  in  May  of  every  year,  and  U.  V.  Penny-  Trustees, 
packer,  John  Beaver,  Thomas  Watson,  George  W.  Holme,  Is^ 
Tustin,  Isaac  Reed,  Isaac  Ruth,  PhiUp  Sonders,  Joseph  Guthrie,  Jacob 
Baugh,  Thomas  Seattergood,  Owen  Phillips,  Nathaniel  H.  Johnson, 
shall  be  the  trustees  until  an  election  is  made  by  the  delegates  at  the

SscTv>N  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  tmihority  of  the  same.  That 
Appropriatioiui.  the  following  sums  be  and  they  are  hereby  specifically  appropriated  to 
the  several  objects  hereinafter  expressed,  for  one  year,  commencing  od 
the  first  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-four,  and  ending  on  the  first  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  forty-five,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  that 
may  be  in  the  treasury. 

Expenses  of  gov-     Itrst.  For  the  expenses  of  government,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
cmmcnt  fifty  thousand  dollars. 
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Second.  For  the  payment  of  pensions  and  gratuities,  the  sum  of  Pensions  and 
forty-seven  thousand  dollars.  gratuitiefl. 

Third.  For  common  school  purposes,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thou-  Common  ichools.
